and whatever Alterations may hereafter be 
4 made. One or more of thefe Treaties muft form 
^ the Bafis of it. 

; The Utility therefore of fuch a Work is 
! fulEciently obvious to the Gentleman, and 
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the Politician. To the Statcfman it is a Code, 
or Body of taw ; lince a Colleftion of Trea- 
ties is to him of the fame Ufe, that a Collec-^ 
tion of the Statutes is to a Lawyer. Two 
Things only are ileceffary in both, viz. that 
they fhould be complete and corre(^. With 
regard to this Work it can be truly faid, that 
no Pains have been fpared to make'it complete; 
and it is prefumed, from the Care that has been 
taken, no material Omiffion will be difcovered. 
One or two fhort Obfervations, it is hoped, 
will not feem improper. A Colle6lion of 
Treaties was publifhed in the Year 173^; and 
is now very fcarce. The Treaties contained in 
that Work are not only very irregularly arrang- 
ed, but upon comparing them with the detach- 
ed Copies publifhed by Authority, were found 
to be very inaccurately printed ; and fome 
Treaties were wholly omitted. The Method 
purfued in this Work is chronological.

N e u t r a l n a t i O N s. 

IT is Unhappy for the race of mankind, that thofe 
colleftive bodies, into which it is divided, (hould be 
fubjeft to the fame paflions and animofities, as the 
individuals, of which they are compofcd, and not have, 
like them, fomevifiblefuperior tribunal, which might 
hear and compofe their diflcntions: this might per* 
haps prevent thofe appeals, whiph are too frequently 
made to the fword, where the events of war alone 
decide the caufe, and the fentence, which paflcth oa 
the irangreflbr, brings alfo to the injured party a 
large (hare of misfortunes, in the excujion of it. The 
welfare of mankind however requires, that this necef* 
fary evil (hould bt confined within thenarroweft bounds; 
and that atrial, wheretheproceedings arefodeftrudlive^ 
fhould be made as (hort, and as equitable, as the nature 
of It will admit : It is the duty therefore of thofe, who 
are not concerned in the d?fpute, to be extremely atten- 
tive to their cqndufl, that they may not thereby contri- 
bute to render the conteft unequal : as far as man i^ 
concerned, it is force alone, on which the decifion de- 
pends; to add therefore by any ineans to the power df 
one party, is mahifeft injufticeto theother, andisbefidcs 
highly injurious to the reft of mankind ; finceitne- 
ceffarily tends to fpread difcord among nations, and 
from a fingle fpark of contention to light up a gene- 
ral flanrie. 

It might be hoped, that a duty, like this, inforced 
by fuch pov^erful motives, would be univerfally ob- 
ferved i tod that no private inferior intci^eft could in-i 
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xlucc any power to tranfgrefs it; if fomc little profit?, 
theobjed of greedy individuals, fhould perhaps arife 
from the violation of it ; can a nation in general reap a ' 
benefit, where public juftice receives a wound ? To 
aft in oppofition to this in hopes of fome prefent ad- 
vantage, is, to eftablifh a dangerous example, which 
may hereafter prove injurious to ourfelves j it is to 
untie the only band, which holdeth nations happily 
together, and to b^nifh mutual confidence from the 
Various communities of the world. 
. Such however hath been the miftaken conduft of 
fome neufral ftates during the prefent war. — Francc- 
cpnfented to the treaty of Aix-la-Chappele, that fhe 
might the more fecurely purfue the objefts of her am- 
bition ; and that under the difguife of peace fhe might 
extend and fortify her pofleflions in a part of the world, 
where Her arms in time of open war had always, till 
then, been unfuccefsful : for this purpofe fhe had art- 
filUy contrived, th4t the American rights Ihould not 
hp determined by that treaty, but be left to the con- 
Aderation pf commiffaries, to whofe decifions flie never 
meant to pay any regard. — Canada was her vulnerable 
part: thr§ therefore fhe refolved nrftto ftrengthen, and 
then to enter again with more confidence into war ; 
lyhile we were employed in debating our rights, flie 
took m.ore efFeftual means to end the conteft in her fa- 
vour ; (he fent frequent fupplie.s to America ; (he feizcd 
and fortified the pafles and navigable rivers of that 
country> drove the Englifh from their pofleflions, and 
hu.ilt forca o,ia the dominions of Great-Biricain ; when 
the defign was thus far a(;ivanced, England faw it in all 
Its terrors, and with fpirit determined to. fupport her 
juft fights: tbpu^h forfaken nowinherdifl;refs Dy thofc 
aliies, who ov^e ?heir independeacy to her protection, 
ftxe feared no%m fuch a caufe to fliand alone againfl: all 
the eflt)rts of France ; ftie fent forth hejc naval ftrength, 
but the enemy foon rendered the attempts of that iaef-, ^ 
ftftual, by refolying never to try its forxe : In wl>at 
maancr was fhe npw to employ it ? — Oxie only objeft 
rem^atned worthy Qf its attest ion,^ ^nd that was to de- 
fray the trade of the enemy,^and to intercept the fuc- ' 
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touriSj which (lie lent to hei* dominion^ in America.-— 
^rhough this would not crufh at once the evil, it Would 
ftop at leaft the fources that fed it, and might in the 
end cohrribiite to induce the enemy to confent to a 
l-eafondble peace. 

France eildeavoiired again to.obviatc this ftrokc by 
her policy. She took off the tax of 50 fous per ton^ 
which (he always chufes to keep on foreign freightage t 
(he opened even her American ports, and admitted 
other countries into that choice part of her comrtierce, 
^hich by her maritithe regulations fhe hath at othef 
times fo ftridlly rcferved to herfelf. Neutral nations 
fcized at once on the advantage, and opened to thtf 
fenemy new channels for the conveyance of thofe richesi 
by which the war was to be nurfed aftd protraftcd i 
Under tVie banned of friendfliip they thus ferved thtf 
Caufe of the ac(verfary,whofe wealth fecuredb^thatpro-^ 
teftion would have paffed fafe and unmolefted through 
Our fleet ; if Britain again raifing her fpirit, had not 
fefolved that by this means^her naval powef fhouldno< 
be rendered ufeleft, andfei^ed on the enemy's proper- 
tyj which Ihe found on board neutral ftiips.-— It is well 
known however, that her conduft in this refpeft hath 
not been univerfally approved, and'that fome neutral 
Nations think they have a right tof carry in their veffelt' 
tinmoleftedthc property of our adverfafies. — As I herd 
differ with them in feiitiment, this is the point, oa 
livhich 1 interld to difcourfe. 

Great arid wife governments have always been jea-« 
lous of national glory : it is an aftive principle, which 
properly cultivated, operates in virtuous aftions through 
every rhethber of the ft ate ; to prefer ve this therefore irt 
its plirity, is the duty of every one, who loves hiSi 
country* — Can it then b6 wondered, that the native of 
a kingdom, always celebrated foriti public fpirit, and 
Its upright faith, at a time^' when thcfe are called ia 
doubt, ihould intcreft himfelf in its defence ? No iii-i 
decent charges ihall here be urged againft other coun^ 
tries, it is meant only to vindicate the honour of oqr 
o^n : It is to be lamented, that the necefCty ofaffairs 
0iould'^ fttch a feafon have given occafion to thisdiP 
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pute, particularly with that ancient ally of England, 
-who hath fo often fought with her under the fame 
banner, in fupport of the juft rights and privileges of 
mankind; the. zeal of any government to encourage 
the induftry of its people, is what a Britifh pen can 
never • disapprove : the principle is noble, and merits 
even our applaufe; 1 only meao to Ihew, that the pre- 
^fent objed of it is not juft. 

I (hall therefore examine the right, which neutral 
powers claim in this refpedt, firft, according to the law 
of nations, that is, according to thofe principles of na- 
tural law, which are relative to the cbnduft of nations, 
fuchas are approved by the ableft writers, andpfaftifed 
by ftates the moft refined. — I fhall then confider the 
alterations, which have been made in this right by thofq 
treaties, which have been fuperadded to the law 
of nations, and which communities, for their mutual 
benefit-, have eftabliflied among themfelves. 

The right of protedion then muft have its founda- 
tion in fome law, and, when confidered in relation to 
any particular cafe, it muft be founded on that law, 
by which the intercfts of the parties concerned are gene- 
rally determined, and which hath force in that place, 
where the right of protection is claimed. Thus in the 
prefent cafe, if neutral nations have any right to pro- 
tect the peoperty of the enemy, it muft take its rife 
from thofe laws, which are the eftabliflied rules of 
conduft between nations, and particularly on tjiat ele- 
ment, where this right is fuppofed to be exerted. ^ No 
civil or municipal inftitutions, and much lefs the privi- 
leges ariling from them, can here take place 5 they 
have no force but under the dominion of thofe, who 
agreed to their eftablifliment. The queftion then is — 
How far, according to the law of nations, doth this 
rio-ht of prote^lion extend. — To anfwer this clearly,^ 
we muftobfervCj that governments can have fucceeded 
to no other rights, but fnch as their refpeftive mem- 
bers enjoyed in a Hate of individuality 5 and that one 
nation is now to another, as it were in a ftate of nature, 
that is, in the fame condition, in which man was to 
man, before they entered into focietyi the right there- 
fore of protedlion, which individuals would have en- 
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joyed in fuch a fituation, is the fame, which govern- 
ment can claim at prefent:r-An individual then in a 
ftare of nature, would have had an undoubted riglit to 
proteft his own perfon and property againft any at- 
tack ; — but if I am engaged m contention with ano- 
ther, would he then have had a right to protefthini 
againft me?— moft certainly not; — fince he thereby 
would deprive me of a right,' which the law of nature, 
for my own fecurity, woul^ in fuch a cafe give me, of 
feizing the property of this my enemy, and deftroying 
bis perfon i if he thought my condu6t manifeftly inju- 
rious, fo as to call for general refentment, he would oh 
that account' becbnrws my enemy himfelf ; but as long 
as he calls himfelf a neuter, to aft in this manner againft 
me would be no lefs abfurd than unjuft : — fuch there- 
fore and no more is the right of proteftion, which go- 
vernments enjoy at prefent in thofe places, to which 
their own dominions doth not extend ; they have fuc- 
ceeded to the rights only of their refpeftive members, 
and by confequence thefe alone they can proteft. 

But it will be aflced, — From whence then arifes the 
right, which governments alway enjoy of prptefting 
the property of the enemy within the precinfts of their 
own country?-— It is a confequence of the right of 
dominion; unlefs therefore their dominion extends 
over the ogean, the right of proteftion cannot there 
take place; dominion gives a right of enafting laws, 
of eftabliftiing new jurifdiftions, and of making all, 
(whether its own fubjefts or thofe of other countries) 
fubmit to thefe, who come within the pale of its power : 
Here then the trial, which the law of nations gives, 
is, as it were, fuperfeded; and any proceedings upon 
it would of courfe be unjuft; but as foon as }ou arc 
out of the ver^e of this particular jurifdiftion, the 
laws thereof and the priviledges which attend them, 
ceafe at once, and the general laws of nations again 
have their force: here the property even of an ally 
hath no other proteftion than what thefe laws allow 
it; being joined therefore to the goods of an enemy, 
it cannot communicate its proteftion to thefe, fince tb^ 
farftc l^w which gives fecurity to Uie firft^ allows you 
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toXcizf and deftroy the latter. Tbefe reafoninjys arc 
pxemprlfied by a comnpnfaftjr— within the ptecinfts 
of the dominion of any government, you are not ^t 
liberty to fearch the (hips of any country; but is not 
this liberty univerfally aad immemorially pradifcd over 
all on the main ffsa f ^nd wherefore 1§ the fearch made, 
tut th^t, according to the law of nations, all are here 
^^nfwerable for what they rnay convey ? 

There is fomething analogous to this in moft civil 
.governments. Fpw countries are without fqrne places 
which enjoy a right of proteftjon from the general law^ 
oftheft^te, fuch as palaces, houfes of religion, and 
the like J an^ this right generally arifes from ibme 
pretence to an exclufivc jurifdiftjon j as long therefore 
^s any particular property remains within the vefo-e of 
thefe, however juftly it may be the objeft of the'law, 
|t is not fubjeft to thp power of it; but fuppofe it con^ 
yeyed from hence into t^e pMblic roads, beyond thp 
precinfts of this particular palace, or convent, the 
protection it received, would vanifli at once, and the 
general laws of the community would fully then have 
force upon it. Thus the protedion, which govern^ 
pients can giye within their doipinions, exfends not to 
ihe feai the opean i$ the public road of the univerfe^ 
|he Jaw of which is the law of nations, and ?11 that 
pafs thereon, are fubjeft to it without eithesr privilege 
pr exemption. 

|f;his manner of reafoning Ihould not clearly eftab- 
Jifh my point, I can appeal in fupport, of it to the 
^bleft writers on public law, who will be found to have 
decided the q.ueftion upanimoufly in my favour. 

And firft I will produce the tcftimony of that learned 
fiatiye of Delft, who wrote fo nobly on the freedom of 
navigation to ferve his ungrateful country. In one of 
thep^ffage^s, which are now before me, it is remarka^ble 
how much He labours to give the greateft extent to the 
fights of pomrnerce; and yet with all.his laudable bias 
to this favourite point, he appears clearly to. be of 
Opinion, that the fhip of a neutral nation cannot pro- 
jea the property of an enemy: he even allows, that 
fych propcfty, feeing found on ^oard any yeflcl, afFoKl^ 
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a ftrong prefumption, that fhe alib belongs to the enemy; 
and that Ihe niight on that ground be cond^mit^d- 
unlefs evident proofs be produced to thq contrary; ana 
then he adds, " Alioqui res ipfx folae in prjedarh vc- 
uniuntj" and fpeaking again in another place on this 
point, he fays, that in cafe the wrong done me by my 
enemy is manifeftly unjuft, and that any one by afford- 
ing him fuccours (hould encourage him in his enmity 
againdme, "jamnon tantum civiliter tcnebiter dc 
" damno, fed & criminaliter, ut IS, qui judici immi- 
*^ nenti rcum manifeftum eximit." A fine and ani- 
mated manner of expreffion, which fhews how clear 
the opinion of this great author was upon the queftion. 
To the teftimony of Grotius I fhall add that of Byn^ 
kcrflioek, a native alfo of Holland, and whofe fenti* 
ments, in point of maritime jurifprudence, Barbeyrac 
often prefers even to thofe of the former i and what 
makes his opinion at this time of great importance, is, ' 
that he wrote principally for the ufe of the courts and 
ftates of the United Provinces, and generally confirms, 
what he advances, by their judgments and refolutions. 
He fpeaks exprefsiy in favour of my point: *^ Ratione 
*^ confulta," fays he, " non fum qui videam, cur non 
** liceret capere res hoftiles quamvis in navi arnica re- 
** pcrtas, id cnim capio, quod hoftium ell, quodquc 
" jure belli viftori qedit." He then afligns for hig 
' opinion this reafon, that as it is lawful to ftop on th^' 
ocean any veffel, though (he carry the colours of 4 
neutral nation, and to examine by her papers to whom 
fhc reajly belongs; and in cafe ihe appear to be the 
property of an enemy, to feize her as lawful prizei fo 
he can fee no caufe, why this rule Ihould not extend to 
the effedls which any fhjp may have on board; and if 
the goods of an enemy fliould lie there concea^Ied, why 
they alfo by theright of war (hould not be taken and 
condemned ; he even declares it to be his opinion, that 
the owner of the neutral vefltl fhould iq fuch a cafo 
lofe the price of his freight j a fe verity, which the En- 
glifh Courts of Admiralty never praftife, where fomo 
pwtlcular Qircvjmftance doth not require it, 

i^ 4 I ihaU 
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I (hall add to thefe the opinion of Albericus Gcnti-" 
IjS) efteemed the ablcft writer on national jurifprudcnce,. 
till Grotius bore the palm from him ; and his fame in 
this' refpedt was fo great, that Philip the Third of 
Spain appointed him perpetual advocate for his fubjeds 
in all caufes, which they might have depending in the 
Courts of England. I'his author dates a cafe, where 
the Tufcans had taken the effefts of the Turks, at thac 
time their enemies, whieh they found on board feme 
Engliih (hip^; and. he determines, that the Turkifh' 
goods arc legal prize, but that the captor muft pay the 
freight to the Englifh, " Tranfeunt res/* fays he, 
•' cumfuacau^a, viflor fuccedit in locum yifli, tenerur 
*^ etrufcus pro toco naulo." Tb^ property of the ene- 
my paffeth to the captor, but all its cohfequences attend 
it; the goods juftly belong to him, but he muft pay to 
the freighter all, which the enemy would have paid, 
to whofe right he hath in every refpeft fucceeded. 

To enter particularly into the fentiments of any more 
tvriters oh this fubjeft, would be equally tedious and un^ 
lieceffary ; it will be fufE.cient to mention the names 
»lone of fuch others, ss are in favour of the queftion.--^ 
Among thefe I find Heinneqcius, no lefs famed for 
Jiis knowledge of laws, than for his learning in what arc 
the beft expofitors of laws, the antiquities of govern- 
rnehts. — Zoiich, whp for. many years prefided in the 
Courts of Admiralty of this kingdom. — Voer,— Zu« 
arius,— ^and Loccenius, all of them writers of repu- 
tation, and whofe opinions are univerfally relied on by 
all, who treat on public jurifprudence, 

I might indeed have wholly omittedthefen:imentsof 
thefe learned individuals, fince we ihall find, that great 
communities themfelves have, confirmed our opinion 
both by their laws and by their praftiee. — It will not be 
' proper op this occafion to look far back into the early 
annals of^the European ftat^s ;v when.the government? 
of thefe were yet in their infapcy, the advantages of 
commerce were but little undcrftbod, and of courfe the 
rights of it were not fufEciently regarded v war was thert 
tpo much the ftafon of rapine, and they wlio entered 
into it^ mc^nt lefs to conquer than to pjqndcr. As foon 
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feowever as fome better order began to be introduced 
into thcfe affairs, it then became ufual for each party ^ 
the commencement of thewar topublifli a declaration, 
wherein he fpecified what kind of trade he would permit 
neutral nations to carry on with his enemy ; and the 
regulations of thefc were fometimes attendded to, and 
fometimes not, either as the inteteft of the party neutral 
inclined him to fubmit.to the reftraint, or as the power 
of the party belligerent enabled him to enforce the exe- 
cution of it. Triie it is, that the prohibitions which 
Ihefe* declarations contain are.various, according to the 
fentimehts of the difFerrent governments which made 
them s and on that Account, they are per^iaps to6 un- 
fteady a foundation, on which to eftablifh a right j we 
raay draw however from them one powerful inference 
in our favour, that not one can be found amid all this 
variety, that ever permitted neutral nations to proteft 
the property of the enemy : this branch of freightage 
they all agree uhanimoufly to prohibit. 

The free dates of Italy cultivated firft the intcrcfts of 
cornmerce : before any veffel had as yet paffed the Cape 
of Good Hope, and a Ihorter paffage had been difco- 
vered to'theEaftrlndies, Venice and Genoa drove the 

f)rincipaltride'jpfthe< world, and dilperfed the manu- 
aiftures of Afid to the -different parts of Europe; it 
naturally followed, that thefe two commercial republics 
fooneft underftood and defined the juft rights *of navi- 
gation j their maritime conftitutions ftill remain col- 
lefted in the Confolato d|el Mare j and the reputation of 
thefe was fo great, that a!s the laws of Rhodes were once 
to the Romans, and the laws of Oleron to the weftern 
parts of Europe, fo thefe Italian laws became of force 
univerfally to all the nations, which bordeVon the Me- 
diterranean fea : thefe have determined the point ex- 
prefsly in our favour. In one of them it is afferted> 
*** Se la nave o navilio, che pigliato fara, fufle di amici

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^ faraj" « If the (hip or vcflel, which (hall be taken,

^ armed ibip may force orxonftrain the matter of tJlc 
•* fliip or ve(rel which be has taken, to carry into fomc 
*' port, for his account, the e(Fccls of his enemy which 
'^ are on board ;" and it is afterwards added, that the 
mafter of the ve(rel muft be paid for the freightage of 
the goods of the enemy, — J\nd fuch was not only the 
conflanr purport of their laws, but the practice of 
their KOYemments was alwikys conformable to it. Their 
liiftorian tell us, that in the war between the Venetians 
and the Genoefe, the (hips of Grecians, who were neu-^ 
tcrs, were always fearched, and the enemies, who lay 
hid in them, were taken out, and made prifoners. 

It is unneccflTary to dwell. longer in giving a further 
detail of the condu^ of every nation in this refpedl i 
I will therefore confine myfelf to thofe who are moft 
concerned in the prefent difpute ; and will (hew, that as 
Englaiul claims no more at prefent, than what (lie al- 
Way enjoyed, fo France and Holland have conftantly 
fttpported the fame opinion, whenever their interelt re- 
quired it. . 

It was in the reign of the firft Edward, a prince who 
thoroughlyunderftoodtherigbts of his Crown, and had 
a foirit equal to the fupport of them, that Philip th^ 
Fair of France, being engaged in a war with the Duke 
©f Burgundy, the French Admiral took the (hips of 
fcveral neutral nations, whichwere paiTing through the 
Britifli Channel into the ports of Flanders : great com- 
pkiints were made on this head, and commiflioners were 
appointed to examine into the conduA of the Admiral } 
^liljei was there prefcnted againft him by ahTi,6ft every 
trading nation' of Europe ; the record of this is ftill 
remaiaing; and if neutral nations had at that time pre^ 
cehded to enjoy the right of protefting the property of 
the encmy^ and that the efFeds which they carried 
on board their fhips, could in no cafe, except in that 
erf contraband, be made lawful prize, we might welj 
«p©ft, that this right would here have been claimed 
m!4 ^(rertcd : fear CQ\lId not ia this cafe hftve pfevwte4 
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it; for all the world, except France, was on one fide 
of the queftions but the record contains no fuch 
plaim : the injured demand their right on a different 
principle, becaufe the (hips were taken on thofc fcas, 
" where the Kings of England (faith the. record) have , 
^* time out of mind been in peaceable poffeffion of the 
'^ fovereign Lordlhipj with power of appointing laws, 
" of prohibiting the ufe of argis, of giving protcdion 
*f as occafion (hould require, and appointing all chingi 
♦* neceffary for the maintaining peace, juftice, and 
^* equity among all, as well foreigners as natives; 
^* who navigate thofe feas." Here then the right of 
protedion is placed on that bafis, on ^hich alone it 
can properly be founded, the right of dominion ; no 
other pretence is offered ; and if I may be allowed m 
fum up the evidence, as their names are written ih 
rhe record, " Gcnue, Cateloigne, Efpaigne, Alemaioc, 
^' Seland, Hoyland, Frife, Denmarcb, Nc>rway^ Ar 
^^ plufoqrs aultre$ lieux del Empier," all join here in 
^fferting the principles, on which I firft eftablilhed mf 
argument. 

The annals of Edward the Third afford dill other 
fafts in favour of my opinion : this Prince added to his 
piilitary occomplilhments great fagacity in the fcience 
of laws, and uncommon attention to the commercial 
incerefts of his kigdom^ in the fecond year of hit 
/eign he confirrned the Charter of Privileges, which 
fome of his predeceflTors had before granted to fotcign . 
pierch^nts, and particularly to thofe of the Hanfe-towns; 
who were at that time the greateft freighters of thp 
Wcftern p^rts of Europe : this inftrument may weJtl 
be confidered as a fort of maritime regulation, by whichf 
^England meant to direct her conduct at that time itf 
?iffairs of this nature ; in this, liberty of nayigatioH iif 
fully confirmed j foreign merchants are allowed to carry 
.their goods, whether purchafed within the kingdom, or 
without, " Quocunque yoluerinti" but with this ex- 
ception, " praptercjuanci ^ Terras notoriorum & ma* 
^f nifcftorun) hoftiunr> Regni noftri ;"and fome oSaicw 
being afterwards committed againft this charter in the 
fuccceding y?ars, it w^s ag«»in renewed in the fame maii^ 
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ncrin the 6th ycarof hisrcifenj in both-thefc inftancct 
the cxc'cption isexprefs, that no trade whatfoever Ihould 
be permitted with the enemy j but this'good King, per- 
haps througKtt principle of jurt ice, and his ardent love 
to commerce, fecms to have pra6lifed this right with 
more moderation, that is> in much the fame man- 
ner, in which the governmentof England claims it at 
prefent: for in his wars* with Scotland, fome fhips of 
Great Yarmouth having taken feveral veffch belonging 
to the Burgcflfes bf ihe Town of Bruges, " Praeten- 
•* dcntes Bona in iifiJem e^iftentia fuiflc hominum de 
•* Scotia-}" he difefted Kis precepts to the Sheriff of 
Norfolk, commanding him to fet at liberty, and to 
caufe full reflitution to be made of the fhips, and of 
fuch of the goods, as belonged to the merchants of 
•Bruges, and that he fticiild detain only that part of the 
cargo, which was the property of the Scotch, his ene- 
mies. We find alfo, that when Queen Elizabeth was 
engaged in war with Spain, fhe feized feveral veffcls of 
the Hanfe-Towns, which were entering into the port of 
Lift)on } and ihe urged among other arguments the 
charter above mentioned irt defence of her conduft : 
fl\e was in this refpeft fo fatisfied of her right, that the 
threats of the German Empire and other neutral powers 
could not oblige her to relinquilh it; and though (be 
might perhaps on this occafion give too great extent to 
this right, yet it is remarkable, that Monfieur de Thou, 
who was himfelf a great Lawyer, and had long fat in 
the firft Court of Judicature in France, even when 
he blames the conduft of the Queen in this affair, paffeth 
his ccnfure upon it, not as defeftive in juftice, but only 
in policy : " In tarn alieno tenripofe," fays he, ^^ Rerum 
" prudentioresexiftimabant, imprudenter faftum effe a 
** ReginaabAnglis." 

We have as yet mentioned the condu<5l alone of 
thofe Englifh Princes, who knew how to affert their 
rights, and who ruled their people with glory; but we 
ihall find thatieven under a weaker government, and 
in a latter period, this right of feis&ing the property of 
the enemy found Onboard neutral fhips hath been fully 
claimed and pl-aftifed : when Villiers Duke of Buck- 
ingham prefided over the naval affairs pf England, and 

to 
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to gratify his own private refentments had engaged his. 
country in a war againft Spain, the Britilh fleet .under 
Pennington took feveral French veflels,to the number 
of between thirty and forty, which had Spanifh efFefts 
on board ; they were brought into the ports of England, 
and our CourtsofAdnoiralty condemned the goods of 
the Spaniards^ as le^al orize, but ordered the veffels of 
the French to be relealed, and the freightage to be paid 
to them. This conduft was avowed by the Court of 
England, and a full reprefentation of it tranfmitted by 
the Lord High Admiral to the adminiftration of 
France: about fifteen years after this, when the French 
themfelves were at war with Spain, the navy of France 
took a great many Englifh fhips, which were laden with 
the property of Spaniards j, and their Courts of Admi- 
ralty condemned not only the enemy's eflFefts, birt the 
Englilh (hips, which conveyed them : the Earl of ,Lci- 
cefter, then Ambaflador in France, made great com- 
plaints on this head; he was anfwered, that the 
Englilh always afted in the fame manner; and this 
reply being tranfmitted to the Earl oC Northumber- 
land, at that time Lord High Admiral, he confulted 
upon it Sir Henry Martin, the beft Englifh Civilian of 
that age, and the moft verfcd in maritime jurifdiftion ; 
and by his advice he returned to Lord Leicefter the fol- 
lowing anfwer, which at the fame time proves the con- 
ftant opinion, and fhews the moderation of the Britifti 
Admiraltyon this point: ^' that," fays he, **which is al- 
" ledged by the French to be prai5tifed in our Courts 
'^ of Admiralty, is abfolutely denied ; and that neither 
" the 1-cw nor praftice hath ever been here to confif- 
" cate the goods of friends for having enemies goods 
*' arnon^ thern : we are fo far from doing any fuch aft 
*' of injuftice, as when in tim^ of war we have metwith 
" any fuch prizes, the freight hath always been paid by 
*' the taker for thofe enemies* goods, that he took, and 
** thofe, that belonged unto friends, were duly reftored 
f' to them." - s 

Thus much may fufEce to (hew the conduftof the 

fcople of Eng^nd : — hiftory will alfo prove to us, that 
lollaiid hath always exerted the fame right :r-At the 

..i -beginning 
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^ beginning almoft of that war, which the tJnited Pr6^ 
vinces Ibftained in fupport of their liberties, and evert 
before theih Sovereignty was as yet fully eftablilhed, the 
people of .Zealand icrupled not to carry into their ports 
all (uch neutral veflels, as were conveying the efte<5ts 
of the enemy, under pretended names^ from Flanders 
into Spain ; and the Courts of Admiralty of that pro- 
vince adjudged the Spanifh property to be legal prize; 
and though they relcafcd the neutral Ihips, they made 
them no compenfation for the freightage -, among theft 
there were lome Englilh veflels, and Queen Eli- 
zabeth, angry that fo young a ftate, and one, which 
had placed itfelf under her proteftion, Ihould in any 
degree interrupt the commerce of her people, at firft 
(hewed the efFefts of her refentment, by feizing their 
Ihips, and imprifoning their mercants; the Zealanders 
upon this made reprifals ; fevcral Englifh veflels were 
detained, and their commanders put under confine-*, 
ment: to endeavour at fom^ fettlement of this affaii*^ 
the Queen fent over to Holland, Mr. Robert Beal, her 
Secretary; and for the fame purpofe the Prince of* 
Orange difpatched a Minifter^ to London j by thefe 
means the difpute at laft was compremifed 5 the fliipg 
and the prifoners were on both fides releafedj but the 
Queen never obtained reftitqtion of the enemieal 
goods, which were taken on board the veflels of hct 
lubjefts ; this faft is worthy of obfervation, not only^ 
as it relates to the conduft of Holland, but as it fliews^ 
how far a Princefs thought herfelf obliged in equity to, 
yield, whom hiftorians have alwayS defcribed as pofitive 
in her temper^ and, whenever her right was concerned/ 
of a very tenacious difpofirion. 

Holland, whenever fhe was engaged in war> almoft 
conftantly purfued the fame condudt : flie fometimes , 
even prohibited the commerce of neutral nations be^ 
yondall jufticeand moderation, Charles the Second^ 
in a letter to the States General, of Oftober 4, 16661 
charges them with a remarkable violence of this nature^ 
beijig at war with fome Afiatic Princes in the Eaft-In-i 
dies, they feized all the fhips and goods af the Eng-* 

jUflj merchants, which were trading to thofe countries > 

and 
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and the Dutch Governors fcruplcd not only to profeft 
in'thcir declarations, ^ Qh ayant depuis peu annonce 
•' la guerre aux Princes, avec qui ilsavoient defleindc 
*' trafiquer, cette guerre devoit par confequent leur 
** interdiretout commerce aveclcsdits Princes." 

I omit citing many other inftances of their conduft 
in this particular, left I fhould appear tedious, efpeci- 
ally as one faifl ftill remains, which is alone fufficicnt 
to evince the opinion of Holland on this point ; and 
the which I rather chufe to mention, as it happened 
even after the Dutch had by their hegociations endea- 
voured to eftablifh, as a general maxim ampng nations, 
that the goods of an enemy under a ^neuual banner 
ftxould pafs unmolefted. — At the commencte^ient of 
that war, which broke out immediately after the Revo- 
Jution, when the firft grand alliance was formed againft 
France, Holland entered Into a convention with Eng- 
land to prohibit totally the commerce of neutral 
powers with the enemy : in the preamble of this, they 
aflign publicly their reafons for it 5 they fay, " that 
" having declared war againft the Moft Chriftian King, 
*' it behoves them to do as much damage, as poffible, 
♦* to the common enemy, in order to bring him to 
" agree to fuch conc^itions, as may reftore the re- 
" pofe of Chriftendoiti; and that for thU end it was 
** neceffary to interrupt all trade and commerce with 
" the fubjefts of the faid King : and then to efFeft this, 
^^ they had ordered their fleets to block up all the 
** ports and havens of France ;'* and afcerwards in the 
fecond and third articles of convention, it is agreed, 
/' that they would take any veflel^ whatever King or 
" State it may belong to, that ftiall be found 
" failing into or out of the ports of France, and con- 
*^ demn both veffel and merchandife as legal prize -, 
*^ and that this refolution fhould be notified to all 
" neutral dates." Such ther^efore at this tiitie was 
atit avowed opinion of Holland, and England was in- 
duced to join with her in this convention, exceed- 
ing thereby, thofe bounds of equity and moderation, 
which Ihe had almoft always praftifedin this point be- 
fore, and which ft>c will, I hope, moll faithfully obfeYve 

for 
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for the future. The Northern Crowns, who were par- 
ticularly afFcfted by this prohibition, contended very 
vehemently againll it: in anfwer to their objections 
were urged, the circumftances of affairs, the danger of 
Europe, and the mighty ftrcngth of that ambitious 
power; which, if fome extraordinary effort was not 
made, would bring mankind under its fubjeftion. It 
is remarkable, that Puffendorf, who owed his fortune 
and employments to one of thofe Northern Crowns, 
was of opinion in this cafe againll them ; and thought 
that the convention might be juftified. It is not meant 
here atprefent, either to cenuire or commend it: cir- 
cumftances may fometimes make a thing to be lawful, 
which confidered by itfelf, would be unjufl; but fuch 
times are truly unhappy, when neceffity mufl be ple^d- 
^d in fuppo'rt of a right. 

It remains, thati now'cnquire into the conduft of 
France J my proofs on this head will be clear; they 
are indeed nothing lefs than the public laws of that 
kingdom: by fome very old French ordinancies it is de- 
clared, not only, that the enemies goods fhall be ad- 
judgded to be lawful prize, but that the neutral vefTel 
which carries them, or the property of any ally, which. 
fhxW be Joined with them, fhall be joined alfo in the con- 
demnation. It has always been » maxim of the Courts 
of Maritime Jurifdidlion of France,/^ Que la robe 
" d'am confifque celle d'enemici" and To clear were 
they in this opinion, that the laws, which eflablifhed 
it, were repeatedly enafted in the reigns of two of their 
Kings, Francis I. and Henry IIL — That the praftice of 
the French marine hath in thisparticuUr beenconform-» 
able to their laws, may be proved by athoufand inflances: 
I fhall felcft one tipon the authority of a Minifler of 
Holland, which will fhew, what their condudl was 
in that Spanifh var,~ which preceded the Pyrcnean 
Treaty* In a letter of MonfieurBoreel from Paris, to 
Monticvr De Wit, December 26th, 1653, " On 
" ticnt i<ji^" fays he, '' pour maxime favorable a leurs 
^^ intcrefls, que'lcurs enemies ne doivent recevoir ni 
** defenfc ni fervice des fubjefts de leur H. H. P. P. 
•^ ca iranfjportant de chex cux quelques merchandifes 
* -' " ou 
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*' ou commodites ou d'autres, qui fcroient pour I^ 
*' compte de renemie, fous peine, au cas qu*ils les 
** trouvent dans lesbatiments Hollandois, qu'ilsferont 
*' de bonne prife, & qu'on les puiffe cnlcvcr dcs dits 
*' batinnents & les confifquer/* 

But this is not the old laws of France alone, that thus 
<Jeternninc this point, their more modern regulations 
confirm it : one of the laft and greateft fervices which 
Colbert performed to his country, was the eftablifh- 
ment of a fyftem of naval laws, the wifeft and bed di- 
gefted which the fpirit of legiflation hath ever yet pro- 
duced 5 it is obfervable, that although the ordinance, 
-which contains thefe laws, "was regifteredin 1681, fe- 
veral years fubfequent to thofe treaties, by which 
France agreed that neutral veffels Ihould protefl: the 
property of the enemy, yet it pays no attention to them, 
and eftablifhes the contrary doftrihe. This proves 
how little regard France always fhewed to that article. 
The words of the ordinance exprefsly condemn not 
only the enemies goods, but the neutral fhip -which 
carries them : " All fhips (faith the law) which have 
*^ goods on board that belong to the enemy, Ihall be 
" good prize." 

Let us now look back, on what has been faid : the 
dedu<5lion which I have made, hath, I fear, been tedi- 
ous j but the importance of the fubjeftby force led me 
into It : — 1 flatter myfelf however it has appeared, that 
reafon, ^uthorty, and praftice, all join to fupport the 
caufe 1 defend : — by reafon, I have endeavoured to 
trace out thofe principles, on which this right of cap- 
ture is grounded ; and to give that weight to my own 
ferftiments, which of themfelves they would not de- 
ferve, I have added the authorities pf the ableft 
writers on this fubjeft j — and laftly, I have entered 
largely into the condu6l of nations, that I might not 
only lay thereby a broader foundation for this right, 
but that I might the more fully illuftrate, by the extra- 
vagant pretenfions of other ftates in this refpeft, the 
prefent moderation of England 1 no age or countty 
ever gave a greater extent to the commerce of neutral 
nations, and we have fcen that moft in the fame cir* 

b cumftance* 
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cumftances have confined it within much narrower 
bbunds. 

There remains ftill however one objedtion to what 
has been faid, and that of fo plaufibleacaft, that I cannot 
leave it without an anfwer : it has been pretended, that 
the liberty of navigation is deftroyed by rrieansof thefe 
captures, and that a violent reftraint hath been put oh 

Iffc lawful induftry of rhankind. The liberty of navi- 
gation, in fair conftnidion can mean no more than the 
right of carrying to any mart unmoleftcd, the produfk 
or 6ne*s owii country or labour, and bringing back the 
emoluments of it : but can it be lawful, that you fhould 
extend this right to my detriment j and when it was 

' meant bhly for your own advantage,, that you fhould 
exert it in the caufe of my enemy ? Each man hat/i a 

"right to perform certain aftiohs, but if the deftruftioh 
of another fhould follow from them, would not this be 
a iiift reafon of reftraint ? The rights of mankind admit 
of different agrees, and whenever two of thefe come 
into competinoh, the loweft in the fcale mufl always 

five place to the higher ;-^but you will/ay, that yop 
ave a profit in doinig this; if however it is otherwifc 
tjnjuft, will that confideration convert it ihto aright ? — 
If you mean, that your own connmerce ought to be 
free, that right is not iii the leaft denied you, but if 
under this (^fguife you intend to convey freedom to the 
commerce 6f the enemy, what policy or what juftice 
can require it ? What can neutral nations defire more, 
than to renriain amid the ravages of war in the fame 
happy circumftances, which the tranquility of peace 
would have afforded them? But can any right from 
hence arife, that you Ihould take occafion from the war 
itfelf to cohftitute a new fpecies of traffic, which in 
peace you never enjoyed, and which the neceffity of one 
party is obliged to grant you, to the detriment, per- 
haps deft'ru£lion> of the other? If this right was ad- 
mitted, it would become the intereft of all commercial 
ftates to promote diffention among their neighbours ; 
. the quai rels of others would be a harveft to themfelyes ; 
and from the contentions of others they would ga- 
ther wealth and power. — ;But after all, the Hghts of 
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commerce are not the real caufe of this difpute : and 
liberty of navigation is only a fair pretence, which am- 
bition hath, though fit to hold forth, to intcreft the 
trading ftates of the world in its caufe, and to draw 
down their indignation upon England ; this is not the 
firft time that a deceit like this has been pradHfed i 
when the power of Spain was at its greateft height, and 
Elizabeth wifely contended againft the mighty defigns 
of Philip, the capture of fome veffels belonging to the 
Hanfc Towns gave occafion to a conteft of this na- 
ture: but it was the emiflkrics of Philip that then blew 
up the flame, and pretending a love to commerce, 
promoted the ambitious projefts of their matter : the 
Queen of England publifhed an apology for hereon- 
du£t, and this was anfwered in a virulent and abufive 
manner, not from any of the Hanfe Towns, but from 
Antwerp, a city under the dominion of Spain, and it 
feemed to be written (fays Thuanus) " per hominent 
** Philippi partibus addiftum, rion tam pro libertate 
*' navigationis et in Germanorum caula defendendS, 
** quam in Hifpanorum gratiam, et ad Reginsc nomen 
" profgindendum-/' the interefts of commerce were 
the pretended caufe of this difpute, but the rea. 
caufe was the intereft of Philip; the pretended defign 
was to preferve the liberty of navigation, but the real 
end was to fcrye the caufe of ambition, and to deftroy 
the government ofEpglaudj — this cafe need not be 
compared with our own at prefent, the refemblance is 
too obvious. 

Here then we might reft our caufe, if the law of na- 
tions was the only foundation on which this point could 
be argued; but the bands of equity have been found 
alone too weak to hold the nations of the world to their 
duty; their intereft taught them to renew and confirm 
thefe bycontrafts among themfelves, and frequently to 
a4d thereto certain mutual advantages, greater than 
what the law of nations fmgly would have allowed 
them : — let us confider therefore, what influence thefe 
may have in the prefent cafe; — whatever they are, I 
mean to give them all the force which reafon or juftice 
can require : if our anceftorshavc betrayed the intereft

of their country in granting any privileges of nature, 
we, who have fucceded to their rights, are bound to 
abide by their conceflions j it is the happinefs of great 
kingdoms, whofe power is equal to the fupport of their 
own independency, to be able to aft up to thofe prin- 
ciples, which neceflity hath often forced littcie ftates 
unhappily to abandon ; thofe fcandalous maxirns of po- 
licy which have brought difgrace both on the name 
and the profeflion, took their rife from the condyd of 
the little principalities of Italy, when diftrefled by the 
fuccefliye invafions, which France and Spain made 
upon them, they broke or conformed to their leagues^^ 
as their own fecurity obliged them ; and their refined 
fhifts and evafions formed into fyftems by able doc- 
tors of their councils^ have compofed that fcience, 
which the world hath called politics 5 a fcience of fraud 
and deceit, by which kinigdoms are taught to be go- 
verned on principles, .which individuals would be 
afliamed to profefs j as if there could be no morality 
among nations, and that mankind, being formed into 
civil focieties, and colleftively confidered, werefet free 
from all rules of honour and virtue. 

It muft then be allowed, that there are articles in fome 
of our maritime treaties with other nations, which have 
itipulaced that, " All which fhall be found on board the 
^ veflels belonging to the fubjefts of thofe countries, 
*' although the whole lading of any part thereof fhall, 
^^ by juft title of property, belong to the enemies of 
*' Great Britain ;" fuch an article is inferted in thofe 
inaritime treaties, which Great Britain hath made with 
Holland only : it has indeed by fome been fuppofed^ 
that the fubjefts of the crown of Spain have a right to 
enjoy a privilege of the' fame nature ; certain however 
it is, that no fuch article as that above mentioned, can 
be found in the maritime treaties between that country 
and Great Britain, and particularjyinthjat of Madrid of 
1667, which is the principle martime treaty' atprefent*in 
force between the two kingdoms; but as amiftakein this 
refped may poflibly have arifen from a falfe interpre-. 
ration of two articles in the treaty of Madrid, which 
declare in gr^neral, that ^^ the fubjefts of the tw^ 
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^^ Crowns refpeAively fhall have liberty to trafii 
** throughout all countries, cultivating peace, amity 
** or neutrality with either of them, and that the faid 
*' liberty (hall in no wife be interrupted by any hinder- 
*^ ance or difturbance whatfoever, by reafon of any 
*' hoftility which may be between either of the faid 
^* Crowns and any other kingdoms y' and as the li- 
berty here ftipulated may be by fome erroneoufly 
imagined to extend fo far, as to grant a right to carry 
freely the efFe<9:s of the enemy : it will be neceffary here 
to remove this error, and to flop a little to ftiew the 
true defign and meaning of thefc articles. 
* It cannot, I think,be doubted,that, according to thofe 
principles of natural equity, which conftitute the law of 
narions, the people of every country rnuft always have 
a right to trade in generd to the ports of any ftate, tho* 
it may happen to be engaged in war with another, pro- 
vided it be with their own merchandlfe, or on their own 
account i and, that under this pretence, they do not 
attempt tpfcreen from one party the efFedts of the other ; 
and on condition alfo, that they carry not to either of 
them any implements of war,or whatever elfe, according 
to.the nature of their refpedive fituations, or the circum- 
ftances of the cafe, may be neceffary. to them for their^ 
defence. As clear as this point may be, it has fufficlently 
appeared by the fads deduced above,that amid the irre- 
gularities of war, the rules of equity, in this relped:, 
were not always ^ough regarded; and that many go- 
vernments, in time of war, have often moft licentioufly 
difturbed, and fometimes prohibited totally, the com- " 
merce of neutral nations with their enemies : about the 
middle therefore of the laft century, when the com- 
mercial regulations, which jatprefent fubfift between the 
European powers, firft began to be formed, it became 
at)folutely-neceffary to call back the attention of govern- 
ments to thofe principles of natural right, from whence 
they had ftrayedj and to fix and detemine, what was 
the law of narions, by the articles of their refpedive 
treaties: for this purpofe, the negotiators of that age, in- 
ferted in their commercial regulations,, articles to the 
fame purport, as thofe above-mentioned, afferting, in, 
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genetal, a right to trade unmoleftcd with the enemies 
of each other j and thefe they ufually placed among 
thofe articles of general import, which ace commonly 
firft laid down in treaties, as the bafis, on which the 
fubfequcnt ftipulations are founded : the rule therefore 
of equity in this cafe being thus defined, they came af- 
terwards to ereft upon it fuch privileges, as that rule 
alone would not have allowed themj and among the 
reft fome nations, as their intereft prompted them, 
granted mutually to each other, by new and exprefs ar- 
ticles, the right of carrying freely the proj^erty of their 
refpedlive encn^ies. Thefe laft articles therefore muft 
be confidered as wholly diftindt in their nature from 
thofe before-mentioned, and in their meaning totally 
'different: the firft are in affirmance of an old rule^ the 
iaft create a new privilege; — thofe only confirm a right, 
which was determined by the law of nations before j 
thefe make an exception to that law:— if they both, 
imply the fame fenfe, why are both fo often found in- 
ferted in the fame treaties ? Would the repetition in 
fuch a cafe have been neceffary ? and to what purpofe 
were new ai^ticles added to grant a privilege, which 
tvas already included in the terms of the prece^ding ? 
The fannfe exception alfo of contraband goods, is again 
repeated in the laft cafe, as well as in the former; and 
ihews clearly, that the property, which is the obje<5l of 
the exception in the 4ifferent articles, muft likewife in 
its nature be different; the one relates to the ordinary 
tneans'of traffic, which every nation enjoys, its own 
-produce oriproperty; the other to the property of the 
enemy. 

But this point is ftill more clearly explained by th6 
affiftance of other treaties, where articles of the fame 
force, as the aift and aad of the treaty o# Madrid, are 
inlerted, and the intention of them fully made appear 
from the fubfeqnent parts of the fame treatiesi^-In the 
treaty of commerce between Great Britain and Sweden, 
-of the aift of Oftober, i66i, it is ftipulated by the 
11th article, that " it is by no means to be underftopd, 
** that the fubjefts of one confederate, who is not a party 
^ inavrar, ihall be reftrained in their liberty of trade 
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" and nayigatipn/with the e;iemies of the other con- 
^* federate, who i& involved in fuch w^r :*' and then in 
the article which immediately follows the rneaning of 
thefe words become matiifcft beyond a doubt : rt is there 
fo far from being fqppoled, that the liberjty here granted 
can be fo interpreted, as to imply a right of conveying 
the effeftsofan enemy, that the very attempt to praftife 
it undcrfavour of this liberty^ is there c^Ucd a " fraud /^ 
and as a "moft heinous crime,*' is ordered " tobcn^oft 
*' feverelypunifhedj" and to prevent any collufion iij 
this rcfped:, the veflels of both parties are required to be 
furniflied with paflTports, " fpecifying of what nation 
*' the proprietors are to whoni the efFecb on board thera 
" belpng." — And in the treaty of commerce between 
Great Britain and Denmark, of thez^th'of Novenriberl 
1669, a right of free trade with the enemy is ftipulatea 
in the i6th article; and afterwards, by the 20th article, 
-the extent of this ;*ight is made apparent : here .the 
means are fet down to prevent the defignsof thofe, wh^ 
under favour of this ftipulation, ihouTd attempt t;o pro- 
tedl the efFcfts of the enemy ; and the illegdity of /uch a 
praftife being fuppofed, a^ not neceflary to be exprefl[ea, 
the article then declares, " but left this liberty of na- 
" vigation andpaffage for one ally, might, during a war, 
*^ which the other may be engaged in, by Tea or land, 
" with any other ftate, be otprejudice to foch other 
" ally J and the goods belonging to the enemy be frau- 
** dulently concealed, under the colourable pretence of 
. ^* their being in amity together j to prevent therefore all 
*' fraud of that fort, all Ihips Ihall be furnilhed with 
^' paflportSi" the form of which is there fet down, and 
is the fame as that mentioned above.~From thefe treaties 
then it manifeftly appears, that by a general ftiptilatioa 
in favour of .trade with the enemy of another pojver, 
ncgociators never intended to imply a right to carry freely 
the efFefts of that enemy; but tnat to eftablifti fuch a 
right, it is neceflary to have it exprefsly mentioned. The 
?ift and aad articles therefore of the treaty of Madrid, 
in which liberty of traffic to the countries of the ene- 
mies of great Britain is thus in general ftipulated, can 
be explained to grant to the fubjefts of the Crown of 
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Spain no other right but that of carrying on without any 
injuries " moleftation" or ^' difturbancc," fuch traf- 
fic, as would otherwifc be legal according to the law of 
nations; and by this law, in time of war, it never 
could be legal to prot^ft the efFefts of an enemy ; — 
va privilege like this Great-Britain hath no where 
confented to grant, but in her commercial treaties 
with France and Holland; the firft of thefe is put an 
end to by the prefent war, it remains therefore that 
I now difcourfc only on this privilege, as it is ftipulated 
in the Britifli Treaties with Holland ; and I propofe to 
ihewthat here alfo it is extinft. — But to give a fuller 
view of my fubjeft, and to fhew the origin and inten- 
tion of this privilege, it will be neceffary to enter a 
littte into the hiftory of it, and to relate the manner^ 
in which the article, that grants it, was firft admitted 
into treaties. 

When the United Provinces had put an end by the 
Treaty of Munfter, to that long war, which they had 
fo nobly maintained in fupport of their liberties, ^nd 
had happily crowned their labours by obtaining a fufl 
acknowledgment of their fovereignty : delivered from 
the cares of war, they wifely turned their thoughts to- 
wards the arts of peace: after long contentions among 
themfelves, their commercial provinces had at length 
obtained the greateft lead in the ftate ; the intereft 
of trade was of courfe the principal objeft of their coun- 
cil; their a.rmies were reduced i all, who favoured 
war, were no longer in credit; and the views of their 
Minifters terminated chiefly in giving permanence to 
that extenfive traffic, uhich had fupported them thro* 
all their diftrefTejs, and to the effeds of which they 
principally attributed all their power aiid freedom. 

They were indeed at' this time fo fully mafters of 
almoft all the commerce of the world ; that they had 
•little elfe to do, but to preferve the pofTeffion of it: the 
public was on this occafion amufed with a new fpecies of 
policy, the offspring rather of avarice than ambition, 
defirous of keeping the reft of. mankind in indolence, 
that it might more fully reap the fruits of its own in- 
duftrys where wealth was at Icaft the firft objeft in 
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view^ though in the end it might be accompanied 
by its ufual attendant, povfer: the arts which they 
praftifed to preferve their fifheries, and to fecure ta 
themfell^es alone the trade of the Afiaticfpiccs, are well 
known, and not at prefent to our purpofe -, they urged 
loudly the freedom of navigation, till they had made it 
■ free indeed for themfelves^ but they have been charged 
with praftifmg a different doArine on the other fide of 
the line, to what they profefled on this ; and with feek- 
ing to eftablilh an excludve trade on thofe very feas, 
whofe freedom from Papal grants, and Spanilh preten- 
fions, the pen of their GrOtius had fo ably defended. 

There was hov^ever another fpecies of commerce 
which demanded their attention even more than either 
.of the former; as it was not only *a profitable branch 
of traffic in itfelf, but as it greatly lended to the fe- 
curity of the reft, by being the principal bafis o[ their 
^naval power: this was the trade of freightage, or the 
carrying trade, the fubjeft of our prefent difcourfe.-— 
To undcrftand their views in this refpefl:, we muft firfl: 
take '"notice of the foundation> on which their policy 
was built; they had fucceeded to the Hanfeatic traders, 
in becoming the carriers of the world: long poffefTion 
had therefore furnifhed them with great numbers of fai- 
lors and (hips; and to thefe they added, uncommon 
parfimony, and induftry, the natural endowmenis of 
their people: thefe made them contented with fmall 
profits, and enabled them to carry the manufac- 
tures of each country, even cheaper, than the na- 
tives of it themfelves : with fuch happy circumftances 
in their favour, they were fure of making this branch 
of trade wholly and perpetually their own, if ihey 
could, by their negotiations and policy, eftabljfh two 
points. — The firft was, that no nation Ihould grant to 
its own natives any privileges in relation to freightage, 
which the people of Holland (hould not equally enjoy. 
—And as the confequences of war would otherwifc 
frequently interrupt the courfe of the traffic, they la- 
boured to obtain, as their fecond point, th^t whenever 
any other nation w^as engaged in war, they might 
then enjoy, as neuters, thcf right of protefting the pro- 
perty 
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pcrty of its cncmlcsr — Thefe points, once obtained, 
•would open a larger field, on which their induftry 
inight exert itfelf, than what they could otherwile of 
right pretend to enjoy : they were wife, however, iri 
endeavouring to obtain it: no nation befide? themfelve$ 
had more Ihippingj thanwhat was equal to the carriage 
cf their own iiianufaftures ! they alone therefore could 
carry on the freightage of other countries, and largely 
reap^ when their nrcighbours were at war, the advan- 
tages propofed; 

■The regency of Holland Laboured with great perfe- 
ver^nce for theeftablifhiTieat of thefe two points: their 
Great Minifter De Witt, filled all his inftru<5lions and 
dilpatches with every argument and motive, which bis 
aftive miud could invent, in fupport of thefe favourite 
maxims : they were willing to give^ip any temporary 
advantage to gai« that, which, once acquired, would 
prove for ages an overflowing fpring of wealth. By 
their negotiations they firft endeavoured to .induce 
France to comply with their defires in thefe refpedts j 
but here they were a long while unfuccefsful ; in oppo- 
fition to the firft point of their policy, Fouquet, while 
he was at the head of the French marine and finances, 
eftabliihed the tax of 5,0 fous per ton on all foreign 
Ihipping i and endeavoured thereby to encourage and 
augment the freightage of his own country; and when, 
vpon his difgriice, Colbert fucceeded to his employ- 
ments,this tajcof 50 fous was ahnoll theohly part of the 
former's policy^ which the latter thought fit to adopt. It 
is amazing, with what Zealand application the Minifters 
of Holland coatendeci for the abolition of k: France 
0t length relaxed her feyerity on this head, notfo much 
to favour . the trade of , the Dutch, as in compliance 
wi_th the interefts of her ow.n. Colbert's great fchemes 
to improve .the manufaftures of .his country had met 
with better fuccefs, than his plans for the augmeata* 
tion of its marine j and the frequent wars, in which his 
a^bitipusmafter involved his kingdoms, gave repeated 
checks to the freightage of his. people, France there- 
/ore at laft found it heceffary to -give ji larger vent to 
her in^^nufaflure^^ by opening her |?prts tp foreign vef* 
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fcls ; and for this purpofe, fhe took off the tax of 50 
fous, by the treaty of Ryfwick, as far as it related to 
the {hips of Holland alone : and fince that time,*ihc has 
regulated her condufl: in this particular, as the intcreft 
of her trade requires.— In time of war, ihe always re- 
mits this tax, as (he is then forced to make ufeof the 
freightage of neutralnations, her naval power not be- 
ing equal to the proteftion of her ownj — and in time 
of peace, (he preferves the. tax, or not, as the increafe 
or dominion of her (hipping requires, always giving the 
greateft encouragement to her own marine, which i£ 
con(iftent with the prefervation of hermanufaclures. 

France confented fooner to the other point of Dutch 
policy, and granted by treaty, to the veffels of Holland^ ' 
as neuters, the right of protefting tlie efFtfts ofanencr 
my : the laws of France indeed continue Hill to deter^ 
mine univerfally againft this rightj and in this refped 
therefore their laws and treaties contradift each other: 
fome very ancient ordinances of that kingdom (as we 
havelhewn above) had adjuged as lawful prize in this 
cafe, not only the enemies goods, but had joined alfo 
in the condemnation the neutral veffel, which carried 
them J the laft however of ihefe points was remitted as 
early as 1646,. by a temporary treaty then made with 
Holland-, the neutral veflTel, and all the effe(9:s of a 
friend found on board it, by this were ordered to be 
fpared : by a fubfequent negotiation, Holland endea- 
voured to get this privilege farther confirmed and ex^ 
tended: it was one great partofMonfieur Boreers em* 
ployment inhislongemba(ry at Paris: At laftjhowever^, 
in the memorable Treaty of Defenfive Alliance between 
Holland and France, of the 27th of April, 1662, this 
favour was obtained in its full extents by the 35th Ar- 
ticle, it is reciprocally agreed, that all which (hall be 
found on board the vtfkh of cither of the contrafting 
parties, ^^ encore que la charge ou partie d'icelle fut 
aux enemies, fera libre et affranchie." This article was 
again renewed by the Marine Treaty of 1678, and con- 
firmed by all the fubfequent Treaties between thefe two 
powers : France, from the condition of her marine, 
could certainly reap no advantage from the iafertion 
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of this article in her own Treaties i but it was wife in 
her to endeavour to eftaJblilh the point as a general 
maxim of national law among other countries ; experi- 
ence hath proved to her the ufe of it in time of war. 

But Holland moft exerteci her policy to bring that 
nation to a compliance with her maxims, whom (he 
moft apprehended as her rival in trade: the fcanda- 
lous ignorance of the Englifli Minifters in point of 
commerce, and the little attention, which they paid to 
the interefts of it, gave fuch advantages for fome time 
to the Dutch, that more yeffels of that country were 
feen in the ports of our colonies, than even of our own; 
the fliipping of England from the reign of Elizabeth 
had been in a conftant decline ; we fliould hardly haye 
believed that in the reign of Charles I. England could 
not have furnished more than three merchant vefleJs 
of 300 tons, if Sir Jofiah Child had not afEmed it: the 
time at length arrived, when we were to be put in this 
refpeft on an equality with our neighbours, and to vin- 
dicate (as it were) the advantages of our own induftry 
and produce to ourfelves; in 1651, the Parliament 
of England pafled into an ordinance that noble ftrain- 
of commercial policy, called fince the Aft of Naviga- 
tion ; Mr. St. John returning about this time from his 
embafly at the Hague, became the happy inftrument, 
which Providence made ufe of, to accomplifli this great 
work ; refenting highly the refufal, which had there 
been given to his propofals, and the infults which had 
been offered to his perfon, he warmly folicited, and at 
length induced the Council of State to move the Par- 
liament to pafs it J the Committee f^t five days in form- 
ing it i axd it was at laft publilhed by order of the 
Houfe with great pomp and ceremony at the Royal 
Exchange; the Dutch were fo fenfible of its confe- 
quences, that it was the principal caufe of the*enfuing 
war: they called it in a manifcfto publiflied foon after, 
" A vile aft and order:*' at the negotiations for that 
peace, which put an end to the war, De Witt laboured wiih 
his ufual induftry and acutenefs to procure the aboli- 
tion of it; his efforts were happily in vain ; they,, who 
made the law, attended with vigour the execution of 
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it; the efFefts of it were immediately apparent: This 
adb of policy alone hath fortunately outweighed all our 
other follies and extravagancies j Though condemned 
byfomeof our Hiftorians, and unnoticed by others, it 
hath proved the fertile fource of all our naval power; 
it hath opperated infenfibly to our prcfervation, and 
hath been the fpring, from whence hath,flowed the wealth 
andgreatnefs of England. 

Our anceftors with equal conftancy for feme time 
withftood the other maxim of Dutch policy, and would 
not permit their veffels, as neuters, to proteft theefFedts 
of the enemy: By a very ancient and remarkable 
treaty, made, when the Dukes of Burgundy: were Sove- 
reigns of the Low Countries, the contrary opinion had x 
long been eftabliflied : In that, it was determined, 
** Quod fubditi tjnius Principum Praediftorum*' (that 
is, Henry Vllch King of England, and Philip JDuke 
of Burgundy) " non adducent aut adduci facient per 
*' mare, fraudulofe, vel quocunque colore, aliqua bona 
*^ feu merchandizas inimicorum aherius eorundem - 
** principum.*' And it farther ftipulated, that in cafe 
the mailer of the neural veflel fliall endeavour by a 
falfc report, to defraud the captor of any of his ene- 
mies effeds, he fhall be obliged to make good the loft 
fuftained thereby, by the forfeiture of as much of his 
own : frequent applications were made before the Re- 
ftoration, both to the Parliament and to the 'Protc<5tor, 
to alter the courfe of proceeding in this refpeft ; but 
thofe heads, which formed the aft of navigation, were 
too wife to conftnttp this j a particular occafion, how- 
ever, at laft induced England to make the concefTion ; 
by the treaty of comrperce made at the Hague, 17th 
of February, 1668, this point was fettled to the fatis^ 
/aftion pf Holland j by the ioth<Brtkle of which it yi^as 
firfl: mutually ftipulated, that the (hipping of each 
country (hould carry freely the goods of the enemies of 
each other. The circumftances of the time, and the 
fituation of affairs when this article was framed^ ac- 
count for its admiflTion into this treaty, and very ftrong^ 
ly apologife for the authors of it i Lewis the XlVtjtx 
bad then juft commenced the firft career of his ambi- 
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lion, and England refolved with fpirit to throw hef- 
fclf in his way j Holland was then engaged in a ftrong 
defenfive alliance with France, from whom ic was ne- 
ceffary to feparate her, and to make her join with Eng- 
land to fupport the independency of Europe; it was^ 
natural on this occafion to offer her the farne conditi- 
ons, which fhe enjoyed by her treaty with France ; 
fome fort of fecurity indeed was neceflary to her on 
this occafion; the King of England had always (hewn 
but little afFeftion to the States ; the war with that 
country was but juft ended, and the wound but weakly 
healed : When Sir William Temple therefore nego- 
tiated the Triple Alliance, he privately agreed with 
Monficur De Wit, that the French treaty of 1662, 
Ihould be the bafis of the fubfequent treaties of com- 
merce and defence, which were immediately to be 
made with Enghind : We hkve before obferved, that in 
the 35th article of the treaty of 1662, the French coh- 
fented to grant the right of proteftion to neutral vef- . 
fels : This therefore came of courie to be inferted in 
our commercial treaty of 1668, which was made di- 
reftly after the Triple Alliance; and the advantages 
which would arife from thence in favour of the trade of 
Holland, were the conceflions which, England then 
chofe to make, that fhe might obtain the afTiftance of 
that Republic againft France : To what other purpofe 
could England at this time admit into her treati^ a 
point which fhe had before fo long refufed to the con- 
ilant felicitations of the States ? Any benefit which the 
Britilh trade might reap from the mutual ftipulationof 
,this article, could never be the objeft which the mini- 
ftcrs o( this country had in view : The article, confi- 
dered by itfelf, is of the moft fatal confequence to thfc 
power and trade of 'Great Britain: When fhe is at 
peace, and her neighbours are at war, fhe cannot reap 
any benefit from it, as her own fhipping is not morfe 
than equal to#the trade of her people ; and when on the 
other hand Great Britain is-at war, and her neighbours 
at peace, it tends to defeat the befl part of her power, 
and ^o render fruitkfs the eflbrts ot her naval force ; 
while at the fame -time, confidered as a general maxim 
■ i • , of. 
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of right among other nations, <jrreat Britain 
neither wants the ufe of it, as (he is equal m time of 
war to the protection of her own jfhippino; j neither can 
her merchants enjoy the advantage of it, as the em- 
ployment of foreign freightage is in moft refpefls di- 
reftly contrafy to her laws. This article was again 
renewed in the treaty of commerce of 1674, which is 
the maritinrte regulation, that at prefent fubfifts be- 
tween Great- Britain and Holland. 

In this manner therefore the article having obtained 
cxiftence in our treaties, we are now to confider^ 
whether it is ftill in force. 

Treaties of dliance being nothing more, than fti- 
pulations of mutual advantages between two commu- 
nities in favour of each other, ought to be confidered 
in the nature of a bargain; the conditions of which 
arc always fuppofed to be equal, at leaft in the opi- 
nion of thofe who make it; He, therefore, who breaks 
his part of thecontraLV, deftroys the equality orjuftice 
of it, and forfeits all pretence to thofe benefits, which 
the other party had ftipulated in his favour: ** Si pars 
** una (fays Grotius) Foediis violaverit, poterit altera 
** a Foedere difcedere, nam Capita Fobderis fingula 
*^ conditionis vim habent." And J^ufFendorf, fpeaking 
of conventions, fays, *^ Nee haec alterum obligant, 
*^ ubi ab uno legibus convennonis non fuerit fatis- 
" fadtum." 

The next queftion then is,^ — Hath Holland complied 
wiih her part of the treaties or contrafts, to which fhe 
is mutually bound wi.h England? — Hachftieperformed 
all that Ihe hath ftipula:ed in our favour? — Or hath 
fhe been deficient in the execution of fome article, in 
which the very life of our alliance is contained? — Iffo 
material a pan (hould be extinguifhed, it would be 
unnatural tofiippofe, that any lefler limb of the treaties 
Hiould have vigour; Holland in this cafe could have 
no pretence to require the execution of ^^vhac may have 
been conceded in her favour ^ efpecialiy, if the per- 
formance of it would operate to the detriment of that 
ally, \vhofe friendftiip ihe hath forfaken, 
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I doubt not, but my reader hath already anfwered in 
his own nnind the qucftion propofedj — that the pof- 
feffions of the crown of Great-Britain ih Europe have 
been attacked by the armies of France j — that in fuch 
cafe Holland is obliged by treaties to grant immediate 
fuccours, and after a certain rime to join with Great- 
Britain in open war; — that flie hath not performed thele 
conditions, and hath therefore forfeited all title to any 
advantages, contained in thofe treaties, and above all 
to fuch, as may arife from the nature of the war 
iifelf? 

I (hall ftate however this point fomething more par- 
ticularly J — Holland is engaged in three different gua- 
ranties or defenfive treaties with Great-Britain : The 
firft is that ancient original defenfive alliance, which 
hath been thebafis of all the fubfequent treaties between 
the two nations: This treaty was deffgned to have been 
made immediately after the Triple Alliance, but the 
unfteadyconduft of the minifters of Charles the fecond, 
and the unfortunate attachment of that monarch to the 
French court, for feme years delayed it: It was at laft 
however concluded at Weftminfter the 3d of March, 
1678: It is (except in two immaterial alterations) 
an cxaxft copy ef the 12 firfl: articles of the French 
treaty of 1662 ; and both were negociatedby the fame 
minifter, Monfieur Van Bcuningen. In the preamble 
of this treaty, ** the prefcrvation of each other's domi- 
** nions,'' is fet forth as the caufe of making it; and 
the ftipulations of it are, " a mutual guaranty of all. 
" they already enjoyed, or might hereafter acquire, by 
" treaties of peace, in Europe only: They farther 
guaranty, '^ all treaties, which were at that timemade> 
•^ or might hereafter conjointly be made with any other 
** power:" They prom ifealfo; ^^ to defend and prefervc 
'* each other in the pofleflion of all towns or forrrefles, 
^* which did at that lime belong, or fhall for the future 
" belong to either of-them;*' and for this purpofe ic 
is determined, that 'Svhen.eitheir nation is attacked or 
" molefted, the other (hall immediately fuccourit with 
'^ a certain number of troops and men of war, and 
*' Iha^i be obliged to break with the aggrefforin two 

^* months. 
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^^ months, immediately after the party, th^ is already 
*^ at war, fhall require it; and that they lliall then- 
** aft conjointly with ^11 their forces, to bring the conv- 
•* mon enemy to a reafonable accommodation." 

That Holland hath not complied with the terms of 
this guaranty is evident; — Minorca, " a poffeflion of 
" the crown ofGreat-Britain, and which flie acquired 
*^ by treaty," hath been attacked : This is one cafe of 
the guaranty; — by that attack, " ^a treaty that was 
" made in common concert," the treaty of Utrecht 
hath been broken ; this is a fecond cafe of the gua- 
ranty ; — And by thefe means, " England hath been 
*^ deprived of a poffeflion, which of right belonged to- 
" her;" This is a third cafe of the guaranty; — And 
notwithftanding all this, Holland hath not as yet^ 
granted the fuccours ftipulated ; and many more taaa 
two months have paffed without her having entered 
into war conjointly with England, as the treaty requires,, 
The.fecondfpeciesof defenfive alliance, which fub- 
fifts between. Great- Britain and Holland, is, that which 
was firfl: agreed to, in the treaty of barrier and fuccef* 
fion of Oftober the 29th, 1709, and again more parti-* 
cularly ftipulated in another treaty to the feme purpofe* 
of January 29th, 17 13: The defign of this treaty ia- 
the guaranty of the Dutch Barrier on one part, and 
the guaranty of the firmeft barrier of Britilh liberty, 
the Proteftant fucceffion, on the other : The ftipulations 
a#c, " that in cafe either (hould be attacked, the other 
*^ fliould furnilh at therequiGtion of the party injured, 
** but at his awn expence, certain fuccours there ex- 
*^ preffed ; and if the danger Ihould be fuch, as to 
" require a greater force, that he Ihall be obliged , to^ 
** augment his fuccours, and ultimately to aft with all: 
** his power-in open war againft the aggreflbr." I pre- 
tend not to make any ufe of this treaty in the prefent 
cafe; and only mention it to give a fuller view of the 
alliances, which fubfift between us : — Here however 
I will indulge a wifh, that the cafe of this guaranty, asi 
far as it relates to the right of the crown of Great- 
Britain, may never again exift: I always read with 
ibrrow, that there ?ver was a time, wh«n the un{brtu-i 
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uatc diffchtiotts of our people, \n ^ point where the 
iirhok of -their happinefe was concerned, fliotald hav6 
made it neceffary to add any other fandion to our own 
laws, than fuch as oirr own power can afford them : 
Thcfcdays however of (hanne now, Ihope, are paffed ; 
more than forty years experience of themildeftgovernT 
ment muft have wo.n the tnoft obdurate heart, to con- 
fefs tj>e prcfcnt felicity, and bleft the hand whicl^ 
beftows It : When forgetting ancient errors, we are thus, 
united in defence^ the afFeftton of his Majefty's fubjeds 
;jtfC the happieft guaranty of his right. 

I come now to the laft fpccies of defenfive alliance, 
which fubfifts bcttfeen Great-Britain and Holland : 
Thi^ was concludedi at the Hague the 4th of January, 
j>7f7 : To this treaty France was a party: The intenr 
tio» or view of it was, " the preferyation of each 
?* other reciprocally in the poffeflion of their dominions, 
- *^ as eftabliflied by the treaty of Utrecht ;" and the 
jlipvlations-are, *^ to defend all and each of the articles 
*' of the faid treaty, as far as they relate tq the con-r 
^* trafting parties refpedivcly, or each of them in par- 
f' ticular; and they guaranty all the kingdoms, pro- . 
*' vinces, ftatcs, rights and advantages, which each of 
^* the parties at the figning of that treaty poflcffed:" 
andinafeparate article all this is confined to ^^ Europe 
^^ only :'^ The fuccours ftipulafted in fupport of thi^ 
goiU'anty, are much thp fame as thofe mentioned above, 
fiffft, •^interpofition of good offices,"— then '^ a certain 
f ^ numbef of forces,'*— and laftly, ^* declaration of 
^* war.'' This treaty was renewed by the Quadruple 
Allianceof i7|8,and again by the acceffion of Holland 
tb- the Treaty of Hanover of 1726, and laft of all by 
tlie 3d article of the Treaty of Aix la Chapelle. 

Hdlland hath by no mean^ executed the terms of this . 
guaranty ,--^Minorca, ** a poffefTipn of the crown of 
f* England in Eufope, which fhe enjoyed at the figning 
f* ef the treaty," hath been attacked j this is one cafe 
0f the guaranty:— By this attack, ** The article of 
" the Treatv of Utrecht, by which that poffeflion was 
f< cede d ro England,^' hath been broken ; this is another 
'fife of guar«ityr--5rl f^eed not again obfcJrve, that 
"^ ^ Holland^ 
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Holland, in eonfeauence of this, hath neither granted 
the fuccours, nor oeclared war, as this treaty alfo re- 
C[uirek. 

It will however perhaps be objcded,^' that England 
*^ was the aggreflbr in the prefent war, and that unlefs 
" Ihe had been firft attacked^ the cafe of the guaranties 
" doth not exift/'— True it is, that the treaties which 
^ coriutn thefe guar;>nties, are called defenfive treaties 
only ? but the words of them, and particularly of that 
of J678, byno meansexprefs the point clearly in the 
fenfe of the objeftion ; they guaranty in general certain 
rights and poffeffions of ooth parties, and when they 
declare, what fhall he done, 111 cafe cither Jhall be 
^^ attacked," or '^ molefted,'' in thoft parts, which are 
the objefts of tfie guaranties, it is not mentioned as 
neceflary, that this ihouldbe the firft attack i-^-If how^ 
ever we allow the treaties to have all the meaning,, 
which they who make this objeftion can require, the 
evidence of fads will fufficiently prove, that jprance 
was the aggreffpr in the prefent war :— If we look to 
America, the prefect war there is but little more than a 
continuation of the laft; repeated ufurpations of the 
poflfeffions of Great Britain have been there the conftant 
<mployiyient of France, almoft from the hour in which 
the Treaty of Aix was figned ; and thefe were at laft 
followed by aa avowed military attack upon a fort be- 
Jongingto thecrownof Great Britain,by regular troops^ 
ading under a commiflionfrom the court of France : — 
If we confider America, as having no concern in the 
prefent queftion, France. will alfo be found to have been 
the a^rcflbr in the European war : — If we regard the 
intention alone, the firft hoftile intention in Europe was 
the defign to invade Great Britain, fufficiently proved, 
and avowed by the preparations which France made for 
it : — If we look for the firft oyert-aft, prance made 
the firft open attack upon Minorca ;—Tlie opinion 
indeed of the parties concerned fufficiently ftiew, that the 
attack upon Minorca was the opening of the European 
war V notwithftanding all which had pafled elfewhere, 
propofals for an accommodation of the American diA 
putes were never difcontinued, no? the war confidercd , 
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^8 univcrfal, till that ifland was abfolutely invaded. As 
for the captures at fea, they muft^ be confidered as 
belonging to the American war. They were niade in 
^onfequence of the hoftilities there firft commenced^ 
^nd were fcized as reprizals, for the injuries there com- 
mitted upon the property of the people of England ; 
as fuch tl>ey were always declared to be taken by the 
Minifters of England, and the value of them to be 
on that account retained J and the legiflature hath ex- 
prefsly refufed todiftribute it among the captors, as they 
|iave done in refpeftto all other prizes^, which have been 
made fince the war of Europe began : But even if this 
diftinftion, which puts the queftion out of all doubtj^ 
]jiad not been made by the government of Great Britain, 
thefe captures furely can never be looked upon but as 
a part oi the American war j. as fuch a war muft always 
be fupported by fuccours fent from Europe, it is abfurd 
to fuppofe that either party in this cafe would not en- 
deavour, as far as hewas able, totakeordeftroy entirely 
the fhipping of his enemy, by which alone thofe fuc- 
Cours could be conveyed : Countries which have very 
little internal force within thcmfelves, cannot be de- 
fended but by fuch trqops asare thrown into them; to 
defeat therefore the only fncans, by which this can be 
<^e6ied, muft be efteemed as material a part of fuch a 
war, as the means to inveft a fortrefs are a material part 
pf a fiege. — But after all, when the execution of gua- 
ranties depends on queftipns like thefe, it will never^^ 
I fear, be difficult for an ally, who hath a mind to 
break^his engagements, to find an evafion to efcape : 
it is his duty however on fuch occafions to weigh well 
the fpirit of his alliances, and to confider, which party 
hath always fhewn the moft amtjitjon, or hath moft in- 
clination and ability to invacle the dominions of his 
neighbours it is not the firft military aftion alone, but 
the ufurpation of another's right, or the denial of 
juftice, which in the opinion of the ableft writers, 
denominate the aggreffor, and evinte the commence- 
ment of a war. 

A naore fubtle objeftion will ftill perhaps be made^ 
' |o ^hat has been faid : It will be urged, <* that though 
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^* France was the aggreflbr ia Europe, yet that it w^ 
*^ only in confequence of the hoftilities commenced 
" before in America; with which it is determined by 
" treaties, that Holland is to have no concern 5 and 
** that the rights contefted atprcfentare not contained 
*' in the guai;anties/* — If the reafoning on which this 
objeftion is foundedi was admitted, it yotiid alone be 
fufficient to deftroy the effefts of every guaranty, and 
to extinguifh that confidence which nations mutually 
place in each other, on the faith of defenfive alliances z 
It points out to the enemy a certain method ofavoiding 
the inconvenience of fuch an alliance : It fhews him 
where he ought to begin his attack; let only the firft 
effort be made upoh Tome place not included in the 
guaranty* and after that, he may purfue his views 
againft the very objeft of it, without any apprehenfions 
of the confequence ; let France firft attack fome little 
fpot belonging to Holland in America, and her barrier 
would be no longer guarantied : To argue in this man- 
herwould be to trifle with the moft folemnengagementSi 
The proper objeft of guaranties is the prefervation of 
fome partitular country in the pofleflion of fome parti- 
cular power. The treaties above-mentioned, promife 
the defence of the dominions of each party in Europe* 
fimply and abfolutely, whenever they are " attacked 
or " molefted/' If in the prefent war the firft attack 
was made oiit of Europe, it is manifeft^that long agd ' 
an attack hath alfo been made in J^urope; and that 
is teyound a doubt the cafe of thefe guaranties^ 

Let us try, however, if we . cannot difcover, what 
hath once been the opinion of Holland on a point ot 
this nature. — It hath already been obfei^ved, that ^ the 
defenfive alliance between England and Holland^ o£ 
1678, is but acopy oftfieVidfirft articles of the. French 
treaty of 1662; loon after Holland had cdricluded this 
iaft alliance with France, (he becanie engaged in a War 
with England; the attack thep firft began, as in the 
prefcnt cafe, out of Europe, on the Coaft of Guinea i 
knd the caiife of the war was alfo the famp, a difputed 
Hght to certain pofleflions out of the bounds of Europe^ 
fc«v5 in Africa, and others in the Eaft^ndies : Hoftilities 
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having continued for fomc time in thofe parts, thejr 
afterwards commenced alfo in Europe; immediately 
upon this Holland declared, that the cafe of that gua- 
ranty did exift -, and demanded the fuccours Which were 
ftrpulated: I need not produce the memorials of their 
minifters to prove this j hillory fufEciently informs us, 
that France acknowledged the claim, granted the fuc- 
cours, and entered even Into open war in the defence 
of her ally : Here then we have the fentiments of Hol- 
land on the fame article, in a cafe minutely parallel: 
France alfo pleads in favour of the fame opinion, tho' 
her conceflion in this refpe<5, checked at that time her 
youthful monarch in the firft effay of his ambition,, 
delayed for feveral months his entrance into the Spanilh 
provinces, and brought<3n him the enmity of England. 
If any doubt can yet remain, about the meaning and 
intent of this article, it may farther be proved from the 
opinion of the Minifter, who made it : — Immediately 
after Holland was engaged in the war above-meationed, 
ftefent to the Court of France Monfieur Van Beunin- 
gen, toprefsthe execution of that guaranty, which he 
had himlelf concluded ; It is remarkable, that in hh 
converfations on this fubjeft with Monfieur de I .ionncy 
the fame objeftion was debated, againft which I now 
contends Van Beuningen treated it with great con- 
tempt; he alked Monfieur de Lionne, if tlie pretence 
of the European war being only a continuation of that 
©f Africa, was, what the Englilh alone alledged to de- 
prive them of the fuccours of France j or whether the 
French Miniftry laid any ftrefs upon it, as an argument, 
at all to be fupported. De Lionne at firft gave him tcr 
trnderftand, that he thpught it of fome weight, " A. 
*' qu6i, Je repoi^dis,"^ fays Van Beuningen, '^ que Je 
^ he croyis pas, que cette objeftion fut ferieufe, puis 
^ qu* il dit alors, que cclui, qui a commence la Guerre 
** CO Guinnee, & de la en Europe, n*a pas commence 
*' de Guerre en Europe ; & ne pouvoit pafler pour 
^ troubler la Paix & ie commerce en Europe, parce 
*' qu* il r-avott trouble aiilleurs auparavant^^' arid then 
h^adds, ^Ce, que J'ajo\h:ai a ce r^ifonnement pour 
^^ refuter t:ette dbjeftibn, reflfa fans replique.^ This 
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^asthe. fame Mohfieur Van Bcuningch, who n^otiat- ^ 
td our dcfenfive treaty of 1678 ; he made the terms of 
both thefe guaranties precifely alike 5 and we before 
ihewed, that our own cafe at prefent is cjiadly the 
fame as this, on which his opinion hath bpen produced^ 
If however the words of thefe treaties had be^a 
againft the interpretation, which hath been given them> 
I might j\»ftly have appealed to the fpirit of them, as 
alone a fufEcient foundation, on which to build my 
opinion : The whole defign of all thefe our alliances, 
with Holland is to form a barrier againft the power of 
iiiofe mighty kingdoms, whofe ambition might other- 
wife induce them to deftroy the independency of Eu- 
rope : They are, ih faft, a regulai- continuation of that 
policy, which gave birth to the Triple Alliance, when 
the dangerous fpirit of the French Councils firft begaii 
to appear. To anfwer this great end, they guaranty 
the poffeflions of thofe two maritime countries, who, 
front! their wealth, their internal ftrength, and their 
incapacity of having any ambitious view^ them- 
^felves,\are the beft fccurity, againft the defigns of 
others : But as the obligations or thefe guaranties are 
too cohfiderable to be rtiade ufe of on trifling occafi- 
ons ; for this purpofe, the cohtrafting parties have 
made one exception : The rights of the European 
kingdoms in the diftant parts of the world, and parti- 
cularly in America, are' very uncertain^ and the caufe 
bf frequent diflentions*, and it is well known, that 
wars have there fubfitted for many years, between thd 
trading fubjcfts and commercial companies of the ft^ 
veral nations j while the motlier countries have lived, 
if not in friendfhipj at lealft in peace 5 this then is the 
cafe, particularly excepted from the guaranty j but 
this exception muft always be fo interpreted, as to be 
made confiftcnt with the principal intention of the zU 
liance i — If fomfe great country oiit of Europe fliould 
becon>e of fo much importance, that for the intercft 
of Europe, it ought to remain in the hands of the pre- 
fent pdffeflbrs 5 if the fame great difturber of mankind, 
after many ff uitlefs attempts in his own neighbour- 
ho0d, Ihould "ttoW ttirnhi$ thoughts another way, and 
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fliould cndeavaur, by diftant divcrfions, to enfeeble 
that power, on whole confideration the fafety of the 
public very nnuch depends, and to -deprive her of the 
fpurces of her wealth, which (he hath always fo largely 
expended in fupport of the common caufe -, would a 
generous friend, who attends to the fpirit of his en- 
gagements, fay, that the cafe of the guaranty did not 
then exift ? and, when the reafon of the exception i$ 
vanifhed, wbuld he urge the pretence of it, as an ex- 
cufe for giving up the principal point, on which the 
alliance was conftruded ?— But if to this diftant at- 
tempt, the enemy fhould add an open and avowed 
war in Europe, fhould threaten the mother-country 
with invafion, attack her fortreffes, and take occs^lion 
from thence to fpread his armies over the continent ; 
(hall this pretended exception ftill be urged, when the 
literal cafe of guaranty is now become apparent ? 
On this weak foundation, fliall a wife people, under 
fuch obligations, not only refufe to grant their aflift- - 
ance, but not permit their forfaken ally to make a full 
tife of his power ? holding back in this manner his 
arm, when they will not ftretch forth their own j and 
claiming from the very con trafls, they have broken, 
that privilege, which they turn to the deftruftion of her 
ally. The abfurdity is Ihocking i fuch however is the 
prefcnt cafe of England: Unhappy in her friendfhips! 
She hath neither that affiftance from allies, which they 
are bound by treaty to give her, neither is Ihe allowed 
to exert even her own force, though abandoned to her 
own defence. 

In this manner it might be argued, if the article, 
on which Holland found her right of protefting the 
property of the enemy, was in force at the com- 
mencement of this war -, but I hope to fliew, on the 
contrary, that as far as it relates to the prefeht cafe, 
it was repealed long ago: The treaty, in which this 
article was laft inferted, was concluded the ift of De- 
cember> 1674.: Four years after this, in 1678, was 
paft that defenfive alliance, in which it was ftipulated 
between Holland and England, " >that if either party 
^^ Ihouldbe attacked in Europe, thiB other Ihould'4e- 
^ ^ " clarc 
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*' clare war againftrfie aggreflbr, two months ^fter he 
** IS required:" By this treaty, therefore two months 
after England is attacked by France in Europe, Hol- 
land muft become the eiKmy of the latter, as well 
as England ; and to be the er>emy ofanother, means cer- 
-tainly to diftrefs his trade, and feize his property ; notj 
to prefcrve the former, and proteft the latter : If 
this therefore is the right interpretation of the word, 
enemy, this article direftly and pofitively dtclare^, 
that two months after France has attacked the Euro^ 
pean poffeflions of England, the fliips of Holland ftiall 
not have a right to proteft the efFeds of the French : 
This therefore is derogatory to the 8tK article of the 
marine treaty of 1674, and as being pofterior to it, 
abfolutely repeals it. In all laws, (andfuchare treaties 
in refpeft to nations) the laft enafted always fets afide 
the former, fo far as they difagree. Cicero fays, it 
ought to be confidered, ^* Utra Lex pofterius fit lata, 
5* nampoftremaqusequegravifllma." 

But this maxim is not neceffary oh the prefent occa- 
fion, lince the fame article is again repealed by two fub- 
fequent treaties, in words as pofitive, as can be ufed : 
for in that treaty, by which all the old alliances be- 
tween the maritime powers were renewed immediately 
after the revolution J and alfo in that of February 6, 
17 16, by which they were again renewed upon the ac- 
ceflion of the prefent family to the throne, the treaties of 
1 674 and 1 67 8 are exprefsly mentioned , and made of both 
apart; and it is there declared, that ^^ They (hall have 
" the fame force and efFeft, as if they had been inferted 
" in thefe treaties verbatim 5 that is to fay, fo far as 
" they do not differ, or are contrary to one another ; 
" yet fo as whatever hath been eftabliflied by any later 
'* treaty, (hall be underftood, and perfoi'med in the 
" fenfe therein expreffed, without any regard had to 
** any former treaty:" Can it then be doubted, that the 
articles above mentioned are " contrary to one ano- 
*^ ther,'' as muth as peace and war, as much as friends 
fliip and enmity ? Is not the defenfive alliance of 1678, 
^* a later treaty," than the marine regulation of 1674?- 
An.d ought not therefore, according to the words of the 
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*' renewal, thearticieofthclattertobc performed in the' 
*' fenfe therein expreffed, wi thout any regard being had to 
*' the former." Since then, theyear 1689, this article/ 
as far as it relates to the prefent cafe, hath been twice 
repealed.— Thus much therefore may fujffice to fhew, 
' that the right of Holland in this refpeft isextihft. 
Th«re remains one more claim to be confidered ] i, 
claim, which, if report had not averred, thatfuchaone 
had been formally offered, would by no means deferve 
an anfwer. The northern crowns, whole commercial 
treaties with Great Britain contain not any article^ 
which gives them exprefsly aright to carry the property 
of the enemy, have endeavoured to deduce this right 
from a general ftipulation, which is to be found int 
ibme of their treaties, declaring, that " they fhall be 
*^ created in like manner as the moft favoured nation ;" 
and becaufe Great Britain hath granted by treaty to 
fome nations, the right, in time of war, of becoming thci 
carriers of her enemies ; they endeavour to infer from 
hence, that they ought to be admitted to the fame 
favour : To this it might fhorcly be replied, that the 
rights of every country in this refpeft, as far as they 
relate to the prefent cafe, have been proved above, td 
be no longer in force ; if the inference therefore was 
otherwife juft, the foundation being thus deftroyed, 
whatever is built upon it, muft neceffarily fall With it. 
But this ftipulation of equal favour, from the very na- 
ture of it, c^n relate to nothing elfe, but fuch advan- 
tages as may be granted to foreign traders, by the 
municipal laws or ordinances of each country ; fuch^ 
as equality of cuftoms, exemption from the rigour of 
ancient laws, which would affe£t them as aliens, and 
the privileges of Judges-Confervators, and, Gonfuls i 
Thefe are the proper objefts of favour ; and becaufe 
the whole detail of thefe could not eafily be fpccified 
in a treaty, for this reafon they are thus comprehended 
in a general article : If the rights conceded by treaties 
were the objefts of this ftipulation, to what purpofef 
were any other articles added, fince this would coji- 
tain them all ^ and would alone; include every privi- 
lege, which paft or future treaties could affcxrd them ? 
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andean it'be fuppofed, that any nation fmfeant in tfiii .^ 
manner to preclude itfelf from the power of exchang- 
ing, by treaty with fome particular country, any great 
right of its own, in return for an equal advantage ? or 
that this right fhould, in fuch cafe, be univerfully for- 
feited to the people of every other nation, who wouldf 
thus reap the benefit, without having been parties ta 
the bargain ? But th^ point is made clear beyond a 
doubt, from the words of the treaties themfelves, where 
this general equality is ftipulated. In the treaty of 
commerce between Great Britain and Sweden, of the 
t2ift of Oftober, 1661, the principal one at present in 
force between the two countries ; the fourth article^ 
which*contains this ftipulation, plainly makes it refer 
to fuch favours only, as may be enjoyed in matters of 
traffic within their refpeftive dominions : The treat- . 
ment, which the contracting parties fhall there give to 
the fubjeds of each other, is the principal purport of 
the article J it fpecifies many particulars, and among 
the reft it ftipulates, that the people of both countries 
ihallhave ^* liberty to import and export 'their goods 
" at difcretion, the due cuftoms being always paid, 
*' and the laws and ordinances of both kingdoms uni- 
*' verfally obferveds" and then, manifeftly conneft- 
ing this with what follows, it adds, ^^ which things 
*^ being pre-fuppofed, they Ihall hold fuch ample pri- 
" vileges, exemptions, liberties, and immunities, as 
*' any foreigner whatfoever doth or (hall enjoy ;" the 
general equality therefore here ftipulated, plainly . re- 
lates to thofe places alone, where the cuftoms of theft 
kingdonas are to be duly paid, and the laws and ordi- 
nances of them are in force, and, that is, only within 
their refpeftive dominions : The privileges here con- 
ceded cannot poffibly have any larger extent > and to 
confine the fenfe of the article ftill moreftrongly to the 
explanation, which hathnowbeen givenofit, thewords, 
" in the dominions and kingdoms of each other," are 
twice repeated, to determine clearly, where that tr^de 
muft be carried on, to which this favour is meant only 
to begrarited; if however any doubt could yet 
remain, in refpe<5l to this' interpretation, they who 
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made the treaty have given the ftrongeft proof, that 
iinder this article they never intended to imply a right 
of carrying the property of an enemy ; fince, by the 
12th article of this fame treaty, an attempt of that na- 
ture is pronounced to be ^* a heinous criiije," and the 
fti-ongeft provifions are made to prevent it. In the 
treaty of commerce between Great Britain and Ruflia, 
of the id of December, 1734, this ftipulation pf equal 
favour is inferted in feveral articles j but it appears in 
every one of them, to relate to nothing elfe, but to the 
particular privileges, which the fubjeds of each were 
to enjoy, while they were trading within the dominions 
of the other. In the 2d article, this equality is ex- 
prefsly faid to be granted " throughout the"doriynions 
.*' of the contrading parties in Europe/' In the 3d, 
it relates only to " the favourable reception of the fub- 
•' jefts of each other in the ports or their refpeftive 
*' countries/' In the 14th, it grants only an equal 
freedom to import ^^ fuch merchandize into each 
*'* others dominions, as is allowed to the fubjeds of 
♦' any other country /' and in the 28th, it refers only 
to the '^ refpeft and treatment, which _is to be given 
*^ to the fubjeds of one party, who come into the 
** dominions of the other/' In the treaty of commerce 
between Great Britain and Denmark, of the 29th of 
November, 1669, the only one at prefent in force be- 
tween the twQ kingdoms, there is no article, which 
grants even this equality of favour; but the 20th ar- 
ticle of this treaty exprefsly declares it to be illegal 
and injurious to proted the efFeds of the enemies of 
each other ; and ilipulates every poffible means to pre- 
vent it. Nothing more, I hope, need be faid, to refute 
thislaft and weakeft pretence to a right of carrying 
freely the property of the enemies of Great Britain. 

As there is no article, therefore, wliich grants arighf 
pf this nature, at prefent in force in any of th^ com- 
mercial treaties between Great-Britain and the neutral 
powers; it is necefiary to fliew, that moft of the 
captures which England hath made of the veffels of 
thefe nations, ought not properly to be referred to it, 
but may be juftified by another j)art of the faid treaties^ 
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where it is declared, ^* that all goods are contraband, 
** which are carried to places blockaded or invefted/' 
The debate here would turn on the real exiftence of 
the blockade. To evince this, I might (hew, what opi- 
nion the Dutch had of a naval blockade in 1689, when 
they declared publickly tp the neutral nations, that they 
defigned to block up all the ports of France. I 
might obferve, that as the poffeffion of the principal 
avenues to a town, conftitues a, blockade by land ; 
and that it is not neceflary, for this purpofe, to have 
made a complete line of circunavallation j fo by keeping 
great fquadrons of fliips of war cruifing conftantly be- 
fore the ports of an enemy, by deftroying in this manner 
totally his trade, and preventing his fleets of war from 
ever venturing out, except now and then a ftiip or two 
by ftealth, a blockade ought certainly to be confidered 
as completely eftablilhed by fea. I might farther prove 
the caufe from its efFefts ; and (hew, that the Ame- 
rican iflands at leaft have experienced all the confe- 
quences of fuch a (ituation j where want of com- 
munication with the mother country, diftrefs, and 
famine, fully declare, that they have been invefted. 
But as this topic may not perhaps relate to the cafe 
of every capture, and depends on the particular (late 
of a variety of fafts, I (hall not dwell any longer upon 
it atprefent : The queftion hath here, I hope, fu(ficiently 
been.argued on principles, which are plain and com- 
prehenfive, on thofe equitable regulations, which na- 
ture hath eftabli(hed among nations, and on thofe par- 
ticular tontrafts, with which communities have bound 
themfelves : And as I before endeavoured to prove, that 
neutral nations had no right, by the former of the(e 
obligations, to protect the property of the enemy ; fa 
now it hath been (hewn, by what policy the Dutch fir(t 
obtained this priviledge; by what treaties it hath fince 
been taken from them; and by what conduft they have 
lately forfeited, whatever might remain of this right. It 
hath alfo, I flatter myfelf, appeared, that no other, of 
the neutral powers, under the pretence of any article in 
their treaties of commerce, can juftly claim fuch a 
fight. Upon the whole^ therefore, I will now beg pef- 
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miflSon to conclude, that the naval power of England 
h^ been conduced, during the prefeni: war, with no 
lefsjuftice than fpiritj that the faith of our Sovereign 
is as fpotlefs as his courage ; and that the honour of 
our country is unblemilhed. 

The bafisrof juft connplaint being thus removed^ 
thofe idle clamours, which have been founded upon 
it, by no means merit opr attention > to charge Eng^ 
land with ambition, muft appear fo abfurd to all, who 
pndcrftand the nature of her governrnent, that at 
the bar of reafon it ought to be treated rather as ca^ 
lumny, than accufation: Poflefled of everjr bleffing, 
which civil government can- produce, Ihe is open to 
no temptation, with which aimbition might feduce 
h^Ti purfuits of that kind might poffibly operate to 
the deftruftion of her conftitution, and her fyftem 
of happinefs might be fub verted by the augmentation 
mf her power: It muft always be the intereft of Eng- 
land to protcft the juft rights of commerce, and to 
fupport thofe principles, which promote the labours of 
mankind, fince |he herfelf can only be great from the 
virtuous induftry of her people. To obtain the largeft 
jcxtent for the exertion of this, is the point, to which 
all her policy fhould tend j and if ever, forfakijig thefe 
maxims, Ihe ftiould feek to enlarge her power by any 
n&s of ambitious injuftice, may ihe then, for the 
welfare of the human race, ceafe to be any longer 
great or powerful ! Her courts of maritime jurifdig- 
tion are more wifely calculated to preferve the free- 
dom of navigation, than thofe of any other country | 
as they ar£ not fubjeft to the controql of her exe- 
cutive power, the paffions of her Princes orMinifters 
can never influence the decifions of them> and fo- 
reign traders have in favour of their property all the 
fecurity, which the nature of the thing will admit, 
the confciences of wife men determining upon matters 
pf right, whoni the threats of power cannot affed, 
^nd who are fet free, as far as pofiible, from all bias 
and partiality J and to the honour of the learned 
-perfons, who at prefent prefide in thofe courts, one 
unpartial teftimony |haU |iere be produced in their fa- 
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vonr: Though treaties kpfc cxprt&iy pointed out to 
all, who may there think then^elves injured^ a rcgtdar 
pnethod of redrefs^ before a fuperkn* cribuna), the 
rnerchants and freighters of HolUnd have never vcn-^ 
turcd, as yet> to bfing to a hearing, or crttk to pvc 
into a way of trial, any one of the appeal, which 
they have made from the determinadbns of thefe 
judges, giving hereby caufe to prefunie, di«: they 
made them with no other intention but to delay the 
execution of the fentencesj and confcious of the inva- 
lidity of their rights, they have in thi$ manner plainly 
confeffed the real equitjr of thofe decifions, which 
have been paflfed upon them. That amid the confti- 
fionsof war, fcMiTC irregularities may be committed, 
is'a misfortune too true to be denied, but which the 
circumftances of the cafe render impoffibk to be whoUy 
prevented : They are the confequences of all wars, not 
alone of the prefent : To deftroy the trade of the enemy, 
it is neceffary to employ privateers, which cannot always^ 
be kept under thofe ftri^l rules, to which a more regular 
force is fubjeft; thefe maritime huflars may fometimcs 
exceed their commiflions, and be guilty of diforders, thp • 
authors of which cannot always be punilhed, becaufe 
the nature of the faft renders the difcovery of them 
difficult: But can the crimes of thefe be imputed to 
Minifters, whofe ears are always open to complaints, 
and who labour, as much as poflible, to redrefs them ? 
The privateers of England are already made fubjeft to 
evjcry reftraint, which naval policy hath as yet in- 
vented, to force them to conform to their duty : Jf 
however thefe are found infufficient, and if any morp 
fuccefsful means can be difcovered to prevent every 
unjuft depredation,, by which the evils of war may 
be diminilhed, confident I am, that Great-Britain will 
be the firft to adopt themj let them be confident only 
with the ufe of her naval power, apd conformable t9 
juftice, the Britifh Legiuature will ena^fuch into a 
law, and the Britifti Miniftry will attend moft fteadily 
fQ the execution of them. 

But after all, the wifcft regulations on occafions like 
|his cannot be expcdted to anfwer fully the end pro- 
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poied; the fyftem of hurrianity is no where perfed, but 
in refpeft to nations its weaknefs is moft apparent ; the 
ibfter ties of natural affeftion among thele have little 
-cffeft, and no coercive bands of power exift to regulate 
and controul their paQions; it is the virtue of govern- 
ments alone> on which the general profperity depends, 
and treaties have no better fanftion, than what that 
Tirtue can give them : Thcfe were the principles from 
which I firft commenced my difcourfej by thefethe 
rulers of communities are inftnided to amend, as far 
as poffible, by their prudence, what Nature hathjeft 
imperfeft : Ambition or avarice will augment the evil ^ 
moderation may prevent it: Every little inconvenience 
ipuft be patiently fuflFcrcd, where a fuperior right makes 
k neceffary. The love of our country fhould never 
induce us to aft contrary to that love which we ought 
to bear to mankind, fince the intcreftsof both, if they 
vc rightly purfued, will ^waysbe found confiftent with

IntroduEHon to the Treaty of Munjier. 

THE Treaty of Munfter forms a great and remark^ 
able epoch in the Hiftory of Europe. Before 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth we were very little in- 
terefted'in the affairs of the continent: But the revolt 
of the Low Countries from the Crown of Spain, and the 
part her Majcfty took in that difpute, laid the foun- 
dation of extending our attention to the politics and 
concerns of other nations. Our wars before the rciga 
of Elizabeth were almoft folely direfted againft France^ 
and we very rarely entered into any alliances, except 
with thofc who were feudatories of that Crown, and 
who affifted us in our purfuits, in order to prefervc 
themfelves in a ftatc of independency, Elizabfeth en^ 
gaged the nation into two different political fyftemsj 
the one was founded on the growing power of the 
Houfe of Auflria, againft whom fhe conceived it ab- 
iblutely neccfTary to aft in her own defence, and to 
that end encouraged the raifing an independent ftatc 
in the Netherlands, out of the Auftfian dominions 5 
which bec^^me at once the means of lefTening the in- 
tercft of that Houfe, and of raifing up a firm and ftablc 
ally, whofe intereft in moft refoefts was naturally the 
fame with our own, and conlequently created a new 
barrier to her dominions, through wnich the enemy 
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muft firft pafs, before they could think of attacking 
England; and as this barrier was to be fupported 
without any future charge, it efFe<ftually anfwered the 
end for which it was made. But as it contributed to 
prefervc us on the one hand, fo on the other, by a 
variety of very plain confequences, it incrcafed our 
engagements. The other fyften was the eftablilhing 
and extending of our commerce, as that improved> 
the neceffity of treaties encreafed, not only fuch as 
were merely commercial, but fuch alfo ks were natu- 
rally to fupport that commerce ; and by enabling nis 
to grow rich, made it neceflary to employ part of that 
riches in the defence of Atch of our allies, as treated 
with us, and thereby contributed at once, both to our 
emolument and their own iupport. 

Herfucceflbr James 1. had the misfortune to be 
efteemed very weak by his neighbours, and therefore 
whatever appears to advantage in this reign, was &re 
to be evaded. His Indiar Treaty in 1619 with the 
Dutch, feemingly very right, yet for want of being 
duly fupported, was of no other ufe but to amufe us j 
nor did one other treaty in 1624. prove of any more 
Icrvice. The Ddtch got hold of their cautionary towns> 
and then bid us defiance. In 1612 James married hi^ 
daugliter to the eleiflor Palatine, and in 1622 entered 
into a marriage treaty with Spain, on the behalf of his 
fon Charles, by which his fon-in-law the Eleftor loft 
ithe Palatiniate, and at 1 aft nothing came of the treaty, 
except that the proceedings upon it, publilhcd to thie 
world that neither James, nor his fon Charles, were fc> 
ilriftly attached to the principles of the Reformation,, 
as the genius of thefe kingdoms arid their own intereft 
feemed to require J and that the barrier eftabiifhed by 
Eliaabelrh, both of religion, and pplitics, were in dan- 
jger of being oveNrturned and ddftroyed. The Houfe 
of Auftria made ufe of this treaty purely to amufe 
Janwrs until the Eleftor was ruined ; and that purpofe 
being anfwered^ the treaty ended. The Houfe of 
Auftria, by this means loft England as an ally, efta- 
blifhed the fevcn United Provinces in their liberties 
and^ independency, opened the way for the rifing 
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power of prance, aad brougl?.t Guftayus Adolphus in* 
to the Ivpart of the Empire ; and to balance all thcfe 
inconyeniencies only acqyired^ pr rather retained, the 
eleftiye kingdoon of ISohemia. In the year ^62< 
C^arjes King of ]Ejagland entered into an alliance with 
Holland — in the year following he became guarantee 
of the pe^ce between the French King and his Protef- 
tant fijbjefts. The firft gave the United Provinces, 
jboth opportunity and means thoroughly to eftablifh 
Jthemfelves againft Spain : the fecond eftablilhed the 
royal power in France, and left it at liberty to extend 
itfelf in the Spanifli Netherlands. In 1630 Guftavus 
publifhed hi^ declaration, entered .Germany, and kept 
the whole Imperial army fo well employed, as to leave 
France to improve her conquefts at pleafure : .whereby 
it happened, that the balance of power fuddenly 
changed place, and was transferred from the Houfe of 
Auftria to th^t of Bourbon, who were not only induced 
. to curb the Houft of Auftria, but to deftroy its power 
in the Empire, for which purpofe a happy opportu- 
nity prefented. The Princes of the Empire haying 
called in the affiftaqce of France, who, under that 
pretext, feized on feveral towns and provinces in 
Spain, Italy, Germany, and the Netherlands : but the 
Empire growing fuddenly jealous of the confequencea 
of fuch acquifitions — and finding that Sweden and 
Hplland were both inclined to peace, and that the 
Empire wa^ likely, as matters were carried, to be in 
more danger from the Houfe of Bourbon than of 
Auftria i they therefore confulted amongft themfelves 
of the beft means to come at a peace, and having 
agreed thereon, communicated their fentiments to Swe- 
den and Holland, and the fame being likewife intimated 
to the Emperor, a treaty was fet on foot under the 
mediation of the ftate ot Venice; it began in the year 
1641 — in 1643 the parties were brought to treat., But 
as there were a great variety of different in^erefts'to be 
^adjuftcd, qlmpft all Eufope being either direftly or in- 
^ireftly concerned in the war, it jock up near five 
years more to fettle : and at length, as it was then 
conceived,- ended in a general peace, at Munfter and 
B a Ofnaburg^ 
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pfnaburg^ The firft introduftion whereto that ap- 
pears, are certain articled, dated the 8th of January, 
.1647, which concern the intereft of the.Houfe of Naf. 
fau Orange, and fome further articles of the 27th of 
December concerning the fanie Houfe> which are fol- 
lowed by a treaty between Spain and Holland, at 
Munfter, dated January 30, 1648, wherein all the diH- 
putes between the United Provinces and Sj/ain were 
thoroughly adjufted, and the faid Provinces eftablifhed 
free and independent : which faid articles and treaties 
are infcrted in due order* 

^Articles concerning Henry of NaJfaUy Prince of Orangty 
whicbwere fettled at Mnnfler the itb of January 1647/ 

WHEREAS the Lord the Prince of Orange 
(befides the parties which fhall be mentioned 
ift the treaty of peace made by the Ambafladors Exr 
traordinary and Plenipotentiaries of his Majcfty of 
Spain, and of the States of the United Provinces) pre- 
tends to have many aftions and pretenfions, upon which 
he has not to this time received any fatisfadion, and 
therefore propofing to produce them in the faid treaty 
(but as they confift of diverfe parts of accounts and 
liquidations, which may be more eafily adjufted by 
themfelves with the faid Prince by advice of the Anv- 
baffadors Extraordinary and Plenipotentiaries of the 
United Provinces) he thinks fit to treat of them fepa- 
rately with his faid Majefty to have fatisfaftion for 
them. 

In confequence whereof Don Gafpar de Braccamontc 
and Guzman, Count of Pegnarancla, gentlemen of his 
Majefty's bedchamber, of his privy council, and coun- 
cil of ftate, his Ambafladors Extraordinary in Ger- 
, many, and firft Plenipotentiary for the treaty of a gene- 
ral peace, &c. on ilie^part and in the name of his faid 
Majefty; and Meiffire John Van Knuyt, Knt. Lord of 
Old and New Wofmar, and reprefentative of the nobi- 
lity in the ^flembly of the States of the Province of 
. Zeeland, AnibaflkdorExtraordinary and Plenipotentiary 
from th^ Stat«$ General of th^ ynit€4 Provices, for 
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thcrcaty of peace, and Councillor to the faid Prince of 
Orange, on tne part and in the name of the faid Prince, 
having entered upon conferences, and offered feVeral 
propofitions, have finally agreed upon what follows, 
viz. 

I. That in order entirely toextinguilh all aftions 
and pretenfions which the faid Lord the Prince might 
have againft his faid Majefty, he fliall give up and 
yield to the faid Lord the Prince, or (if he fliould die 
before the conclufion and ratification of the forefaid 
treaty of peace) to his heirs and fucceflbrs, or to thofe 
concerned, the lands and domains of Montfort fituated 
about Ruremond, and of Turnhout fituated in Bra- 
bant, with all their appendages, rights and jurifdifti- 
ons, without referving any of them i and it being 
reckoned that the revenue of the forefaid land of Mont- 
fort m:ay amount yearly to twenty-five thoufand 
florins, and that of Turnhout to twelve thoufand 
florips^i it is bargained, that in cafe the faid revenues 
fhoiild fall fliort, his faid Majefty (hall augment them 
to the forefaid fums of twenty-five thoufand, and twelve 
thoufand florins refpe<5lively : and his faid Majefty 
/hall ovei: and above yield, for the benefit of the lady 
the Princefs of Orange, the town and domain of Se- 
venbergen, with all the rights, jurifdiftions and revenues 
thereto belonging, his faid Majefty promifing to con3 
fent and fatisfy all thofe who may have any pretenfions 
upon the faid three lands, towns and domains, or who 
poffefs any part of them; and his faid Majefty likewife 
obliges himfelf to difcharge all mortgages, interefts, 
engagements, and all other burdens and claims, that 
fo the faid Lord the Prince, and the faid Lady his con- 
fort, Princefs of Orange, their heirs and fucceflbrs, &c. 
may poffefs them freely and fully, without any contro- 
verfy or engagement. 

IL The whole on condition of holding in fee of his 
faid Majefty all the faid lands, except fuch as are held 
in fee of others; and that the Catholic Religion ftiall 
be maintained in tliem, as it is at prefent, and the ec- 
clefiaftics niaintained in all their goods, fundions, 
free exercifes and immunities, . 

m/ 
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III. Upon account of which ceffions the faid Sicur 
VanJCnuytin the name of thefaid Prince^ and (in cafe 
he dies before the ratification of the forefaid treaty of 
peace) in the name of his heifs and fucceflbr6, &c. 
promifes to give up and^uitalladlioris and pretenfidris 
which the faid Prince might bring againfthis Majefty 
or his fubjefts. 

IV. And although by the 24th article of peace [Tee 
article 124 of the next treaty] itfhallbe flipulated. That 
they whofe goods (hall have been fcizcd and confifcated 
upon the account of war, or their heirs, fhall bt put iti 
pofleflion of the faid goods, and enjoy them during the 
peace, and claim them by their own private authority, 
and by virtue of this prefent Treaty, without being ob- 
liged to have recourfe to law, notwithftanding all fifcal 
incorporations, engagements, treaties, agreements and 
tranfadions, or anyrcnuriciation^ whatfoever included 
and inferted in the faid tranfaftions, to exclude from a 
part of the faid goods thofe to whom they Ihould be- 
long : 

V. Yet notwithftanding hereof, it is agreed^ That 
the faid Prince, or (in cafe he (hold die before thccon- 

, tlufion and ratification of the aforefaid treaty of peace) 
his heirs, fucceffors, &c. (hall remain in the pofleffion 
and enjoyment of the Marquifat of Bergen op Zoom, 
as fully as the faid Prince is in po(re(rion of it at pre- 
fent ', as alfo the faid Prince and his hfeirfe, ^s ii faid, 
fliall be put by his Majefty in the full polTeflion and en- 
joyment of that part and portion of Bergen, whereof 
the faid Prince is not yet in poflTefilon ; arid that fo 
foon as the treaty of peace (hall be ratified : in balfance 
of which important Marquifat, his Majefty (hall be put 
in full poflTeflion ahd enjoyment of the following places 
belonging in property to the faid Prince, viz. the town 
and barony of Dieft, the land and town of Sichem and 
Montagu, the free domain of Meerhout and Vorft, 
the free domain of Herftal, the barony of Grimbergen, 
the town and barony of Warenton, with all their ap- 
pendages and dependencies, as alfo the faid Prihce's 
fioufe in Bruficls ; and this until an efFeftive exchange 
on the part of his Majefty be made of the faid Marqui- 
fat

fit with all that depends thereupon, for the poffeflGkDint 
of the faid Prince : and when the faid exchange i% 
made, the faid Marquifat jQiall remain for ever to tbo 
faid Prince, his heirs and fucceflbis j and the other faid 
poflbffions to his Maj^fty, or to him who fliall have 9 
right to the faid Marquifat't The faid Coujjtof Pegna^ 
randa promifing on the part of his M^jefty, that thcj 
laid exchange (hall be obtained within the teroi of f^n 
months aftser the ratification of the treaty of peace. 

VL His faid Majefty ftiall alfo nfe his utnioft in- 
teretts and endeavours with his Imperial Majefty, That 
the land of Mcurs belonging to the faid Prin©e may bf 
enlarged, by adding to it fome place in the empire 
fituated thereabout, worth ten thoufaod florins ye«^rly 1 
and that th^ whole may be ef efted into a Dutehyj and 
hold in fee of the empire from henceforth. 

VII. The whole on condition that this prefent agree- 
ment fhall not be obligatory till the conclvfion of the 
faid treaty of peace i but the faid treafy of peace be- 
ings concluded, the prefent agreement fhall be entirely 
and pun6lually fulfilled, efiefted and obferved, and be 
of the fame validity as theforefaid treaty of peace.

WHEREAS Don Gafpar of Bracamonte and 
Guzman, Count of Pegnaranda, gentleman of 
his Majefty*s bedchamber, of his Privy Council, his 
Ambaflador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary for the 
treaty of a general peace, on the part and in the name 
of his faid Majefty ; and Meffire J. Van Knuyt, &c. 
Lord of Old and New Wofitiar, and reprefentative of 
the nobility in the Affembly of the States of the Pro- 
vince of Zeeland, Ambaflador Extraordinary and Pkr 
nipotentiary from the States General of the United Pro- 
vinces for the treaty of peace, and firft Councellor to

IL His faid Majefty IhajU give and yield, over and 
above this; for the benefit of the Lady the Princefs 
Dowag,er of Orange, mother to the faid Lord the 
Prince of Orange, the town and domain of Sevenbeiv 
gen, with all the rights, jurifdiftions and revenues 
thereon depending, without any referve. 

IIL He fhall yield and grant moreover for the bene- 
•fie of the faid Lady Dowager the land and domain of 
Turnhout, fituated in Brabant, with the Caftlc of 
Schoonbrock, and all the other appendages an<J depen 
dencies, rights and jurifdiftions, without any referve ; 
his faid Majefty promifing to add to the faid land and 
.domain of Turnhout, for the benefit of the faid Lady 
Princefs Dowager of Orange, the villages, hamlets, 
and other rights which formerly depended upon and 
belonged to the faid land and domain, comprifingthofe 
which have been formerly fold and difmembered by his^ . 
faid Majefty, obliging himielf to have them redeemed, 
,-and to lay out upon the faid redemption the fum of 
twenty or twenty-five thoufand florins, and no more. 

IV. His faid Majefty alTo promifing to content and 

fatisfy all who may have any right, or who pofTefs aqy 

part of the forefaid three lands, town and domain of 

-Montfort, Scvcnbergcn and Turnhout] and his Majefty 

oblia:es' 
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obliges himfclf over and above, to difcharge the faid 
parts of all mortgages, intcrefts, and all other burdens, 
'without any referve ; that fo the faid Lord the Prince, 
and the faid Lady the Princefs his mother, their heirs, 
fucceflbrs, &c, as is faid, may enjoy them freely and . 
fully without any controverfy or engagement* 

V. The whole on condition of holding all the faid 
lands in fee of his Majcfly, excepting fuch as are held 
in fee of others ; and that the Catholic religion be 
there maintained, as it is at prefent, and the ecclefi- 
fticks be maintained in their goods, fimftians, free- 
doms and immunities. 

The other articles being word for word the fame with 
thofe concluded on the 8th of February this fame year> 
the reader may fee them above. 

A Treaty of peace between Philip IV. King of Spain, and 
the United Provinces of the Low Countries. Made at 
» Munjler the ^oth of January y 1648. 

IN theiiame, and to the glory of God, be it known 
to all men, that after the long courfe of bloody 
wars, which have fo many years afBifted the people, 
fubjefts, kingdoms and countries in the obedience 
of the Lords, theKing of Spain, and the States General 
of the United Provinces of the Low Countries ; the faid 
Lords, the King and States being touched with Chriftian 
compaffio'n, and defirous to put an end to the public 
calamities, and a Hop to the deplorable confequences, 
inconveniencies, damages and dangers, which the far- 
ther continuance of the faid war of the Low Countries 
might produce and draw after them, by extending even 
to other the moft diftant countries, ftates, lands and 
feas; and in order to change the pernicious effeAs 
thereof into thofe moft defirable ones of a good and 
fincere pacification on both fides, and the fweet fruits 
of an entire and firm repofe and quiet, for the com- 
fprt of tha faid people and ftates under their obedience, 
and the reftitution of paft darnages, for the common 
good not only of the Low Countries, but even of all 
Chriftendota j pfaying and befecching all other chrifti-

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iA pfincts and potentates td ^vtffei tMrtfelves to be pre- 
irailed upon by the grace 6f God, to haVe 4 compaffioh

Jofig and (b fevcrily : In prdetto bbtstih fb good an end,

xonftituted and appointed, viz, the faid King has deput-

Plenipotentiary for the treaty or a gertferal peace ; and 
Meffire Anthony Burn, Knight of his Catholic Majefty^s . 
council of ftate, and fupreme counfellor of the af- 
fairs of the Low Countries, and of Burgundy, and his 
f)lenipotentiary at the treaty of a g^n^ral peace. And 
the faid Lords the States of theUnited Provinces of the 
'Low Countries have appointed and deputed the Sieut 
BaltotdeGent, Lord of Loencn, and Meynerfwick, Sc^ 
nefchal arid Diikgrave of BommeI,Tieler and Bbmme'- 
ler-Weerden, deputy from the nobility of Guelder to 
the aflembly of the Lords the States General; theSieut 
John deMathenefle, Lord of Mathenefle, Riviere Opp- 
^ttieer, Souteveeh, &c. deputy in the ordinary couilcil 
of Holland and Weft-Friefland, and at the aflembly of 
the Lords the States General from the Nobility of the 
faid province, counfellor and heemrade of Schieland j 
Meffire Adrian Paw, Knight, Lord of Heemftede, Hoo- 
gerfmilde, and firft prelident, counfellor and maft6r of 
the accounts of Holland aild Wfeft-Frizeland, and de- 
puty at the aflembly of the Lords tht States General from 
the faid J)ro vince ; Meffire Jbhil de Knuy t. Knight, Lord 
t)f Old and NewVafmar, the Rrft reprefentative of thfe 
nobility in the fl:ates and councils of the cbuhty zh& 
Admiralty of Zeland, firft counfellor to hfk hi^hefs 
the Prince of Orange, deputy in ordinary at the af- 
fembly of the Lords the States Generals the SieurGo- 
' dart 
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dart de Reede^ Lord of Ne€derhorft,Verdeland/G)rt^ 
hoef, Overmcer, Hoftwaert, &c. prefident in the affem- 
bly of the nobility of the province of Utrecht, and de- 
puty on their part at the aflemblyof the Lords the States 
General ; the Sieur Francis de Donia, Lord of Hinnema, 
Heilfun, deputy in the affembly of the Lord* the States 
General from the province of Friefeland ; theSieurWil- 
liam Ripperda, Lord of Hengeloo,Boxbergin, Bobuloo 
and Ruuenbcrgh, deputyfrom the nobility of the pro- 
vince of Over-Yflel, at the aflembly of the Lords the 
States General ; the Sieur Adrian Kland van Stedum, 
Lord of Nittcrfum, &:c. deputy in ordidary from the 
province of the city of Gronmghen andOmmelande to 
the aflennbly of the Lords the States General ; all of 
them Ambafladors extraordinary in Germany, and Ple- 
nipotentiaries from the faid Lords the States General at 
the treaties for a general peace -, all warranted by 
fufficient powers, which fliall be inferted at the end of 
thefe prefents : whp being affembled in the city of Mun- 
fter inWeftphalia, by common confent appointed to be 
the place of treaty for the general peace of Chriften- 
dom, by virtue ot the faid powers, and for and in the 
name of the faid Lords, the King and States, have niade> 
coripluded and agreed to the following articles : 

L In the firft place the faid Lord the King declares and 
acknowledges. That the faid Lords the States General 
of the Low Countries, and all tl?e refpedtive provinces 
thereof, together with all the aflbciated countries, 
towns and lands thereto belonging, are feee and fovc- 
reign ftates, provinces, and countries, upon which, or 
their aflbciated countries, towns or lands abovefaid, 
the faid Lord the King has no manner of pretenfions; 
and that neither at this time, nor in futurum, he fliall 
ever make any pretentions to them for himfclf, or for 
his heirs and fuqceflbrs: and that in confequence hereof 
he is content to treat with the faid Lords and States, 
even as he does at prefent, and agree upon a perpetual 
peace, on the conditions after-written and declared, viz. 
11. That the faid peace fliall be good, firm, faithful 
and inviolable: and that fromJienceforthlhall ceafe all 
afts of hoftility, of whatfoever nature they be, between 
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the fajd Lords the King and the States General, as well 
by fea and other waters, as by land, in all their king- 
doms, countries, lands and dominions, and for ail 
their fubj.efts and inhabitants, of what quality or con- 
dition foever they be, without any exception either of 
places or perfons. 

III. Each fliall remain efFeftively in the poffcflSon 
and enjoyment of the countries, towns, forts, lands and 
dominions which he holds and pofleffes at prefent, with- 
out being troubled or molefted therein, dire<5Hy or in- 
direftly, in any manner whatfoever; wherein the villia- 
ges, burghs, haralpts and flat country thereupon depend- 
ing are underftdod to be comprehended. And next 
the mayoralty of Boifleduc, as alfo all the lordfliips, 
cities, caftles, towns, villiagcs, hamlets and flat coun- 
try depending upon the faid city and mayoralty of 
Boifleduc, the city and marquifate of Bergen-op-zoom, 
the city and barony of Breda, the city and jurifdic- 
tion of Maefl:richt, as alfo the county of Vroonhofl^ 
the town of Grave, the county of Kuyk, Hulfl: and 
the bailiage of Hulfl:, and Hulfter Ambacht, fituatr 
cd upon the fouth and north of Guelder^ and likewife 
the (oris whicK the faid Lords the States poflTefs at pre- 
fent in the country of Waes, and all the other towns 
and places which the faid Lords and States hold in Bra- 
bant, Flanders, and elfewhere, fliall* remain to the faid 
Lords and States, in all the lame rights^ and parts 
of fovereignty and fupcriority, juft in the fame man- 
ner that they hold the provinces of the United Low 
Countries. But then it mufl: be obferv^d, that all the 
refl: of the faid country of Waes, excepting the faid 
forts fljall belong to the faid Lord the king of Spain. 
As to the three quarters of the Over-Maze, viz. Fau- 

auemont, Dalemand Rolcduc, they fliall remain in the 
ate they are in at prefent; and in cafe of difputCxpi: 
controverfy, the matter fliall be referred to the chambrc-^ 
my-partie, or the indiflrerent and difinterefted court, 
whereof mention fliall be made afterwards. ^ 

IV. And the fubjeds and inhabitants of the countries 
of the faid Lords, the King of Spain and the States, fliall 
entertain *11 good correQ)ondence among themfelves, 

without 
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ivithout (hewing any refentment of the ofTences and 
damages they naay have fuftained heretofore; they may 
likewife remain in and frequent one another's countries, 
and there exercife their traffic and commerce in ali 
fafety, as well by fea and frefh waters, as by land, 

V. The navigation and trade to the Eaft and Weft- 
Indies, (hall be kept up according and conformably to 
the grants made or to be made for that effect ; for the 
"fecuricy whereof the prefent treaty (hall ferve, and the 
Ratification thereof on both fides, which fliall be ob- 
tained : and in the faid treaty ihall be comprehended all 
j)Otentates, nations, and people, with whom the fai4 
Lords the States, or members of the Eaft and Weft^ 
JndiaCompanies in their name, within the limits of 
their faid grants, are in friendfhip and alliance. And 
both the ^torefaid Lord, the King and the States refpec- 
lively, dhall continue in pofleffion of fuch loEdftiips, ci- 
ties, caftles, towns, fortrefles, countries and commerce 
in the Eaft and Weft-Indies, as alfo in Brazil, upon the 
coafts of Afia, Africa, and America refpcdtively, as the 
laid Lords, the King and the States refpe6fcively hold 
and poflefs, comprehending therein particularly rfie plai- 
ces and forts which the Portuguefc have taken from the 
Lords and States fince the year 1641, as alfo the forts 
iwid places which the faid Lords and States ftiall chance 
to acquii^ and poflefs after thi«, without infraction of 
the prefent treaty. And the direftors of the Eaft and! 
Weft-IndiaCompanies of thellnited Provinces, as~ aWo 
thefervants and officers high and low, the foidiers and 
feaoien adtually in the fervice of either of the f^id 
Companies, or fuch as have been in their fervice, as alfo 
fuch who in this country, or wirfwn the diftri^ of the 
4aid two conipanies, continue yet out of the fervice, 
but who may be employed afterwards, (hall be and re- 
main to be free and unmolefted in all the countries un- 
derthe obedience of the faid Lord the King in Europe; 
and may fail, traffic and refort, like «U the other inha- 
bitants of the countries of the faid Lords and States. 
Moreover it has been agreed and ftipulated. That the 
Spaniards ihall keep their navigation to-the Eaft-Indies, 
in the^fame manner-they hold it ^t prefent, without be- 
ing 
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mg at liberty to go further; and the inhabitants of thefc 
Low Countries Ihall not frequent the places which the 
Caftilians have in the Eaft-Indies. 

VL And as to the Weft-Indies, the fubjefts and in* 
habitants of the kingdoitis, provinces and lands of the 
faid Lords, the King and States refpc<5tively, (hali for- 
bear failing to, and trading in any of the harbours, 
places, forts, lodgntients or caftles, and all others poC- 
fefled by the one or the other party, viz. the fubjedb 
of the faid Lord the King Ihall not fail to, or trade ia 
thofe held and poffeffed by the faid Lofds and States 
nor thu fubjefts of the faid Lords and States fail to or 
trade in thofe held and pofleffed by the faid Lord the 
King. And amohg the places held by the faid Lords 
the States, fliall be comprehended the places in Brazil, 
which the Portuguefe took out of the hands of the 
States, and Have been in poffeflion of ever fince the 
year 1641, as alfo all the other places which they pof- 
fcfs at prefent, fo long as they ihall continue in the 
liands'of the faid Portuguefe, any thing contained in 
the preceding article notwithftanding. 

Vll. And becaufe there will be required a pretty long 
time to give notice to thofe who are without, or beyonl 
the limits aforefaid, with their forces and fhips, to de- 
iift from all afts of hoftility; it hatf4>een agreed. That 
within the limits of the grant formerly made to the 
Eaft-India Company of the Low Countries, or to be 
continued to them, the peace ftiall not commence foonv 
cr than a year after the date of the coitclufion of the 
prefent treaty; and as to the limits of the grant for*- 
merly made by the States General, or to be continued to 
theWeft-India company. That in the faid places the 
peace (hall not commence fooner than fix months after 
the aforefaid date : but then it muft be obferved. That 
if advice of the faid peace (hall have come from the 
public tothofe limits refpeftivelyearlier than the afore- 
faid time, from the minute of that advice all hoftility 
fhall ceafe in thofe parts ; but if after the term of a 
year, and of fix months refpeftively, any aft of hoftility 
oe committed within the limits of the aforefaid grants, 

all 
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all damages occafioned thereby, ftiall be repaired with- 
out delay. 

VIII. The fubjedts and inhabitants of the countries 
of the aforefaid Lord?,theKing and the States trading 
to one another's countries, fhall not be obliged to pay 
greater duties and innpofts, than the refpedive fubjefts 
natives of the countries j fo that the inhabitants and 
fubjefts of the United Low Countries Ihall be and re- 
main to be exempted from certain duties of twenty pyer 
cent, or form fuch lefler, greater, or any other duty as 
the faid Lord the King has raifed and impofed during 
the twelve years truce, or fhould endeavour or be in- 
clined to raife or impofe afterwards, dfreftly or indi- 
TC(5tly,upon the inhabitants and fubjefts of the United 
Low Countries, or lay upon them over and above what 
he does upon his own fubjefls. 

IX. The faid Lords, the King and States fhall not 
raife, without their refpeftive limits, any duties or 
gables for entry, parting, or any other account, upon 
the commodities in their carriage, either by land or 
water. 

X. The fubjefls of the faid Lords, the King and the 
States, fhall refpeftively in or>e another's countries en- 
joy the antient privilege of the cufldms, whereof they 
have been in peaceable pofTeinon before the commence- 
ment of the war. 

XI. Society, converfation, and commerce among the 
refpeftive fubjefts fhall not be hindered j and if any 
-hindrances or impediments happen, they fhall be re- 
ally and efFeftually removed. 

' XII. And from the day of the coriclufion and rati- 
fication of this peace, the King fhall caufe the raifing 
of all cufloms., which before the war were under the 
jurifdiftion, and within the diflrift of the United Pro- 
vinces, to ceafe upon the Rhine and theMaefe, as alfo 
the cuftom of Zeeland ; fo that that cuflom fhall not 
be raifed by his Majefly, either in the city of Antwerp 
or elfewhere : provided and on condition that from the 
aforefaid day, the ftates of Zeland fhall reciprocally 
take upon themfelves, and firfl of all pay from that 
fame day the annual rents which were mortgaged upon 
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the faid cuftoms before the year 1572, (whereof th# 
proprietors have been in poffiffion, and received the 
rent thereof fince before, the commencement of the 
faid war) which the proprietors of the other cuftoms 
abovefaid fhall alfo do. 

XIIL The white boiled fait coming from the United 
Provinces into thofe of his faid Majefty, fhall be there 
received and admitted, without being charged with 
higher duties than bay-falt, and the fait of- the pro- 
vinces of his faid Majefty (hall likewife be admitted and 
received in thofe of the faid Lords and States, and 
Ihall be there fold, without being charged with a higher 
duty than the fait of the faid Lords the States. 

XIV. The Rivers of the Efcaut, as alfo the canals 
of Sas, Zwyn, and other mouths of rivers difem- 
boguing themfelves there, fhall be kept fhut on the 
fide of the Lords the States. 

XV. The fhips and commodities entering into and 
coming out of the harbours of Flanders, (hall be re- 
fpe(kively charged by the faid Lord the King with all 
fuch impofts and duties, as are laid upon commodi- 
ties going and coming along the Efcaut, and other ca- 
nals mentioned in the preceding article. And the 
tax of the aforefaid equal duty ftiall be agreed after- 
wards betwixt the refpeftive parties. 

XVI. TheHans Towns, with all their citizens, inha- 
bitants and (bbjeds, as to the navigation and traffic in 
Spain, the kingdoms and eflates of Spain fhall enjoy 
all the fame rights, franchifes, privileges and immuni- 
ties, which by the prefent treaty are granted, or fhall 
afterwards be granted for and with relation to the fub- 
jefls and inhabitants of the United Provinces of the 
Low Countries. And the faid fubjeds and inhabitants 
of the Untted Provinces of the. Low Countries fhall' 
rcciprocaJiy enjoy all the fame rights, franchifes, im- 
munities and privileges, whether for the eftablifhing 
of confuls in fhe capital and maritime towns of Spain 
and el fe where, where it fhall be needful, or likewife for 
mercharits, fadtors, matters of fhips, mariners or others j 
and in the fame fort as the faid Hans Towns in gene- 
ral or in particular Jaave formerly obtained and enjoy- 
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cdi or fhall obtain and enjoy afterwards, for the fccu- 
rity, benefit and advantage of the navigation and 
trade of their towns, merchants, faftors, commiffion- 
c^s and others thereupon depending, 

XVII. The fubjeds and inhabitants of the countries 
qf the faid Lords and States, (hall alfo have the fame 
f^pcurity and freedom in the countries of the faid Lord 
the King, that has been granted to the fubjefts of the 
King of Great Britain by the laft treaty ot peace, and 
fecret articles made, with the conftable of Caftile. 

XVIIL The faid Lord the King fhall make, on the 
ftrft Opportunity, all neceflary provifion, that honour- 
able places may be appointed for the interment of the 
Indies of fuch fubjeds of the Lords the States, as 
Ihall happen to die in any place under the obedience^ ^ 
of the faid Lord the King, 

XIX, The fubjefts and inhabitants of the countries: 
of the faid Lord the King coming into the countries - 
and lands of the faid Lords the States, fhall be obliged^ 
with regard to the public exercife of religion, to go- 
vern and behave themfelvcs with all modetty, without 
giving any fcandal in word or deed, or uttering any 
btafpbemies ; and the fame fhall be done and oblerved 
by the fubjedts and inhabitants of the countries of the 
(aid Lords the States, coming into the lands of the faid 
Lord the King. 

XX. The merchants, matters of fhips, pilots, fea* 
men, their (hips, merchandifes, commodities, and other 
goods belonging to them, may not be feized and ar- 
retted, either by virtue of any gerieral or particular 
commiffion, or for any other caufe whatfoever, nor 
upon the account of war or otherwife, nor even under 
pretext of employing them for the prefervation and 
defence of the country; H9wever, we do not here 
mean to comprehend the feizures and arrefts of juf- 
fice in the ordinary methods upon account of debts, 
p/oper obligations and valid contracts ©f thofe upon 
whom fuch feizures fhall have been, made; in which 
cafe adio.ns and fuits fhall be carried on according to 
right and reafbn. 

. XXi. Cwtain jydges fhall be appqintcd on both 
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I^des iri edual nilmber, in'formof theChambre Mipar- 
tie, who Ihall fit in the Low Countries, and in fuch 
Other places as Ihall be found convenient^ and proper, 
and that every where^ fometimes under the obedience 
bf the one, and fometimes of the other, according as 
Ihall be agreed by mutual confent; which judges ap- 
pointed on both fides, fhall (conformably to the com- 
miffion and inftruftion that fhall be given tlicm, and 
upon which they fhall make oath according to a cer- 
tain form to be fettled on both fides for that efFeft) have 
j^egard to the negociations of the inhabitants of the 
faid provinces of the Low Countries, and to the bur- 
dens and duties which of both fides fhall be laid upon 
merchandifes : and if the faid judges perceive that any , 
o^cefles are committed on either fide, or of both fides, 
they fhall regulate and moderate the faid exceffes^ 

Moreover, the faid judges fhall examine into dif^ 
putes touching a failure in the execution of the treaty^ 
and the contraventions thereof, which from time to 
time may happen in the countries on this fide, as alfo 
in the diftant kingdoms^ countries, provinces and 
iflands of Europe; and fhall fummarily and fully de- 
termine therein, and decide as they fee agreeable and 
conformable to the treaty : the fentences and deter- 
minations.of which judges fhall be e;cecuted by the or- 
dinary judges of the place where contravention fhall 
have been committed, upon the perfons of the* con- 
traveners, according as occafion and circumflancesl 
.fhall require : normufl the faid ordinary judges negle6t 
to do the faid execution, or fufFer it to be neglefted, 
but repair the contraventions within the fpace of fix 
months after they the faid ordinary judges fhall have 
been hereto required* 

XXIL And if any fentences or judgments, fhould 
pafs upon the petfon of any of either party, whether 
m a civil or criminal matter, they mufl not be put in 
execution againfl the perfons of the condemned, nor. 
againft their goods. ' Nor fhall any letters of mark or 
reprifal be granted, but upon cognizances of thecaufe, 
and in cafes allowed by the Imperial laws and confti* 
tutioris according to the order by them cftabliflied. 
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XXIII. It (hall not be lawful to come afhore, enter, 
or (top at the ports, harbours, (hallows, or roads of 
one another, with men of war and fpldiers, in fuch 
number as may caufe fufpicion, without the leave and 

Sermiffion of him to whom the faid ports and harbours, 
laHows and roads belong, unlefs they are forced in 
by ftorm, or obliged thereto throu^ neceffity, or to 
avoid the dangers of tfie fea. 

XXIV. Such whofc goods have been leized and con- 
fifcated upon occafion of the war, or their heirs, or 
fuch as have an intereft therein, fliall recover and take 
pofTeffion of the faid goods, by their own private au-. 
thority, and in virtue of this treaty, without being 
obliged to have recourfe to juftice, notwithftanding 
all fifcal incorporations, engagements, treaties, agree- 
ments, and tranfaftions, or any renunciations that may 
have been put in the faid tranfactions, to exclude from 
part of the faid goods thofe perfons to whom they be- 
longed : and all and every the faid goods and rights 
which, agreeable to the prefent treaty, are to be re- 
ftored or ought to be reftored reciprocally to the firft 
proprietors, or their heirs, &c. may be fold to the faid 
proprietors, without having need of any particular 
confent for that efFeft. And next, the proprietors of 
rents, which fhall be appointed by the Fifques, in lieu 
of the faid goods, and the proprietors of rents and 
aftions with which the Fifques are burthened refpec- 
tively, may difpofe of them by fale or otherwife, as of , 
their other proper goods. - 

XXV. This (hall alfo take4)lace in the profits arifing, 
to the heirs of the late Lord, PrinceWilliam of Orange, 
even with regard to the rights which they have in Sa- 
lines, in the cauntyof Burgundy, which (hall be remit- 
ted and given over to them, with the woods thereon * 
depending, in cafe it be not found that they have been 
bought and paid for by his faid Majefty. 

XXVI. In which are alfo meant to be comprehended 
the other goods and rights in the counties of Burgun- 
dy and Charoloisj and that which has not been yet re- 
ftored according to the treaty of the 9th of April 1609, 
and of the 7th of January i6io^ mp^Q^cly, ihall as 
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fooa as pofliblc be entirely reftored bona fide to the 
proprietors, their heirs or afligns, on both fides. 

XXVII. In like manner are meant to be compre- 
hended the goods and rights, which after the expira- 
tion of the twelve years truce, were, by fcntence of the 
Great Council of Malines, to the prejudice of the 
Fifque, adjudged to the late John Count of Naflau, or 
in any other manner whereby the faid Count got pof- 
fefljon thereof, in any places or feignieuries where thefe 
goods and rights may lie, and by whomfoever they may 
be poffcfled'i which fentence, by virtue of the prefent 
treaty, is, and fhall be held as not given, and all other 
acquifitions of the aforefaid poffeflion is and fhall be 
annulled. 

XXVIII. And as to the procefs of Chattel Belin 
entered in the life-time of the late Lord the Prince of 
Orange, before the Great Council of Malines, againfi: 
theProcurator-General of the faid Lord the King; fince 
the faid procefs was not judged in a year after the fuit 
which commenced upon it, as was promifed in the 
XlVth article of.the faid twelve years truce ; it is con- 
cluded. That immediately after the conclufion of the 
ratification of the prefent treaty; the Fifque, in the 
name of his Majefty, or in the name of any other 
whatfoever, Ihali effeftually quit all pretenfions to 
all and every the goods demanded in the faid procefsj, 
by whom or by what right foever they may have been 
poflefled, and fliall renounce in the name, and by the 
perfons abovefaid, all aftions and pretenfions which 
the faid Fifque may have or pretend to have in any wife 
upon the faid goods, to be really and efFeftually claim- 
ed, and taken into free and full pofleflion from this 
prefent by the faid Lord the Prince of Orange, his 
heir and fucceflbrs, &c. prefently after the conclufion 
and ratification of this treaty, by virtue thereof, and with- 
out having recourfe to iuftice 5 on condition, That the 
fruits and profits, together with the taxes thereof until 
the conclufion of the faid prefent treaty, fhall remaia 
to the benefit of the Fifque. 

XXIX; If any difiiulty fliould arife concerning the 
rcftitution of the goods and rights that are to be re- 
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ftorcd, the judge of the place ihall caufe reftitution ta 
be itiadc without delay, and take the fhorteft courfe 
towards it; nor Ihall it be lawful for him 'to delay ref- 
titution upon pretext of the non-payment of the capi-. 
tation or otherwife. 

XXX. The fufc^edts and inhabitants of the ynitecl 
Low-Countries may, every where in the lands under 
the obedience of the faid Lord the King, employ fuch 
advocates, procurators, notaries, folicitors and agents 
as they fhall think proper, whereto they Ihall be ap- 
pointed by the ordinary judges, when it fhall be need- 
ful, and the faid judges fhall be required. And on 
the other hand, the inhabitants and iubjefts of the faid 
Lord the King coming into the countries of the faid 
Lords the States fliall have the fame affiftance. 

XXXI. If the Fifque has fold any bf tfit goods of 
cither fide, thofe to whom they Ihould appertain by 
virtue of this treaty, fhall be obliged to be fatisfied 
with the intereft at the rate of i6 per cent, to be paid 
every year by thofe who pofTeffed the faid goods j 
otherwife it fhall be lawful to corhc upon the fund and 
inheritance that was fold. Let it be well ohferved, 
'J'hat inflead of the goods fold, rents redeemed, or any 
other fuch like,' letters patent fhall be pafTcd by, and 
in the name of the Fifques rcfpeftively, for the benefit 
of the proprietors, their heirs and affigns, which fhall 
fcrve as a declaratory proof in conformity to the treaty;, 
together with an afTignation of annual payment upon ^ 
receiver in the province in which the fale or redempr 
tiont fhall have been made; which receiver fhall be 
there named, and the price fhall be calculated con- 
formably to the firfl public fale, or otherwife, as the 
law fhall ordain; the firft year of which annuity fhaU 
commence a year after the date of the conclufion and 
ratification of the prefent treaty. 

XXXIJ. But if the faidfales fhould be made by law 
for good ahd lawful debts of thofe to whom thfe faid 
goods belonged before the confifcation j it fhall be law- 
^il for them or th'eir heirs to recover them upon pay- 
ing the price of them within a year, reckoning frgm the 
date of the prefent treaty, after which time they can- 
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not be received : and the faid^recoveiy and redemp- 
tion being made by them, they may difpofe of them 
as they pleafe, without being obliged to obtain any 
other permiflion, \ 

XXXIII. However it is not meant here that thisr<^- 
covery fhould be allowed with regard to houfes ih 
towns that have been fold on this occafion, becaufe of 
the great inconveniency, and confiderable lofs which 
the purchafers would fofFer thereby, upon the account 
of the changes and reparations they may have m^de in 
the faid houfes, whereof a detail would be too long and 
difficult. 

. XXXIV. And as to reparations and meliorations of 
other goods fold, the recovery of which is allowed, in 
cafe they are pretended to have been made, the ordi- 
nary judges of the place fliall caufe juftice to be done 
upon cognizance of thecaufe, by making the mort- 
gaged funds and inheritances (land good, and anfwer 
for the fura that has been laid out upon the meliora- 
tions i but it Ihall not be lawful for the faid purchafers 
to ufe the right of retention^ in order to be paid and, 
fatisfied therefore. 

XXXV. All goods and rights kept fecret, movables^ 
immovables, revenues, aftions, debts, credits, and 
others which fliall have been feized by theFifque, \^ith- 
out due cognizance of the caufe before the day of the 
ronclufion and ratification of this treaty, fliall remaid 
at the free and full difpofal of the proprietors, their 
heirs orafligns, with all the fruits, revenues, incomes 
and profits thereof: as alfo neither thofe who fliall have 
concealed the faid goods and rights, nor their heirs, 
may be molefted upon this occafion by the refpeftive 
Fifques j but the proprietors and their heirs fliall with 
refpeft to them have the benefit of law againfl: all per- 
fons whatfoeyer, as they may for their own f)ropcr 
goods. 

XXXVL The trees cut down after the day of the 
conclufion of this treaty, and which were yet (landing 
upon that very day, as alfo the trees fold, which fliall 
not b^ yet cut down at the day of the faid conclufion, 
fliall remain to the proprietors, notwithfl:anding the faid 
fale j nor fliall they be obliged to pay any price for thefame. 
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XXXVII. The fruits, rents, farms and revenues of 
the feignieuries, lands, tenths, houfes, filheries and 
incomes, and other appurtenances which conformably 
to the treaty are to be reftored i if they arife after the 
day of the conclufion of this treaty, they .Ihall remain 
for the whole year to the proprietors and their heirs. 

XXXVIII. The farms of goods confifcated orregif- 
tered (altho' they may have been granted for many" 
years) fhall expire the very year of the conclufion of 
the treaty, according to the cuftom of the refpeftive 
places where the faid goods are, and the farms arifing 
after the day of the conclufion of the treaty, as is faid, 
Ihall be paid to the proprietors. But then, if the far- 
mer of the faid goods fhall have been at any charges 
for the growth of the faid year, the faid expences (hall 
be reimburfed to the farmer by the proprietors, accord- 
ing to the cuftom or difcretion or the judges of the 
place where thofe goods are. 

XXXIX. The Tale of goods confifcated or regi- 
ftered, after the conclufion of the treaty, fhall be held 
null and void -, as alfo fales made before the conclufion 
of the faid treaty, contrary to the capitulations and 
agreements made particularly with any towns, fhall be 
null and void. 

XL. The houfes of particular perfons, reftored or 
to be reftored conformably to the treaty, fhall not be 
reciprocally burdened with garrifons, or any other 
thing in any manner, nor charged higher than the 
houfes of the other inhabitants of a like condition. 

XLI. None of either fide fliall be hindered diredly 
or indire£lly from changing rhe place of his abode, pro- 
vided he pays the proper duties ; and if any hin- 
drances fhould be done after the treaty, they fhall be 
reidily removed. 

XLII. If any fortifications or public edifices or works 
have been made on either fide, with permiffion and 
authority of the fuperiors in the places whereof refti- 
tution is to be made by the prefeht treaty ^ the proprie- 
tors thereof fhall be obliged to be fatisfied with the ef- 
timate which fhall be made by the ordinary judges, as 
well of the faid places as of the jurifdiftion of the 
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fame, unlefs th'fe parties agree it among themfelves ": 
and fatisfafl-ion ftiall likcwife be made to the proprie- 
tors for the goods applied to the making fortifications, 
raifing public works, and building religious houfes. 

XLIII. As to the goods of churches, colleges an<i 
other religious places within the United Provinces, 
which w^re formerly members of the churches, bene- 
fices arid colleges under the obedience of thefaidLord 
the King, fo much of them as have not been fold be- 
fore the conclufion of the prefent treaty, (hall be re- 
.turned and reftored to the owners, and they may 
take pofleflion of them by their own private authority, 
and without the affiftance of law, according to what 
has been faid above ; but as to fuch as have been fold 
before the faid time, or given in payment by the States 
of any of the Provinces, the income thereof {hall be 
paid yearly at the rate of i6 per cent, by the Province 
that fhall have made fuch fale, or given the faid goods 
in payment, and afligned alfoin fuch fort as that they 
may be fure of having it ; and .the fame Ihall be done 
and obferved by the fard Lord the King. 

XLIV. As touching the pretenfions and interefts 
which the Lord the Prince of Orange might have to 
the parts where he is not in pofleflion ; it fliall be 
agreed by a feparate treaty, to the fatisfaftion of the 
faid Lord the Prince of Orange : but as to the goods 
and other effefts, whereof the faid Prince is inpoflfeflion 
by the grant and conceflion of the faid Lords the States 
General in the Bailiage of Hulfter-Ambacht andelfe- 
where, of which the faid Lords the States have fome- 
time ago given him the confirmation j all the faid 
places fliall remain abfolutely in full property for 
his own benefit, and that of his heirs and fucceflfors ; ' 
fo that there fliall be no pretenfions upon the faid 
goods by virtue of any articles ofthe prefent treaty. 

XLV. As to what concerns certain other points, be- 
fides thofe mentioned in the preceding article, which 
have been treated and agreed Separately, and figned in 
two writings, one on the 8 th of January, and the other 
on the 27 th of December 1647, for, and in the name of 
the faid Lord the Prince of Orange j the faid writings, 
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and the whole contents thereof, fhall have their efFe<?l:, 
>aiKl be confirmed, fulfilled and executed according 
to their form and tenor, neither more nor lefs than if 
all the faid points in general, or every one of them in 
particular were word for word inferted in t}\is prefent 
treaty ; and that notwithftanding ail the other claufes 
in the prefent treaty contrary thereto, from which wc 
mean to derogate, and it is exprefsly derogated by the 
. prefent article : and which claufes, with regard to the 
contents of the faid two writing's, are and fliall be held 
as not m^de, and Ihall not hinder or delay in any man- 
ner ijie effed, accompliftiment and execution of the- 
faid two writings of the 8th of January, aad 27th of 
Pecemher, 1647. 

XLVI. Thofeto whom the confifcated goods are to 
be reftored, fhall not be bound to pay the arrearages 
cf the incomes, burdens and duties Specially afFefting 
them, and affigned upon them, for the time that they 
have not been in pofTeflion of them ; and if they be 
foed and put to trouble for them on either fide, they 
ihall be abfolved : and in cafe it be truly found, that 
all the goods of any one of either fide have been confif- 
cated and regiftcred, fo that it was not in his power to 
pay the annuicy or intereft arifing during the confifca- 
cation or regiftration, he fhall not only be exempted 
from the real charges and annuities in conformity to 
the tjeaty, but alfo from the general and perfcnal 
charges of the faid revenues and interefts arifing dur- 
ing the faid tiroe. 

XLVIJ. Nor ihall there be any claim or pretenfion 
<o goods fold or granted in order to commence an ac- 
tion about them, but only to the debts for which the 
pofTeflors fland obliged by the treaties made upon that 
Ipaatter, together with the intereft of the entry money, 
which fliali be at the rate offour per cent. 

XLVIII. The judgments given for goods and rights 
confifcated to the parties who have had the cognizance 
of the Judges, and who have been legally defended, 
thall (land good, and the condemned fhall not be ad- 
mitted to offer any thing againft them, but in the ordi-» 
pary methpds of proceedingt 
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. XLIX. The faid Lord the King qiiits and renounce* , 
all pretenfions of redemtion, and ^11 other rights and 
pretenfions that he might have or pretend to have in 
any wife upon the city of Grave, the country of Kuyk, 
its appurtenances and dependencies, theaptient Barony 
of Brabant, formerly engaged to the late Lord tlic 
Prince of Orange, the redemption and recovery of 
which engagement has been quitted and turned iato 

Property, and yielded for the benefit of the late Lord 
^rince Maurice in December 1611, by the Lords the 
States General of the United Low-Countries, as Sove- 
reigns of the faid city of Grave, and country of Kuyk, 
according and in conformity to letters patent there-? 
upon difpatched \ and in virtue of which converfion 
and ceffionthe faid Lord the Prince of Orange, his heirs 
and fucceflbrs, fhall from this prefent alway enjoy the 
full and entire property of the faid town and country 
of Kuyk, their appurtenances and dependencies. 

L. The faid King likewife quit§ and renounces all 
;ind every the rights and pretenfions, cither of pro^ 
perty, ceflion or otherwife, which he could in any man-p 
ner pretend upon the town, county and feignieury of^ 
Lingen, and the four villages and other rights thereto 
appertaining, as alfo upon the towns and feignieuries 
of Be vergarde • and Cloppenburg, and all other pre-' 
tcnfions againft any one whatfoeverj that fo they 
may really, efieftually and for ever remain to the faid 
Lord the Prince of Orange, his heirs and fucceflbus, 
\n full right of property, conformably to the letters of 
donation and inveftiture granted by the Emperor 
Charles. V. on the 3d of November 1546^ and accord-^ 
ing to the tranfadion afterwards made between the 
Count of Buren and the^ountof Tecklenburg on the 
5 th of March 1548, and finally, in confequence of the 
ceflion made thereupon in November 1578, which the 
faid Lord the Kirtgj fo far as concerned him, hath con-^ 
firmed, and doth confirm by the prefent treaty. 

, LI. The faid Lords, the. King and the States fliali 
appoint, each of them in their place, officers and ma-« 
giftrates for the adminiftrarion of juftice and govern-* 
pientin the towns and garrifons, which by thi^ prefent 
treaty are to be given up to the proprietors in poffeffion, 
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LII. The upper quarter of Guelder fhall be ex- 
changed for anjequivalent; and in cafe that equiva- 
lent cannot be agreed upon, the matter fhall be refer- 
cd to the Channbre Mipartie, to be there decided with- 
in fix months after the conclufion and ratification of 
the prefent treaty. 

LIII. The faid Lord the King obliges himfelf effec- 
tually to procure the continuation and obfcrvation of 
the neutrality, amity, and good neighbourhood of his 
Imperial Majefty and the Empire with the faid Lords 
the States i to which continuation and obfervation the 
iaidL'^rds the States likewife oblige themfelves reci- 
procally; and the conformation thereof muft be made 
by hife Imperial Majefty within two months, and by the 
Empire within a year after the conclufion and ratifica- 
tion of the prefent treaty. 

LIV, The movables confifcated, and the profits from 
thence arifing before the conclufion of the prefent' 
treaty, fliall not be liable to any reftitution. 

LV. The movable aflions, which by the faid Lords 
the King and the States fliall have been granted for the 
benefit of particular debtors before the conclufion pf 
the prefent treaty, ihall beextinft on both fides. 

LVI. Th^timc that (hall have el.ipfed during the 
war begun in the year 1607, and continuing till the 
beginning of the twelve years truce, as alfo the time 
clapfing from the expiration of the faid truce till the 
conclufion of this treaty, fliall not be reckoned, fo as 
thereby to do aA^y prejudice or damage to any on^ 
whatfover. 
• LVIL Such who have retired to neutral countries 
during the faid war, fliall enjoy the benefit of this 
treaty, and m^y live where they pleafe, or return to 
their former dwellings, there to live in all fafety, pro- 
vided they obfervc the laws of the country ; nor may 
their goods be feized,6r they deprived of the poffeflTion 
bf them, on account of their having lived in anyplace 
whatfoever. 

- LVIIL No new forts may be made in the Low 
Countries on either fide, nor may any new canals be 
naade, or dikes thrown lip, whereby the one or the 
other party may be kept off or beat back, 
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LIX, Neither the Lords of t?he Hoirfe of Naffau, nor 
Count John Albert of Solins, Governor of Maeftrichfi 
may be profecuted or molefted in their perfons or 
goods for any debts contracted by the late Lord Wi!-* 
Ham Prince of Orange, from the year 1567, till his de- 
ceafe, nor for any arrears due during the feizure and 
regiftration of the goods therewith burdened. 

LX. If any contravention Ihould be made to the 
treaty by private perfons without the command of the 
faid Lords, the King and the States, the damage fliall 
be repaired in the fame place where the contrayeatioa 
fliall have beep made, if the contraveners are taken up 
there, or in their habitation : but they muft not be pro- 
fecuted elfewhere in their perfons or goods in any man- 
ner whatfoever, nor fhall it be lawful to come to arms, 
or break the peace on that occafion ; but it fhall be, 
allowable, in cafe of manifeft denial of juftice, to do 
themfelves right by letters of mark or reprifal^ in the 
ufual manner. 

LXL All difinherifons and difpofitions made in the 
heat and fury of war fhall be declared null, and held 
as not made; and by fuch difinherifons wade in the 
heat of war are meant fuch^ as either proceeded from 
the war^ or depended thereupon. 

LXII. The fubjeds and inhabitants of the countries 
of the faid Lords the King and the States, of whatever 
quality or condition they be, are declared capable of 
fucceeding to one another, as well without as with a 
will, according to the cuflpms of the places ; and if 
any fucceffions of legacies have formerly fallen to any 
of them, they fhall be maintained and preferved in their 
right thereto. 

LXin. All prifoners of war fh^ll be delivered up,, of 

both fides, without paying any ranfom, and without 

. any diflinftion or referve of prifoners, who hare 

ferved out of the Low Countries, and under other flan- 

dards and colours than thofe of the faid Lords the States. 

LXIV. The payment of arrears of contributions^ 
i5^hich Ihall remain unpaid from the conclufion of the 
treaty, for the perfons and goods of both fides, fhall 
be regulated and determined by thpfe of both fides who 
fliall h we the fuperintendance of contributions. 

LXV. 
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LXV. And whatcvft- Ihall be propofed or alledged 
on cither fide, by word of mouth or by writing during 
the negotiation, ftiall not be turned or interpreted to 
the advwitage or prejudice of any direftly or indiredlyi 
but as well the faid Lords, the King and the States 
General and particular, as all Princes, Counts, Barons, 
gentlemen, citizens, and other inhabitants of the re- 
fpcftivc kingdoms and countries, of whatever quality, 
ftate or condition they be, fhall continue in their 
rights, accordihg to the tenor of the trejiiy, ^nd the 
conclufion thereof. 

LXVI. The refpeftive inhabitants and fubjcfts of 
the faid Lords the King and the States fhall really enjoy 
"the eflreft of the 5th article of the twelve years truce 
BOW expired, and alfo the efFeft of the loth article 
of the following agreement of the 7 th of January 16 10, 
and that becaufe during the term of the forefaid truce 
the faidefFcft was not obtained or procured of either 
fide. 

LXVII. The limits and bounds in Flanders and 
clfewhere fliall be regulated in fuch fort as (hall be 
found juft, and appertaining to the jurifdiftion of both 
fides J whereupon inforrriations fhall be .waited for 
and delivered, that fo the faid limits may be adjufted 
and regulated in due time. 

LXVIIL On the part and fide of the faid Lord the 
Kidg of Spain, the forts here named near TEclufe fhall 
be demolifhed, vi4. St. Job; St. Donas, the fort 
FEftpile, fort St. Therefa, fort St.' Frederick, fort St. 
Ifabella, fort St. Paul, and the redoubt Papemuts : 
And on the fide and part of the faid Lords the States 
(hall be demolifhed the following. forts, viz. the two 
forts in the ifle of Cafant called Orange and Frederick, ^ 
the two forts of Pas, all the forts upon the eafl fide of 
the river Efcaut, except Lillo, and the fort at Keil- 
drccht called Spinola : which demolition, to be made 
reciprocally, fhall be agreed upon betwixt both parties, 
that fo the equivalent thereof may be regulated. 

LXIX. All the regiflers, charters, letters, archieves 
and papers, as alfo all the bags of procefTes concerning 
aay of thr refpcftive United Province*, aflbciated 
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countries, cities ana membefis, or any inhabitantif 
thcreofj being in the Courts, Chanceries, Councils* 
Chambers' of Policy, Courts of Juftice, Finances, Fic& 
or Archies, whether at Avenncs, Malines, or any other 
'places under the obedience of the faid Lord the King,' 
lhall be delivered bona fide to thofe who fhall have a 
connmiffion from the faid refpedive Provinces to de- 
mand them : And the fame fliall be done on the part 
of the faid Lords the States, for the Provinces, towns, 
and particular perfons under the obedience of the faid 
Lord the King. 

LXX. The jurifdiftion over the waters Ihall be left 
to the town of TEclufe, as appertains to it. 

tXXL The dike that crofles the river Soute new 
St. Donas (hall be taken away and opened ; and in 
place of it ftiallbe made and raifed a Sas, the guarding 
of which Sas fhall be agr^eed upon, asliasbeen faid 
above with relation to the demolition of the forts, 

LXXII. In this prefent treatyof Peace (hall be com- 
prehended all thofe who, ^before the exchange of the 
agreement or ratification, or within three months after,, 
fliall be named on both fides, in which time the faid 
Lord the King fhall name fuch as he (hall think pro- 
per ; In the mean while, on the part of the faid Lords 
the States, are named the Prince the Landgrave of 
HefTe CafTel, with his countries, towns and ftates ; the 
Count of Eaft-Frifeland, jhe town of Emden, the 
county and country of Eaft-Fri(eland ; the Hanfeatidc 
Towns, and particularly Lubeck, Bremen and Ham- 
burg : and the faid Lords the States refcrve to thenn- 
fclve the nomination of others, in the aforcfaid term, 
whom they (hall think proper. 

LXXII I. As touching the pretenfion of the Count 
of Flodrof, for the reftitution made to him of the caftlc 
of Leut, with the- goods thereon depending, and ali 
other goods and villages which might belong to him 
thereabout, gnd which were feized by the faid Lord the 
king^ the faid reftitution fhall be granted him, as alfo 
that of the Caftle ; faving an allowance to be made be- 
tween ^he conclufion of the prefent treaty and the rati- 
fication of the faiiie, for the maintenance of a garrifon 
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by the faid Lord the King, or for the demolition of 
the new fortifications made fince the caftle was pof- 
fclTed. ^ 

LXXIV. As to what has been treated and agreed 
the 8th of Deceniber, 1646, between the Ambafladors 
Extraordinary, and the Plenipotentiaries of the faid 
Lords the King and the States, touching Roger Huy- 
gens, for and in the name of his wife Lady Anne 
Margaret Van Stralen ; it fliallhave the whole force' 
and effieft, and fhall be fulfilled and executed in the 
fame manner as if it was inferted word for wordin this 
prefent treaty. 

LXXV. And to the end that the prefent treaty may 
be the better obferved, the faid Lord the King and 
the States refpeftively promife to ufe their endeavours, 
^nd employ their power, each in his place, to render 
thepafiages free, and the feasand rivers navigable and 
fecure from all inqurfions of pirates, corfairs and rob- 
bers ; and, if they can catch them, to chaftife them 
with rigour. 

LXXVL They promife moreover not to do any thing 
contrary to or in prejudice of the prefent treaty, nor 
fuffer any thing to be done direftly or indireftly ; and 
if any thing be done, they promife to repair it without 
any difficulty or delay : and they oblige themfclves re- 
fpeftively (viz. the faid Lord the King and his heirs 
and fucceflbrs) to the obfer^ation of all the above,* and 
for the validity of the faid obligation, they renounce all 
laws, cuftbms, and other things whatfover to the con- 
trary. 
. LXXVIL The prefent treaty fhall be ratified and 
approved by the faid Lords the King and the States, 
and letters of ratification fhall be delivered byxhe one 
to the other in good and due form, within the term of 
two months ; and if the faid ratification come fooner, 
all afts of hpftility between the parties 0iall ceafe, 
without waiting for the expiration of the faid term. 
But then it muft be obferved. That after the conclufion 
and figning of this treaty, hoftilities of both fides fliall 
not ceafe, till the ratification thereof fhall have been 
delivered by the faid Lord the King of Spain in due 
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fubftance and form, and exchanged for that of thp 
Lords the States General of the United Provinces* 

LXXVIII. So that in the mean while the affairs of 
both fides fhall continue in the fame ftate and condition 
they fhall be found at the conclufion of the prefent 
treaty, until the forefaid reciprocal ratification Ihall 
have been exchanged and delivered. 

LXXIX. The faid treaty ftiall be publilhed every 
where, as is ufual, immediately after the ratifications 
of both fides fhall have been exchanged and delivered 5 
ami from thenceforth all ads pf hoftility fhall ceafe. 

Fdhv^s the fenor ^f the Power of the Plenipstentiaries of 
' the Lord the King of Spain, ^c. 

DON Philip, by the Grace of God, King of Caflile, 
Leon, Aragon, the two Sicilies, Jerufalem, Portu- 
gal, Navarre, Granada, Toledo, Valcntia, Galicia, Ma* 
jprca, Minorca, Seville, Sardinia, Corduba, Corfica, 
Murcia,Jaen, theAlgraves,Algier, Gibraltar, ther Ca- 
nary Wands, the Eaft and Wefl Indies, the Ifles and 
Continent of the Ocean j Archduke of Auflria, Duke 
of Burgundy, Brabant, and Milan, Count of Haps- 
burgh^ Flanders, Tirol, Barcelona, Lord of Bifcay and 
Malines, &c. We being extremely defirous of haften- 
ing the peace, for the repofe and tranquility of our 
fubjefts, and the inhabitants of the provinces of the 
Low Countries, and of putting an end to this cruel 
war wherewith they have been fo long opprefTed, in 
order to facilitate the means of giving a general peace 
to all Europe for the univerfal good of Chriflendom ; 
(all the powers engaged and concerned in this war 
having by common agreement made choice of the city 
of Munfter, there to hold the congrefs and negociati-r 
ons for the faid peace) have judged it proper to name 
plenipotentiaries to aflifl in our name at the faid cot» 
grcfs, with all requifite authority and full power, and 
particularly to treat there with the ,flates of the free 
~ provinces of the Unined Low Countries, or with their 
ambaflfadors and plenipotentiaries autliorifed and de- 
puted for that effedl. And we being^ perfuaded and 
convinced of the capacity, probity, prudence, expe- 
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rience, imdcrftanding and zeal (for our fervice and 
the general quiet of all Chriftendom) of Don Gafp.ar 
de Braccammonte and Guzman^ Count of Pegnaranda, 
Gentlennan of our Bedchamber, Counfellor of our do- 
meftic and ftatc affairs, and our ambaflador extraordi- 
nary in Germany; Frere Jofeph, of Beragne, Arch- 
bifhopof Cambrarys and Anthony Brun, counfellor in 
our Sovereign Council of Flanders-: and being always 
fatisfied with their conduft in many important af- 
fairs, with which we have entrufted them, and 
>vhereof they have worthily acquitted themfclves; 
Therefore having ^n entire confidence, that they al- 
,together, and each of them in particular, during 
the abfence or ficknefs of any <5f them, will care- 
. fully watch for the general good of all Chriftendom, 
and for our particular interefts; we have named them 
for our ambafladors and plenipotentiaries, and by vir- 
tue ofthefeprefents have given them all together, and to . 
each of them in particular, during the abfence or fick- 
nefs of any of them, an entire and abfolute power to 
enter into conference with the States of the faid free 
provinces of the United Low Countries, or with their 
ambafladors and plenipotentiaries by them fpecially 
authorifed and conftituted for that efFeft, to advife to* 
gether about the moft proper means to terminate this 
long and cruel war, which has been kindled in the 
Low Countries, and the wars which have followed in 
confequence of the fame againft the faid Lords the 
States General, in other places, countries, and Seas; 
and, by virtue of this power, to enter into negoci- . 
ation with the faid States General of the United Free 
Provinces, or with their faid ambafladors and plenipo- 
tentiaries ; and to confer, propofe, agre^, capitulate 
and conclude with them a true, firm and inviolable 
treaty of peace or truce : prornifing for us and for our 
ilicceflx)rs to hold as good and valid, and to obferve 
precifely, pun6lually, and without any exception, what- 
ibever Ihall have been concluded and ftipulated in the 
faid treaty by our ambafladors and plenipotentiaries 
with the Yaid United Free Provinces ; and in like 
manner to approve and ratify the faid treaty within 
the term that Ihall be reciprocally agreed upon of both

fides, and to confirm it by oath, and all the other fo- 
Icninkies reguifite and iifual in. the like cafe. In Tef- 
tiiTiony whereof we have caufcd thefe prefents to be 
difpatched, which we have figned with our own hand, 
and to which we have caufed our privy-feal to be af- 
fixed, andvwhich we have ordered to be counterfigned 
by our fecretary of ftate underfigned.

THE States General of the United Provinces of the 
Low Countries : To all who fhall hear or fee 
thefe prefents, greeting. We make it known, that 
whereas upon all occafions we have with all fincerity 
. teftificd it to be our intention and inclination, that this 
long, pernicious and bloody war, which has arifen in 
thefe provinces, and continued for feveral years till • 
this-prefent, might be terminated for the general good 
of the faid provinces, and the comfort of the inhabi- 
tants thereof; and that in confequence thereof the wars 
in other diftant places and feas, which have taken their 
rife from this war of the Low Countries againft our 
adverfaries, might ceafe and difappear •, and the city 
of Munfter in Weftphalia having been pitched upon 
for the place of congrefs, and the negociation tending 
to the general repofe of Chriftendom, we have thought 
fit.to name perfons that might aflift with all authority 
and full power at the faid aflembly and negociation, to 
labour to bury the long, pernicious and bloody war 
which has been raifed in th^ Low Countries : There- 
fore trufting entirely in the wifdom, prudence and ex- . 
perience, the underftanding, fidelity and zeal (for the

The Count of Oldenburgh did likewife earneftly re- 
quefl: the States General by his Envoy, to be included 
in the faid treaty; but by decrees of the 23d of May, 
and 6th of Auguft, it was denied him, becaufe he had 
for many years demanded toll in theWefer, in order to 
difcourage and obftrudt commerce, e/pecially in that 
of this ftate; and as a reward of the notable fervicc 
and afliftance formerly given by the Count's grandfa- 
ther to hiis Imperial Majefty, which the Count exprefsly 
exhibits among the reafons of afking that toll from 
the Emperor Mathias, in the year 1612. 

A particular Article concerning Navigation and Commerce^ 
concluded the \th of February^ 1648. 

THE fubjedts and inhabitants of the United Pro- 
vinces may fail and trade with all freedom and 
fafety, in all the kingdoms, ftates and countries which 
are or fliall be in amity or neutrality with the States 
of the United Provinces; and they may not be dif- 
quieted or molefted in their navigatiofi and traffic 
aforefaid, upon the account of hoftilities which hap- 
pen, or may happen afterwards, between the faid Lord

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tries, ftates, or aiiy cf them, that may be in amity or

.without permiffion to carry to the declared enemies of 
the laid Lord the King, prohibited or contraband goods 
OF merchandifes. And in order to prevent this, and 
that the courfe of commerce may not be interrupted, 
they fhall be obliged,when they enter into any harbours 
of the faid lord the King, with a defign to go froni 
thence to the harbours of the enemy, to fhew their 
paflports, containing the particulars cf their loading, 
attelted and marked with the ordinary mark, and ap- 
proved by the officers of the admiralty of that quarter 
from whence they part ; but they muft not over and 
above be vifited or fearched, and far lefs detained un-^ 
der any pretext whatfoever : as alfo when they are in 
the open fea, or come into any roads, without defign- 
ing to enter into harbours, or break their bulk, they 
Ihall not be obliged to give any account of their lad- 
ing. But it muft be obferved, that the Lords the 
States fliall exprefsly forbid all their fubjeds to carry 
any prohibited or contraband merchandifes to the ene- 
mies of the faid King ^ and they fhall giv^ counter- 
marks, in order the better to know the validity of the ' 
. faid pafTports of the admiralty, that fo they may not * 
be'falfified: provided always that the navigation and 
commerce of the fubjecls of the United Provinces 
with France, may reciprocally continue as formerly, 
on condition they do not carry into France merchan- 
difes coming from the ftates of the faid King of Spain," 
that may be employed againft him and his ftates. And 
in cafe there be found in the faid fhips fuch goods, 
merchandifes or commodities as are declared pro- 
hibited and contraband fhall be challenged and confif- 
' catcdj but the Ihip, and the other goods, mer- 
chandifes and commodities in the faid fhip may 
not, for that reafon, be'molefted X)r confifcated in any 
wife. And reciprocally the fubjedls of the faid Lord 
the King fhall have the fame liberty of navigation and 
traffic, in cafe there fhould be any hoftility between 
the faid Lords the States, and the kingdoms, ftates, or. 
countries, or any of them, which are or fliall be in

Treaty of Peace and Union between Oliver Cromwell, as 
Proteifor ^/England, and the United Provinces of 
the Netherlands, at Wellminfter, April 5th, J^gf^. 

IMPRIMIS — It is agreed, that there be a firm and 
inviolable peace between the republic of England, 
and the States General of the United Provinces. 

II. That all enmities and hoftilities fhall henceforth 
ceafe. 

III. That all hoftilities and damages of either fide 
committed be buried in oblivion. 

' IV. That all prifoneis of either fide be difcharged, 

V. That both republics be bound to defend the 
rights and immunities of each other, againft all the 
declared enemies of public liberty, both by fea and 
land. 

VI. Neither republic fhall attempt any thing againft 
the' other, nor fhall favour, aflift, or hurbour any per- 

*fgn or perfons enemies to either,

VII. That neither republic Ihall aid or harbour re- 
bels to the other ; and that the fubjefts of either re- 
publics aiding or affifting the rebels with arnns, (lores, 
&c Ihall be deemed guilty of high treafon againft the 
ftate wherein they are found guilty. 

VIII. They Ihall aflTift each othjsr at the expence of 
that State which requires afTiftance. 

IX. That neither Ihall receive or harbour the goods, 
or affift with arms, &c. the enemies of the other. 

X. That if either republic fignify to the other by 
memorial, or otherwite, that any enemy or rebels of the 
State which 'applies be fheltered in the dominions of the 
other, fuch memorial being firft received ihall iffbe a 
declaration within twenty eight days, commanding them 
to depart ; and if they do not depart within a fortnight 
after fuch declaration publilhed, he or they Ihall be pu- 
niflied with death, and the lofs of goods or chatties. 

XI. That no rebel or public enemy of the republic 
of England ihall be harboured within any of the domi- 
nions of the United Provinces of what rank or dignity 
foever he be ; and if any fubjeft of the United Provin- 
ces do harbour, aid, or affift fuch, cfontrary to this con- 
vention, he ihall forfeit all his caftles, towns, villages, 
&c. during his life. — The fame if the fubjefts of the re- 
republic of Endgland entertain or affift a rebel or pub- ^ 
Jic enemy of the United Provinces. 

XII. That the fubje^fts of either State pafs, rtpafsr, 
refide or trade freely in the dominions of each other, 
pa] ing the ufual cuftoms, &c. .and conforming to the 
laws of the refpeftive States. 

XIII. The ftiips of the United Provinces ihall ftrikc 
their ilag to the men of war of the republic of England - 
in the Britiih feas, as has bceji heretofore acciiftomed* 

XIV. That for the preferving of commerce free, nei- 
ther State ihall harbour pirates, or conceal goods pirati-* 
cally taken from the fubjeds of the other, but ihall re- 
turn the fame to the right owners on due and legal proof 
being made of the iamc in the refpedlive courts of 
Admiralty, 

XV. That 
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XV. That if either State enter into a league with any 
other King, &c. the other State fliall be included there- 
in, if they chufe ir, ■ 

XVI. That juftice fliall be done on either party con- 
travening this treaty on this fide of the Cape of Good 
Hope, within a twelvemonth after the fame be demand- 
ed, and' on the other fide of the Cape within eighteen 
months. 

XVII. That any number lefs than forty of the fubjefts 
of one State may pafs freely through the dominions of 

. the other armed, or unarmed. 

XVILI. That the (hips of either State being drove by 
ftrefs of weather or enemies into the ports of the other, 
they fhall be at liberty to depart toll or duty free — fo that 
they do not break bulk, or fell any part of their lading; 
nor Ihall they be fearched, or any perfons be taken from 
pn board them, they conforming to the laws, ftatutes 
and cuftoms of the place. 

XIX. That no merchants, mariners, their fliips, &c. 
(hall be ftopt in any of the ports, &c. of either State, 
by any general or particular edift, for any yfe" in 
war, providing that nothing herein contained be dero- 
gatory to fuch detainers and arrefls as are regularly made 
according to the laws of the country. 

XX. That merchants, mariners, &c. be at liberty to 
carry and ufe fuch offenfive or defenfive weapons as are 
neceflary for the defence of their fhips and perfons, at 
fea or on fhore; but that when they come to their inns 
or lodgings (hall relinquiih the fame until they return on 

^bo^rd again. 

• XXI. That the fhips of war of either State, ihall de- 
fend the merchant fliips of the other fo long as they fteer 
the fame cC)urfe againft all aggreflbrs. 

XXII. That if any ifhips belonging to either republic,, 
or to a neutral power, be taken- in the harbours of either 
by a third power, they {hall be obliged to recover fuch 
ihips back at the expence of the owners. 

XXIII. That the fearchers of either fide (hall condud 
themfelves according to the laws of the refpe.ftive re- 
publics, and not take more than fuch laws allow. _ 

XXIV. That 
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XXIV. That if any injury be done to the fubjefts of 
one republic by thofe of the other, the immediate remedy 
Ihall be by the common codrfeof law, but that beirtg 
denied, the party injured may have letters of marque and 
reprifal three months after refufal. 

XXV. That fuch who take out patents or fpecial com- 
miflions fhall before they receive them from either re- 
public, put in fufficient fecurity before the judge who - 
grants them, by able men, not part owners, to anfwer 
damages. 

XXVI. The fubjefts of both parties fliall have free 
accefs to the ports of the refpedivc republic, whether 

they be merchant fhips, fhips with fpecial commif- 

fion, or men of war j provided, that if men of war 
enter of their own accord, they fhall not exceed eight in 
number; nor (lay longer than the neceflity of their 
coming requires. 

XXVII. The States General fhall take care thatjuflice 
be done upon thofe who were partakers or accomplices 
in the maflacre of the Englifh at Amboyna, as the re- 
public of England is pleafed to term that faft, provided 
any of them be living. ' ^ . 

XXVIII. Recites a feifure and detainer of Englifh 
efledts in the dominions of the King of Denmark, fince 
the 1 8 th of May, 1652. The Stages hereby oblige them- 
felves to make the fame good to the owners, to pay 500a 
pounds Englifh, to anfwer the expence of a proper en- 
quiry, and 20,000 rixdoHars to whom his Highnefs fhall 
pominate immediately ; which are to be deduced out of 
the grofs fum to be awarded, and to enter into bonds 
of arbitration, in the penalty df 140,000, by proper per- 
fons in London, tq anfwer the award. 

XXIX. That when the fubflancq of the previous 
article be adjufled, and the Dutch have made reflitution 
of the goods, &c, detained in Denmark, all hoftilities 
againfl that kingdom fhall ceafej and the King of Den- 
mark included in this treaty and confederacy. 

XXX. That four commiflloners ihall be named on 
both fides to meet at London, the 19th of May next, 
^ho wall be authorifcd to examine the injuries and lofTes 
ip the year 1611^ and ^fter to the i8t|i of May 1652, as 

in 
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in the Eaft Indies, Greenland, Mufcovy, Brafil, &c* 
That if the faid dfFcrences be not adjufted in three months^ 
to be computed from the iaid 1 8th day of May, in fuch 
cafe the fame fhall be fubmitted to the arbitration of the 
Swifs Cantons, who fhall delegate commiflioncrs for tftat 
purpofe, and Ihall give judgment within fix months ; with- 
in which time whatever the majority of fuch' commif- 
fioners determine fliall be binding to both parties, and 
duly perforn^ed. 

XaXI. That both parties fhall faithfully perform and 
execute the prefent treaty. 

XXXII. The. States General agree that whomever' 
they prefer to be captain general, ftadthol^er, &c. fhall 
be obliged to confirm this treaty, and take an oath reli* 
gioufly to obferve it^ and take care of its heing put duly 
in execution by others. 

XXXIII. That thefc prefents fhall be ratified within 
a fortnight, and all hofHlities from thenceforth ceafe on 
both fides.

Afecret Article or Declaration of the States of Holland afid 
Weft-Friefland, whereby they promife Oliver Cromwell 
Protestor 0/ England, 

THAT in order to make the abovefaid peace per- 
petual, and mutually advantageous to bqth nati- 
ons : they, after having maturely confidered what has 
been pafTed and tranfadted, declared tKemfelves, and do 
declare themfelves, that they think proper never to ele(3: 
any prince of Orange, or any of their iffue, for their ftad- 
tholder or admiral of their provinces ; neither will they 
confent to his being eleded captain general of the militia 
ofthefe countries, to all which they oblige themfelves in 
the mod folemn manner. Given at the Hague under the 
great fcal of this province the 4th of May, 1654. 

Thi5 
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^his treaty eftablilhed the Englifli in all their rights 
•* and honors, and left the Dutch to make the beft life mey 
€ould of an.a6t of the Britifh Parliament made fubfequent 
to the death of Charles concerning the importation of 
goods on Englilh bottoms only, except fuch as were of the 
growth of the refpective countries, who might import on 
their own bottoms. The Dutch had no growth, but had 
made themfelves the common carriers of the produdl of 
other nations, which by this, commonly called the navi- 
gation aft, was entirely fruftrated, and nothing being 
mentioned concerning it in this treaty, nor in any fubfe- 
quent, the fame a£l was revived after the reftoration, and 
the prohibition continues to this day. Critics in com- 
merce reafon variofly on the benefits or difadvantages ©f 
this aft. Thofe who argUe in its disfavour reafon on the 
general principle of its being an error in politics to inter- 
rupt the freecourfe of commerce by any kind of prohibi- 
tions whatfoever, which is generally true, and would be 
always fo, could one be alfured of conftant univerfal 
amity. But as that is very far from being the cafe, the 
exception to the general rule in this cafe holds good, 
fince nothing is more clear, than that thofe who employ 
moft fhips will have moft feamen, and confequently be 
beft enabled to command the fea ^ and as the command 
of the fea is the bafis of our power, and the fonndation 
whereon our liberty and independency is built*,, whatever 
nation can afford to underfreight us by fervfng with their 
Ihipping at lefs price than we can, will confequeutly en- 
grofs the maritime power, and fap the foundation of our 
independency. And however much it might aid our 
commerce for a time, would in the end be our ruin, by 
giving us what matters they pleafe. It was but too evi- 
dent by this fliort war, how near a^ rriatch for us the 
Dutch were, and continued fo for fome y^ars dfter : and 
had not this aft been made^ would very probably before 
this time have been too potent to have contended withj 
as they would have had the grofs of the European feamen 
in their fervice; fo that this aft, notwithftaiiding fome 
incohveniencies it might produce iii point of commerce^ 
was a very happy thought in the making, and (hews our 
judgment in its being continued. I could Ihew'* fome 
Vol. I. D other 
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Other rcafons equally important for the continuance o( 
this aft, but as they arc too prolix, and wide of the 
prefent fubjeft, I fhall leave the argument on that finglfe 
point. 

The Englifli in this gained a folid and lafting advan- 
tage over the Dutch by cftablifhing the faid aft, and the 
honor of the Britifti flag. And Cromwell by the engage- 
ments the States General entered into by the fecrct article 
annext to this treaty, fecured himfelf againft the Stuart 
family, from a quarter he moft dreaded* 

Dependent on this treaty are three pieces more, which 
are placed in the order they were made, and immediately 
follow the faid treatv, although there were two interven* 
ed, viz. with Sweden and Portugal, I think the con- 
neftion is better prefcrved, by placing them next to that 
to which they properly appertain, than by regarding the 
dates. The treaty which follows thofe of Sweden and 
Portugal, and made in the fame year is that with Den- 
mark. And of which treaties nothiag more need be 
faid, than what appears on the face of them, fince- ac- 
cording to the eircumftancc of the times, their view* 
were of a mixt nature, partly to fupport the government 
then in being, and partly on the general principles of 
commerce, and in every rcfpcft Judicioufly formed to an- 
fwer thofe purpofes. 

A Sentence cf Arbitration faffed between Oliver Cromwell, . 
Protestor of England on the one Party and the Lords the 
States General on the other Party inpurfuance of the abovie 
Treatjy concerning the Englifli Ship and Effects feized 
and detained in the. Dominions of the King of Denmark, 
ftnee the iZth of May 1652. Done at London the ^^1% 
of ]u\y 1654. 

XT^HEN after the recital of fa much of the faid 
^^ treaty as relates hereto, and that the merchants 
had conformed to the methods prefcribed, and the coiii- 
miffioners, Edward Winflow, James Ruflel, John Bex, , 
and William Vaoder Cruyfon, examined and duly de- 
liberated upon the matters before them; they, the faid 
commillioners, do under their bands and feals determine 
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to decide and finally pronounce, that the damages fo 
often mentioned, amount to 97,973 pounds and ten 

i)ence, lawful money of England : and arc accordinglf 
b taxed and liquidated, and do therefore decide and 
pronounce, tJiat the faid Lords the Stat€;s General fhall 
pay or caufe to be paid the fum of 97,973 pounds and ten 
pence, lawful Engliih money in London, for the ufe 
of the refpedive owners, to fuch perfon or perfons as 
his Highnefs the Lord Proteftor lliall appoint, withift 
twenty-five days after this pur award.

N. B. That we the commiflioners do find that the 
fum of 5000I. fterling, and 20,000 rixdoUars, amount- 
ing together to the fum of io,oool. fterling, is paid, 
which according to the tenor of the 28th article is to 
be reckoned in part of payment of the above fum, de- 
clared as above mentioned^

A Complaint J or certain Schedule of Lojfes, which the Mtr^ 
chants of the Englifti Company trading to the Eaft Indies • 
have fujlained in the faid Indies, and the South Sea, 
from the Merchants of the Dutch Company trading in 
the Indies aforefaid^ for zvhich Reparation is required on 
the Part of the forefaid Merchants of the Englifh Com- 
pany, before the Lords Commijfioners of both Nations. 

THIRST, we defire reparation of the palrticular lofles 
JL* included in the fifteen articles following, which are 
caldUlated at 48900/. 15^. fterling. 

I. On the 2oth of March 1621. That the Dutch 
merchants at the Mollucca Iflands, Amboina and Banda, 
in the very firft year that we were partners of the ex- 
pence with them in that trade, put down the following 
cofts to the accompt, after the rate of one third of our 
trade, viz. the expences laid out on the Ihips, gallihorne, 
and lingans, on the fchools, lodgings, gifts, and other ex- 
traordinary matters (to which we are by no means oblig- 
ed to contribute). And while we advanced our quota, 
after the rate of one third towards the pay of the foldiers 
in ready money, they paid tl^em in clothing of an un- 
reafonable price; upon which accounts we paid that year 
40006 reals of eight, over and above our third iliarc 
of the general expences. 

II. March 20, 1621. That on the part of the Eng- 
lifli 24650 reals have paid, for their third ihare in* the 
building and repair , of caftles at the Molucca Iflands, 
Banda, and Amboina,. in which places we were but one 
year in pofleflion of the trade, whereas the faid re- 
pairs would hold good for feveral years, fo that at leafl: 
three fourths of the faid reals, amounting to 18488 reals 
of eight, ought to be refunded. 

• III. March 20, 1621. That the Dutch merchants ex- 
afted 1 106 reals of eight, and compelled the Englifh 
in the Molucca Iflands, and Amboina, to pay the fame, 
quhe contrary to the treaties and conventions, Ainder 
pretence of paying cufl:om for cloves. 

IV. March 20, 1622. We paid at the Molucca Iflands, 
and Amboin?, 36965 reals of eight to the faid Dutch 
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merchants, to be reckoned towards the expences of the 
fpices of the fecond year, expefting to be fharers with 
them in the trade of thofe iflands; but the injuries and 
robberies committed upon us daily by the JDutch, made 
HS at firft anxious and folicitous about the afore faid trade; 
and at length the inhuman cruelties with which they 
treated our nation, firft at Poleron, and then at Am- 
boina, wholly drove us out of the faid trade : wherefore 
we defire reftitution of the aforefaid reals, for which we 
have not yet. obtained fatisfaftion. 

V. The Lid Englifh Company in the faid firft year 
laid out 23507 reals of eight, in domettic expences, 
general charges, rents of houft- s, gifts, and coft of rtier- 
chandize i^ the Molucca Iflands, Banda, and Amboina; 
two thirds of which are to Jbc refunded by the Dutch 
company., amounting to 1567 1 reals of eight. 

VI. Auguft 26, 1622. By the devaftation and depo- 
pulation of the ifland of Poleron, the Englifti loft in 
debts, for which Oran Kayenfes and other natives wer« 
bound to the value of 5725 reals of eight. 

VII. The Dutch took and carried away by violence 
21 flaves from the caftle of Neilac, fituate in the ifle 
of Poleron, who were lawfully in the poflcflion of the 
Englifli, and are valued at 21OG reals of eight. 

VIII. They alio detained from us one third part of 
four hundred flaves, and other goods, taken in lawful 
war by thofe very fliips for which they had a fettl::d 
price beforehand, and forced us to pay if. Now the 
third part of "the faid flaves, according to their own ap- 
praifcment, comes to 9975 reals, which with the third 
part of the aforefaid veflels, valued at jjooo reals, 
amounts to 10975 reals of eighty 

IX. In September 1622. The Dutch Fifcal took away 
by force certain goods out of the Englifh wareholifes 
at Jacatra, to the value of 16182 reals of eight, in 
execution of an unjuft fentence given on the part of 
certam Chinefe, notwithftanding the appeal made by 
Quv conful to Europe, according to the form of the^qon- 
vention, 
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X. February 20, 1622. viz. At, the fame time when 
they committed that inhuman maflacre of our country- 
men at Amboina, they took away 30058 reals of eight 
from the Englilb. 

XI. February 20, 1622. That they expelled the Eng- 
ligh from their dwelling-houfes, warehoufes, and other 
edifices in the Molccua Iflands and Banda, in the build- 
ing of which thfey had laid out 4^66 reals. 

XII. That they had compelled the Englifh in Ja- 
<:atra, to pay cuftoms and other taxes contrary to treaties, 
to the value of 4777 reals of eight. 

. XIII. About the beginning of April 1627. The Dutch 
Fifcal took away by force a fum of money to the value 
of 7242 reals, out of the warehoufes of the Englilh at 
Jacatra, in Japan, in execution of an unjuft lentenco 
on the part of John Mary Moret an Italian, 

XlVt That they compelled our commiflary, or agcnf^ 
Richard Welden, to pay 50 reals at Banda, forfeiting 
one Danckes at liberty, whom they had almofl ftarved tq 
death in prifon, 

XV. Moreover, th<* governor having fpent 200 barrels 
of powder in the difcharges he caufed to be made of 
the guns by way of oftentation at certain entertainments, 
they, compelled our faid agent to pay one third of the 
expence at the rate of 30 reals for each barrel, which a- 
mounts in the whole to 2000 reals. • 

Secondiy, We demand fatisfaftion for the fruits of the 
ifland Poleron, whiph ufed to produce annually 228000 
lb, weight of nutmegs, and about 60000 lb, weight of 
mace; of which the one third due to the Engliih (rec- 
koning every pound of nutmegs at 12^. and every pound 
of mace at -2i.) brought in 596$/, i^s, 4^, a year; which 
if repeated for eighteen years, viz. to the year 1639, ac-. 
cording to agreetnent, amounts to IQ7390/. (terling, 

thirdly, \Vc demand fatisfaftion for all the frui s what- 
fofiver of the faid ifland Poleron, for the laft fifteen years 
elapfed, fince the year 1639^ when they were to come to 
the Englilh alone, to this prefent year 1654. Which 
fruits, fuppofing the produce to be in proportion as 
afgrefaid;, vi?, of ?28oop4b, weight qf qytmegs, arid 
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^oooo lb. of mace, yield 17900 pounds a year, and for 
the fifteen. years 268500 pounds. 

Fourthly^ We demand that the ifland Poleron, which 
manifeftly and rightfully belongs to the Englifti, both 
by confent and by ftipulations made in the convention 
in the year 16 19, may be reftored to us, and delivered 
up to us in the fame ftate as it was when we were ex- 
pelled from it. 

Fithlyj We demand fatisfatftion for the fruits of the 
ifland Loutor, which, as will manifeftly appear by the 
depofitions of feveral witnefles, has produced 5000001b. 
weight of nutmegs and 200000 lb. weight of mace, per 
annum^, the third part of which coming to the Engliih, 
(reckoning a pound of nutmegs at I'ld. and a jx>und of 
inace at 2 s. as aforefaid) yields 15000I. a year, and 
270000!. for eighteen years. 

Sixthly^ We demand fatisfadion for all the fruits what- 
foever of the faid ifland of Loutor, appertainting to the 
Englifli alone, and gathered for fifteen years lafl:paft:; 
^hich, according to the rates of the nutmegs and mace 
abovementioned, bring in 15000I. a year, and from the 
year 1639 to ^654, amount to 675000 1. 

Seventhly^ Wc demand f efl:itution of the ifland Loutor 
abovementioned, belonging foley to the Englifli, who 
were ad:ually and rightfully poflTefled of it in, the year 
1620, at the very time when the articles of confedracy 
and peace were firft concluded in thofe parts of the In- 
dies, and who, it is no lefs true, were afterwards forcibly 
expelled from that poflfeflion by the Dutch. 

Eigbtfyj According to the articles of the convention, 
we demand fatisfadlion for .the thirds of ^11 the Spice- 
iflands whatfoever, which have been pofleffed by the 
Dutch from the year 1621 to 1639, viz. within thefe 
eighteen years; the thirds of which iflands, after reckon- 
ing the expences, we compute worth 25000I. a year; 
fo that our fliare in eighteen years time, amounts to 
450000 1. 

Ninthly, We demand fatisfaftion for all the mer- 
chandize and provifions, partly taken from us, and part- 
ly by us delivered to the commiflTioners of the Dutch 
company trading in the Indies,, or to any of their fniprs 
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whatfoever, going out or returning, to the value of 
I2000 reals of eight,* or 3000I. fterling, 

Tenthly^ We demand fatisfaftion for one moiety of the 
cufloms of Perfia, due to us fmce the year 1624 for the 
Dutch merchandize, by virtue of a treaty betwixt us 
and the King of Perfiaj which moiety over and above 
the yearly value of 4000 1, we are fure has been fpent, 
and which for 30 years, to the prefent year, viz. 1654, 
makes 120000 1. 

Eleventhly^ We derpand reparation of the lofs of our 
dwelling- houfes, warehoufes, merchandize and provifions, 
which were fraudulently and wickedly confumed by fire 
at Jacatra in the year 1628, the Dvitch governor in that 
place giving the occafion, as has been proved by folemu 
pro teU at ions. The forefaid loffes are computed at 
aoOjOOo reals of eight, which amount to 50000I. fterling. 

Twelfthy^ We demand reparation of the loffes which 
we fuftained from the Dutch, fince thty denied us free 
paffage to Bantam; from which time, for fix years, we 
have been altogether hindered from that trade, and con- 
fequently from laying out 6000CO reals of ^ight in the 
purchafc of pepper, according to onr prpportion; which 
pepper, if it had been bought, would have ferved to 
load our fliips for another market, while for want of car- 
goes of merchandize they lay in the Indies without any 
motion, and were worm-eaten; during which our money 
ar»d provifions were fpent, in the feamens wages and 
daily allowance; fo that the loffes aforefaid cannot be 
reckoned at lefs than 2 millions of reals, or 600000I. 
fterling., 

Tbirieenthly, We demand that 102959 ^^^^^ of eight 
may be refunded to us, being the fum of money taken 
from our countrymen at Surat by the fubjefts of Mo- 
gul, who were fo protefted by the Dutch, that we were 
not able to make reprifals upon their perfons or goods, 
either in galleys or fliips; which neverthelefs might 
have cafily been attempted and done, had not the 
Dutch with the greateft injury to us, given ftielter to 
thofe pyrates ; and which fum of money, if it had not 
been taken from us as aforefaid, had long ago produced 
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.115 in Europe, one third profit: wherefore we compute 
thofe loffes at 77200 1. fterling. 

* Fourhenthly^ We damand the reftitution of a quantity 
of pepper taken by the Dutch in the year 1649, out of 
the ftiip calkd Endymion Pandongha near Sumatra; the 
lofs we have fuftained on that account is conrjputed at 
6000I. 

Fifleenthlyy We demand fatisfaftion for the lofiTes we 
have fuftained fir-ce the year 1649, in the price of pepper, 
which we have been compelled to buy at a greater 
rate in other places than that commodity ufed to be 
fold for on the coafts of Sumatra; which trade the-Duch 
have by violence hindered our Ihips from carrying on 
in thofe parts. The lofs arifing from thence is calculat- 
ed at 20000 1, fterling. 

' The total fum of the aforefaid demand, exclufive of 
the iflands of Poleron and Loutor, amounts to two 
rnillions, fix hundred ninety five thoufand, nine hundred 
and ninety-nine pounds, firteen Ihillings fterling. * 

, And the intereil thereof, if computed to this time, 
will amount to a far greater fum. 

Moreover, fince the Englifh often touch at the Cape 
of Good Hope with their Ihips, and, a& in the rei^n 
of James, late King of Great Britain, they took folemn* 
poffeflion of thofe lands, and caufed a rampart to be 
caft up, called James's Mount, on which they planted 
the Englifh colours, we demand that the inheritance of 
thofe territories may always remain in the power of 
the Englilh, and that it may be free for them, not on- 
1/ to carry colonies thither, to raife fortificat ons there, 
and to lay in provifions, but to trade from thence to 
any other parts whatfoever, as well of the Indies, as n 
the South Seas, and Eaiiern parts, with the iame liberty 
as they were ever enjoyed fince that trade began, and 
ufe and enjoy the fame privileges in all places of thofe 
parts, as are ufed and enjoyed by the United Nether- 
lands. 

The aforefaid merchants of the Engllfli company 
trading to the Indies, demand fatisfaftion for four fljips 
illegally taken in the gulph of Perfia, about the montii 
of, February, 16523 which, although it was a fa£l coni- 
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tnittcd without the time limited by the articles ftipulatcd 
concerning reftitution, yet we humbly conceive, that 
becaufe the faid (hips were taken by private perfons, 
without any authority or pretence of a commiffion in- 
tervening, we ought therefore to have fatisfadion, ac- 
cording to theiofs, which amounts to loocool. fterling. 

S^be Demand of the Dutch Eaft India Company y who affirm 
ii to he ajuft Claim of the Monies which they expe^ as 
SatisfaSiion from the Englilh Company. 

1. TT^IRST, for the expcnces to which the Dutch 
Jj Company contributed over and above their quota, 
by reafon of a deficiency on the part of the Englilh 
during feventeen years, (on the expiration of the treaty 
^hich was made between both companies in 1619) which 
amounts for the proportion of the Englilh, to 51 0000 1. 
Englilh money. 

II. For one half of the expence paid for the Englilli 
in the defence of Fort Gueldres in Paleacare, after they 
had omitted to contribute any more, from the year 
i6z2 to the year 1639, (the treaty of 1619 then expir- 
ing) the faid moiety whereof paid for the Englilh, makes 
at leaft 21250I. EngJifli money. 

III. The fum of 26339I. 3 s. 6d. Englilh money, \% 
demanded for half of the charges which the Dutch com- 
pany paid for the Englilh company at the fiege of Ban- 
tam, after the month of Augnft 1621, when they had 
left off paying their qutoa, till the month of Oftober 
1627. To all which we might add, the fpoiling of 
the Ihips, fails, anchors, cables, and gunpowder, lead, 
fire-arms, and other neceflaties for war, wore out and 
wafted within that term, in the bufmefs of both companies, 
by the Ihips and their boats, befides the lofs which the 
Dutch company fuffered in their trade, becaufe they 
were obliged to detain their Ihips at fuch fiegcs, and- 
for that reafon to omit fevcral profitable expeditions; 
^11 which things, if duly infpefted, would aiBount to a 
great fum of money j not to reckon the repair and pur- 
chafe of the boats commonly called Tingans, and of 
pther fmall v^ffels, from the firft of Sptember i6i2 (when 
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ttie latt account was caft up) to the firfl: of Septembet 
1627, being five years, and reckoning for each year a^ 
leaft 500 L Englifh money. 

IV. For half the value of the Ihip Hert of 250 tonS 
burthen, which was loft in the joint expedition to Mof- 
ambique, in purfuing and Qvertaking the enemy, valued 
according to the appraifement of the Chamber on the 
part of the Engliih at 1022L Englifti money. 

V. For third part of the fums laid out in the Moluc- 
cas, Amboina, and Banda, after February 1622, from 
which time the Engliih left off paying their quota in 
thofe parts, till the expiration of the treaty in the year 
1639, being feventeen years, each requiring the contri- 
bution of 30000 1. Engliih money, or thereabouts, for 
the third part of the Engliih ; which fums computed 
will amount to scooooL Engliih money. 

VI. For the k)fs which the Dutch Company fuffered 
by the feizing and dcftroying of three of their fhips iii 
the harbour of Portfmouth, which were bound with their 
Jading from Surat; which lofs is computed at leaft at 
joooobl. Englifh money. 

VII. For the half ihare of the lofs which accrued from 
the want of the pepper trade to Bantam, during the fpacc 
of fix years, in which they compute their lofs to have 
been as great as the Englifh, have reckoned theirs to be 
in their demand, viz. 600000 L Engliih money. 

VIII. For the extraordinary and continual heavy 
charges wh'ch the Dutch India company has born in 
the annual equipment of Ihips and convoys for the/afety 
of the merchant-men in their return from the Indies by 
the North feaj which expences have not been lefs than 
10000 1. Engliih p^r annum^ and for the term of twenty 

?^ears muft be computed at the fum of 200000 1. Eng-i 
ilh. 

And inoreover for three months wages which the Ihips 
companies that returned with thofe n.erchant-men from 
the Indies by the North fe^ received, befidcs their ordinary 
pay, as a premium by reafon of the difficult failing in thofe 
feas, and which is continued to this very day, and amounts 
to no lefs than ^oool. EngWih per anmm, and for thq 
tcrin of twenty years to ^popool. Engliih, 
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IX» For provifion and other neceffarics for voyages, 
which the Dutch India company's agents lent to the 
Englifti India company in their paffage to and from In- 
rdia, and during their (lay there i of all which they are 
ready to give in an account. 

X. For the pay and fuftenance of the foldiers brought 
by the Dutch company out of the Netherlands for fup- 
plying the garrifons in the Moluccas, Amboina, and 
Banda, and carried back from thence to the Netherlands, 
^towards which the Englifli company by order of the 
Chamber fliould have contributed one third; of all 
•which an exatT:er account may be given. 

The wag€s of the crews of the pinnaces called Pera, 
Arnheim and Surat, and the other charges; as alfo the 
damages of thofe fhips, and the price of the Ihip named 
Correcorre, tqgether wi^^h the cofts of a certain pink 
called Haeg, which were employed in the fervice of the 
Joint trade near Amboina, are to be put down to the 
account of the year 1621, which the Engliih ought to 
have paid as well as other expences^ concerning which 
proper intimation has been given to the Englifh compa^ 
ny's agents in India : all which particulars are capable 
of being more exadly calculated* 

Thcfe feveral fums added together and caft up, make 
in the total two millions, fixty nine thoufand, eight 
hundred fixtv one pounds, three Ihillings, and fix pence, 
EngliQi fterling; befides ufe and intereft, and many 
other things that deferve a more ample deduftion, for 
which the Dutch company demands juft reftitution, real 
and full fatisfadion ; not reckoning the great lofles and 
delays which they have fuffcred for no other r^afon but 
the deficiency of the Englilh in not only obferving the 
beforementioned article, and the hindrance of trade by 
the fettlements which the Englilh have cunningly gained 
all over the Eaft "Indies : all which particulars are more 
fully calculated and exprefled in the complaints of the 
Dutch company delivered by their deputies to the Eng- 
lifh company on the 20th of June iSig^ Over and above 
thtfe th ngs, the Dutch company w:th regard to thofe 
pretenfions for which no particular fum is demanded, 
and which have not been varied by time, requires juft 

reftitution

teftitution and fatisfaftion, AU the things reckoneJ ai 
above are brought no lower down than to the expuation 
of the treaty of the year 1629, viz, to the month of 
July in 1639. although the Englifli company extends fe- 
veral of their pretenfions in their demand to the years 
1 65 1 and 1652, far beyond the expiration and limits of 
the faid treaty. 

And becaufe the Englifli India company in feveral ar- 
ticles of their demands fo delivered, blame the Dutch 
India company for cruelly treating their agents, and 
thereby giving occafion to the Englifh to defert their ha- 
bitations in the aforefaid places belonging to the Dutch 
company, the faid Dutch company has been pleafed, for 
the removing of thefe foul flanders with which it is caufe- 
Icflly traduced, to put the Englifli company in mind of 
what follows, viz. That their agents having (for reafons 
beft known to thcmfelves) petitioned the governor gene- 
ral of Batavia for their difmiffion ; firfl:, on the i6th day 
of January 1623; again, on the 28th day of the faid 
'month ; and the third and laft time on the 9th of Decem- 
ber 1624, did on the nth of the faid December 1624^ 
fct fail with nine fliips and pinnaces, together with all 
their mariners and merchandize, from Batavia to the 
ftreights of Sunda, and fortified themfelves in the Ifland 
of Lagondum, where living miferably for fix months, 
and 400 of their companions being dead by reafon of the 
unwholfomnefs of the fituation, they were reduced to 
fuch extremity that they were obliged to reprefent their 
difl:refled condition to the governor general of the Dutch 
company, begging his favour both by ambafladors and 
cpiftles, that they might be delivered from that pefti- 
lential fpot, as theyTaid, and might be allowed to go with 
their furviving companions to Batavia; as is manifeft 
from two feyeral epittles of theirs fent to the governor 
general of the Dutch company. To which the governor 
returned anfwer, that having confidered their requefts 
(as fincere friends ought to do by one another) he would 
not deny them fpeedy afliftance, which was performed by 
the fending of a pinnace thither firfl:, called Abigael, and 
then a fliip named the Good Fortune, with many men, 
provifions, and other necefiTaries j and a proiDife w^s ad- 
ded 
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lied that they fhould be welcome to retuf ti to Batavia to 
the habitations they had there before. Upon this the 
pinnace failed With forty fick men to Batavia for their re* 
covery, and carried back fixty healthy ftout men ; and a 
little after Ihe was followed by the laid fliip Good For- 
tune, and a fmall pink called Paleacata, which were both 
ftationed about Bantam, that they might be near to carry^ 
Irelief to thofe at Lagondum, which was done out of hand ; 
and as foon as one of them arrived at Batavia with fix 
other Englilh Ihips and pinnaces, and the furviving of the 
fliips companies who were for moft part fickj they were 
chearfuUy enough received, and carried to their former 
fettlement, to which a famous new ftrudure was added, 
and they were furniflied with other neceflaries. Of the 
aforefaid fick men three loon died, and the faftors of the 
Dutch company to the number of almoft fourfcore, were 
infeded alfo with the fame diftemper, which to many 
proved niortal : and, as the Englilh themfelves own, they 
were reduced to fuch a miferable ftate in Lagondum, that, 
had it not been for the alTiftance aforefaid, it was the opi- 
nion of many they would all have perilhed ; for which 
reafon the prefident himfelf and the other governors did 
often loudly declare, that the afilftance given to them 
was fo great and unexpeded, that they Ihould never for- 
get it as long as they lived, but always remember it; and 
that not only their private letters would be witneffes of it, 
but a catalogue of the particulars would be inferted in the 
public monuments of England. , 

For which affiftance, and for the charges which the 
Dutch company has been liable to on this account, the 
laid Dutch company does not doubt but they ihall re- 
ceive juft fatisfaCtion and jrccompence from the Englilh 
company. 

And moreover, when the deputies of the Dutch com- 
pany came to the examination of the matter in queftion, 
they pleaded that the third article of their pretenfions 
(which treats of the expences incurred at the liege pf Ban- 
tam) dated only in parr, without exprefling the fum of the 
expences in general, which fum they did then expr^fs .^ 
and affcrt that it role to 8500QO 1. ftcrling, and they have 
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defired that tlicir demand may be augmented with the 
faid fum. 

All which complaints and demands, exhibited to us 
the faid commiffioners by the deputies of both the Eng- 
lilh and Dutch companies exprefsly chofe to this purpofe^ 
have been laid befol'e us, with a great uundber of docu- 
ments, inftruments, and proofs exhibited, as well for form- 
ing and corroborating their own demands, as for deftroy- 
ing and refuting thofc of the oppofity party ; and at length 
the arbitration of all thefe controverfies is fubmitted to us 
the aforefaid commiffioners by the faid deputies of both 
companies. 

Wherefore, we the aforefaid John Exton, Wtlliani 
Turner, William Thompfon, Thomas Kendal, Adrian 
van Aelmonde, Chriftian van Rodenburg, Lewis Hou- 
wens, and James Oyfel, after having feen, read, examin- 
ed, and accurately confidered all the documents, inftru- 
ments and proofs exhibited to us on both fides, together 
with all other things which feemed neceffary for the dif- 
covery of the truth; and being defirous to reconcile and 
to eftablifti a perpetual agreement between both the 
companies aforefaid, by virtue of the power and autho- 
rity to us given and granted by the moft high the Lord 
Proteftor of the republic of England, Scotland, and Ire- 
land and the high -and mighty Lords the States General 
of the United Netherlands, have decided, defined and 
determined, and by this our prefent award and arbitrati- 
on do decide, define and determine as follows, we make 
void, extinguifli, obliterate, and altogether wipe out 
and commit to oblivion (fo as never to be revived at any 
time, and upon any pretence by any perfon whatfoever) 
all complaints, pretenfions and controverfies mentioned 
more at large above, and all others whatfoever which the 
Englifh company trading in the Eaft Indies doth or may 
form againfl: the Dutch company, without excepting 
any, of whatfoever kind, nature or condition they may 
be.; and particularly we appoint. and ordain, that the- 
faid Englifh company Ihall not for the future fue or de- 
mand any thing of the Dutch company in Perfia or elfe- 
where, under the denomination of the cuftoms of Ormuz 
and Gamron > fo that the Dutch fhall never be molcfted 
» or 
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or diftu'rbe'd by the Englifh for this caufe under any pre-, 
text. Provided nevcrthelefs, that this does not preju- 
dice any a6lion or plaint which the Englifh company 
m;ay enter againft the King of Perfia, or any other per- < 
fon whatfoever, the Dutch excepted. 

In like manner we make void, extinguifh, obliterate 
and wholly blot out and commit to oblivion >(fo as never 
to be revived at any time, and upon any pretence by any 
pcrfon whatfoever) all complaints, prerenfions and con- 
troverfies mentioned above more at large, and all others 
whatfoever they be, which the aforcfaid Dutch Eaft India 
company doth or may form againft the beforenamed 
Englifh company trading in the Eaft Indies; except- 
ing none, of whatfoever kind, nature, or condition they 
may be. 

And moreover we appoint and decree that the faid 
Dutch company Ihall yield and reftore the ifland Poleron. 
to the faid Englilh company, in the fame ftate and con- 
dition as k is now. Provided neverthelcfs that it fhall 
be lawful for the faid Dutch company to take away and 
remove out of the faid ifland all military furniture, mer- 
chandize, houftiold fluff, and all moveables, if they hap- 
pen to have any in the faid ifland. 

And in the laft place we decree and ordain that the 
faid Dutch company fliall pay the faid Englifli company 
85000 I. Sterling, to be paid here at London, one moiety 
before the laft day of January next enfuing, according to 
the Englifli ft.le, and the other moiety before the laft day 
of March following, according to the fame ftile. 

And all controverfies between both the faid companies 
being by this means compofed, decided, and determined, 
to the end that a ftop may alio be put to the quarrels'ot 
private perfons, we have feen, pei^ufed, and examined all 
the complaints and demands exhibited to us in due time, . 
in the name of fome private Engliflimen, who complain 
tf having received injury and damage at Amboina, in 
the year 1623 ; and on the other hand, we have heard 
and confidered the matters which have been alltdged 
and exhibited by the abovemcntioned deputies of the' 
Dutch company, in their own defence : And we the 
commifliuntrs aforcfaid, confidering that no one perfon 
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befidcs thofe underwritten, has on this account entered 
any aftions or demands before us within the 4ue time, 
after which it is not lawful to entpr any more ; and being 
therefore defirous that no relick? of eoniplaint ftiould re- 
main, and that all caufe of wrangling may be removed^ 
after having duly confidered and weighed all things, do 
by virtue of the full power and authority given and 
granted to us by the moft high Lord Protedor, and the 
high and mighty States of the United Netherlands, ap- 
point and ordain, that all complaint, adlion, and de- 
mand of the Englifti whomfoever, whether public or pri- 
vate, on the fcore of any injury or damage which they 
pretend to have fufFered at Amboina, in the year 1622 
the Englifh ftile, and 1623 N» S. may be made void^ 
terminated, and committed to oblivion ; and that no 
perfon, whofoever he be, fhall enter any aftion on that 
account, or moleft, difturb, or vex the faid Dutch com- 
pany, or any Dutchmen on that pretext. And on the 
other hand, we alfo decree and ordain, that the faid 
Dutch cpmpany (hall pay here at London, beford the firft 
day of January next enfuing, 700 1. flerling to William 
Tdwerfon, nephew and adminiftrator of the cfFefts of 
Gabriel Towerfon, late of Amboina deceafed j To Wil- 
liam Coulfon, brother of Samuel Coulfon, &c. admini- 
ftrator in like manner of his efFefts, 450 1. To James 
Bayles, adminiftrator of the efFefts of John Powel, 359 1. 
To Anthony Ellingham, a'dminiftrator of the cffefts of 
William Grigg, 200 1. To the adminiftrators of the ef- 
fedts of John Wateral, 200 1. To Jane Webber, admi- 
niftratrix of the efFefts of George Scharoch, 150I. To 
John and Elizabeth Collins, the children and heirs o£ 
Edward Collins, 465 1. To the adminiftraitorsof Joha 
Beaumont, -300 1. To Jane Webber, widow and admini- 
ftratrix of the effedts of William Webber, 200 1. To 
James Baije, adminiftrator of the efFeas of Ephraim 
Ramfey, 350 1. To the executors of the will of Thomas 
Radbrofec, 50 1. and to Thomas Billinft)y, adminiftrator 
of the efFefl-s of Emanuel Thompfon, 200 1. 

All which fums added together, make the fum of 
3615 1. Sterling, to be paid here at London, before Ja- 
nuary next enfuing ; and on thi« condition, we iufift that 
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thciraftionsoffuitsbe altogether fet afide and cance lle- 
ib as never to be revived hereafter by any perfon whom fo 
ever. 

In witnefs whereof, we John Exton, William Turner, 
William Thompfon, Thomas Kendal, Adrian van Ael- 
monde, Chriftian van Rodenburg, Lewis Houwens, and 
James Oyfel have fubfcribed thcfe prefents, and fealcd 
them with our fealsthe 30th of Auguft, the Englifh ftile, 
in the year 1654,

Convention between Oliver Cromwell, Prote£ior of England,

Netherlands, /^r conftituting a Congrefs ^/ Amfterdam, 
of Commijfioners to be nominated on both Sides ^ for determin- 
ing all the remaining Complaints without Limitation^ in the 
Award and Arbitration paJJed 30//^ Auguft 16543 upon their 
Controverfm. 

VX7*HEREAS by the 30th article of the late treaty, 
between the moft ferene Lord Protedtorof the re-' 
public of England, Scotland, and Ireland, and the high 
and mighty Lords the Statqs General of the United Ne- 
therlands, it was agreed that commiflioners or arbitrators 
Ihould be nominated and appointed, with full and abfolute 
power and authority, to examine and determine all thofe 
iofles and injuries which the one party laid to the charge 
of the other, from the year 161 1, to the 18th of May 
1652 O. S. and which each party ought to have exhibited 
before the i8th of May 1654. Which faid day never- 
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thelefs, hy confent of both parties, was ^ut ofF till the 
30th day of the faid month ; and if the faid commiffion- 
ers' did not agree concerning the faid lofles and injuries 
within three months after that day, the faid complaints 
ihouid be referred to the Proteftant Cantons of Swifler- 
land, who fliould be defircd to nominate and appoint 
commiflTioners for examining and determining the afore- 
faid complaints, within fix months after the expiration of 
the former three. 

And whereas the commiffioners of both republics af- 
fembled' at London,, and received fundry complaints to 
them delivered within the time aforefaid, and examined 
and determined fomc, as exprefled in the award and arbi- 
tration of the aforefaid commiffioners, publiihed under 
their hands and feals the 30th of Aug. 1654. O. S, 
And whereas feveral yet remain undetermined, which ac- 
cording to the 30th article aforefaid ought to have been 
referred to the -abovementioned Proteftant Cantons of 
Swifferland, in order for deciiion by certain commif- 
fioners to be by them nominated and appointed; which 
nomination and appointment was not made by them 
within the term of fix months aforefaid, and yet it is ne- 
ceflTary that the faid complaints fhould be decided, and 
all private grudges removed, and that every Ihadow of 
difcofd may be for the future taken away. ' 

It is therefore agreed and concluded between the moft 
ferene Lord Proteftor, and the high and mighty Lords 
*the States General, that all complaints exhibited within 
the time aforefaid, viz. the 30th of May, 1654, and not 
included and determined in the abovementioned awafd 
and arbitration, fhall be referred and fubmitted to the 
judgment and determination of the aforefaid commif- 
fioners, who publiflied the faid award and arbitration, or 
of others who fliall be nominated and conftituted on 
both fides; and that they fliall meet again at Amfterdam 
in Holland, furniflied and inverted with the fame full 
power and authority as before ; and that they fliall pro- 
ceed in the fame order and manner, and with the fame ' 
method, and confequently determine all the complaints 
aforefaid within three mon hs after their firft congrefs, 
which fliall be on the 26th of July 1655. And that pub* 
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lie notice thereof fliall be given to the people of both 
republics, and that all things which the aforefaid conf>-r 
miffioners Ihall determine within the three months afore-t 
faid, fhall bind both parties. In witnefs of all and fin-, 
gular the premifes, both we the 'commiffioners of hisi 
Highnefs, and I the ambaflador extraordinary of the 
United Provinces of the Netherlands, have figned thefe 
prcfents with our hands, and fealed them with our feals>. 
Done at Weftminfter, May 9th, Q. S. Anno 1655. 

As the' above affair clears up a very important part of 
cur hiflqry, I could not excufe my felf from giving it, in its 
full extent, that pofterity may be thoroughly ^tisfied of 
the true (late of the fafts, and of Cromwell's care and 
concern for the honour of the nation in general, and of 
the individual members in particular. Thefe appear fo 
glaring and obvious, that no man can juftly accufe me 
of writing fpr a party or fadtion, when the common 
courft of this work contributes to illuftrate the bright 
fide of this man, who in the light thefe particulars fhew 
him, is worthy imitation ; therefore thofe who write or 
Ipeak of him with an invidious warmth, fliould confiderj^ 
that if thefe fads be true, and thatth^y cannot fhew the 
fame in behalf of their favourite kings, what a terrible 
farcafm it is upon them, that a man whom they villify 
and abufe, is proved to be infinitely wifer and hpnefler 
than either fuch kings, or their advocates j and confe- 
quently in abufing him> exprefs their contempt for vir- 
tue, and at the fame time make their kings lefs eftimable 
than the perfon whom they would have wicked beyond 
expreffon f 

The following treaties are of a piece with, all the reft of 
Cromwell's negotiation, and fpeak fo well for themfelves 
as not to need illuftration^

Treaty of Pedce between Oliver CromwfeU ProteSfor of the 
Common-wealth of England, and Chriftina ^een of 
Sweden, comhded atM^idXy K^t^ iith^ i6^/^. 

L /TnHERE ftiall be and remain hereafter between the 
\^ faid Qgefen and kingdom of Sweden, and the 
faid Protestor and republic of England, perpetual peace 
and amity^ 

II. The eotlfederates and fubjeds of either ftate (hall 
promote the- advantage of each other, difcover any con- 
fpiracies, fliall not enter into any prejudicial treaties, nor 
harbour or aflift each other's enemies. 

IIL All impediments to navigation and oommetce Ihall 
be inftantly removed on both fi4es, 

IV. Trade (hall be abfolutely free and unconfined in 
their refpcftive dominions, and the fubjcds have all the 
privileges^ exemptions, add immunities, which any 
foreigners have in either, 

V. That the fubje£ks of either ftate, their (hips or ef- 
feds (hall not be liable to arrefts or ftoppages for pub- 
lic ufe, warlike expeditions, or otherwife, much lefs for 
the ufe of any private perfon, always excepting arrefts 
ttiada according to due form of law, but not to gratify 
the palTions of private perfons. 

VI. Ships of either ftate, forced by ftrefs of weather 
into the ports of each other, (h^U be amicably entertained 
and proteftcd, and not fubjcft to any duties, cuftoms, or 
impediments. 

VII. In cafes of wreck the unhappy (hall be kindly re- 
lieved and aflifted for a proper re\yard, and the cffeds 
which (hall be faved juftly reftored to the right owners, or 
their reprefentatives. 

VIII. The fubjedls of either ftate behaving innocently 
in the dominions of the other (hall be duly protefted, and 
in the profecution of their claims in the re(pc<ftive courts 
of juftice meet with no tedious delays. 

IX. The harbours (hall be free and open, and the^ fub- 
jedts of either ftate at liberty to purchafe and export arms, 
ammunitions, &c. but if any confiderable warlike force 
intend to enter the ports of each other, notice Ihall be given 
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to the proper magi ft rates of the caufe of their comings 
whofe leave Ihall be firft obtained, and Ihall fail again as 
he directs. 

X. The laws of each ftate being duly regarded, the 
fubjefts of cither ftate may travel without impediment 
through the dominions of the other laEurope. 

XI. By the previous articles is not to be underftcod 
that either nation may not trade with the enemies of the 
other, fo the goods they carry be not,deemed contraband, 
which are to be fettled by a particular catalogue within 
four months. 

XII. In order to avoid all fraudulent concealment of 
contraband goods, the fubjeds of either ftate fliall be 
furnifhed with proper paflports, and the contraveners of 
this treaty be feverely punifhed, and_obliged to make good 
all lofles and damages. 

XIII. The -contraveners of either fide ihall not be the 
means of diffolving this treaty, the individuals only who. 
are guilty fliall be punifhed, and the lofles fuftained by 
either fide from the other, during the war with the United 
Provinces, fhall be made good. 

XIV. The prefent treaty fliall derogate nothing from 
the rights of dominion either claim in their refpedlive feas, 
ftreights, &c. 

XV. It is the primary inftiiut'on of this treaty, that 
all aid be given to the commerce of each other in the-fe- 
vcral feas wherein they r^fpedively trade, and the manner 
thereof to be fettled by a particular agreement. 

XVI. The advantages to be enjoyed, and laws con- 
formed to by the men of war of either ftate, the trade to 
be carried on in America, the catching of herrings or 
other fifli, the fettling of emporiums, &e. fliall be adjuft- 
cd by a fpecial treaty. 

XVIL But as to thofe things alre;#dy adjufted, the fame 
fliall be immediately in full force, and in confirmation 
thereof be fubfcribed and ratified by her Royal Majefty, 
and the laid Proteftor, 

Done at Uplal, April ii^ 1654. 
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Treaty of Peace and Alliance between Oliver Cromwell, Pro- 
testor (p/ England, and John IV. Kin^ of Portugal, made 
^/ Wellminfter, July lo, 1654, 

I. 'TTHERE Ihall be a firm peace between the republic 
^ of England and the King of Portugal, and nei- 
ther fide fiiall receive or proteft the rebels or fugitives of 
each other. 

II. That commerce Ihall be entirely free and open to 
their refpedtive fubjefts, who fliall pafs and repafs without 
moleftation, faving neverthelefs the laws and ftatutes of 
either ftate. 

III. That the people of the republic ftiall be at liberty 
to buy up the wares and merchandizes of Portugal in any 
of the territories thereto belonging at the firft fale, in 
what parcels they pleafe, without foreftalment, circum- 
fcription, or monopoly, at difcretion tranfport the fame 
from thence in what manner they fliall chufe, paying only 
the cuftoms and confuls fees due for the goods exported, 
as they were paid the tenth of March, O. S. and the 
twentieth N. S. in the ye^r 1653. According to the Eng- 
lifli computation, and all negotiations by brokers, &c. 
and other privileges relating to fales, fliall be confirmed 
by an edift, and jgranted to the people of the republic 
as amply as to another fl:ate in alliance with Portugal. 

IV. That the people of the republic fliall "not be com- 
pelled to load other goods than they chufe, only two of- 
ficers fliall be placed aboard each fliip. And if when 
loaden with dry goods they are not delivered in ten days, 
and with fifli in fifteen, tliey fliall pay for no more than ten ' 
and fifteen refpeftively. 

V. Any goods, &c. of the people of the republic, be- 
ing feized by the courts of juftice, if they owe any debt, 
the fame fliall be paid thereout in fix months, and the re- 
fidue immediately reftored. 

VI. The captains, mafl:ers, officers, and marriners of 
the republic fliall not be at liberty to proceed at law againfl: 
each other in the kingdom of Portugal, on pretence of 
profefllng the Ro/nan Catholick religion. And if they 
feparate from their ftiips or company fliall be compelled by 
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the magiftrates to return. And if they cannot be found 
it Ihall bt lawful for the matter of the (hip to detain their 
wages and effccfts. 

VII. The confuls of the republic refiding in Portugal 
fliall be nominated by the Protcftor, and (hall exereifc the 
fame authority as thpfe of any other nation. And for 
the judging caufes relating to the people of the repulic in 
Portugal, a judge confervator (hall be appointed, frorh 
-whomno appeal (hall be granted^ urtlefs to a committee of fc- 
nators, which (hall be determined within four months after 
appeal. 

VIII. The goods and cflFcdb of the people of the re- 
public (hall not at their death be liable to the jurifdiftion 
of Portugal, but delivered to the Engli(h faftors refiding 
on the fpot, who are nominated by the deceafed : on fai- 
lure erf any nomination, they (hall, by the authority of the 
judge confervator, be delivered to two or more Engli(h 
merchants refiding on the place, to be approved of by the 
conful, and giving proper fccurity to deliver the fame to 
the heirs, executor, or creditors of the deceafed, 

IX. The King of Portugal (hall not detain any of the 
republic's (hips, merchants, or mariners, under pretence 
that he has cccafion for them, without the confent of the 
Protestor, or of thofe concerned. 

X. That the people of the republic may freely trade 
from any of the ports in Portugal, to thofe of Caftile, and 
that they may import arms, corn, (i(h, &c. into all the 
territories of the King of Portugal, without circumfcrip- 
tion or reftraint of his minifters, farmers, monopolifts,. 
&c. and after paying the ufual duties, export them again 
op the fame footing as the natives. 

XL That the people of the republic may trade freely 
from Portugal to Bra(il, and the other conquefts of the 
Kings in the Weft Indies, and thence back to Portugal 
with all goods, except meal, (i(h, wine, oil, and Brafil 
wood, paying the dues and cuftoms which others pay in 
the fame trade, provided that the English (hips hired by 
the Portuguefc, fail in compariy with the Portugu(e fleet. 
Nor (hall they on their return be obliged to unload their 
(hips, but their goods (hall be weighed on board, in order 
that the duties may be paid,, and (hall not pay any further

duties in other harbours of the faid King, tut fhall be af 
liberty afterwards to fail* whither they pleafe; nor (hall the 
goods put on board Englilh (hips pay more duties than if 
on board Portuguefe Ihips. And that the people of the re^* 
public (hall trade freely to any of the Portuguefe 
ports in the Eaft Indies or Guinea ; and alfo that the King, 
his fubje^ls, and the Brafil company (hall, as often as oc- 
cafion requires to hire foreign (hips to Brafil, or other 
places abovemeAtioned, hire the (hips of the republic at 
the ufual and ordinary rates ; and no other (hips of any 
State or republic, provided tlie Englifh can fupply them, 
except fuch as the Brafil company are entitled to hire by 
their charter of what nation they pleafe, viz. two for con- 
voy, and four for fi(h. And whatever ftipend ihall be a-» 
greed on for lading and flay, the fame fhall run on and be 
placed to the reckoning till the whole be paid^ though it 
exceed what was bargained for at a time. 

XII. Whereas the King did by his refcript of the 21ft 
of January 1641, grant to the Dutch free liberty of trade 
to all his dominions, the people of the republic of Eng-* 
land fhall ufe and enjoy the fame liberty. 

XIII. No alcaid or other officer of the King^s (hall ar- 
refl or impeach any of the people of the republic, unlets 
in criminal cafes, without being impowered in writing by 
the judge confervator 5 and that their immunities and free- 
dom from arrefls, (hall be the fame as any other nation 
does, or fhall hereafter enjoy. And that they may have 
power to recover their juft debts againfl any of the Kings 
officers, faraiers, &c. whatever be his protcdion or p3& 
port. 

XIV. That the people of the republic be not molefted 
on account of religion, or religious books, and may 
profefs the fame in private houfcs or aboard their fliips, 
provided th^y dont exceed what is written in this article. 

XV. That if any controverfies arifc to the prejudice of 
commerce, each fide (hall have two years time to remove 
their effirfts, of which public notice (hall be given in their re- 
fpedive dominions, in order that the parties may have time 
to recover their rcfpeftive debts. ^ 

XVI. Nothing committed by either party againfl the 
pther (hall be deemed a breach of the intercourfe and 
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frlendfliip of the two nations, but either part injuring the 
t>ther fhall be obliged to make fulf fatisfaftion on the fide 
of the Cape of Good Hope within a year, and on the 
other lide within eighteen months, and the defaulters to be 
confidercd as the common enemies of both, and punilhed 
accordingly. 

XVII. If any controverfy (hall arife concerning the 
goodncfs of fifii imported into Portugal, and the fam^^ 
fhall be determined by the arbitration of good men, Portu- 
gucfe, chofe by the magiftrate of the place, and approved 
of by the conful, and fo that pending the difpute the own- 
ers be not detrimented. 

itVlII. The ports of each nation fliall be open to each 
ether indifferently, but no more than fix men of war Ihall 
enter the fame, except in cafes of neceflity, nor without 
notifying the cayfe of their coming, and leave granted c 
nor Ihall commit any hoflilities, nor flay longer than by 
the proper authority empowered by either nation fhall be 
permitted them. 

XIX. The fliips of either flate, taken by an enemy, 
and brought into the ports of the other, fhall be fecured 
to the right owners, provided they claim before the fame 
are fold and cleared, making good fuch claim, and paying 
theexpence. 

XX. The, people of the republic fhajl pay no other 
duties befidts thofe ufually paid to the-King and chamber 
of Lifbon. 

XXI. The people of the republic fhall not be charged 
to the chapel of St. George, nor be compelled to perform 
any perfonal duties, wear any arms, or furnifh others there- 
with. 

XXII. Free liberty for the fadtors, merchants, mari- 
ners, &c. in the dominions of either flate to travel or 
refide, to hire houfes and warehoufes, and to be armed 
in the ordinary manner, according to the cuflom of the 
country. 

XXIir. The merchandife of the people of cither State 
found aboard an enemy *s fhip fhall be deemed good prize. 

XXIV. That the debts due to the Englifh from the 
K ng, on account of the previous fcqueflration of their 
cfFeds, fhall be difcharged within two years, And the re- 
cognizances 
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cognizances made to the King or any of his fubjefts by 
the Englilh (hall be cancelled and r^fcindcd. 

XXV. The adjullingof all matters in difpute Ihall be 
referred to the arbitration of Dr. Walter Walker, John 
Crowther, Dr. Jeronimus a Silva, fecretary of theembafly, 
and Francis Ferreira Rabello, agent thereof, who Ihall fie 
at London the 20th of July next, O. S. who ihall deliver 
their fentence on or before the firft day of September next. 
And the fame being then undetermined, ^fliall afterwards 
be referred entirely to the Prote6lor's conful, whofe a- 
ward Ihall be final and decifive : and what Ihall on their 
decree be found juftly due, Ihall be paid by an allowance 
or remittance of one moiety of the duties ufually paid un- 
til the fum awarded be fully fatisfied. 

The three laft articles are general comfirmations of the 
previous particulars, and limits the ratification to fix 
months. 

treaty of Peace and Alliance between Frederick the Hid, 
King of Denmark, and Oliver Cromwell, ProteSfor of 
the Republic of England, Bone at Weftminfter, Sept. 
i5> 1654. 

L 'T^HAT there (hall be a firm friendfhip and alliance 
-*" between the King and the Proteftor, and between 
the fubjefts of Denmark and the republic. 

II. That commerce ft^all be free on both fides, &c. 

III. Explained thus : commerce Ihall only be free to 
fuch ports in the dominions of cither, where the prohibi- 
tion to foreigners is not general, but where there is fuch 
prohibition, neither fide fhall trade without leave. 

IV. All difputes about (hips flopped in the found fince 
the 1 8th of September 1652, fliall hereby ceafe and be 
burried in oblivion, but this not in any fenfe to affcd: or 
make void the 28th and 29th articles of the late treaty 
of peace between the Proteftor and the States General. 

V. Neither party Ihall aid, aflift, or favour the enemy's 
fugitives or rebels of either date, nor receive or fuffer 
them to be received into the dominions of each other, 
but fliall, to the utmoft of their power, oppofe, refifi, 

and 
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and hinder them from doing any injury to either ttate tt^ 
ipeftively. 

VI. The people of the republic Ihall not in any of the 
King's dominions pay any greater or other duties than 
the Dutch or any othef nations pay^ except the Swedes 
trading thither, paying the leflcr duties^ and fhall enjoy 
all other immunities, which any other nation trading 
thither enjoy. And the fubjeiEts of Demark fhall enjoy 
the fame privileges in the dominions of the republic. 

VII. The fubjefts of either (hall not pay any tblls^ 
duties, or cuftoms, for (hips drove into the ports of their 
refpeftive dominions by ftrcfs of weather, enemies, or 
other necelTity, provided they put none of their goods 
on (hofe, Or expofe thetn to fale, nor (hall be molefted 
in their voyage^ fo they receive not on board perfons fuf- 
pefted of crimes or contraband goods, or do any thing 
repugnant to the laws and Gultoms of fuch place where 
they arrive. 

VIII. In cafes of wreck, luch goods as can be preferved 
Ihall be reftored to their right owners, provided they claim 
within a year. And the utmoft afTifl-ance (hall be given . 
for the prefervation of Ihips and their .effefits, and for the 
conveying of them to places of fafety, to the ufe of the 
owner, they paying all jufl charges. 

IX. Both parties (hall caufejuftice to be duly admini^ 
ftered to the fubjefts of the other, without unnecefTary ex* 
pence and tedious formalities. 

X. Nothing done by the fubjedls of either pafty to the 
other tending to the infringement of this trdaty, (hall any 
ways interrupt or break the fame, but the perfons only 
who (hall be guilty be duly puniihed ; and if fuch do not 
appear andmake fatisfadlion, they (hall beefteemed enemies 
to both, ^nd be profecuted in their rcfpeftive dominions 
accordingly. 

XL That the (hips of the republic failing beyond the 
fort of Glackftadt, or any other places in the dominions 
of Denmark, fituate on the banks of the Elbe^ (hall both 
going and returning be free of all toll, tribute, cuftoms^ 
molcitatioij, or ftoppage.

XII, That the Ihips of the Republic loading fir maft, 
or other timber, ihall be prcvioufly fearched and not 
fubjeft to after infpeftion, on account of prohibited tim- 
ber, the fame if difcovered ftiall be flopped on the fpot, 
but the Ibips no ways molefled or hindred on that i ac- 
count, and the fubjefts of Denmark who prefume to fell 
fuch timber only be punilhed, 

XIII. That neither party fliall proted pirates or rob* 
bers, but fliali reftore goods taken by them to their 
right owners. 

XIV, Free egrefs and regrefs Ihall be permitted inta 
0nd out of each other's ports for ftiips of war, as well 
as merchants, provided fuch ihips of war do not exceed 
fix in number; but more fhall npt enter without notice

XYI. This treaty is not in any fenfe to repeal or an^ 
pul any other made between the late King of Denmark, 
and the States of England, between the 26th of April 
1654 and the f^rfl of June 5646, but the; fame fhall be 
duly executed notwithllanding. 

XVJI. All the above articles fhall be duly dbferved 
on both fides, and whereto the deputies of the Serene 
King of Denmark, and the commiflioners of his Serene 
Hignnefs the Lord Prote ftor of the Common-wealth o£ 
England, Scotland, and Ireland, have figned and fealed. 
the prelent treaty. 

The figure the Englifh republic made in the Dutch^ 
wars, and the advantages acquired by the treaty, con- 
fequent thereof, occafioned all the neighbouring nations.

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hereunder inferted, prefcnted to the Proteftor by the 
Marqu's de L de, and Don Alonfo de Cardenas, ambafla- 
dor of Spain, to offer the Proteftor Dunkrik, to fhew him 
the infincerit\^ of France, and to make him a tender of 
any thing elfe he would pltrafc to demand. It wants a 
date, but by the circumftances that appear is right pJafccd, 

A Memorial prefented t$ Oliver Cromwell, Prote5ior of 
England, by the Marquis de Leyde, and by Don Alonfo 
de Cardenas, Ambajfcdors of Philip IV. King of Spain, 
in England, for an Expedition to France,

TH E Marquis de Leyde, ambaffador extraordinary 
from his Majefty, and Don Alonfo de Cardenas, 
ambaffador in ordir^ary from his faid Majefty, declare. 
That the King their mailer, not in the leaft doubting 
that your Highntfs bears in memory the many proofs 
of friendfhip and good correfpondence with which the 
-faid King has endeavoured to oblige this Republic, 
from the firft moment that it was formed, as well as 
' your Highnefs, fince the time that you undertook to be 
its Protcclor, without omitting any means that might 
contribute to the clofer cement of that friendlhip, which 
has been endeavoured and propofcd on his part, h^S 
Majefty has been pleafed^ to renew his order to the faid 
atnbalfadors, to reprefent to your Highnefs, that iKe 
fa-d King be'ng the firft that recognized this Republic, 
and fent an smbaflador hither authorized with the t.tle 
of plenipotentiary, to treat with this ftate, the faid Don 
Alonfo de Cardenas did at that time propofe the renew- 
ing of the peace ftipulated with K^ng Charles I. which 
^fter having been examined with thecwmmiflioners whom 
the parliament deputed on that occafi.on, the treaty was 
fo far advanced, that in all probabili y it would have 
been concluded, if the fcparation of ihe farliiment^ 
which happened in April 1653, had not .hindered it. 
And though in the conferences which were held with 
the parliament's commiffioners, there were great debates 
and contefts about the trade to the Indies, the inquifi- 
tion^ and the unequal payment of cuftoms by his Ma- 
jefty -s . 
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jcfty's fubjefts, in places under the dominion of thJs 
ftate (which ai^e the moft difficult points of the treaty) 
yet the faid commffioners receded from them, out of 
pure regard to the treaty, which is the term they made 
vie of in the articles that they agreed on. 

And after the parliament had vefted your H'ghnels 
wi:h the office and dignity of Proteftor, you was pkafed 
at the inftance of Don Alonfo to nominate commiffioners, 
who were to return an anfwer to the articles which the 
faid Don Alonfo de Cardenas had laid before them; 
which commiffioners produced a writing that they faid 
had been given them by your Highnefs, to the end 
they might with him re-examine the three points above- 
mentiond, concerning the Indies, the inqufition, and the 
payment of cuftoms. To this he made anfwer on his 
• parr, declaring that his Majefty could not confent to 
the two firft, for the reafon that had been mentioned be- 
fore; but that as to cuftoms an expedient was found out 
to make it eafy. Upon this the faid commiffioners pro- 
mifed to give an account of the whole to your Highnefs, 
and to return an anfwer to the faid ambaflador : whereup- 
on a new and more ftrift treaty of alliance was begun, and 
at a time wheri every body thought that the confpiracies 
from which God had prefcrved your Highnefs's perfon, 
would retard the conclufion of this republic's treaty 
with France, whofe maxims, interefts, and correfpon- 
dencies, are fo contrary to your Highnefs, as the faid 
Don Alonfo has reprefented to you on divers occafions, 
and particularly when the minifters of that Crown were 
concerned in thofe confpif acies ; infomuch that your 
Highnefs found yourfelf obliged to forbid yOur court to 
, the S^eur de Baas, envoy from the moft Chriftian King, 
who at his arrival in France was rewarded. To which 
we may add, that your Highnefs could not be ignorant 
how much France contributed, either by men or advice, 
and by other affiftances, to the late infurredions which 
have happened in feveral (hires of this countr\^, and that 
the troops dcfigned for coming over to England to fo- 
ment them, in conjundion with Cardinal Mazarine's 
regiment, were ready in the harbours, and on the coafts, 
of the Channel, waiting for an opportuinty to embark 

on 
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.on board the {hips that lay to take them on board; and 
that this alfo was the true reafon, why the^faid Crown re* 
tarded the conclufion of the treaty, which it begins, again 
<o folicit now its defigns are mifearried. All mankind 
is furprifed to the laft degree, to lee that your Highnefs^ 
BOtwithflanding proceedings (o unaccountable, and (o 
publickly notorious, has any inclination at this time of 
day to conclude the treaty with the French, and to fee 
the meafures adjufted for the ,peace with Spain put off; 
the interefts of which hation in point of commerce, being, 
z% any^ one may fee, fo contrary, and tho manner in whicrt 
both his Majefty and his minifters have behaved to your 
Highnefs^ being fo different from that of the French, 
For this reafon, the King their matter preceving that 
the treaties with Holland, Denmark, and Sweden are 
finiflied, and even that with Portugal brought to a con*- 
rlufion, and that with France in fuch a forwardnefs, and 
that the treaty with Spain is the only one deferred,' with- 
out any anfwer returned to the articles that were given 
in by the faid Don Alonfo, as is mentioned above, his 
Majefty has been pleafcd to acquit himfelf with all the 
demonftrations of efteem and affeftion which he has for 
your Highnefs, not only by fending the faid Marquis de 
jLeyde in quality of ^mbaffador ejfcraordinary^ in order 
lo make a more authentic declaraiion of h's fentiments, but 
alfo that he may let your Highnefs fee how defirous he is 
ftill to unite in intereft with your Highnefs, and to efta- 
blifh fo ftrid: an alliance a^d confederacy with you, as 
may for ever fecure the common interefts, and promote 
the happinefs of both ftate^. In purfuance of which, 
the faid ambaffadors have orders to reprefent to your 
JFJighnefs, how neceffary it is for the regulation of com- 
merce, tofinifh and conclude the treaty for renewing the 
peace, and to cement it by means of fuch union, in 
fuch form, and on fuch (pondjtions, as (hall be drawn 
pp for their mutual lecurity and advantage.

he might want money the tranfmarine Spanifli do^minions 
was moft likely to furnilh him, without condefcending

The regulations ftipulated in the 13th 
article of the treaty between James King of Great Britain, 
and Henry IV. of France and Navarre, anno 1606, con- 
cerning clothes that are ill made, (hall be kept and ob- 
fcrved, and both fides fhall enjoy in each other's dominions 
the fame priviledges as other foreigners. 

VI. That the port duties, cuftoms, ^c. may be truely 
known, tables thereof (hall be made and fixed up in pub-

,may be- had in cafes of controverfy. 

VII. Some ports in both dominions claiming particular 
duti«, the magiftrates are to take care that nothing be

VIII. It being cuftomary in fome harbours of Eng- 
land ^nd France to demand head money, of foreigners^ 
the fame ftiall be henceforth void, and each nation to 
be on the footing of natives in that refpedt.

and in all refpedb a free and impartial equality fliall 
be preferved in the commerce of the two nations. 

XI. The merchant (hips of the Republic which fail to 
Bourdeaux or enter the Garrone in their voyage, fhall 
not be compelled to take out their guns, ^c. at the caftle 
of Blaye, nor Ihall the fubjcfts of France be liable to any 
foch impediments in the ports of the Republic, and each 
party Ihall enjoy the fame immunities in all cafes as other 
nations in alliance with either of them enjoy. 

XiL Subjcfts of the Republic dying in France may 
difpofe of their effefts as in England, without any re- 
gard to the Droit de Aubeine^ provided that the right 
to inttftate cftates, or who have made wills, fhall be 
proved according to law in the place where the perforx 
died, whether in France or England, &c, 

XIII. That the inhabitants of the Iflands of Guernfey 
and Jerfey fhall enjoy the fame privileges in France as 
the French do in thofe iflands, paying the cuftoms on 
both fides. 

XIV. All fliips of force fliall, before they fail, give 
fecurity by competent perfons, not of the fliip's company^ 
to the admiralty of either nation, for double value, not to 
feize or moleft the fliips or goods of the other, and if 
the judges of the refpeftive admiralties take incompetent 
fecurities, they themielves fliall anfwer the damages. 

XV. That for the fpace of four yeara to come, or un- 
til, other fl:ipulations are agreed on, the fliips pf either 
nation may carry commodities'of any kind to the enemies, 
of the other, excepting to places befiged, and except- 
ing military ftores, in which cafes they fliall be deemed 
lawful prize. 

XVI. Both parties. fliall admonifli .their nayal comman- 
ders not to injure the fliips of the other, and contraven- 
ing fuch order, fliall be corporally puniflied, and be 
obliged, if in their power, to fatisfy the damages, and 
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.finding merchant' (hips fleering the frfme courfc, (hall 
p^otcft them from violence. 

XVII. Commanders taking prizes^ fhall within twenty^ 
four hours after their arrival, deliver the books of account^

3^VIIL Commanders who take prizes (hall not carry 
away the captain, maftcr, mate, nor mariner, unlefs for 
the fake of examining them, and in fuch cafe not above two 
or three, who (hall be carried within twenty-four hours 
to the judge of the admiralty, or if none at the place, 
to the magiftrate or officers, who (hall examine them^ 

XIX. That neither party (hall receive pirates, their 
accomplices or affiftants, and all (hips piratically taken 
and brought into the harbours of either of the^ confede* 
rates, (hall be relbjred to the right owners. 

XX. That neither party (hall permit the (hips or gbods 
of the other, which (hall be taken by rebels, under colour 
of any commiffions whatfoever, to be alienated from the 

. right owners, but (hall fee the fame duly reftoredif 

XXI. Ships drove by ftrefs of weather or other danger 
into the ports of cither confederate, arid not breaking bulk, 
Ihall not be fubjefted to any duties, and (hall when the 
danger is over depart out of the harbour. 

XXII. Either party m^ay traffick freely to arty country 
at war with the other, obferving the ftiptilatrons of the 
15th article in relation to contraband goods and places be-^ 
figed. 

XXIII. Thatt both parties fl)all take care that 
juftice be done incorruptedly, and that all preceding 
Icntences and conventions, which either party or their 
fubjcds have obtained in the lands of the other, (hall 
be ratifiedi 

XXIV. Whereas (ince the year 1640 many prizes have^ 
been taken on both fides, commiffiohers (hall be appoint- 
ed to fettle the fame at London, and if they do not de-

XXVI. In cafeof a war breaking out, the merchants (hall 
have fix months time to remove their effc^s. 

XXVII. Contravencrs of this treaty (hall be obliged 
to make fatisfaftion, aod refu(ing fo to do, (hall be deem- 
.ed enemies to both parties, and puni(hed accordingly, 
t>ut the fame (hall npt affc<3: the league in.|py fenfe. 

XXVIII. This league (hall be ratified within a fort- 
night, and immediately after publi(hed and proclaimed^ ' 
and it is agreed, that the l^rds the States General ihali 
be included herein. 

It is likewife agreed, that the following perlbns (hall 
remove from the dominions of either within forty days 
after ratification^ ^nd npt be on any pretence hereafter, 
admitted.

It is agreed, that the States General (hall be included 
in the treaty made the third of November, N. S. 1655, 
and are by thefe prcfents therein comprehended, as aiQ 
alfo the allies and confederates of both ftates who (hall be 
defirous of being included within the fpace ot three 
months. 

The above was onlr the foundation of the main defign 
which Cromwell had of entering into an ofFenfive war with 
Spain i the chief view whereof was the important acquifii- 
tion of the fca ports in Flanders. Previous to this W2S 
another treaty with Sweden, but is to follow it in order 
to avoid breaking* into the connection, 

treaty hetwixt Lewis XIV. King of Frznce^ and Oliver v 
Cromwell Pr^/^5^r (7/ England. Concluded May ^^ ^657* 

WHEREAS the King of France and the Lord 
Pt-oteftor have concluded a firm and perpetual 
alliance betwixt themfelves and their fubjefts, in order to 
maintain the fame inviolably, there (hall be added to it 
fome new articles, under the title oi fecretijftmum inviolabile 
Foedus^ which (hall be drawn up and figned by the allies 5, 
the tenor whereof follows : 

I. The moft Chriftian King* and the Lord Proteftor 
promife each other inviolably, that th^y will not in any 
manner, or under any pretence or denomination whatfo-r 
ever, make any union, agreement, or engagement with 
the King of Spain, or any other Potentate, who is an 
enemy to both, or either of them, without giving time-^ 
ly notice before-hand, to the intent that both may know 
how to deal with his or their enemies, or the enemies of 
both kingdoms. . ' 

II. In cafe that either of the allies be under a neceflity 
of en^tering into a war with any Prince, Potentate, or 
Republic^ who are at this prefent included in the alliance 
with France or England, th^y (hall both be obliged tq 

• \ . : a(f^ 
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a^ifoftildy againft him, who enters into war with France 
or England, to the end that the faid party may receive 
damage by all means, fecretly or openly. 

III. Therefore his moft Chriftian Majefty, and the moft 
invincible Lord Oliver, Proteftor of England, Scotland, 
and Ireland, pron^ife to affift each other reciprocally, or 
their kingdoms, provinces, and cities, with money, troops, 
(hips, guns, and every thing that may t^nd lo ruin and 
deftroy the enemies of both. 

iV. And forafmuch as the Lords the States of the 
United Provinces of the Netherlands have done very 
great hurt to the moft Chriftian King, and affronted him 
in the Mediterranean, by their Vice-admiral Ruyter, who 
treacheroufly attacked and took two of his Majefty's 
(hips •, his Majefty taking it very much to heart, and be- 
ing inclined to (hew all the world how much he refents it, 
in order to revenge fuch an affront, the Lord Proteftor 
(hall be obliged to give him all manner of' alTiftance by 
land and fea, in order that the other Kings and Jlepublics 
may learn from this inftance, not to be fo ra(h and ill 
advifcd for the future as to offer any affront or injury 
to the moft Chriftian King, or to the Lord Eroteftor, 
whofe combined forces are fo powerful and fo well united. 

V. In order to avenge the faid affront put upon his 
moft Chriftian Majefty, the Lord Froteftor (hall fend a 
cood number of ftout (hips of war well manned, which 
for preventing all manner of difpute, (hall betaken into 
the fervicc pt France, But when the faid Lord Proteftor 
(hall happen to have occafion for them, they (halj be dif- 
charge^ from the oath taken to his Majefty, and return 
to thc^ fervice of the faid Lord Proted:or. 

VI. The number of thofe men of war^ till further pro- 
vifion be madev, (hall be from 36 to 40, all well provided 
with brave officers, feamen and foldiers, part to cruize 
before Oftend and Dunkirk, and the reft in the flreighr^ 
or narroweft part of the Channel, as far as beyond Ulhant, 
to the end that all the (hips of Holland and Zealand, 
which pafs that way, may in the name of his mo(t 
Chriftian Majelty be flopped and taken. 

VII. If it happen that his Majefty has need of a greater 
number of ftiips, the Lord Prgtcftor (hall fit out more;

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ind his Majcfty ftiall be obliged to cauie the monies fat! 
the pay of the troops, and the freight (rf the (hips, to 
be advanced, and paid every three months, to the re- 
ceiver whom the Lord Profcftor Ihall appoint fo^; that 
c^d. 

VIIL Moreover, that the war which France carrier 
en againft Spain may turn to a good account, the moft 
invincible LK>rd Oliver^ Protcdtor of England, Scotland, 
and Ireland, (hall be obliged to fend over to France an 
army of (at kaft) 12000 good Engli(h foldiers, well dif- 
ciplined, who (hall take an oath to hjs faid Majefty of 
France, and ftay there till his faid Majefty has accomplifhed 
his dcfigns, unlefs the faid foldiens (hould be wanted fot 
the fervice of the faid Lord Protcftor, in which cafe they 
Ihajl .be fent home, and return to the fervice of the fai^ 
Lord Protcftor. 

IX. His moft Chriftian Majefty, and tHt Jnyincible. 
Lord Proteftor, promife to afTift one another with foldiers, 
ihips, money, and all things necc(rary for the conqueft 
of the towps and harbour's of Fknders, as Oftepd, New- 
port, and Graveling: for v^hich pyrpofe his Majefty (haU 
furniflh a powerful and fufficient land army to befiege the. 
jfaid towns, or any of them, and to oblige them to furrender- 
arid for the fame purpofes the Lord Protcftor (hall pro- 
yide a gpod number of (h^ps, fuppofmg thofe above-men*^ 
tioned a^e not fufHcient, to to block up the faid har- 
bours, that none can go in or out. 

X, And in order to make a fair partition oif the places 
*vhich the two allies (hall conquer and gain, the faid moft 
jChriftian King promifes to leave the faid Lord Pxottdor 
in the quiet poflTcffion, fovcrpignty, and full property of th^i 
iaid plates, harbours, and towns, with all thejif rights, fran- 
cliifes, and jurifdiftions, in the fame manner as they ar^ 
now pofle(r^d by th^ King of Spain.

XIL When tl^ diftribwiw is tbiuis rp^de, and fome

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f'ranc*, or of the Lord Proteftor, in fueh manner that 
- both the one and the other has obtained his (hare, or agreed 
lyith the party conquered, his f^id Majefty neverthelefs 
(hall not lay down his arms till the faid Lord Protc6tor has 
alfo obtained his fharc; and in iil^e manner the I^ord Pror 
tedor fhall not ceafe hoftilities againft the adverfary of 
T" ranee, till his Majefty has alfo obtained his (harp tp his 
contentment. 

XI ll. And wl^ereas the King of Denmark, as far as we 
pan judge by his motions, begins to declare openly againft 
the King of Sweden, threatening to fall upon him with an 
anny, his faid moft Ghriftian Majefty and the faid I^ord 
Proteiftor promifc to ufe all the meafures poffible to oppofc 
the faid King of Denmark, to fruftrat^ his defigns, and ' 
jpo aflift the King of Sweden in his, and to defend him, and 
to aid liim likewife in his enterprife agaibft the city of' 
Dantzick, as alfo againft the King of Poland. 

XIV, In like manner the faid Lord Prote<aor alfo pro- 
mifeth to make ufe of all the methods imaginable, to the 
end that the moft Ghriftian Kipg may be cle&ed Emperor of 
the Romans ; or at leaft to hinder the eleftion ilom falling 
in favour of any perfon of the Houfe of Auftria, or any of 
their allies, 

XV. His moft Chriftian Majefty promifeth on his part 
to furnifti nioney towards the ponqueft of the city of Dant- 
zick, and, for putting it under the obedijpnce or the King 
of Sweden. In confequence whereof, his Majefty promifes 
to procure money for the conqueft of the caftics and forts 
of the King of Denmark, fituate in and upon the Sound, 
together "with others of the faid King's countries ; and for 
this purpofe the Lord Protestor (haU furnifti a fufficient 
iieet to flop up the paltage of the Sound, and/or the tranf- 
portation of the troops. 

: XVL The King of France promifeth likewife to make

XVII. If any countries, towns, caftles, or forts be>^ 
longing to the King of Denmark, or any other Prince of

pofe thereof, according to his good pleafure, as much as if 
they were his lerene Highnels's proper and patrimonial 
tftates, countries, towns, or forcs^ 

XVIIL But the Lord Protc6lor promifcth, that if it 
fcappen that the fubjefts of the King of France ihould 
Kave a defirc to go to the Eaft Sea, Norway, Sweden, and 
fonEic others of thofe remote countries, and to fail with 
any ftiips and nficrchandife through the Sound and the Bal- 
ttck, they Iball pals and repafs freely without moleftation,

The Lord*Prottd:cr alfo promifeth his mcft 
Chriftian Majefty to aflift and aid him by all the methods 
imaginable, to the end that his Mi^jcfty may be able to 
recover from the King of Spain, Catalonia, Portolongonc, 
and other places fituate beyond and about the fame ; and

XX. Which towns, places, forts, harbours, and for- 
treffes fo conquered, fhall be iubjed: to and remain at the 
^ifpofal of his faiJmoft Chriftian Majcfty; and he (hall 
poffcfs the fame with as much freedom and propriety, and 
with the fame fovereign power as he poflefleth his own do* 
minions : and the faid Lord Protcdtor ihall defend his faid 
Maj^fty in that poflc0ion.

XXII.^ In cafe it happens that during the prefent or any 
future war, any provinces; Princes, lands, or towns, fpi* 
ritual or temporal, of any rank or condition whatfoever, 
Ihould fmcerely concur in the prefent view and defign of the 
faid moft Cnriftian King^ and the fald Lord Proteftor, for 
the ruin and dcftruftion of the haughty and tyrannical 
monarchy of Spain, and that they incline to adhere to their 
party, his faid Majeft}", and the faid Lord Proteftor, fhall 
/eceive them into their protcftion and alliance, and ihall 
make an oflfenfive and dcfenfive league with them, to put 
^very thing that is poffible in praftice for that end, in order 
that the faid province. Princes, lands, towns, &c. may 
have caufe to rejoice at the effeft of this negotiation pro- 
mifing to include thelhi in all negotiations of peace, en- 
gagements, alliances, and other treaties, as well as the 
fubjefts ot France ^nd England, and to proteft them a- 
gainft all and every one, from the moment that they de- 
clare theoifelves of this party, and enter into the f^me in- 
tereft : and no other fecurity fhall be taken of them but 
their faith and certain hoftages, that fhall be kept for fome 
time after the making the agreement, viz. that fuch Lord^, 
Princes, provinces, and towns, fliall contribute as far as 
they can conveniently for their own defence. 

XXIIL And if it happen that any of the provinces of 
the cnem\, or neutral towns, (hould furrender, together 
or feparately, or that'they' fhould defire to be concluded in 
this prefent treaty, it is concluded between his Majefly and 
the Lord Proteftor, that the faid towns thus united fhall 
be a free flate, or form a republic, and fhall then be ac- 
cepted and recognized for fuch, 

XXIV. To the end alfo that the emulation and defire of 
being the firfl conqueror may create no diforder, it is fti- 
puht^d, that his Majefty*s army when reinforced by the 
troops which the Lord Proteftor has already fent into France, 
or which he fhall fend thither, fhall prefently attack fome 
place that fhall be judged mofl proper, in order to eflablifh 
a firm footing, and to keep their ground in the King of 
* gfpain's coyntry, that they may with the more convcniency^

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Ited the Icfs danger, approach oeaccr to the Spanilh har* 
bours in Flanders. 

XXV* Thus when one or more Major Generals fli all 
have conquered any town or towns, included in the PrQ<? 
tcftor-s fhare, they fhall immediately be garifoned with 
the troops which the Lord Protestor has fent into France; 
lind fuch a governor fhall be appointed jas the King or hi$ 
Major General ftiall think fit, till the Protedor has givei) 
orders about it. The fame thing fh41 alfo t>e obferved 
when thefhips or troops of the Lord Protestor have taken 
any places in the King of France's (hare ; and they {ball ia 
like manner be put into the hands of his Majefty, and pro* 
vided with fuch a governor and garifon as his faid Majcfty 
^all think fit. 

Finally, It is ftipulated and agreed, that all the fore- 
going ardcles fhall be kept fecret, to the end that the dcrf 
figns of the nK)ft Chriftian /King, and /the Lord Proteftor, 
may not in any manner be revealed* Provided hereby ne-^ 
verthelefs that the f^id articles fliall be of no force nor va- 
lidity till they have been ratified, fworn, and figned on 
both fides 5 which ratifications and fubfcriptions (hall be 
made in four weeks, or at moft in fix weeks after they are 
exhibited; But in <;afe his Majefty or the Protcftor £hall 
receive any fatisfa^ion from their enemies, or from thofe 
^with whom they have any difputes, or if they fliould agr^ 
with the adverfe party before the ratification and Cgoing of 
this treaty, the faid treaty with regard to the party with 
ifvhom fuch a reconciliation is m^de (hall be null and vqid, 
pnd fliall not be confidered in any other view than if }t bad 
licverbcen nijade, or had not been negotiated.

^TTH AT the townfmen, as well the clergy as others, of

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That the Catholic, Apoftolic and Romifli religion ftiall be 
maintained and prefcrved in the faid town of Dunkirk, 
and its dependencies, without any alteration or innovatioa 
in the privilcdges and immunities of the cltrgy, ar>d without 
any injury done to them or their churches in any refpe<St 
whatfoevcr.

fty and his Highnefs, on the 23d of March, 1657, ^"^ 
on the 28th of the fame month in this prefent year. And 
conformably to the contents of the faid treaties we promi(e 
his royal and moft Chriftian Majefty, that the Catholic re* 
ligion with all its appendages (hall be fo facredly and in- 
yiolably, preferved in the faid town qf Dunkirk, fo loog as 
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k continues urldcr our dominion, that it (hall rccci\fe no da- 
mage^ from us, and that the ecclefiafticks, regular and mo- 
thers (provided they make no attempt againfl: the govern- 
ment to which they have fubmitted) fliall fccurely enjoy j 
their revenues, and the poflcflion of their churclies ; none 
of which (hall be applied to the ufe of the Proteftant reli* 
gion: nor (hall any kind of alteration or innovation be 
introduced into the Catholic religion for any teafon, colour, 
or pretext whatever, but it (hall always continue in the 
fame ftate as now. We promife moreover, and fblemnly 
engage our faith, to produce and deliver in a month's time 
into the hands of his moft Chriftian Maje(Jy, a particular 
declafation . from his Highnefs, figned by his own hand^ 
i;&hichlliall be of tlie fame tenor and force as the prefcnr^ 
by which the conditions granted to the inhabitants of the 
faid town of Dunkirk on the 24th of this prefent month < f 
June, (hall alfo be confirmed by his Highnefs. In witnefs 
whereof, and for an undoubted proof of it, we have made 
and figned thefe prcfents, at the fort of Mard)ice^ the 
25th of June 1658^ and have caufed opr feal to be there- 
unto affixed^

The curious reader will hardly pafs this over, without 
obferving fome very material defeds, viz. the want of the 
treaty 1658, which defedtl can only make up by the above 

" articles, which plainly exprefs its contents, and (hews us 
that the general agreement between France and England 
was, that England (hould have the fea port towns in Flan- 
ders, and France the inland, which plainly evinces^ not 
only of what importance Cromwell conceived thofe port«s 
to be df, but likewife what a (incere and juft regard he 
had for the honour, intereft, and fafety of the nation. It 
is to be likewife obfcrved, that in the above recited treaty 
of 1657, ^^ ftipulates to lend the French his (hips of war, 
but no ftipulation appears for joining them with any ftips 
of France; his meaning I take to be, that he had much 
rather lend fhips io France, than encourage that power ta 

- fet up a navy. Hc agreed that France might conquer th^ 

Netherlands^ 
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Netherlands^ and their King attain the imperial dignity if 
he could J but firft, fays he, conquer the fea ports and give 
them into my pofftflion, and when I have them, and you 
no navy, your power on the continent will have little to da 
\rith England. It was obvious enough to Cromwell the fea 
ports could be obtained, and fo his end anfwered ; but it 
was very far from being clear that the King of France could 
obtain the imperial dignity, I believe he was very well af- 
fured he could not, fo that Cromwell was fighting for ^ 
reality, while Erance was purfuing a fhadow. 

Cardinal Mazarine, the French miniller, feemcd to lee 
this as well as' Cromwell, and judging he might play the 
fame tricks with him, as he did with other fbvereigns, cauftd 
the tenth article of the above treaty to be drawn very loofe, 
by faying he Ihould be left in poffeffion, but not that he 
Ihouid have- pcrfTeflion. This was too pitiful for a man of 
Cromwell's turn. But the Cardinal conceiving it would do, 
ordered Marflial Turenne to get poffeffion of Dunkirk and 
keep it, as juftly fuppofing that town would be a more im- 
portant conqueft than any they Ihould acquire befides. The 
Marfhal would certainly have obeyed his orders, had not 
Cromwell difcovcred it, and then both the rcafon and refult 
of this treaty had been very different. ' The ftory of the 
difcovery is too well known to need relating here, it is fuf- 
ficient for my purpofc Dunkirk was put into the hands of 
the Englifh, and that the French King never acquired the 
iofipcrial dignity, nor conquered more of the interior part 
of Flanders, than he might have done had not thil treaty 
been made. The town of Dunkirk overbalanced Crom- 
weirs affiftance by land, it contril?uted very little to the 
raifing the power of France, but did England a very im* 
portant fervice, fo that all the reflcf^ions of Ludlow in 
thofe days on this treaty, and of others fincc from him, 
feem to me rather matter of fpleen, than argument ; and 
I can only fay, as another has faid on a more modern oc- 
cafion; bad as this treaty may feem to be, there has not 
been any better made fince. 

The treaty with Sweden deferred to the conclufiort of 
thefe remarks, is chiefly a confirmation of the preceding 
of the nth of 'April 1654. The material points where- 
in they differ are, that by this either party may raife

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^jldiers or fcamcn in the dominions of the other, and the 
fornfi of* the commercial paffports eftabliflied : the firft wa^ 
for Cromwcirs fecurity in cafe he (houldhave been pufhed 
by the Royal party, or the defertion of his friends -, the 
other for the general good of both nations. This feems to 
have been CromwelPs policy in all his treaties; and while 
the people's welfare was his peculiar care, he did not for- 
get his own fafety.

I. T T Ihall be lawful for either of the confederates to 

•*' raife any foldiers and feamen by beat of drum, with- 
in the dominions of either, as alfo to hire men of war 
and fliips of burthen, obferving only certain conditions 
therein cxprefled. 

II. By the treaty of Upfal, 1654, it was agreed, -That 
it fhould be declared hereafter what were contraband 
goods ; by this it is eft^blilhed, that all kind of inftruments 
of war, as alfo foldiers belts, horfes, (hips of war, and 
money, (hall be accounted contraband, and fubjeft to be 
made prize when carried by one party to the enemy of the 
other. 

lit. Eeither confederate may trade with the enemy of 
the other not carrying any of the above particulars, except 
to places befieged, but may be at liberty to vend their car- 
goes to the bcfiegcrs. 

IV. Recites the Xlth, Xllth, and XlVth articles of 
the aforefaid treaty of Upfal, and the cautions necc(rary to 
be ufed in order to prevent miftakes on either fide, 
and fettles the form of the commercial paflport, which 
being fomcwhat altered by later treaties, is ufelefs to infert 
here. 

V. Neither of the confederates (hall fuffer the (hips or 
merchandife of the other, taken by the enemy of either, 
to be brought into, or fold in their refpeftive ports, pro-^ 
vidcd that hothing in this treaty (hall prejudice any pre- 
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jvioufly entered into with other powers, and where fuch 
xio not interfere, this Ihall remain in full force: 

VI. It fhall be free for the fhips of war of either to 
^nter the poits of the other, bbferving the following con- 
ditions. 

I. That the number fhall not exceed five without no- 
tice given before-hand. 

p. The commander is to produce his fafe condudt to the 
<:hi€f governor, with the reafon of his coming, and how 
long he defigns to ftay. 

3. Thit fuch Ihips (hall not come or ftay nearer the 
forts than is convenient. 

4. That the mariners, &c. fhall not go afhore ab(«re 
forty in a company, or any number that may give fuf- 
pifcion. • 

5. That they do no dartiage, nor obftruft tradinja; 
Ihips coming in or going out of the harbour. 

6\ That they fhall not leave their ftation for the fake of 
infefting the navigation of any nation whatfoever. 

7. That if any fquadron exceeding the above number, 
not obliged by any immediate neceffity, intend to enter 
the ports of either, they fhall give notice two months 
before hand, that the means of admiffion, and manner of 
reception, may be fettled. 

VII. Relates to the manner of adjufting differences 
and captures of either fide, according to the tenor of the 
Xlllch article of the treaty of Upfal, and is only a re- 
petition thereof, and an agreement, in cafe of the fame 
not being affefted for a future convention. 

VIII. The fubjefts of the republic fhall enjoy in the 
dominions of Sweden fuch privileges in trade in pre- 
ference to other nations as they have been heretofore ac-' 
cuftomed to, and if they defire any farther privileges, 
fhall be gratified therein ; and if any other nations enjoy 
greater privileges, the fubjefts of the republic fhall be 
admitted to the fame ; and if any edifts have been pub- 
lifhed detrimental to thofe who r^fide or trade in Poland 
or Pruffia, the fame fhall be hereafter of no force. 

IX.. As to the commerce in America, the fubjedls 
either ftate fhall trade there in common^-, but if the fub- 
jefts of Sweden require a fpecial licence from the Pro- 
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teftor, he fliall, at the defire of the King of Sweden^ 
grant the fame as far as the circumftances of the republic 
may permit. 

X. The fubjefts of Sweden may catch herrings on the 
Britifh coaft without interruption, provided they do not 
exceed a thoufand veffels. . 

XI. That this treaty, and all the matters and thing;s 
therein contained, ihall be ratified and exchanged within 
four months, 

A Convention relating to the fecond Article of the preceding 

Treaty. 

THAT fo long as the war continues between Eng- 
land and Spain, none of the goods and mcrchan- 
difes following Ihall be carried from the dominions of 
Sweden to thofe of Spain, and that the -fame may with 
iTiorc eafe be agreed to, it is propofed to afcertain the 
prices of fuch goods to be given by the Englifli mer- 
chants; and the ambaiBador of Sweden "declaring , he 
could not confent, without orders from the King, it is 
hereby declared. That • the fecond article, if the King 
will agree to, and ratify it, fhall only be upon this condi- 
tion ; That fo long as the faid war continues, the Swedes 
Ihall not carry to Spain, pitch, tar, hemp, cables^ fail 
cloth, or mafts; and if any lhall be c;arried contrary to 
the tenor hereof, the (ame fhall be liable to be^ fcized 
and forfeited. But if the Kin^ lhall not confent thereto, 
then the faid fecond article, as alfo the third depending 
thereon, lhall become of npforc^, an,d the queftioxi re- 
lating to contraband good§ lhall' remain in the ftate it 
was before there was any treaty al)Out it at LiOndon ; nc- ^ 
verthelefs the other articles ihall remain ia full force i 
and it is agreed on both fides, that although the prefent 
article be not infcrted in the faid treaty, the fame fliall 
be of as full force and virtui^ as the trea^ty itfelf. Done 
, at Weftminfter, July 17, 1656. 

' The ipjeceding treaties with France were the laft Oli- 
ver Cromwell was concerned in, except one betweem 
Sweden and Depmark^ whereii) he and the French King 
were mediators, which I have not ia noy powfer to oblige 
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the public with. Nor indeed is it ve^ tttatcrial, fi^ic^ , 
it was no fooner marfe than broken, and the following 
treatises and conventions made purely to reconcile thofc 
powers. 

Trealy between Lewis XIV. King of France, and Richard 
Cromwell, ProteBor of England, for facilitating a Peace 
between Sweden and Denmark. Done at Wcftminfter, 
Feb. 3, 1659. ^ 

L QR DERS Ihall be given as foon a poflible to the 
V^ minifters of France and Englapd refiding at the 
court of the King of Sweden, that they ufe all poflible 
care and' diligence to incline him to make peace with the 
^ King of Denmark upon juft conditions, and that then 
they remove to Copenhagen, to pofTefs the King of Den* 
mark with the fame inclination, by perfuading both 
Princes that it is the advantage of both, and the dcfirc 
of all their friends. . ^ 

II. To the end that the faid negotiation of peace may 
advance with the more eafe, if the faid Kings feem dii- 
pofed to make a treaty, thofe minifters (hall offer the me- 
diation of their matter j and if it be agreeable to them, 
they {hall labour all they can to bring the faid treaty to a 
conclufion. 

III. In order to remove all difficulties which may arife 
concerning the execution, and obfervation or fecurity of 
the treaty, the guaranty both of France and England 
ftiall be offered to thofe Princes ; and the faid minifters 
fhall be empowered to promife that their mafters fliall 
cfpoufe that party who happens to be firft attacked in a 
violent and hoftile manner, to the prejudice of thiB 
treaty which fhall be made, and that they will oppofe the 
aggreffor. . 

IV. If ^11 thefe endeavours do not avail to incline 
the faid Kings to make a peace, and it be thought fot 
the common good and intereft of both the allies to aflift 
the King of Sweden, France and England (hall each affift 
him according to their abilities, and the circumftance$o£ 
their affairs. 
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V. If by reafon and on account of the fuccours which 
England has already fcnt, or fhall hereafter give, to the 
King of Sweden* a new war fliould break out betwixt 
England and any Prince or State,. France ftall publicly 
declare war againft fuch Prince or State, and adhere to 
England againft fuch eneniy> even though there be more 
than one : and England fhall aft in the fame manner to 
France, if that nation be engaged in new wars fqr the 
fame reafon, and upon the fame account. 

VI. It is moreover agreed,, that if in the manner and 
for the reafon aforefaid a war fhould break out betwixt ^ 
France or England and any Prince or State, neither the 
one nor the other fhall make peace or truce with his ene- 
mies feparately, but the one (hall nominate and include 
the other in whatever peace or truce he makes'with the 
faid Prince or State. 

VII. To the intent that fuch peace may more certainly 
and fpeedily be eftablifhed between the faid Kings, the 
minifters of France and England, refiding at the Hague, 
fliall continue their inftances with the States General of 
the United Provinces, nor to fend any more fuccours for 
the faid war to the King of Denmark, but on the con- 
trary to join their advices and forces with them fincerely, 
and i?ona fde^, for the reconciliation of the faid Kings, in 
order to remove every occoafion of difturbing the 
friendfhip between France, England^i and the United Pro- 
vince§. 

VIIL And becaufe the alliance by which the King of 
Denmark feems united with the King of Poland, and the 
Eleftor of Brandenburg, may caufe new difficulties and 
delays in the faid treaty, orders Ihall likewife be given to 
the minifters of France and England, who refide at the 
courts of the faid Princes, to endeavour with equal di- 
ligence to procure a peace between the faid Kings of 
Sweden and Poland, and theEleftor of Brandenburg, to 
the end that the peace of thofe Northern countries may be 
made more firm, and the freedom of commerce entirely 
re-eftablifhed, 

IX. The prefenft treaty fhall be confirmed and ratified 
next month by the letters patent of both parties, feakd 
?¥ith the great feal in due and authentic {qxitij, and the ra^ 
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tifications fiiall be mutually exphanged within that term ; 
and ncverthclefs it Ihall in, the mean time be put in exe- 
cution. 

Treaty hetwnn France, England, and the United Provin- 
ces, for Mighg the Northern Kings to make Peace. Done 
tf//^^ Hague, May 21, 1659. 

L np HAT France, England, and the United Pro- 
^ vinces, fhall do every thing in their power joint- 
ly or feparately, as they Ihall think moft expedient and 
proper, but always in concert by their ambaffadors and 
minifters, wJio Ihall happen to be on the fpot with the 
Kings of Sweden and Denmark, to eftablilh a good and 
firm peace between them, upon the foundation and foot^ 
ing of the above-mentioned treaty, made at Rofchild, 
March 8, 1658. 

' IL That neverthelefs for the avoiding all umbrage 
which may be taken at the third article of the faid treaty, 
which relates to the hindrance of the paflage of foreign 
fleets and enemies tlirough the Sound, the faid article 
Ihall be entirely abolilhed, or elfe drawn up and explained 
in fuch terms, that neither the three eftatesnor any of 
them may receive any prejudice from it, or obftruftion 
in the paflage of their men of war through the Sound 
and the Belts. 

Provided neverthelefs, tha^ if either of the faid Kings 
of Sweden and Denmark Ihould make inftances for any 
other alterations, or for adding any thing to the faid treaty 
of Rofchild, by reafon of the war which has been renew- 
ed fince the figning and execution of a part of it, the 
minifters of the faid three States fliall likewife do all that 
is poflible with the faid Kings, either jointly or feparately, 
as above, ^for amicably determining all differences which 
may happen between them, and for reconciling them as 
far as poflible in a good and hearty underftanding. 

m. That the fleet which his mofl: ferene Highnefs of 
England has fent to the Sound, as the common friend of 
the two Kin^s, Ihall not join either of the fleets of the faid 
Kings, nor give any afliftancc or m^ke any oppofition to 
one or the other within three weeks from the day that 
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ttc prcfent treaty (hall be notified to the admiral or othe^ 
commander in chief of the faid fleet, who jhall have a ^ 
copy of it in form fent to him with all fpced by fea and 
land; and that on the other hand, from this time to the 
expiration of. the faid three weeks, the fleet which the 
United Provinces are to fend to thofe parts, (hall neither 
aflift nor commit hoftilities againO: either of rfie faid 
Kings, nor join any of their fleets, nor even that which 
has bcien already fent from the States to the relief of the 
King of Denmark, under the command of the Sieur de 
Waflcnaer their rear admiral j which fleet of the faid 
rear admiral Ihall not under any pretence whatfoever, for 
the faid term of three weeks, make, or favour, diredly 
or indireftly, any tranfportation of troops to the iflands 
or other places of Denmark againfl: the King of Sweden ; 
and that neither fliall the faid fleet undertake any thing 
offenfively, nor attack the faid King of Sweden or his 
fleet by fea or land during the faid three weeks ; and that 
the fleet of the^United Provinces, which is to b^ fent as 
above, fliall not fail thither, nor oflfer to fail to Copen- 
hagen or to the Baltick, through the Sound or the Belts?, 
from this time to the expiration of the term abovemen- 
tioned -, during which the minifl:ers of the three States 
that fliall happen to be upon the fpot, fliall negotiate 
with the faid Kings jointly or feparately, but always in 
concert, and by union of counfels, for re-efl:abliihing a 
good and firm peace between the faid Kings, 

IV. And if it. ftiould happen within the faid time 
(which God forbid) that notwithfl:anding all the care of 
the minifters of the faid three States, and all their ofiices^, 
duties and diligence, no peace nor accommodation fliould 
» be concluded between the faid Kings, the faid three 
Statejs, and each of them, fliall ceafe to aflifl: him who 
fliall refufe to accept of a peace or accommodation upon 
jufl: and rcafonable terms ; which ceflation of aflifl:ance 
ihall continue as long as the faid refufal. But if it hap- 
pens by misfortune that the faid three States fl>ould not 
;igree in the jufl:icc or equity of the refpeftjve pretenfions 
of the faid Kings, and (hould be obliged and neceflitatr 
$dto give aflifl:ances contrary to the one and to the other; 
fuch fuccovr4 4n4 aflTift^pces fp given in contrariety to 
\ ^ ?«ch 
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each other, fhall not be deemed as a rupture between the 
faid Stales, or any of them, but the peace ftiall remain 
and continue between them firm and entire, and their 
treaties of alliance Ihall fubfift in the fame force and vi- 
gour, as if the faid fuccours had not been granted. 

V. And if (as it is to be hoped) the endeavours of the 
three States are attended with a peace, the faid three 
States fhall join together to be guarantees, in the moft 
authentic and^the fureft manner poffible, of fuch peace 
or accommodation as (hall be treated of, and conclud- 
ed between the faid Kings, by virtue of the prefent con- 
ventions. 

VI. That no new duty, toll, or other impoft, on ac- 
count of beacons, light-houfes, anchorage, or for any 
other pretence whatever, be for the future reftored or 
raifed in the Sound or the Belts, by any perfon whomfo* 
ever upon the three States, or either of them, or upon 
their fubjefts; and as to the duties or tolls which are paid 
there, by virtue of the treaty made at London, between 
the late moft ferene Prote6lor of England, Scotland, and 
Ireland, and the Crown of Denmark, and of another 
treaty made at Chriftianftadt, Auguft 13, 1645, O, S. 
between the faid Crown and the United Provinces, they 
ihall never be augmented upon the three States, or any 
of them, or upon their fubjeds, for any caufe or pretext 
whatever. And if it happens that there are more favour- 
able and advantageous conditions in one of the faid 
treaties than there are in the other, with regard to the 
tax, or the manner of raifing it, or any other circum- 
ftance, the faid three States, and each of them, and 
their fubjedls, (hall for the future enjoy the faid more fa- 
vourable and advantageous conditions equally ; of which 
claufes above e^preifed, the three States Ihall be guaran- 
tees one for the other, in the beft manner poffible. And 
in order to give each other a more particular proof of 
their friendfhip and confidence, the faid three States en- 
gage themfelves refpeftively one to the other, to endea- 
vour that their fubjefts may.enjoy the fame conditions 
and advantages with regard to all manner of duties, tolls, 
or other i^pofts, as alfo with regard to all other privi- 
Jedges ^nd exemptions, as eit^ier the one or the other 
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could obtain in thofc parts ; and the faid three State* 
Ihall be guarantees thereof one t6 the other, in like man- 
ner as above. 

VII. That France and England (hall alfo do all that 
lies in their power to remove and put a ftop to all mif- 
underftandings arifen betwixt the King of Sweden and 
the United Provinces, and to procure the accomplilhment 
and ratification of the treaty of Elbing, of the ift of 
September 1656, with the explanations thereof, as they 
were confented to by the commiffioners of the faid King 
at Thorn -, and that the Eleftor of Brandenburg, and the 
city of Dantzick fhall enjoy the effeft of being included 
in the faid treaty of Elbing abovementioned, from the 
day that they fhall accept of the fame, which acceptation, 
if they will have the benefit of it, they fhall be obliged 
to make within a month's time, reckoning from the day 
that the fame is notified and communicated to them in 
due form. 

VIII. And as to the war with Poland, the three States 
ihall do all that is in their power to concert and mediate 
s^ peace betwixt the two Kings ; and as to the Eleftor of 
Brandenburg, befides what is fpeciQed with relation to 
him in the preceding article, if there ftill remain any 
difference or differences to determine, the three States . 
ihall likewife ufe their diligence to accommodate them 
amicably, and' to refi:ore the faid Eleftorto a good under*- 
ftanding and friendfhip with the King of Sweden -, and 
for this end the faid Eleftor Ihall be invited to fend over 
his minifters forthwith to the fpot, in order to commu- 
nicate and concert about his interefts with the minifters 
of the three States, fo as that neverthelefs thefe ne- . 
gotiations Ihall not retard or hinder the aforefaid peace or 
accommodation between the faid Kings of Sweden and 
Denmark. 

IX. That this prefent treaty Ihall be approved and ra- 
tified in due form by the three States, and the inftruments 
of the ratification hereof fhall be exchanged within three 
weeks from the day of its being figned, and that in the 
mean time the performance of it fhall not be fufpended. 
Done at the Hague, May 21, 1659.

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treaty between the Parliament of England, and the United 
Provinces of the Netherlands, for inducing Sweden and 
Denmark to make a Peace. Done at the Hague, July 

IN confideration of what George Downing, Efq; com- 
miffioner of the parliament of the republic of Eng- 
land, propofed in writing to the States General of the 
United Provinces of the Netherlands on the 19th day of 
July, 1659, it is agreed on both fides, that the deputies 
as well of the republic of EngPand, as of the United 
Provinces of the Netherlands, who are fent to the Kings 
of Sweden and Denmark, Ihall be ordered to ufe their 
utmoft diligence, that by their offices a firm and invio- 
lable peace may be renewed between the faid Kings, on 
the bafis and foundation of the treaty of Rofchild, ac- 
cording to the articles and conditions which were agreed 
upon at the Hague the 21ft of May laft. 

And to remove all caufe of difputes that may hereafter 
arife, on account of any thing for which fufficient pro- 
vifion is not made by the faid conventions, it is agreed, 
that it ftiall be propofed to the two Kings, or either of 
them that defires it, to alter in, or add to, the copy of 
the treaty of Rofchild, whatfoever Ihall be judged nc- 
ceflary to be altered.or added, with regard to the places 
poffefled by the one of the faid Kings, in order to pro- 
mote the peace. And the faid deputies Ihall em|)loy 
their cares in fuch manner, that withm a fortnight's time 
one of the faid Kings Ihall agree and be reconciled with 
the othen And they Ihall alfo agree unanimoufly among 
themfclves, and do their utmoft that fpecial regard be 
had to equity and juftice, in procuring the intereft and 
advantage of the States, which for the fake of renewing 
the faid peace ihall adt in conformity to what was agreed 
on at the Hague, on the 21ft of May. 

And in cafe that within the faid fortnight, theTaid de- 
puties are not able to procure an accommodation between 
the two Kings, but on the conditions of the treaty of 
Rofchild (provided neverthelefs that the 13th article of 
IX be (juitc altered or amended by a proper declaration or 
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explanation) according to what was agreed here at th^ 
Hague on the 21ft of May lad, the faid deputies, and 
thp fleets, both the Englifli and that of the United Pro- 
vinces, Ihall make it th^ir bufmefs to promote a peace 
with all diligence between the two Kings, conformably to 
the faid treaty of Rofchild, and fliall endeavour after- 
wards that the places pofleflcd or conquered by either of 
the two Kings fince the treaty of peace at Rofchild, be 
reftored or put into the hands of fuch power as they may 
belong to, by virtue of the treaty at Rofchild : but in 
fuch manner neverthelefs, that the chaftellanyor baili-. 
wick of Drontheim) with all its dependencies, fhall be 
appropriated to the King of Denmark, though it were 
otherwife agreed by the treaty of Rofchild. Moreover, 
while the faid treaty of Rofchild fubfifts in full force and' 
vigour, to be executed on both fides, the parties ihall re- 
gulate themfelves in every refpeft according to the con- 
vention at the Hague on the 21ft of May lall ; provided 
neverthelefs, that they be not thereby deprived of the 
liberty of foliciting the King of Sweden, to difcharge 
the King of Denmark from his promife of 400000 rix-' 
dollars, whichtwere demanded of him for damage fuflfercd 
in Guinea* 

As to trade ^nd navigation, the faid deputies fliall en- 
deavour to obtain of the King of Denmark a fccurity of 
trade ^nd navigation for the States who are nicdiators ; 
and the faid deputies fliall alfo ufc all the diligence pof- 
fible, that the King of Sweden may ratify and entirely 
execute the treaty of Elbingj w;th its explanation, in fuch 
manner that the faid States may equally enjoy all the ad- 
vantages of the faid treaty, and of its explanation. And 
all the States alfp who are included in the faid alliance 
(hall enjoy the conveniencies and benefits wkich are ftipu- 
lated for them by this contract, . on "condition that they 
ihall accept and approve of their being included in the 
faid treaty of the 21ft of May lafl:. 

Finally, after the expiration of the faid fortnight, nei- 
ther the fleet of England, nor the fliips, fleets and foldiers 
of the United Provinces of the Netherlands, fliall be 
permitted to aid or afiift either of the faid two Kings, who 
before the expiration of the faid fortnight fliall not accept 
. ' the 
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the conditions. But all manner of aid and relief ihall be 
given to him who accepts them, and meafures fliall be 
^taken by the conjwiftion of the forces, that he who fliall 
fo rcfufe the conditions which tend to the defired peace, 
ihall by virtue of this concert be efFe<!tually compelled 
to it. Done at the Hague, the 24th of July, 1659. ' 

Couvitttion between France *, England, and the United 
^ Provinces, for procuring a Peace between Sweden and 
Denmark, 

T.N order to attain the fooner to the fo much defired 
^ view of peace between the Kings of Sweden and 
Denmark, purfuant to the treaty of the iift of May, and 
the convention of the 24th of laft month, it is thought 
fit, and moreover agreed, that if contrary to all expec- 
tation the firft day of the fortnight mentioned in the faid 
convention of the 24th of July, does not begin before 
the minifter have received the prefent convention, then 
the faid fortnight Ihall begin within 24 hours after they 
receive it. 

And in cafe that the peace be not concluded- between 
the faid Kings before the expiration of the faid fortnight^ 
then the minifters of the three States, at leafl: thofe of 
England and the faid United Provinces, fliall be obliged 
immediately to declare as recufant or recufants him or 
them who ftiall not accept all the conditions and claufes 
mentioned in the faid convention of the 24th of July, and 
who fliall not declare themfelves ready finally to conclude 
the peace according to thofe terms : and that without any 
delay, the fleets and fliips of England, as alfo the fleets. 
Clips, and men of war of the United Provinces, fliall be 
employed in concert for effectually obliging the refufcr or 
rcfufers of this peace fo much defired, to receive it ac- 
cording to the faid convention of the 24th of July, in the 
form and manner that the minifters of the three States/:o- 
operating m the laid peace, at lead thofe of England and 
the United Provinces, fliall judge the moft fpeedy, moft 
fure, and mofl: cffcdlual ; in which they fliall be obliged 
to proceed forthwith without any-lofs of time, and with- 

• The Ambaflador of France declared he had no order:* to fign it, • 
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o«t waiting for or demanding frelh orders ; to the end that 
the unhappy confequcnccs which the continuance of the 
war would undoubtedly produce, if the faid peace be not ^ 
concluded and finiflied before the expiration of this fum* 
mer, miy not be imputed to the faid States, or to their 
minifters rcfiding on the fpot. 

And that the faid minifters there reHding, (hall confulc 
together, whether it be not proper to fend back fpme part 
of the fleets or forces of England and the United Provinces, 
only leaving a fufficiept number behind for the execution 
of the faid convention of the 24th of July. Done at the 
Hague, the 4th of Auguft, 1659. 

It has been obferved before, that the treaty of Munfter 
left the French and Spaniards to fight their own battles t 
and that the revolt of Portugal and Catalonia employed the 
Spanifti arms fufficiently, fo that the defending themfelves 
in the Netherlands, or their allies in Lorrain or Italy was 
utterly imprafticable, and for that reafon they were ex- 
tremely fond of an alliance with the Englifli republic, or ra- 
ther with Oliver Cromwell, who chofc to take part with 
France; but although his fiding with France was of im- 
portance to that monarchy, as it prevented him being its 
enemy ; yet his being the ally of France, rather left her 
at liberty to aft freely, than gave her any confiderable af- 
fiftance. She had been near an hundred years gaining 
fomething from Spain, which amounted in the whole to 
very confiderable acquifitions : and Lewis XIV. being now 
come of age, the treaty of the Pyrenees was fet on foot, 
not in order to give, up the conquefts, but to get the beft 
part of them confirmed to France j it was intended by 
this treaty that Portugal (hould be facrificed to Spain, and 
Lorrain to France, and the Infanta Thercfa was by mar- 
riage to eftablilh the chief of the previous conquefts in 
the crown of France, and flie to renounce all intereft in 
the crown of Spain : what was added to France will appear 
on the face of the treaty, and the motives feem to have 
been a fixt and ftable tranquility between the two crowns, 
and fo Spain appears to intend, but the cafe was very dif- 
ferent on the part of France, as the refult will fhew. The 
fcheme w^s under the cover of this match to ruin the houfc 
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of Auftria. Now by a divifion of the family and con- 
current accidents full low enough, Lorrain in part, and 
the whole duchy of Bar was in the hands of France not 
to be parted with, but Portugal was not in the hands of 
Spain, nor did France ever intend it (hould j on the con- 
trary gave private affiftance thereto, and was thereby the 
means of eflablilhing it an independent kingdom. Thus 
the marriage, which was intended to unite the intereils d 
both kingdoms, to have bounded the views of France, and 
to have given tranquillity to all Europe, only became the 
dupe of her ambition, and the bafis of her future conquefts 
and vexations. The renunciation was agreed to becaufe 
the match could not have been made without it, and it ap- 
pears from the beft hiftory, that had not male heirs inter- 
vened, that it was determined by France to have voided the 
renunciation, and to have annexed the crown of Spain to 
that of France in the fame perfon, and mull have entirely 
overturned [the balance of power of Europe, brought Por- 
tugal back to its previous fubje&ion, and rendered ail the 
neighbouring Hates dependant on that power. The view 
then of this treaty was univeral monarchy. The imnaedi- .^ 
ate refult was only the eflablilhing the French in the Ne- 
therlands and Lorrain, and putting into their hands the 
keys of the empire, Spain, and the Netherlands. This 
treaty is more particularly to be attended to, as from 
it'all the future defigns of France are to be judged of, the end 
that crown aims at plainly to be difcovercd ; and as the 
famefyftem has been to this day invariably purfued, fo we 
may very fairly conclude it always will, and confcquently 
that tranquillity can never be rcftorcd to Europe, until 
the neighbouring powers unanimoufly rcfolve to reduce 
France within very narrow bounds.

&c. in all the dominions of Spain as ha:vc been granted to .

The French that (hall (hip any prohibited goods, 
to fuffcr no other penalty than what is praftifed towards 
the Englifh or Dutch j and the Catholic King's fub- 
jcfts to enjoy the lame privileges in the dominions of 
France.

It is agreed that his moft Chriflian Majefly 
fliall have three months from the exchanging of the 
ratifications of this treaty to fend into Portugal, to en- 
deavour fb to accommodate affairs, that his Catholic 
Majefly may remain fully fatisficd : after the expiration 
of which three months, if his Majefly's good offices have

^^e faid kingdom of Portugal, either jn general, or to 
any perfon or perfons in particular, of what dignity, 
ftate, condition, or quality foever they be, either now or 
bcreaftei", any l^elp or afflftance, public or fecret, direct- 
ly or indirectly, of men, arms, ammunition, vidhialsf, 
fliips, or money, nor any other thing whatfoever, by 
fea or land, nor in any other manner upon any pre- 
tence: as alfo not to fuffcr any levies to be made in any 
parts of his domirtidns, nor to grant pafTage to any that 
might come from other flates to the affittance of the 
faid kingdom of Portugal. 

LXI. His Catholic Majefly for his heirs, fuccefTors, 
&c, renounces all right and pretenfions to the upper 
and lower Alface, Zuntgaw, the country of Ferrefe* 
Brifack, and the dependencies thereof, yielded up to 
the Crown of France by the treaty ofMunfterj and in 
confideration of the faid renunciation, his moft Chriftan 
M^efty offers to pay three millions of liyres his Ma-

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jefty is by the faid treaty obliged to pAy to the Archr 
dukes of Infpruck. 

LXII, LXIII, LXIV. Duke Charles of Lorain Ihall 
be rfeftOfcd /to his dukedom of Loraio, and even the 
towns, places and countries, by him formely pofleffed, 
depending of the three biftiopf ics of Metz, To«l and 
Verdun, except Moyenwick, yielded to his mod Chriftian 
Majefty by the treaty of Munfter, the dukedom of Bar, 
the county of Clermont*, and the lands pf Stenay, Dun 
and Jamctz, which fhall ever remain incorporated to 
the Crown of France: the foitificatioi^s of Nancy fhall 
be ^emolifhed before it is reftored, and all the artillery 
and ammunition withdrawn, and the Duke fcali not 
be allowed to fortify it again. 

LXV. to LXIX. The fard Duke Charles of Lorain 
Ihall before his re-eftablilhmcnt, in the moft valid formj 
refign and yield up to his moft Chriftian Majefty all 
the places mentioned in the foregoing article, and never 
-demand the price the late King Lewis XI U. had obltg-^ 
-ffd himfelf CO pay for the aforefaid county of Clermont, 
The faid Diike and his adherents ftiall be obliged to 
difband their forces: he fliall reiioun<:e all alliances, &c, 
to the prejudice of France, Md oblige himfelf and his 
fucceflbrs to give free palTage to fuch perfons and forces 
a^ his faid Majefty flull have oc<:afifo« to fend into Al- 
faoe, or to Brilack and Philipfbqrg; which forces &ajl 
be furniftied with all neceffaries, paying for the fame, 
and they ihall pafs regularly without fojourning in Lorain. 

LXX. TKe faid Duke ihall in due form oblige himfelf 
• and his fucceflbrs, to caufe the farmers and adnpiniftra-r 
tors of the faltpits of Rofieres, Chaftcau Salines, Dienze^^ 
and Marzal, \vhich his ijaajefty does rcftore to him, to 
afford all fuch quantities of fak as fhftll be neceflafy for 
the ordinary ufe of his Majefty's fubjeftfr, of the 
bifliopricks 0f Mi^tz, Toul and Verdun> the dtikedom 
of Bar, the Qounty of Clermont, and the lands of Stenay, 
Jametz lind Dun, at ,the fame rate for each meafure, 
as it is ufed to be afforded for the biflioprick of Metz 
in time of peace, and neither he nor his fucceflbrs IhaU 
' ever raife the price. 

LXXI,to 
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LXXL to XXVI. The Duk^ Ihall reftoreto hh grace 

and favour all fuch of his fubjeiU . as have fervedthc 
prefent King> or his Royal Father. He Hiall not alter 
uny thing in the proviiion of benefices made by the 
Caid- Kings. The confifcations given by the King and 
his father, ihall bf of force till the day of the date 
of this^ treaty. The judgnpents given by courts, whilft 
the Kings of France were in poffeflion of Lorain, Ihall 
have their full force. All other gifts and alienations 
made by the faid Kings, which were not on account of 
the. war, fhail remain good and valid. All that have 
paid rights and duties for lands, or that have received 
rcmiflion for the fame, fliall not be mokfted in their * 
poffeflion. 

LXXVIi.and LXXVIII. In c^fe the faid Duke Charlefi 
ihall refufe to ratify what is here agreed on by the two 
Kings relating to bimfclf, the moft Chriftian Kipg Ihall 
not be bound on his part to execute any of the articles. 
And if the Duke, after accepting of the conditions> ihall 
fail in the preformance, his Majefty then referves tO' 
himfclf all the rights he has acquired to the faid domir 
irons of Lorain by f^^vcrai treaties^ And his Catholic 
Majefty does cqnfent chat the moft Chriftian KingfhaU 
not be obliged to the re-efcablilhment of the faid Duke, 
till after the Emperor ihall haVe ratified the articles of it. 

LXXIX. to txXXIIK The Prince of Conde having 
cxpreffed his forrow for being in arms againft bis So- 
vereign, and humbly fubmitting himfelf to his clen^ency, 
bis Majefty xxrdcts jha? the faid Prince diibasui all his 
forces, that he fubmit to what has been agreed on, con<- 
cerning him i>y the two Kings, and renounce all leagues, 
treaties, &c. with the Catfiolic King j and that he put 
into Ac tiands of hiis mo^ Chriftian Majefty the places 
of Rocroy, Chaftelet and Linchap, Thefc thing? be* 
ing perfctfmedi h>f Majefty willi:eftore the faid ' Prince 
to hi3 grace and favour, and to all his eft ate s, honours, 
&c, as Prince of the blood; yet fo as he ihall never de- 
mand the profits of the faid eftates, or of any penfions, 
falarics, &c. for the time paft. 

LXXXIV. His Catholic Majefty leaving the place and 
(:itadel of Juliers free to the Puke of Newburg, and

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qtiiting to the moft Chriftian King for ever the place of 
Arcnncs, his faid moft Chriftian Majefty will in lieu of 
all governments poffcflcd by the Prince of Conde, give 
to the faid Prince the government of the province of 
Burgundy and Breffe, wherein are underftood to be com- 
prehended the countries of Buger, Gex, and Vomeray, 
as alfo of the caftle of Dijon, and of the town of St*

LXXXVII. The faid Prince's friends, adherents, &c. 
who have followed his party, fliall in like manner enjoy 
the amnefty, and be? reftored^ 

LXXXVIII. Purfuant to the 84th article, his Catholic 
Majefty does promife and oblige himfelf to reftore to the 
I>ukc of NewbuFg the town and caftle of Juliers ; the 
faid Duke engaging not to fell, or pawn, the fame to any 
other Prince, and to give his faid Majefty's troops paflagc 
through it at any time. 

LXXXIX. The rcfervatlons contained m the ctift and 
aad articles of the treaty of Vervins, fliall have their full 
and entire effeft ; in confequence whereof the moft Chrif- 
tian King may profecute by way of juftice, and not by 
arms, any pretenfions he has. 

XC. The fame right is preferved to his Catholic Ma- 
jeftv. 

XCI. The Dftke of Savoy (hall be included in this 
treaty ; all hoftilities ceafe ; and the fubjedrs of his Ca- 
tholic Majefty and the Duke be reftored to the peace- 
able pofieflion of all their goods, rights, &c. on both 
fides.

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XCIL His Catholic Majefty (hall rcftbre to the Duke 
of Savoy the town and caftlc of Verccil, in the ftme con- 
dition as when taken ; as alfo the place of CericiOj in the 
Langues, in the fame condition it now is, with all their 
dependencies. 

XCIII. His Catholic Majefly does promife the Duke of 
Savoy fliall be paid the arrears of the dower of the In- 
fanta Catharine, &c. 

XCIV. To prevent for the future all controverffcs 
that may arife by efpoufing the intereft of the Dukes of 
Savoy and Mantua, it is agreed, that the treaties made at 
Querafque in the year 1632, about the differences between^

XCV. The difference between the faid two houfes of 
Savoy and Mantua, relating to the dower of the Princefs 
Margaret of Savoy, fliall be compofed, by commiflioners^ 
on both fides, in the prefence of the French and Spanifli 
ambafladors. 

XCVI. The Duke of Modena fliall be received into 
his Catholic Majefty's grace, and his fubjedts fliall have 
liberty of commerce within the dominions of both crowns.

CVIII. The treaty made at Vervins in 1598 is hereby 
confirmed and approved. 

CIX. Commiflioners fhall be appoint'ed iw the per-

ex. The lame commiflioners ihall fettle the limits be- ^ 
twecn the two Kings.

&c. to the contrary, all which their Majefties derogaae^ 
a^far as they may concern this contract, or t|ie execution 
of it: and it is their will and inflation, that the Infaata 
and her defendants remain for ever excluded and jdifabled 
from fuccteding at any time, or on any account, to the 
dominions of Flanders, the county of Burgundy aad 
Charolois, their appurtenances and dependencies. / But in 
cafe the faid Infanta ftiould be left a widow, without chil-

, France, or elfc where ; and ihe Ihall have the naminatioij 
of all officers as ufed by th^ Queens df Frappe,. with thi$ 
provifo, that they (hall be natural born Frenchmen. 

IX. His moft Chriftiap Majefty (hall affign the InfanW 
a pioper revenue for maintaining her houfe, 

X. The moft Chriftian King and the Infanta ftiall be 
married by proxy, which done the Catholic King ihall fend 
her to the frontiers^ of France, as becomes her dignity, ami 
fhe fhall be there-rejQeived in like manne;* by his moft Chrif- 
tian Majtfty. , 

XI. In cafe her Higbnefs happens to furyive his moft ■ 
Chriftian Majefty, (he ftallbe free to return jntoSp^in^ or 
where (he Ihall think fit, with all her jewels, plate, and 
moveables whatfcever, without any let or mpleftation^ an^ 
Ihall enjoy the jointure fettled on her. 

XII. Their Majefties will intreat the Pope to approTCof 
this contract of marriage, and of the oaths they ftiajl take 
thereupon, &c- and they fliail promife on their royal words 
10 obferve and execute the whole inviolably j, gnd the rati- 
fication 
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fications fhall be delivered to each of them within thirty 
days from the date herecrf, with full promifc that they will 
obferve and caufe it to be obferved, &c. 

This is the Pyrenean treaty which compleated what 
had been left unfiniflied by that of Munfter, and was 
the giving of peace to Fratice and Spain, as the other had 
given it to the Empire, the Northern Crowns, and Hol- 
land» 6y the Munfter treaty France having gained thofe 
great advantages we have mentioned above, was the 
better enabled to deal with Spain alone, and Spain pur- 
chafed a peace with Holland, .at the expence of all 
the United Provinces, to be the more at leifurc to op* 
pofe France. The war between thofe two nations had 
continued twenty-five years, when it was concluded by 
the Pyrenean treaty, with vpry confiderable advantage 
to France, notwithftanding the many places by it reftor- 
cd to the Spanilh monarchy. How confiderable the 
faid advantage was will the better appear by a fliort 
recapitulation of what was yielded up to it, being the 
moft confiderable part of the province of Artois, con- 
taining the fortified places of Arras, Hefdin, Bapaume, 
Bethune, Lillers, Lens, St. Pol, Terouane.and de P^, 
with all their dependencies, only Aire and St. Omer je- 
maining to his Catholic Majefty* In Flanders the mod 
Chriftian King gained Graveling, St. Venant, the forts 
Philip, Sluice, and Bourbourg, Landrecy and Quefnoy^ 
Marienburg, Philippeville and Avenues in the province 
of Luxenburg, Thionville, Montmcdy, Damvilliers, Ivoy, 
Chavancy^ and Chafteau, all thefe in the Low Countris ; 
and on the fide of Spain the whole counties x)f RoufliUon 
and Cbnflans. Thefe were the acquifitions to France^ 
befides all privileges of trade, equal with the Englilh 
and Dutch^ the fword had gained them, and the peace 
confirmed the poflcflion for ever. 

Six months after the conclufion of the peace, the 
two Kings met in the fame houfe, on the ifland of 
Pheafants, in the river Bidaflba, where the treaty had 
been made and figned. There they both entered into 
frelh engagements, for obfervirig of the peace, and the 
Catholic King delivered his daughter to his moft Chrif- 
tian Majeily^ The whole fubftance of the ads of rc-

^bat, the tranfcribing of thetn would be but a repetition 
of the fame thing, without any addition but forms to 
the articles, which arc there inferted word for word ; and 
indeed thefc z&s arc the Infanta's, for I know not of any 
in particular madebv the moft Chriftian King, who obliges 
himfelf to the faia aft of renunciation by the treaty 
and contra^, which he ratified. / 

To proceed regularly in point of time, we muft for 
a while leave what relates to the marriage contraft, to 
fay fomcwhat touching the obfervation of the articles of 
the treaty, which France is faid nev<:r to have intended, 
and the charge is maintained by proving that they were 
infringed as foon as made, thus ^ 

^ By the 6oth article of the faid treaty, his moft Chriftian 
Majefty, in cafe his good offices for an amicable accom- 
modation, cannot fucceed in three months, " does oblige 
and engage himfelf, and promife on his honour, and on 
the word of a king, for himfelf and his fucocflbrs, not 
to give unto the faid kingdom of Portugal, either in 
general, or to any perfon or perfons in particular, of what 
dignity, ftate, condition, or quality foever they be, either 
now or hereafter, any hel^ or afliftance, public or private,

gual." It plainly appears, by the treaty, that the abandon-

^France the many ftrong places and dominions above-men- 
tioned. But that this article was. never obfcrved plainly 
appears, in that troops were immediately lent by fmall 
parcels with much fecrecy into Portugal, and though up- 
on complaint made by the Marquis de Fuentes, public 
orders were fent to the governors of ports not to^ fufFer 
any foldiers to embark for Portugal, yet they never cealed to 

fo over by connivance. Nay, foon after, the Marfhal dc 
'urenne raifing mcnr publicly, for the fapport of that

Icin^Jofli^ wlKh the Mdfquis de Fuentes again complain^ 
ed that it was an open li^reach of the treaty, he was 
coldly anfwered. It wis the aA of a priv^e pcrfon, where- 
in the Court was noway ccmcerned*, befides, that there 
were continual fupplies fent of corn and waHike ftofe». 
There are alfo intercepted letters, which prokre, that the 
Court of France always encouraged the Portugvofe riot 
to accept of the advantageous terms offered them by 
Spain. The Duke of Beaufort lay part of a fummcr 
with the French fket on the coafts of Portug^ to fe- 
cure the carrying in of provifions and ammunition, which 
thofe people were in great want of. Laftly, in the year 
1667, a league offcntxvc was concluded between France and 
Portugal. All thefe particulars are looked upon as pofuive 
breaches of the aforcfaid . Pyrenean treaty. 

^n Agreement between the Commoner s on the Part of^Frzncc 
and Spain, concerning the Execution of the XLIL Article 
of the Treaty of tie Pyrenees, in reference to the Three and 
Thirty Villages in the County of Cerdagne, which ought to 
Remain in the Pojfeffioh of the King of France, Novem- 
ber i2th 1660. 

" \17E Hyacinth Serroni, bifliop of Orange, counfellor 
^^ of ftate to his mod Chriflian Majefty, and Don 
Michael de Calba and de Valgornera, Kinght of the Order 
of St. James, connfcUor to his^ facred Majefty jn his fo- 
yerigo council for the kingdoths of Arragon, bdng the 
Cooimiflloners deputed by their moil Chrift^ian* and Catho- 
lic Majefties, for executing the laft article concluded and 
(igned by the plenipotentiaries of France and Spain, ia 
the Ifleof Pheafants, on the 31 ft of May, 1660. 

After we had communicated oyr powers to one another, 
and reciprocally delivered cppies of them, there were 
feveral conferences held in the Cerdagne, upon account 
of the faid laft article of the Pyrenean treaty ^ but after 
we had examined all the reafons, both on the one fide 
and on the other^ feen and obferved all the faid villages 
and their bounds, we have refoRed and determined, the 
thirty tbreeVillages of the Cerdagne, which pu^ht to re- 
main in the pofleflipn of his moft Chriftian Majefty, are 
*hefe jthat follow : 

la ^ Carol 
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Carol to be two of them, comprehending therein its 
whole valley, and all the places contained in the fame. 

Enveig for two more, comprehending therein all its hills 
tnd mountains^ and the whole extent of its jurifdi^tion, 
with all the places depending thereon. 

Ur and Flori for one, Villeneuve and Efcaldus for one; 
D'Arras, Aoguftrina, Targafone, Palmaria, Egat, Odillo, 
Via, Bolqueras, Vilar de Ovanza, Eftarar, Bajanda, Salla- 
gofa, Ra, Vcrdrinians, la Perxa, Ruet, Llo, Egna, St. 
Per, del Forgas, for ninteen ; St. Lcocadia and Lus for 
one^ and Planes for two ; Caldegal and Onzel for one ; 
Navia, Ofeja, Palau and Iz, for four. 

All thefe villages, wixh their jurifdi6tions, limits and 
dependencies, fhall cont'mue in the poiTeflion of his mofl: 
Chriftian Majefty. And becaufethe territory of Iz lies 
on the other fide of the river Regan, which comes from 
Ur; we the commiflioners deputed by both parties hive 
declared, and do declare, that though, as to the other 
villages of France and Spain,, thfe divifion ought to be 
made by their limits and jurifdidtions; yet, as to the other 
village, of Iz in particular, the fcparatiqn of France from 
Spain fhall be made by the faid river, as following always 
its natural courfe till you come to the territory of Aye, 
which belongs to Spain-, infomfuch, that one half of that 
river, and half of the bridge commonly called Livia-bridge, 
fliall belong to Spain, that is to fay, that half that lies to- 
ward Puyfcrda ; and the other half ftiall belong to France, 
viz. that which is toward Livia^ or the Col de Perxa: with- 
out pretending by this divifion tofeparate the faid territory 
from they illageof Iz, as to point of domain, proprieties, fruits, 
pafttirages, or any thing clfe appertaining thereto: this fe- 
paration being meant of no other than that of France and 
Spain, and not of the domain, and particular propriety 
of the faid territority, which fhall always belong to the 
village of Iz. 

As to Livia and its bailiwic, we who are the commiflioners 
deputed on this occafion do declare, that it fhall intirely 
remain in the - pofTeffion of his Catholic Majefly, but 
upon condition that he fhall never fortify Livia, nor any 
other place or poft in that bailiwic, or territory: and 
the Spanifh commiffioner doth particularly and exprefsly 
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oblige himfcif, on tb€ behalf, of bis feid Catholic Majcf- 
ty, to get this convention and agreement ratified, viz, that 
they neither muft fortify Livia, nor any other place or 
polt in the faid bailiwic and territory.; and it is upon this 
condition only that the French commiffioner gives his 
confent, that Livia and its bailiwic ihall contieue in the 
hands of his Catholic Majefty. And forafmuch as it may 
happen, that in peoples paffage from Livia to Puyferda, 
or from Puyferda to Livia, or from any of the villages be- 
longing to his his moft Chriftian Majefty, or to any of 
thofc jtnat appertain to his Catholic Majefty, they muft 
go through the bounds of Livia or Puyferda, or through 
the bounds of fonie other villages of France 5 we the oom- 
miffioners do declare, that all forts of merchandizes or war^s 
that are carried through the faid limits; along the King's 
high-way, from Livia to Puyferda, or from Puyferda to Livii, 
or from any village of Spain to another in Ffance, fhall pay- 
no cuftom to the French officers, nor any other cuftomers 
or farmers, nor indeed^ to any other receivers of duties 
in both kingdoiiis -, declaring befides, that the faid royal 
ways and roads which may be ufed in going from Livia 
to Puyferda, and from Puyferda to Livia, or from any 
French to any Spanilh village, (hall be free to the fubjcfts 
of both kingdoms, fo as that neither.of them refpedtively 
ought to be molefted in the faid paffage by the miniftcrs or 
officers of either kingdom, under any pretence whatfoeveif: 
but neverthelefs, we are not to underftand that this libei*- 
ty of paffage -Ihall be made ufe of for an impunity of 
fuch crimes as may be committed on the faid roads ; foraf- 
much as that the taking and punilhing of the criminals, 
(hall belong to thofe that poffefs the territory of the faid 
paffagcs, where the crimes have been committed. And to 
the end that what has been here agreed on, may be plairi,^Hd 
performed with all poffible exaftnefs, we the commiff^toefs 
appointed ont his occafion have refolved, two copied' fligfll 
tcmade of this writing, the one in French, and the othf r 
in SpaniQi : That the French copv being figned by us the 
Bifliop of Orange, and counter-ngned by our fecretiH', 
(hall be delivered to the Spanilh commiffiohers; aria thlt 
the Spanilh copy, figned by the commiffioner ofSpaVi\W 
counicrfigned by his fccretary, ihall remab in our hantf?^

An All of Renunciation, made the Second of June, 1660, at 
Fontarabia iy the Lady, Maria Tcrrfa, Infanta <;/* Spain, 
Promijed in Marriage to the French King, as well in Re-^ 
gard to what might Lawfully belong to Her^ as to the 
whole Inheritance of the Catholic King her Father. 

rpHE Lady Maria Terefa, Infanta of both the Spains, 
■* ^nd by the grace of God future Queen of Fiance^ 
the eldeft daughter of the moft high, mo& e^tcellent, and - 
moft potent Prince, Philip the fourth. Catholic King of 
the Spains; and of the moft high, moft excellent, and moft 
pviflant princefs, Ifabella, Catholic Queen, who is in 
glory : be it known and manifeft by this inftrumenr, and 
ad of renunciation, and the reft contained therein, to all 
thofe to whofe knowledge it may donoe, be it in what man- 
ner it will; that by the fecond and fourth articles of the 
treaty of my marriage, as promifed to the moft high, moft 
excellent, and potent Prince, Lewis XIV: the moft 
Chriftian K^ig of France, which was concluded in the 
Ifle of Pheafants, in the river of BidaiToa, the boundary 
of the province of Guipofcoa, and the confines of thefe 
• kingdoms vith that of France, on the 7th of November 
in the year 1659. It hath been refolved and concluded 
on, that the King my Lord (for and in ponfideration 
of this marriage, and to the .end that I may have my 
portion, and my own effeds with me) hath promifed 
to give five hundred thoufand crowns in gold, which 
fhould be paid and delivered at the place, and at fuch 
times as fpecified in the faid article, to the moft Chrif- 
tian King, or the perfon authorifed by him; and that I 
ought to be content with that, and hold mylelf fatisfied, 
for all or whatever rights to and prctenfions that do or may

mother, and the future fuccieffion to the King my Lor4 
(whom God preferve) and every thing that might belong 
^and appertain to me. a$ a daughter anfi heir of their Ca-

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tlioHc Majeftics, and for their right and fovcrelgnty, and 
any other title whaifoevcr, thought or umhought of, 
known or unknown^ as well for the paternal as nuternal, 
direft or collateral line, mediately and immediately, and 
which before the celebrationofthe marriage^ in dircd words, 
I Ihould yeild and renounce all my rights and pretention to 
the King my Lord, and thpfe authorifed by him, id fuch 
manner asf his Majefty fliall think fit and moft agreeable, 
according ais it is more particularly ilipulated and de» 
clared in the fccond and fourth articles, which I have 
read and heard read feveral times, before I gave my con- 
fent to the contents of this inftrument, which I am 
willing (hould be inferted, and put in letter for letter, 
and word for word, the tenor of which here follows : 

11. That his Catholic Majefty does promife and oblige 
himfelf to give, and that he will give to the moft ferene 
Infanta Maria Terefa, for her marriage portion to the 
moft Chriftian King of France, and will pay to his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, or to thofe authorifed or commiflBon* 
ed by him, five hundred thoufand crowns in gold, call^* 
ed fun crowns, or their juft value, in the city of Paris; 
and this fum ihall be paid in the following manner, viz» 
one third at the time tl\at the marriage is confummated, 
another third part at the end of the year after the faid 
6onfummation, and the laft third fix months after: 
infemuch^ that the whole payment of tile five hundred 
thoufand Sun crown^of gold, fliall be performed in i8' 
months time, at the terms and in fuch proportions. as 
are here fpecified. 

IV. The moft ferene Infanta Maria Terefa, upon con* 
dition that effeftual payment be made to his moft Chrifi 
tian Majefty, or to the perfon impowered to receive it, 
acco ding to his order, of the faid fum of five hun- 
dred thoufand crowns in gold, or the juft value of them 
at the terms befc^re-mentioned, will be content, ^nd con* 
tents herfelf with the faid portion, without any referva* 
tion of adion of right to demand, or pretence that any 
goods or rights appertain, or ought to appertain to her, 
upon the inheritances of their Catholic Majefties her pa- 
rents: whether in reference to their perfons, or any other 
juanncr wbatfocver, or fonne other title known or not 
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known ; becaufe ftic ought to be excluded of all, be they 
of what condition, nature or quality they can be : and 
before the betroth ings are completed, ihe ftiail make a 
formal renunciation of them, with all the affurances, 
ftabrliti^and folemnities that are requifite and neceflTary; 
the which fhe fhall do before Ihe is married by exprefs 
words ; and afterwards ihe ftiall approve and ratify the 
fame, in conjundion with the moft Chriftian King, as ' 
foon as her marriage fhall be celebrated, with the fame, 
affurances and folemnities with which the firft renuncia-. 
tion was done, and fuch as may feem nioft proper and 
needful j to which his moft Chriftian Majefty and her 
Highnefs ought, and are obliged to be bound from 
henceforwards ; and that in cafe they do not perform 
the faid renunciation and ratification, they fhall be taken 
for fafts, and things done from that time forward, only 
by virtue of this treaty j the which ought to be done 
in the moft efficatious and proper form that can be, in 
order to the validity and firmnefs of them, with all the 
claufes, derogations and abrogations of all the laws, uf- 
ages, cufl;oms, arrefts and conftitutions wbatfoever, thac . 
are contrary thereto, or may. in part or in the whole: 
obftrudl the fame ; from which for this end their Catholic 
and moft Chriftian Majefties ought to derogate ; and it 
is underftopd they do frflm this tiine. derogate from the , 
faine by their approving of the prefeat treaty. 

And as by the grace of God I find myfelf in the age • 
of maturity, being abpve .twenty years oldi and that 
if it pleafe God, our marriage is Ihortly to be completed 
by exprefs words : ajid that I ^m fatified, apprized rand 
infornied to my intire fatisfaftion, of the fubftance and 
cffcd of thp article^^, and dQ and have acknowledged, that 
I could not put qf the future fycpeffion of the king my 
Jljprd, arid the inheritance ,pf the moft fyccnc Queen my 
iDpther, recHpn, that the faid fum of five hundred thoun 
fand crowns belonged, or in rigour appertained to me, 
a$ for my lawful heritage ; and that if the fame had belongs 
c<j to me, it is a very competent portion, and the greateft 
that had hitherto been given to any Infanta pf Spain, and 
which the King my Lord has been inclined to make fp 
large, ifi order tq gratify me, and in cpnfidera^:ioo and 
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contemplation of the moft Chriftian King's perfon, to 
the end that by the means of this, marriage, the effefts 
mentioned in the faid 'treaty of marriage might be ob* 
tained, which are of fo much importance for the pub- 
lic benefit of Chriftcndom, and the content and fatisfacr- 
tion of thcfe kingdoms : wherefore I do of my certain 
knowledge, and free will and pleafure, approve and re- 
quire, that what has been refolved on and concluded 
by the faid two articles, be obferved and accompliflied : 
and that it be underftood, that this marriage ought to be 
concluded and perfefted upon the conditions therein con-r 
tained and declared ; and that without fuch conditions, 
it would jiot have been brought to the pafs it is now 
in ; and that from henceforward I hold myfelf contented j 
and that I am entirely and abfolutely paid and fatisfied, 
as to every thing that appertains or could appertain to me, 
at prefent or for the future, in refped to any right, known 
or unknown, in the future fucceffion and inheritance 
of their Catholic Majefties my parents, and upon ac- 
count of any Ihare in my father and mother^s eftate, 
or by way of fupport, or maintainancc, or portion, as 
well in rcfpedt to their free poffeffions, as thofe of the 
crown of their kingdoms, cftates and figniories, without 
referving to mvfelf or mmc any plaint or protenfion a- 
gainft or upon his Majefty, or his fucceffors, to demand 
or pretend that I ought to have a larger ium, or a 
portion of greater , value and confidcration than the faid 
five, hundred thoufand crowns. And my will is, that 
this renunciation fhall alfo extend to any other rights 
or pretcnfions whatfoever that might 'belong or apper- 
tain to me by inheritance, or fucceffion of any right 
or kindred, in a right or a collateral line by myfelf or 
by other pe'rfons, as their Majefties daughter: and I 
abandon and quit all of them, both the one and the 
other, of what condition, nature, quality, value and im- 
portance they m^y be, and yield, renounce and transfer 
them to the King my Lord, and his heirs, univerfal 
and fingular fucceffors that ihall have his right; to the 
end he may be ^ble to difpofc of them as he pleafes, 
and it feems good in his fight, as well by gifts while 
^live, ^s by legates ip his laft ^il} and ieftan)e(it^ with^ 
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out any obligation iipon his Majcfty, to conftitute of ^ 
leave mc his heir or a legatee, or to make any mentioa 
of me : for I do in rcfpcft to the things aforefaid declare 
myfelf, and that I ought to be held and reputed a ttranger, * 
and as fuch ought to have no refource left, fo as to have 
power to make any claim, or to prefer an conrolaint, not- 
withftanding the inheritance bis Majefly my father fliall 
leave, may be of very great and fo confiderable value an'd 
importance, that out of the fame there might appertain to 
me, as one of his children, ai we are at prefent, or fhall be 
for the future, a much greater fum than the faid five hun- 
dred thoufand crowns, be the fame never fo great and 
cxtr«>rdinary : and that though it Ihould fo happen (which 
God forbid) that I (hould at the^time of his death re-- 
maiB and become his only daughter, by reafon of the 
death of my brothers, and other his lawful defcendants 
before him ; and to the end that no demands may be 
made nor pretended to for me, or in my name, nor in 
the right of my pcrfon, of any other greater ihare of 
the eftatt and inheritance of the King my Lord, in any 
cafe or upon any account whatfoever, I do promife that 
1 will not confent nor allow at any time, nor upon any 
occafion, under any pretence whatfoever, that any thing 
fhall be done dgainft this my renunciation, and relinquifh- 
ing of my faid rights, claims or p'retenfions. And I 
do withal relinquifti and renounce all and every ordinary 
and extraordinary remedies whatfoever, th^t do or may 
appertain to me by common courfe and the laws of this 
kingdom, or fpecial privilege, and particularly that of 
reftitution ad integrum y grounded upon the defeft of 
my age, enormous or very enormous damage, by fay^ 
ing the portion fhouldhave been the caufe of thisxon- 
traft, or upon the iacertainty of what I reriounce; to 
the end that none of the faid remedies and aboremen- 
tioned refources hiay or can fervc by way of juftice or 
fuit; neither can they, for myfclf, my^ children and heirs, 
be heard and all allowed of; and we dre forbid and 
hindred accefsfo as to bring on and propofe them judi- 
cially or extrajudicially, either by Vay of grevance, re^ 
fcrve, or fimple complaint j fo that ihofe things always, 
and at aU time^^^ are to beobferved ^d ac<;o?ppliflied, 
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that |iavc bcen^ fettled by the faid articles i and whrf 
I have promifed by this inftriiment concerning the con- 
firmation and approbation of them, and do promife .upon 
vny royal word, that they fhall be maintained^ accom- 
pltihed and obfervcd, inviolably at aH times, * under 
the obligation and penalty of my eftate and revenues 
I have or Ihall have. ' And I do impower his Catho- 
lic Majefty's council, and 'the Kings his fucceffors, 
»nd the perfons who are intruded by them with the 
execution of this inftrument, that they do obfcrve and 
execute the fame: and for the greater validity thereof, 
I do fwcar by the Holy Gofpel contained in this miffal 
(upon which I place my right hand) that I (hall at all 
^imcs, and lo far as it IhaU lie upon me, obferve and fulfil 
the fame without faying or alledging, that in order to 
do and agree to it, I was ^feduced, drawn in and perfuad^ 
cd, out of the refpeft and veneration which I ought to 
have and carry towards the King my Lord, who hath 
kept and docs ftill keep me under his paternal authority; 
forafmuck as that I do declare that his Majefty always 
left me to my free will and choice, which was really fo, 
and no ways relative as to what concerns this contraft. 
And I do promife to afk for no difpenfation of this oath 
from the Pope and the holy Apoftolic See, nor from his 
nuncio and legate a latere^ nor any other perfon who hath 
power or authority to free me; and if it fliould conie 
to be alkcd on my requeft, or fome third perfon, or 
granted me motu proprioj I (hall not make ufe of the 
^me, though it were only to fue at law, without meddling 
with the virtue ^nd fubftance of the (aid two articles 
pf ntarriage, nor that of this inftrunr>cnt, which I make 
to confirm them, notwithftanding any claufes whatfbcver 
that 4re dcfogatory from this oath : and in cafe the fame 
be grai^tied to me once or oftner,, I (hall take other oaths 
a-new ; fo that there (ball always reniain upon record 
ipore oaths over >n4 above ^11 the faid difpenfations. 
^ndas for the f:|me, I do declare and promife, that I 
neither have nor (hall make any proteftatjon nor recla- 
ixlation^ in' public or fecret, contrary to this my pro- 
mife and obfigatiori, towards the weakening or leffening 
^f its force i an4 if 1 &0ul4 happ^rt tp dp it, even with 
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ariathcr oath contrary to this, that it (ball not ftand in 
any ftcad, or be any advantage to me. And I do pro- 
mife and oblige myfelf, that as foon as Ilhall be conduced 
and brought into the company of the mo&: Chriftiaa 
King, in purfuance of the faid articles, I Ihall,' in con- 
jundion with his Majefty, pafs another inftrumcnt, with 
all the claufes, oaths and ncceffary obligations j as alfo 
the insertion an \ ratification of this fame aft made in 
this city of Fontarabia, where my Lord the King is 
prefent with his court, June 2, this year i56o, in the 
prcfence of the King our matter, who in continuation 
of the grant above-mentioned, faith, that his Catholic 
Majefty would fupply with his royal authority, and would 
kave deemed asfupplied all defeds whatfoever, omif- 
fions of fafts or rights, fubftance or quality, ftile or 
cuftom, which might be ufed in the drawing up of 
this aiQ: of renunciation of any Ihares and future fuc- 
ceffons, which the nK)ft ferehe Infanta, the intended 
queen of France, his moft dear and welUbeloved daugh- 
ter hath done and agreed to; and that he, out of 
his full and abfolute power,, as king,, who acknowledges 
iK> fuperior in tem^raLtics, hath' confirmed and -ap- 
proved, doth confirm and approve, with derogation for 
this time to all laws and ordinances, ufages and cuf- 
toms, that may be to the contrary, or hinder the eiFeifl and 
accomplilhnrient of it. And for iihe greater confirmation 
of the whole, he commands it ihould be fealed with 
thefeal royal, thefe perfons following being called and 
required ,to witntfs the fame: Pon Lewis Mendez de 
Harp, Marquis del Carpio, Coode Duke d'Olivares, Don 
Ramiro Nunes de Guzman, Duke de Medina dc las 
Torres, Don Gafper de Haro, Marquis de Eliche, Don

it, I do certify, that this copy agrees, with the ori^nal in 
my hands, with which it has been collated ; and to 
manifeft the fame, I have put my name to it, and ie 
is fealed with the royal prival feal, which is aifo in my 
hands. Madrid, July i6, 1660, figned Don Blafco de 
Lioyola, and at the fide h's Majefty's feal upon a red 
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Tbe A^ of Renunciation by the intended ^een (jf France, 
in Conformity to the Fifth and Sixth Articles of het 
Contrail of Marriage. 

THE Lad/ M^ria T^refa, Infanta of both Spaihs^ 
and by the grace of God future Quten of France^ 
clJeft daughter to the moft high, molt excellent, and 
nioil potent prince, Don Phillip IV. by the fama' grace 
Catholic King of both Spains, my Lord, (whom God 
preferve and profpcr) and of the moft high, moft ex- 
cellent, and moil potent Princefs the Lady Ilabella^ the 
Catholi«(^ Queen of glorious memory, my mother and 
lady, (who is in heaven) by the narrative and publica- 
tion of this inftrument and a<5t of approba,tion, confirma- 
tion and ratification, and of what is further therein con- 
tained, in perpetuam ret memoriam^ Be it known and 
manifeft to kings, princes, potentates, republics, cQm- 
muniiics and particular pcribns, that are now, or Ihall 
b< in all time coming, that forafmuch as the moft high, 
moft excellent, and moft potent Prince, Ltwis XIV, 
the moft Chrillian King of France, my coufin german, 
fcnt the Marefchal D. de Grammont on ^ particular em- 
baffy to the Catholic King my Lord, to demand and 
propofe in his name, that I (hould be betrothed and 
married to the faid moft Chriftian King my coufin i and 
his Catholic Majcfty having a juft cftcem of that offer 
and propofal, and a due regard to decency, equality, and 
public conveniency, which met in this marriage^ grant- 
ed and agreed to the fame^ having before-hand a difpenfe- 
tion from his Holincfs, for theTcindredand confanguinity 
betwixt me and the mofr Chriftian King my coufin i and 
that afterwards in confequence of this 0(5troy and agree-- 
ment, and with the powers of their Catholic and mpft 
Chriftian Majefties, our treaty of marriage was agreed 
to aiui figned the feventh of November 1659, ^^ ^^^ 
ifle of Pheafants, in the river Bidaflba, . depending on 
the province of Guipufcoa, confiningon thefe kingdoms 
and that of France, and that in the fifth and fixth articles - 
of the faid treaty, was refolved and agreed on conjunct- 
ly, and with one accord, as a thing very convenient, 

after 
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after having confidcred it carefully, and with mature 
deliberation^ that I and the children and defcendants, 
which it nfiay pleafe God to give us by this marriage, 
be, and remain uncapable, and abfolutely excluded from 
all right and. hope to iliccced to any of the kingdoms, 
dominions and lordftiips belonging to the crown and mo- 
narchy of Spain, or that may ie added thereto by his Ca- 
tholic Majefty, or after his life (which Govi grant may be 
and long happy) by the Kings his fucceffofs. And tho* 
it be agreed on by covenant betwixt Princes and fovereign 
'Kings (who in temporals own no fuperior) out of their 
favour and good-will to the public caufe of both king- 
doms, and they have eondefcendcd to this 'at the defirc 
and joint-wifhcs of their natural fubjedks and vaflals, who 
are willing that it fhould have the force and vigour of 
a law and pragmatic fanftion, and that it be received and 
obferved as fuch ; and though on that account it would 
feem there is no need of any other folemnit/ to make 
it firm, yet neverthelels it is their Majefties will (if my 
approbation might be convenient on any eonfideration 
whatever) that 1 Ihould incontinently give it, when the 
marriage agreed on came to be folcmnized and contract- 
ed, and that my approbation ifaould have all the claufes 
and necelTary folemnities according to, and as it is ftipu- 
lated and declared more particularly by the aA of ten 
arcicles, the tenor of the fifth and fixth of which, taken from 
: the original, are inferted here verbatim as follows : 

The fifth article. That forafmuch as the moft Chrif- 
tian and Catholic Kings arc come to make a marriage, 
that by this tie they may fo much the better perpetuate 
and affure the public peace of Chriftendom, and be- 
^ twixt their Majefties tnat love and brotherhood which 
every one hopes will be betwixt them, and alfo in eon- 
fideration of the juft and. lawful caufes, which ihew 
and demonftrate the equality, and the convenience of 
' the faid marriage ; by means of which, and through the 
favour and bleffihg of God, all men may hope for happy 
fuccefs, to the great advantage and increafe of the 
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Chriflian religion and faith, to the welfare and com- 
mon benefit of the kingdoms, fubjeds, and vaffals of 
the two crowns ; as alfo for what relates to the welfare 
of the public, and the prefervation of the faid crowns i 
which being fo great and potent, cannot be reunited in 
one, and that henceforward it is the defign to prevent the 
occafion of fuch a conjundion. Then confidering the 
quality of the above-mentioned, and other juft reafons, 
and efpccially that of the equallity which ought to be 
prcferved, their Majefties agree by contraft and covenant 
between themfelves, which fliall have the force and vi- 
gour of a firm and ftable law for ever, in favour of their 
kingdoms, and the public welfare of the fame, that the 
moft Terene Infanta of Spain, the Lady Maria Terefa, 
and the children born of her, whether male or female,- 
and their ofF-fpring of the firft, fccond, third generation, 
or of whatever other degree, fhall never fucceed to the 
kingdoms, ftates, lordftiips and dominions which apper- 
tain to his Catholic Majefty, and which are comprehend- 
ed under the titles and qualities mentioned in this pre- 
fent agreement, nor to any of his othtr kingdoms, do- 
minions, lordftiips, provinces, ifles adjacent, fiefs, chief- 
tainries, nor to the frontiers which his Catholic Ma- 
jefty poffcfles at prefent, or which pertain, or may ap- 
pertain to him, either within or without the kingdom 
of Spain, or which in time to come his faid Catholic Ma- 
jefty, or his fucceffors, ftiall have, poflcfs, of have be- 
longing to them, nor to any of thofe that are compre- 
hended in thofe, or depend upon them, nor to any of , 
thofe which hereafter or in what time foever be may 
acquire or add to his above-mentioned kingdoms, ftates, 
iflands, dominions, or which he may recover, or may 
devolve upon him, or by what other titles, rights, or 
reafori foever, though it fliall be during the life of the 
faid moft ferene Infanta the Lady Maria Terefa, or after 
her death, or in that of any of her ofF-fpring, firft, fccond, 
third generation, or further; that in the cafe or cafes ' 
by which either of right, or by the laws and cuftoms/ 
of the faid kingdoms, dominions, and ftates, or by the 
difpofitions of titles by which they may fucceed, or pre- 
tend that the fucceffion of the faid kingdoms, &c. ought 
^ to 
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tb belong unto tfiem: from the iuccefllon to which in all 
the above-mentioned cafes, from this time ibrvvard, the 

. faid Lady Maria Tercfa, the Infanta, owns and declares 
herfclf to be, and remain well and duly excluded, to* 
ge^her with all her children and defcendants, males or 
females, though they would or might *fay and pretend, 
that as to their perfonal right, neither the faid reafons of. 
the public welfare, nor any other upon which the faid 
exclufion may be founded, can take place; or if they 
Ihould allt-dge (which God forbid) that the fuccefTion of 
the Catholic King, or of the moft ferene Princes and 
Infantas, and of the males which he hath, or may ha\re 
for his lawful fucceflbrs, hath ceafed and failed j bccaufe, 
as hath b«en faid, that in no cafe, in no time, nor ia 
any manner whatever, neither flie, they, nor their heirs 
and defcendants muft fucceed, nor.pretend any right, to 
fucceed, notwithftanding any laws, cuftoms, ordinances, 
Jind fettlements, by virtue of which any have fucceed- 
ed to the faid kingdoms, dominions and lordfhips, 
and alfo notwithftanding all the laws and cuftoms of the 
Crown of France, which oppof^ this abjve-mentioned 
exclufion, as well for the prefent, as for the time to come^ 
and notwithftanding the cafes which would have long 
delayed the faid fucceffions. All which confiderations to- 
gether, and each of them apart, their faid Majefties 
abrogate, in as far as they contradift or oppofe the con- 
tents of this contraft, or the fulfilling and execution of 
the fame, and that for the approbation and ratifioation of 
this prelent agreement they do abrogate the fame, and 
hold them as abrogated ;. and their will and meaning is. 
That the moft ferene Infaftta, and her offspring, remain 
henceforward and for ever excluded from any power to 
fucceed at any time, or in any cafe, to the dominions 
of the country of Flanders, the country of Burgundy 
and Charolois, their appurtenances and dependenices. 
In like manner alfo they declare moft exprefsly, that 
in cafe the moft ferene Infanta happen to be a widow 
(which God forbid) without children by this marriage, 

. flie fhall be free from this exclufion, and therefore de- 
clared capable of her rights and power to fucceed to 
all that rriay belong or fall to her, in two cafes only : 
Vox. L K ' ^ the 
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the one, that if (he be a widow without chHdfeti 
by this marriage, Ibe return into Spain ; and the other, 
if from reafons of ftate, for the good of the public, and 
other juft confiderations, (be marry again with the con- 
fcnt of the Catholic King her father, or of the Prince 
her brother ; in thofe two cales fhe Ihall be capable of 
itacceeding and inheriting. 

VI, That the moft ferene Infanta the Lady Maria 
Tercfa, before the celebration of the marriage, Ihall> 
by word of mouth, give, promife and authorize a writing,. 
By which (he (hall oblige herfelf, her fucceflTors and heirs> 
to the accomplifhment and obferVation of all that is be- 
foremen tioned, for the exclulion of herfelf and her off- 
spring; and (hall approve the whole as it is contained 
in this prefent agreement, with the requifite and necef- 
fary claufes and oaths ; and at the inferring of the fame 
obligation and ratification which her Highnefs (hall give 
and make of the prefent agreement, (he (hall make fuch 
another conjointly with the moft Chriftian King as foon 
as (he (hall be married, which (hall be enregiftered in 
the parliament of Paris, with other neceflfary claufes ac- 
cording to the ufual form. As allb his Catholic Majefty 
fliall approve and ratify the renunciation, with other 
neceflary claufes, in the ufual manner and. form, and 
caufc them to be enregiftered in his council of ftate; 
and whether the faid renunciations, rati(ications, and ap- 
probations be made or not, from henceforward, by vir- 
tue of this prefent agreement, and of the marriage that 
ihall follow upon it, and in confideration of all the 
things beforementioned, they (hall be held and accounted 
as well and duly made and authorized, and as pafftd 
and regiftercd in the parliament of Paris, by the pub- 
lication of the peace in the kingdom of France. 

Jfier the Infer Hon of the Articles the Infanta^ goes on in the 
following Terms. 

And forafmuch as after the treaty beforementioned, 
our moft Holy Father Alexander VII. difpenfed with 
the degree of confanguinity, which is betwixt the faid 
moft Chriftian King and me> and approved by his au- 
thority 
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fhority and Apoftolical benecliclion out treaty of mar-* 
riage, and irs artrcks^ ^nd that the cafe and tioie is come 
when t^e i;Tnarriage is to be folemnized and contrafted 
with the BleiTiiig of Gpd ; and as we are to hope, for 
l)is glory, and fervice^ the exaltation of his holy faithji 
.aijd tlje tranquility pf the Chriftian commonwealth, by 
means of which* the cafe and time is alfo come when l 
krn to fulfil on piy part (before marriage) the contents 
of th,e fifth apdfixth articles which are inferted in this • 
a6l: and that lam likewife in majority, of the age qf 
twenty years 5 and that it hath pjeaffd the Lord to give 
iXie Capacity and difcretion . to underftand and compre- 
hend, the fvibftancc and effeft^of the faid articles, of 
which 1 had certain ai)d due ^ no; ice, for^much as I have 
frequently informed myfelf of them, and of their conveni- 
.<^cyj during the time pf fix months fince they were pub- 
lilhed.and agreed on, and that it was fuflicient to give 
hie that fatisfaftion I ought to have of their juf^icci to 
know that the affair was examined and agreed on by 
my Lord the King, who defires and procures my coq- 
teritment and welfare with fo rhuch love and care, hiving 
a joint regard to the public and common good of tHe 
.^kingdoms, of which God hath given him the charge; 
apd which, as well asthofe of the crown, of France^ 
„ Are equally poncerned,^ ttiat the granc^eur and majefly 
.,>vhich they bear, ^nd haye^ pfeferved in thcmfelves for 
fo many years with fd much profperity,^ and that the 
.glory of t)ieir re;fpe6live ,pames of Catholic and moft 
! ChciOian Kings may.npt .be dimihiihed nor fall, as necef- 
farily they naiift, if by means of this marriage they come 
. to unite in any of the children and defendants : this would 
, t^ufe to their fulyefts and v^ffals fuch difcontent apd 
.aMiftion asi may beeafily forefeen, and would be attend- 
i^'d by fuch Jnconveniencies ^nd lofles, which are more 
, eafily apprehended before they happen, than helped and 
, rjdrefled when they once cortie to pafs, and are felt ; and 
therefore it is agreed to prevent them, that this marriage 
ipaiy not be the caufe pf effcft's contrary to thofe which 
we promife ourfelves, and arc to hope for from it. Bcfides^ 
that this precedent will facilitate in time to come reci- 
procal marf iages betwixt my ppfterity and thofe pf my 
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Lord; which confideration affords me particular comfcrt 
and fatisfadlion, forafmuch as it will be a means to 
ftrcngthen and renew from time to time the bond of 
blood and kindred, and will likewife afcertain and con- 
firm more powei fully and effeftually the alliance, friend- 
Ihip, apd good correfpondence that hath been cemented 
and contraded by fuch happy beginnings, betwixt thofe 
two kingdoms. Thus they will be continued to the 
glorv of God, and the renown of the Catholic and moft 
Chriftian Kings-, which being the public and common good, 
ought in reafon to be preferred to my particular advantage, 
and that of my children and defcendants, which* in the 
prefent cafe is not to be regarded, forafmuch as it is 
known to be verv remote; I am fo much the more fatisfied 
in the juftice of this renunciation and a(5l, that herein 1 fol- 
low the example and authority of the moft high, moft 
excellent, and moft potent Princefs madam Ann Infanta of 
Spain, at prefent the moft Chriftian Queen of France, 
and my well beloved and much revered aunt and lady: and 
that befides the confiderations and public caufes before- 
mentioned, and that of preferving and aftertaining the 
peace betwixt the two nations (which concur alfo, and 
' are alledged in the faid treaty and renunciation) it hath 
fallen in with the prefent cafe, and hath been confider- 
ed as the public caufe, and the chief and the greateft 
. caufe for the renunciation agreed to in my treaty of 
marriage, that the faid treaty is known to be the main 
and principal cauie of the pacification cf a war of 25 
years duration betwixt the two crowns of France and 
Spain> in>yhich quarrel the greateft potentates of Chriften- 
dom were concerned by alliance or dependence : fo that 
the welfare of the whole, the public caufe, and, which 
is the chief of all, the Catholic religion, having fuffer- 
ed much by the war, and being no way -to be remedied 
but by the peace granted by the means and for the fake 
of my marriage, which would not have been granted, nor 
jconfcnted to by the King my Lord, if this renunciation 
had not been agreed to, as ,was taken notice of in the 
firft article of my contraft of marriage, and in the three 
and thirtieth article of the treaty of peace betwixt the 
two Crowns, which in this confideration refers to the 
particular treaty made upon the conditions of my mar- 
riage. 
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riflge, and both of them were figned the fame day ; an4 
in the faid three and thirtieth article of the peace, it is 
declared that the faid treaty made upon the terms of 
my marriage, notwithftanding its being feparate, (hould 
be of the fame force and obligation with that of the 
peace, as being the principal part of it, and the rnofl: 
precious carrieft of its firmnefs and duration : therefore 
of my own proper motion, free, fpontancous and chear* 
ful will, and having certain fcience and knowledge of 
the adt wh'ch I do, and what my confent imports and 
may impqit, I approve, confirm and ratify, in the befl: 
manner and form I can and ought to do, the faid , a- 
greement according to, and in that manner as is more 
particularly contained in the fafd fifth article; and in 

. cafe it fhould be judged neceflary and convenient, I 
give my abfolute and fufficient power to the King my 
Lord, and the moft Chriftian King,' to agree and enacfl 
the fame again; though by virtue of, and in accomplifh- 
ment of the faid article, I declare and look upon my- 
felf as excluded, and removed,' and the children and de- 
fcendants of this marriage excluded, and abfolutcly dif- 
abled, and without limitation, difference, or diftinftion 
of perfons, degrees, fex, time, aftion and right, to fuc- 
ceed to the kingdoms, dominions, provinces, lands and 
lordfliips of the Crown of Spain, exprefled and declared 
hereby. And I will and confent for me, and for my 
faid offspring, that from henceforward and forever, tJiey 
be held as granted and transferred to him who Ihall be 
found neareft of krn (becaufe I and they are excluded, dif- 
abled and uncapable) to the King by whofe death it be- 
comes vacant to the end be may hold them as lawful ^ 
and true fucceffor, in the fame manner as if I and 
my defcendants were not born, nor had a being in 

' the world, becaufe we ought to be held and reputed 
as fuch, and that neither they nor I are to be confider- 
cd in any manner as reprefentatives or defcendants of 
the lineage, blood or dignity of the King my Lord, 
or of the glorio'us Kings his predecefTors, nor in 
^ny other way fo as to enter into the fucceflion, or 
pre-ocupy the degree of proximity, in exclufion of the 
perfon who Ihall be found next in degree as beforefaid 
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to the King reigning innmediately before the line fails. 
And I prooiife and oblige myfclf on my royal word ancj 
faith, that in every thing which (hall depend on me^ 
^nd on my faid children and offspring, we fhall always and^ 
5it all times take care that this article, and the z& which 
I make for its approbation and confirmation, be invio- 
lably obferved and accomplifhed, without allowing- or 
consenting that any thing be done contrary to it, dirc6l- 
ly or indire(flly, in whole or in part. And I renounce 
and quit all remedies at law, known or unknown, ordi-, 
nary or extraordinary, that belong or appertain by com- 
mon right or fpecial privilege to me or my faid chil- 
dren and defcenrfants, to revoke, fay or alledge any 
thing againft what is done, as above; and I renounce 
all claims, and particularly that of having reflitution ifi 
inte^rum^ founded upon ignorance, inadvertency of youth^ 
evident injury, enormous or mof! enormous, that ma^ 
ht alledged!* to be in the faid renunciation, or quitting^ 
of my right to fucceed at any time to fo many and fuch 
great kingdoms, dominions. and lordfhips -, and it is my 
wilf that none of the faid pleas, nor any other of what 
fiame^ tharaftei*, importance and quality fdevei*, be ot 
any ufe to us judicioufly or extfajudicioufly; and that 
if we demand tnem, or attempt to fuc them, by way of 
iaw and juftice, that we be denied and excluded from 
4II foh of hearing; and if by way of violence, or amy 
ptjicr ill-founded pretext, in diftrufl of juftice (becaufe 
we ought always to own arid confefs, that we hai^e ho 
right to fucceed to any of the faid kingdoms) we offer 
to feize them by force of 'arms^ bv making or moving an 
cfFenfive war, that from thenceforward arid forever it 
be held, judged and declared as an unlawful, urijufl-, 
ill-grounded, violent, tyrannical invafiori and ufurpatiorr 
againft all reafon and confcience ; and that on the con- 
trary, that war which fhall be made or 'moved by hirh 
vvho oiight [to fucceed In exclufion of me and my faid 
pfFspring and defcendants, be held for juft and JaWful^' 
^nd t)iat the fubjeds and inhabitants ought to receive 
juid obey, fwear homage, fealt^ and obedience to him 
as to their King and lawful Sovereign. And' I affirnnl 
and certify, that to authorife this aft, ihave hOi been in-* 
' ' ' ' '••' ■ * / duged. 
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cio^ed, jndined, or perfuacjed by tbe refpe^ and vene- 
ration which I owe and have for the King my Lord, 
as a Prince fo puiffant, and as a father who loves rnc, 
and whom I love fo much, and who keeps and hath 
kept me under his paternal power-, becaufe in truth 
all that pafles and hath pafled, in refpeft of the con- 
clufion and effedl of this marriage concerning the faid 
agreernent, and article of the exclufion of myfelf an4 
of my defcendants, I have had all the liberty which I 
could wifh for to fay and declare my will, without .being 
put in fear, or threatened by him or any other perfon, tp 
induce or move me to do any thing contrary to my 
inclination. And for the greater validity and certainty 
of that which is faid and promifed on my part, I fwear 
folemnly by the Gofpels contained in this miflkl (upofi 
which I lay my right hand) that I will obfcrve, maii^- 
tain and accompUih it in 'whole and in part 5 J^ndthatl 
(hall not demand any dtfpenfation of my oath from our 
moft holy father, nor from the holy apoftollcal chair, 
legate or any other dignity, that hath power to grant it 
me J and if the fame Ihould be granted me at my own 
inftance, or at that of any univerfity or particular per- 
fon, or motu proprio^ though it ihould be no more but 
to go to trial, without touching on the fobftance of the 
faid claims, and on the virtue and force of tbb ad: and 
treaty, which I do Jiereby ^i^pprove, I fhall no\ makp 
ufe of, nor ferve myfelf with it; Oq the contrary, ia 
cafe I ihould have the authority granted me, I taJjLQ ix\y 
oath a fecondtinie again(l,all difpenfations th^t Ih^ll bp 
granted m^; and by jhe fame oath I fay. and proniijfe, 
that I neither make nor fhall make any proteftatipn Q^ 
revocation in public or in fecrpt, that may hinder "or dv 
minifli the force of tbe contents of this adt ; agd if I 
doj^ though it fliould be under oath^ it fh^U be of no 
validity, force nor efFedl. And I pray bis JHiolinefe, 
that fince this marriageiand treaty hath" been coiicluded. 
^nd agreed upon wjtb bis holy and apoftolical approv 
bation, and is to be cflfefted arid folemni^ed with his 
bleffing, that he would be pleafed to add to the forces 
|>inding power, and religion of my oath by the authority 
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of his Apoftolical confirmation; and I promife and obfige 
nwlelf, that in contormity unto, and in accomplifhment 
or the fixth article above-mentioned, as foon as I fhall 
arrive at the place where the mod Chriftian King Ihall re- 
ceive me, I will make and caufe to be made by his 
intervention and authorit\', and jointly with his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, and with all the claufes, oaths and 
conditions neceffary and convenient, fuch another adt of 
cDnfirmation and ratification as that which hath been 
made and cxpedcd in this city of Tontarab-a, where 
the Catholic King my Lord now keeps his court and 
palace, this fecond day of June 1660, in prefence of the 
King our matter, 

■ And for the greater folemnity, authority and validity 
6f this aft, his Catholic Majefty hath faid for the ac- 
'^omplifhment of the fifth and fixth articles therein in- 
serted, that as to what relates to the common caufe, 
and the common welfare of his kingdoms, lubjedls and 
vaffals, he confirms and hath confirmed this aft, accord- 
ing as it is expeded by the moft ferene Infanta Madam 
Maria Terefa, the betrothed and future Queen of France, 
his moft dear and well- beloved daughter: and that of 
his 6wn proper motion, certain fcience, full and abfolut-c 
power, and as King and Lord, who owns no fuperior 
in * temporals, he lupplies, and wills that they be held 
as fuppHed by his Royai authority, whatever defcft-s 
c^r 'Omiflions of faft or right, of fubftance or quality, 
of ftile or cuftom, may be found in the faid aft; and 
he ■ confirms and approves, fpecially and particularly^ 
the fiid fifth article, ahd what is agreed arid rcfolved 
the^rein, betwixt his Catholic Majefty and the moft Chrif- 
tTan King-, and he w^lls and conjmands that it have the 
forcd and vigour of a law and pragmatic fanftion, and 
that JaS fuch it be rectiveii, ^kept, obferved, and execu- 
t:edi -m all' his kingdoms, dominions and lordfliif s, with- 
out any regard to the laws, ordinances or cuftoms to the 
contrary, nom tvhich it derc^atesj and his will is, that 
for this time they bd held as abrogated and made void, 
though they be of fuch fort and quality, as that for their 
derogation there Ihould be requifite and'-neceflary other 
more exprefs and fpecial mention : and he hath com- 
manded 
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manded that it be fealed with his royal feal, and en- 
rcgifkred an4 publilhe^ in his council of ftate, and others 
to which it may belong. Of all which were cabled and 
and required to be witnefles, Don Louis Mendes de^ 
Haro, Count Duke Olivaresj* Don Ramire Nunez de

The treaty of Oliva fuccceds next in due order of 
time, and concerns Britain as a commercial kingdom 
very eflentially. This treaty was caufed by a war, entered 
into by the Emperor Leopold 'the King and Republic of 
Poland, and the Eledor of Brandenburg, againft Sweden, 
in order to divide its territories amongft them. They 
were firft encouraged thereto by the ill treatment the 
fubjefts of Charles the XI. in L'ivbnia met with, from 
tlieir Sovereign, who- had deprived them of their liberties. 
But Charles's bravery and good fortune conquered all 
obftacles, and it appears by the treaty had his domi- 
nions in the event wholly confirmed to him, by which 
means the balance in the north was properly preferved, 
which could not have been the cafe had that kingdom 
been overrun, fince Dcnaiark muft v^ry probably have 
fallen into the fame hands. And as fuch war muft have 
been continuent, our commerce in the Baltic muft have, 
fubfided for a confiderable time, and in the event have 
teen put a on very different footing from what it had been 

eftablifhed 
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rftablifhed by treaties. This treaty therefore was as re- 
plete of good confequences, as that of the Pirenees w^5 
of bad-, and it is not neceflary^to fay any thing more of 
it than that tradp by the nicans thereof kept its ufual 
courfe, the medium of power between Poland, Sweden^ 
and Denmark was atlj oiled to a due proporUonj and 
confequently the balance of power in the North pre^- 
ferved*

Articles drawn up and agreed to betw-een Ms Excellency Simoit 
Van Hoorn, amhafj'ador, of the High and Mighty Lords 
the States General of the United Provinces of the Ne- 
therlands, in the name and by order of the venerakk 
Lords the Bttrgomajlers and tounfellors^ f/ Amfterdam, 
and of Henry Jacob vander Hey den, ^pojl^majler of 
certain towns in th€\3mttd Provinces on one party and 
Henry Bilhop, Efy; tnajkr of the general pofis 'of all 
England, and from thence to all other Kingdoms and 
countries on the other part^ in the tenth year of the reign 
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of Charles 11. King of England, Scotland, tic. De* 
Fender of the faith. 

T T his been reciprocally promifcd and agreed betwixt 
■*• the faid Simon van Hoorn, in name and by order 
of the faid Lords the burgomafters and the magiftrate^ 
of Amflerdam, as alio of the faid Henry Jacob vandef 
Heyden, and the faid Henry Bilhop, that a way and a 
method ihould be concerted which might be more com- 
modious and more expeditious than thofe hitherto made 
life of, for the fending of letters every week precifely 
from England to the United Provinces, and from the 
United Provinces to England, in fuch manner that let- 
ters Ihould be brought every week direftly from England 
to fomc harbour of the faid United Provinces, and in 
like manner from the faid United Provinces to England. 
. For this ehd the following articles have been confi- 
dered and agreed to between the parties, viz. 

The faid Henry Bifhop has agreed with and promifed 
the faid Lord Simon vun Hoorn, as the perfon vefted 
-with the full powers of the faid Lords the burgomafters 
and the mag.ftracy of Amfterdam, and of Henry Jacob 
Vander Heyden, tliat he will keep ready, and maintain 
at his own expence, a fufficient number of veflels built 
in England, by which once a week upon a certain day 
fixed. Viz. Saturday, packets of letters fhall be brought 
from England to Amfterdam, and other towns and offices 
of the United Provinces; and that care.fliall be taken 
that the faid packets of letters (hall be carried beyond 
fea, with as much expedition as the wind and weather 
will permit, and that they fliall be fafely delivered at 
Helvoetfluys, Flufhing, or fome other harbour which 
the contrading parties Ihall agree on, unlefs hindered by 
fome misfortune that happens at fea. 

Alfo the faid Henry Bifhop fliall fo order it, that the 
packets of letters which (hall be fent from Amtterdam 
or any other place in the United Provinces, be taken in 
every Saturday at fuch ports, and that they be carried 
in like manner to the ports of England, with as much 
expedition as the wind and weather will permit, and 

fron> 
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from thence forwarded to the offices at London for de- 
livery to fuch perfons as they fhall be direfted to. 

Moreover the faid Henr}^ Bifhop has agreed and pro- 
niifcd ithe faidLord Simon van Hoorn, in the name and 
.charader as above, and made the like agreement with 
the faid vander Heyden, that he will keep an cxaft ac- 
count of the. weight of all packets of letters, that fliall 
be fcnt by the way of Amfterdam to Hamburg and 
Dantzick, or to any pare of Italy or the Nof th ; and 
that computing from the day when the faid account (hall 
commence, he \yill caufe a payment to be made every 
three months to the Lords burgomaflers and magiftrates 
.of Amfterdam at the rate of an Englilh Ihilling for 
every ounce weight of letters that fhall be fent that way 
to Hamburg, Italy, ar the northern countries. 

The faid Henry Bifhop likewife promifes the faid 
Lords the burgomafters and magiftrates of Amfterdam, 
to pay them i2d,. Engllfh for every ounce weight of 
letters from Italy that fhall be fent through the faid city 
of Amfterdam to England; and as to the letters from 
Hamburg, Dantzick and the North, which are directed 
for England, they fhall pay the common poftage at Am- 
fterdam as was formerly praftifed at Antwerp. 

Jn confideration of which the faid Henry Jacob yander 
Heyden pronaifes the faid Henry Bifhop (the faid L'ords 
burgomafters and the magiftrates of Amfterdam engaging 
in like manner to perform this contrad as far is con- 
cerns them) to pay of order to be paid the fum of 500^ 
fterling every year for the. charge and maintenance of 
the faid fhips ; which fum to be paid quarterly, viz. 
MS I. every three months, fhall comiinence from the 25th 
of December next enfuing the date aod fubfcription of 
,this contr^a. And if it happen that the faid fum of 500/. 
,or a part thereof be not paid to the faid Henry Bifhop in

faid poft ihall make as much difpatcb both forward and 
backward as ever any poft did or can do in thcfe pro- 
vinces I and that it ihall keep g regular time and method 
both in fetting out from Amfterdam, in arriving there^ 
and in fetting out from thence for England, and the like 
CO all the other towns of the United Provinces. Where* 
vpon the faid Jacob vander Hcyden obliges himfclf, and 
promifes to fetde fit pcrfons in the towns, and efpecially 
at the ports (which places Ihall hereafter be named by 
the parties) there to wait for and receive all packets oE 
letters that fhall be brought over by the veffels of the 
faid Henry Bifliop, and to fend them from one town to 
another with all fpeed, and with the fame expedition to 
bring packets of letters from thofe towns to the harbours, 
and to put them on board the veflels of the faid Biihop, 
which fliall lie ready to receive them : the Lords burgo- 
maftcrs and the magiftrates of Amfterdam promiCng alfd 
to caule the fame to be executed accordingly, as tar as 
it relates to them. 

Moreover the faid Hem y Jacob vander Heyden oblige* 
himfelf (the Lords burgomafters of Amfterdam pro- 
mifing it alfo on their pact) that he will take care that 
the fi^aries of the clerks appointed, or to be appointed 
for that end in tl>e feveral places^ fliall be paid pundtually 
arid without dek^ $ and that there ihall be always at Arti- 
fterdam and the ;pther towns of the United Provinces, 
a fufficient nuitiber of clerks capable to receive, diftributc 
and fend all die packets that ihall be received and fent 
to maintain a continual eon^fpqfidence with the faid 
Henry Bi^p'a p<^-mafters, and to keep exadt regifters 
of all the packets received or font, and of their weight. 

The Lords burgomaflers and the magiilrates of Anfi- 
ilerdam do Irkewife promiie the faid Henry Biihop to 
givre orders that the poftage of letters from England to 
Amiterdam be fo regujated, as not to exceed the rate 
that wi^ paid for them when they were brought by the 
way of Antwerp. 

By means hereof, a firm.^nd true friendihip will be 
eftabliihed between the parties with ft fincere -cor- 
rcfpoadence, for the reciprocal profit and advantage of 
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both parties J atid if any differfrtccf hapipen i3etween 
them*,relating to the performance and execution of the 
faid articles and conditions, they lliall be referred to the 
decifion of feme inipartiid arbitrators, who (hall be 
named on both fides^ and in whofe award both (ides 
feall acquiefce. 

The parties have alfb agreed ^ that rf any packets of the 
merchants or othei' parcels neceffary to be gommpnicated 
be put into their hands, they Ihall befent on an extra- 
' phlinary day, without flaying for Saturday, which is the 
day intended for the comoion letters; but if for this 
ireafon the faid Henry Biihop be obliged to keep a greater, 
or twice 'the nuaiber of veflels, in fuch cafe the faid 
vander Heyden ihall take care, with the afliftance of the 
Lords the burgamafters and the magiftrates of An^fter- 
dam, to pay or caufe to be paid to the faid Biibop at 
the end of every quarter, the fum of ftxty-two pounds 
ftcrling, towards defraying the extraordinary charge of 
the vefTels.

That to give the better countenance to the 
aff .irs of the Prince of Orange, and as a token of th^ 
affection of the province of Holand to his Highnefs, hisf 
MajeAy, the Eleftor and the Princefs Dowager, Ihall 
jointly defne the province of Holland that it would be 
pleafed to comrpiflioq fome deputies, and fome of the 
towns, particularly Haerlem, Levden, Enckhuyfen, and

King ^/England, 
and Frederick IIL IQng e?/ Denmark; it has no Date^ 
but is placed in the Tear 1661, by A'tzcma, in the lotb 
Tome of his Cdlle£f;onsy entitled^ Affaires d'etat & dc 
Guerre*, ^johere. he fays the Daniih Secretary left this 
Treaty behind^, mthcut eithef- Date or Subfcription^ as he 
J>ajed through HoWtmd. 

I. T T is agreed,* that there Ihall be a fincere friendlhip, 
J^ peace and confederacy between the faid Kings, 

and tfhdr refpeftive dominions, &c. 

' II. Any 
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!!• Any thing known to one that may be detrimental 
to the other, immediate information thereof fliall be given 
to either refpeftively. 

IIL Each king 'promifes faithfully not to fupply the 
tnemy of the other, under pretence of commerce, or 
otbcrwife, with military {tores, &c. And either of their 
fubjcfts contravening this article ftiall be fcverely puniihed* 

IV. The King of Great Britain, from the grcatful re^- 
mcmbrance of the obligations he has been formerly under 
to the King of Denmark, engages not only inviolably 
tQ obfcrve this treaty, but alio to include the faid King in 
all the treaties he (ball make with other princes. And 
that if aay power fliall hereafter attempt to invade his do.- 
minions, -will afBft him with all his forces^ 

V^ That neither of the faid Kings (hall harbour the 
«iemies or rebels of the other. And if there liappens to 
'beany tapeftry- hangings, carpets, piftu res, &c» belong^^^ 
ing to the King of Great Britain, in poflcffion of the faicl 
King of Denmark, the fame Ihall be reftored. And if 
any perfons guilty of the murder of the late JCing Charles

XI. If any differences arife between the faid kings and

XII. No article in this treaty to invalidate any former 
treaties made between any of the predeceffors of the faid 
Kings refpeftively. 

XIIL The fubje<f^s of Great Britain and Ireland fhall 
pay no higher tolls or duties in the dominions of the King 
of Denmark, than the Dutch or other foreigners pay, ex- 
cept the Swedes : Nor fliall the fubjefts of the King of 
Denmark pay more in Great Britain, &c. than the Dutch 
or other foreigners pay. 

XIV. Ships of the fubjefts of either party drove in by 
ftrefs of weather, or by an enemy, into the ports of the 
ochei", (hall not be obliged to pay any duties, nor be fearch- 
ed, fo they do not receive on board perfons fufpefted of

XVII. XVIII, XIX, XX. are the fame as the XI, 
XII, XIII, XIV. articles of the treaty of 1654 preced- 
ing. 

1^0 fhip? or vcITels, or goods and merchandife 
aboard (Jiips and ypflfels, the property of the fubjeds 
of eifner party, (hall be talcen and condeiT^ned as prize, 
without judicial examination in the pfoper court of ad- 
miralty. 

XXII. Englifli merchant (hips pafling the Sound, (hall 
jenjoy the acCuftomed privileges of deferring the payment 
of the toll until their return, provided they produce pro- 
per teftimonials of their belonging to the fubje<5ts of the 
king of England, and giving fecurity to the coilectors 
for paying the fame at their return, or within three months 
if they do not return.

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XXIII. Englifli merchant fliips fliall receive their dif- 
patches at Elfineur, without being poftponed for any na- 
tion whatfoevcr, excepting the inhabitants of certain 
places, who have obtained preference time out of mind.

I. rr^HAT from henceforwards and for ever ther^ 
jI, fhall be a good and -firm peace betwixt his Ma- 
jefly the King of Great Britain, Sec. and the Baffa, Pivan, 
and governors of Algier, and the dpmains thereon de- 
pending; and the va(rals,-fubje6ls and people of both 
parlies fliall not offend or damage each other, but treat 
one another with all the refpeft and friendfhip poffible : 
^nd all the fliips belonging to the King of Great Britain, 
cr any of his fubjefts, may freely come* Into the ports of 
Algier, and there buy and fell as in times preceding, as 
alfo into all the other ports dependirg on the government 
of A'gier, paying the dutes of ten per cent, as hereto- 
fore; and no body urder the ji rifdidion of Algij^^ fhall 
do cr fay any thing againfl his Majefiy*s fubjefts. 

II. That all the fhips which belong as well to his Bri- 
tannic Majefly, as to any of his fubjefts, and thofe alfo 
which belong to the Aigerlnes, may pafs and traffic freely 
in the feas withe vit any inqu.ry^ hindrance' or molcfiation 
whatever. 

III. That all the fubjefls of the King of Great Britain, 
who are at prefent Haves in Algier, or other placts of the, 
country thereon depending, Ihall be reliored to their V'- 
berty, paying the price for which they were fold the firfl 
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time in the market ; and tliat hereafter, no fubjefi: of his 
Majefty ftall be bought or fold, or made a flave in Algier, 
or the countries thereon depending,, 

IV. That if any fhip of Tunis, Tripoli or Sallee, or 
any other, brings into Algier, or other places thereon 
depending, any (hips, men or merqhandife belonging 
to the fubjefts of his Majefty of Great Britain, the go- 
vernors of chofe places fhall not perm t them to be fold 

. there. 

V. That when any merchant, who is a fubjeft of Great 
Britain, happens to die in Algier, or any places therecjn 

/depending, the Baffa, Aga, or o^her minifters fliall not 
^ feize his money or goods, but they fhall remain in the hands 
of the Englifti conful. 

VI. That it Iball be lawful for the Englilh and their 
conful who refide at Algier, to have a place for their

VII. If any of his Majefty's fubjefts happen to ftrike 
a Turk or a Moor, if he. is taken he may <be punifbed ; 
but if he efcape,. neither the Englifh conful, nor any 
others of his Majcfty's fubjefts, fhall be qucftioned for 

.it/ ' i ... 

VIII. If ^ny of his faid Majefty's men of war come 
inlo Algier, or any other ports of that government, with 
any prize, it may be fold there, and the mafters of the 
(hips may dif[X)fe of it at pleafufe, without being mo- 
kfted by any body, nor fliall they be obliged to pay any 
cuftom. And if the faid fhips are in want of provifion, 
or other nccelT^ries, they may freely buy the fame at the 
market price. 

IX* That the Ihipj belonging to his Majefty of Great 
. Britain, which come to Algier, or other ports of that 
country,* fljaJl pay the ufual cuftom for the goods which 
•they fell; and thofe wh'ch the? do not fell, may he 
put on board the Ihips again without paying any duty 
tor them. 

X* That if any fhips of his Majefty^ or any of his fub-

Majefty's fubjcfts, Ihall be obliged to pay the debts of any 
other Hnglilhman, or (ubjc6k ot his Majefty, ufnlefs they 
were fureties for him* 

XII. That no fubjcft of his Majefty of Great Britain, 
in cafe of any d.fFerences, Ihall be obliged to fubmit to 
any fentence but thofe of the Divan. 

XIII. That his Majefty's fubjefts who have any differ- 
ence between themfelves, fhall not be fubjed to any jurif-' 
diftion but that of the conful. 

XIV. That no merchant, nor other fubjeft of his Ma- 
jefty, being paflengers, Ihall be molcfted or injured in 
any of the harbours. 

And that the fccond article may be the bettfer executed 
according to the true fpirit and meaning of it, it is agi^eed^ 
that if any Algerine vmn of war happens to meet any 
merchant fhips bebnging to bis faid Britannic Majefty, 
in parts not within any feas belonging to his Britannic 
Majefty, he fhall have the liberty ofcmly feiiding his long 
boat on board fuch merchant Ihip, mth two men rnorc 
than the common rowers, and not more than two without 
the exprefs command or leave of the (aid merchant (hip. 
And as foon as a paflTport is produced under the hand and 
feal of the Lord High Admiral of England, the faid long 
boat fhall immediately retire, and the merchant fhip 
proceed. And though the mafter of the faid fhip fhould 
not produce a palTport frdm the Lord High Amiral of 
England, yet providtd that the crew confift for the pnoft ^ 
part of the King of Great Britain's fubje^s,. the long 
boat fhall quickly retire in like manner, and the mer-^ 
chant fhip proceed in ber voyage; and when any of his^ 
Britannic Majefty's men of war ftall happen to meet witb 
any Algerine .Ihip, if the matter of fuch Ihip produce a 
paflport from the governor of Akier, and that the great- 
eft part of the crew cenfift of Turks, Moors, or flaves> 
the Algerine fhip may freely continue h^r voyage. 

And as foon as th«fe articles arc figned and fealed by 
the Regents, and thofe who have fovereign authority in 
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the city and kii^dom erf Algicr, al! tlie injurfes ancf 
damage donc^and fufFercd on both fides fball be forgot, 
and this peace Ihall be in its full force ; and all damages 
4done, and booty taken on both fides, after the executioil 
of thefc prefents, and the proclamation of the peace, 
flxaU be reftored^ If any difference happen on either fide, 
it fljall not therefore be lawful to break the peace till the 
due fatrsfa<aion be abfolutely rcfuled.

cers alhore, who fpei^ as follows 2 ^ Praife and glory be 

* to God : gentlemen and friends, we have lived with .

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II. If a Controverfy arifc betwixt an Englilhman arid 
a Turk, the Divan Ihall decree juftly concerning it, and 
lliall ufe their endeavour that the quarrel may be accommo- 
dated, and. that r ght and jullicc be adminifteredtowhom 
it is due* 

III. If any difference arife between the Englifli on ac- 
count of any tumult or murder, or for any civil caufe^ 
the eonful Ihall be the only judge of it, 

IV. But if an EngliJhman owe money to a Turk, not 
the eonful but the cady (i. e. the judge) fliall give judg- 
ment in ihc cafe. 

V. And if it happen that either party complains of 
fkirmifhes, whether by land or fea, a rupture Ihall not 
enfue oci account of fuch ikirmiihing, but the one party 
ihall notify it to the other by letters, and the delinquenc 
who prefumed to infringe the peace Ihall be punilhed, and 
jperhaps^lofe his head. 

'VI. In cafe that an Englifli fliip.want provifion or 
tackle, if the mafters buy and pay for it, they fhall nop 
be obliged on that account to pay. any duties extraordi- 
nary, ... 

VI f. If any Algerine Ihips, commiflioned by public 
authority to cruife after the Ihips of enemies, happen to 
meet any Englifh merchant ihips at fea, fuch corfairs may 
fend their long boats on boaid tlie Englifli fliips with two 
or three men in them, befides the rowers ; which two or 
three p^rfons alone fbaJl gQ on board the fald fliip, to en- 
quire of the flcipper whether he carries any Spaniards^, 
Genoefe, or Portuguefe, or their goods ; and if the flcippet 
ihall make anfwer that any people of thofe nations or then- 
goods arc en board his fliip, he fliall be obliged to deli- 
ver up fuch perfons and goods to thecorfair, provided he 
pay for their freight. But fuch corfair fliall not be per- 
mitted to compel the flcipper or his men to make fuch con- 
feflion with menaces, fl:ripes, or blows. 

VIII. When the Englifli merchants arrive with their 
fliips, and expofe their goods to fale upon the continent, 
they flisll pay ten in the hundred cuftoms for the goods 
fold, bui Ihall not pay any at all for fuch as thj^y cannot 
fell.

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And whereas all the above-mentioned articles have 
been prbpofed by the Ehglifh, the feriate makes anfwer 
that the faid articles aire acceptable, demanding at the 
fame time, if any perfori has any thing to objed: to them, 
that he nbW declare it^ and that if any perfon hereafter' 
offer to publilh any innovation, contrary or detrimental to 
this treaty,, he fliall be feverely cenfured, and not reckon- 
ed a member of our order. Then with hands lifted up^ 
thanks were given to God for his bounty, and for the 
peace granted betwixt the King of England and this city ^ 
jind it was agreed on both fides, that he who Ihould bireaK 
the peace fliould be moft feverely punilhed. 

Treaty of Peace between Charles II. King of England, dni 
OfmanBafla, and the people ^/Tripoli, ilf^^ O^Sober 
i8, 1662. 

AG 00 D and firm peace fliall take place and be cul- 
tivated from this day for ever between his Royal 
Majefty of Great Britain and the Baflar and the people of 
the city and kingdom of Tripoli. And the mips and 
fubjefts of both parties ihall not damage, injure or re- 
proach the- other, but fhall carry it as obligingly to one 
another as poflible, with all manner of honour and friend- 
ihip. It fliall alfo be free for all the fliips of his Majefly 
of Great Britain, or his fubjefts, to put in at the port of 
Tripoli without any hindrance, and therein to buy and^ 
icU as heretofore. And it Ihall not be lawful for any per- 
fon, fubjedt to the jurifdiftion of Tripoli, to dilguft any' 
fujeftof his RoyatMajefty of Great Britain, either with, 
reproachful language, or by any real injury. And all in- 
juries and damages committed and fufl:aincdon both fides, 
after the fubfcription and figning of thefe articles, fliall' 
be wholly buried in oblivion and ceafe, and on the con- 
trary the peace fliall remain cfl:abliflied in full force and

U. AH and Angular the fliipg, as well thofe of his^ 
Britannick Majefty and his fubjefts, as thofe whicTi belong 
to Tripoli, fliall freely and without any impediment crofs 
the feas, and trade withoxit any vifitation, interruption 
and OTolefl:ation. And that this fecond article may have' 
' Vor, I^ M the 
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the greater ftrefs laid upon ir, it i^ agreed for the better 
underftanding of it, that if at any time the men of war 
of Tripoli rneet any Englifh merchant (hip out of tb^ li- 
mits of his Britapnick Majetty's feas, the faid Ihip Ihall 
fend only the long boat aboard her, with two perfons be- 
Jides the rowers. But befides thefe two no other perfon 
ihall go aboard the Ihip without the exprefs confent of the 
Ikippcr ; and the faid boat, as foon as the (kipper ,ha3 
ihewn the letters of fafe conduft figned by the Lord High 
Admiral of the Englifli nation, (hall immediately retire 
J^nd fuflFer the faid (hip to proceed on her voyage with full 
fail.

The treaty of marriage with Portugalwas conducted 
Jihis year 5 we have not the treaty itfelf, nor kno^ rtiore of 
Jt than that Bombay in the Eaft Indies, and TangreFin 
Africa were ceded to us, and that the Infanta had for het 
portion befides 300,000 1. Tangier was put into Ihe 
pofleffion of the Earl of Peterborough, the joth cff, Ja- 
nuary 1662. iThe Earl -of Sandwich went rrom thcnc^' 
with the jfleetto Lifbon, and having received the Queen's 
portion, failed with her Majefty for England; and 'Arriv- 
ed with her at Spithead the 14th of May 1662. Tangiei: 
was afterwards demolifhed, and Bombay remains ftifl in 
our hands, an important acquilition. The rcafoh of de* 
moliftiing Tangier was the fame as for the felling of 
Dunkirk, of which I fhall fay its mudh as is rteceffary on 
the occafion in the next paragraph. 

The next is a treaty with France concerning the Me of 
Dunkirk, the importance whereof is fo wjell underftood 
by every body, that remarks on that point are neejttlefs. 
But this naturally carries us back to the previousr ffeafon- 
ings on this fubjeft, when it was delivered up to Crom- 
well, and proves that however bad his politics might be 
in entering into an alliance with France, this trtitf has^ 
done the nation all the real mifchicf, which Ludlow^nd 
his followers charge on Cromwell. The cotirfe*(if l^f-* 
tory down to the prefent moment will fhe* this4tt^he 
moft glaring colours. And I am extremely forry to (ajr 
that I muft either enter into very fevere rcflefltions on the, 
conduft of that unhappy family in the perfon df Ch^}es* 
11. or wave giving the reafons for that ratal treaty, wlxich' 
I (hall therefore only deliver in a very concife manner, 
viz. that Charles wanting money for purposes no wa)^^ 
either to his own honor 6r to that of the nation, rithei^ 
chofe to make France formidable to us, than to be drf- 
appointed. And the treaty is fet here as a land-mark, 
negatively to dir#dt future Princes whatcourfe to fteer, 
when they would avoid hazarding the Ihipvi^rccking the' 
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nac\6n, rather than make the lead facrifice to their vkes 
and follies.

The next is a perfonal treaty between King Charles and 
the Duke of Gobrland, relating to Tobago, one of the 
Garibbee iflands in the Weft Indies ; it feems that the 
'Duke's fubjefts had poffefled themfelves of, and fortified ' 
this ifland, and had likewife made a fetclement on the 
coaft of Guinea to fupply It? with Negroes. The Dutch, 
who feldom lofe aqy opportunity, that prefents, of m^r 
ingacquifitions, had furprifed it, and the Duke of Gour- 
land, not being in condition to recover it, applied to' 
Charks, who had then drawn the parliament in to confent 
to a War with the Dutch, and confequently was the moft 
proper ally for the Duke to apply to. But the treaty did' 
not in any fenfe anfwer the purppfe for which it was made 
to the Duke, for in the event he loft both the iflandand his 
fettlement on the coaft of Guinea. 

Treaiy betwixt Charles II. King 0/ England, and'J^mts, 
' Duke of Courland, Relating to Tobago, one of the Garib- 
bee Ijlands, which was dsfcoveredy cultivated and forti'^ 
fied iy the Duke*s SubjeSlSy till they were difpo£effed by the 
Dutch ; upon which the Duke fuhmitled it to King Charles V 
ProteHionj and held it by fVay of Grant from the Crown of 
England^ Concluded November 17, 1664. 

I. ^HE King grants the Duke and his fuccpflbrs full

In confideration of the aboyementioned concef- 
fion and grant, the Duke makes over to his Majefty, his 
Iheirs and fucceffors, the fort of St. Andrew in Guinea, 
and all other forts, fortifications and fconccs there, be- 
longing to the faid Duke, together with all guns, buHets 
and powder, and other inftruments of war thcrreto be- 
ionging. 

III. The Duke agrees, that bioifelf and his heirs ihall 
pay three per cent, for all goods irriportedor exported from 
any of his Majefty^^s ports in.

In teftimony, an^ for tf^e uodQubted confirmation of 
this treaty, Charles 11. King of Great Rritsyo, nod James 
the Duke of Courland, have figned and fealed the above- 
named treaty^ Noyeinber a 7, 1664* : : 

Lewis XIV. waji now contriving to. break iii upon tjhe 
Pyrenean treaty, and b^d proje(9:ed die conqueft of the 
lN€therlands, in order v^eretoit becanie exWenjeJy iic- 
ceffary to be on gpo4 tcrflfis with England ; it is .fliewn 
before that Charles had fold him Dunkrik, of whicfc 
Jbargain Lewis .made a fuitable ufe; he by 4pgre?« /orti- 
fied it, and made the harbour capable of receiving ibipy 
of fixty guns. This was dofne at an ii?imMfe fxp^nc^e, 
but Ihcws the value he fet upon it, and forefeeing tbe.mi£j 
chief it was capable of dping to the Britiib trade* Soou 
after the conclufion of -that, treaty^ he entered into tnr 
gagements with Holland ag^inft E^glancl } but &Mmig 
diat did not fu|ficicnty weaken either of the naaiitimc 
powers, nor le^ve him ^t Ipifure to purfue his corK]ueft$ 
in Flanders, he found it neceffary to be upon gOod.tefroi 
with England. Oh the eighth of May previous to this 
treaty, Philip IV. being then dead, he wrote to the Queen 
regent of Spain, that he was ready to app^iir ajt the he*d 
of his army to do himfelf right on the behalf of hb 
Queen Mary Terefa, tldeft daughter of the Ute King, 
alledging the title of deyqluti^n, by whjph he claimed 
the dutchy of Brabant, the counties of Namur and Hai? 
nault, and feveral other large domiinions jn the Low 
Countries, grounded on the <:uftom^ pf thofe provinces, 
where the eldeft daughter by the firft venter is to fticcecd 
the father preferably to the m^le children qf tli^ fecond, 
forgetting the before - mer^tioned renunciation. The 
Qeen anfwered the letter, and defired a treaty ; Lewis re-? 
ceived it, and imniediatel)r eptered upon adlion, and made 
himfelf matter of ^i:guc^,. Furhfs, Armentiers, Courtray, 
Tournay, Doway, Audenarde, Aloft and Leifle. The re«i 
cital of which part of hiltory furntlhes us with the true 
reafon of this tre^ty^ and the natural confequcnccs refult- 
ing therefrom.

BE it known, that a peace, alliance and good cor- 
refpondcnce has been concluded and figned July 31, 
N. S. and the 21ft of the fame month, O. S. between 
the moft high, moft excellent and moft potent Prince 
Lewis, by the grace of God, King of France and Na- 
varre, our foverign Lord; and the moft high, moft ex- 
cellent and moft potent Prince Charles, by the fame Grace 
of God, King of Great Britain, their kingdoms, ■ 
countries and territories fubje<ft to them : the liberty of 
commerce is reftored between the fubjefts of the faid king- 
doms in the fame ftate^s it was before the laft w^r : and 
that the publication made by common confent may 
ferve for a rule for thje future as to the limitation of, the 
terms ; during which according to the tenor of the feven- 
teenth article of the faid treaty of peace, there (hall be 
no reparation made for Ihips that have been taken; the 
firft of thefc terms fliall commence on the 5th of Sepcrm- 

bcr. 
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bcr, N.S* and the !26th of Auguft, O. S. this year, In 
the neighbouring feas, which extend to St. George'^ 
dianncl between England and Ireland, to the north fea, 
and to the Baltick ; the 4th of Odober, N. S. and the ^ 
24th of September, O. S. from the faid neighbouring 
hzBy as far as cape St. Vincent; the ift of November, 
N. S. and aad of Oftober, O. S. from Cape St. Vincent, 
as fat as the cqoindftial line, as well in the ocean as th^ 
Mediterranean; the 24th of February, N. S. or the 14th 
O. S. on the other Ode of the line, and all the world 
over. Done at Breda, Auguft 24th, N. S. and 14th, 
O. S. in the year 1667. Signed d'Ejlrades and Courtin, 
and fsaled With their coats of arms. 

The next year 1668 Lewis made himfelf mafter of alf 
the Fr^nche Compte without lb much as a declaration of 
war, and in contempt of the Pyrenean treaty, and the 
Iblemh renunciations of the faid^provinces, which is in* 
ftrtcd in the marriage contraft, and makes part of the 
treaty. This proceeding not only alarmed the Britifh 
parliament, but alfo the neighbouring powers, and a 
treaty was clapped up with Holland, and another entered 
into between England, Holland, and Sweden, common- 
Jy called the Triple League, and Portugal concluded a 
peace with Spain. This Triple League was at firfl: look- 
ed upon as an invincible barrier to the Netherlands, and 
an effeftual check to the power of France ; but the e- 
vcnt plainly ihews it did not anfwer the intended purpofe; 
and that the rcfult thereof was another treaty, which in- 
ftead of retrieving what was loft^ confirmed Lewis in the 
greateft part of his acquifitions, and produced a very bad 
tfFedt. This was the treaty of Aix laChapelle, and will 
be feen in its proper place. 

The Treaty of Alliance between his Majejiy King Charles IL - 
of England and the United Provinces of . the Low 
Countries, into which King Charles XL of Sweden ^as 
admit ted. Concluded January 23, ,1668, and called the 
Triple League. / ^ 

L T F any prince or ftate whatfoever fhall invade the

Introduftory to the treaty of Aix la Chapelle is one* 
concluded at St. Germain en Laye ; it began *to appear 
very qbvious to the Britifh Parliament that Charles was 
whblly in the intereft of France, that the fcheme was to 
xnake France mailer of the Netherlands, and thereby de- 
priring Holland of the affiftance of Spain, whofe intereft* 
was become mutual, to ovemfn the United Provinces, t& 
deprive England of their affiftance, and confequently to 
e(bblifli Charles in the uncontrouled power over the people* 
To prove this needs no quotations from authorities here, 
lincc in the courfe of this work it will appear as clear as- 
light, but it will be not quite fo ' clear what was Louis's 
trtic views, whether to make Charles abfolute over his 
people, or a dependant Prince on France, or both. It 
would extend the argument too far to reafon upon it, fincc 
Jleither, through the refolution of the people of England, 
and the concurrence of Holand and the empire, has bap* 
]fened; 

Charles found it imprafticable to go on with the war 
:^ainft Holland, becaufe the commons did not chufe ta 
give him ^ money for that purpofe, and without that, it 
feemed much more for the intereft of France at prefcnt to 
make peace, as Holland was willing to enter into it on 
any terms, with Charles to be the guarantee, jjnd Franco 
left in poffcflion of the greater part of her unjuft acqu- 
fitions. And thefe three being agreed, Spain was ob^ 
liged to fubmit to fuch terms as they would make for her. 
Neither the Queen of Spain, nor the States of Holland 
perhaps fotefeeing the bad cffefts of their* prefent affent, 
or if they did, might very reafonably conclude,' that the 
ftopping the. prefent career of France, by gaining of time, ^ 
fome lucky incident might give a more favourable tura 
to the affairs of Europe. The Dutch probably faw into 
the views of both Charles and Louis, and coiTfenttd to 
the propofing an alternative to Spain, which isthe fubjeft 
of the following treaty.

The abovefaid treaty not fettling matters to the fatis- 
faftion of all parties, it did according to the ftipulations 
of the fifth article engage the two crowns of France 
and Spain to enter into a farther treaty, which is that of 
Aix la Chapelle, whereby the foundation was laid of 
all the troubles in Europe to this day* The conceffipn$ 
therein mentioned will Ihcjw the cftablilhaient of the 
power of France \x\ the Netherlaii.dsj and fucceeding 
afts evince its pernicious confequence. The treaty of 
Pyrenees from henceforward came to be confadered as the 
bafisx)f the welfare of Europe* And all the interven- 
ing afts and treaties,, not fpecifically confined to the 
fenfe of that, as contributing fo much towards thc^ 
aggrandizing of France, as they deviated therefrom, 
and conftrquently to the ruining, the reppfe of -Europe, 
and laying the fpundation of either uniyerfal monarchy, or 
perpetual cxpence,- war and btoodflied.

Mr. De; Witt, the Dutch ftatefman, and advocate for 
France, ^nd fome moderns of his turn, I^iugh at this as a 
chimera: but as it never yet appeared that France ever 
'left any thing unattained, that was in her power to reach, 
or her intcreft to acquire, fuch people will be puzakd 
to fhew, that if thefe are not the pv3rfuits of France^ whac 
are? or why (he is at fuch continual expence, and drains 
her own bowcjs in the manner flie does ? if not for fome- 
thing more important, than the conquefts of a few towns 
in Flanders? which fte has puFchafed the fee fimple of 
fifty times over* Thefe people, will not allow the French 
politicians to be foools, yet will make them, aft on prin- 
ciples, ho way confonant,. either to reafon or intereft. 1 
muft therefore conclude, that either the purfuits of France 
tend to uriivcrfal monarchy, or are infinitely ridiculous; 
but that Qie will be able to attain it^ is another quef- 
tjon ; 1 clearly believe not, and in that light join with 
them in confidering it as a chimera, the iatcnc is one 
thing, the execution another; while one is guarded 
againft, the other will hardly take effeft. But this proves 
nothing againft the intent, nor againft the inctprobability 
of its taking effea, provided it is nqt properly guarded 
againft • And as the intent .proves itfelr by the endeavour 
reduced into afts, fo it appears by a conftant; courfe of 
fuch afits, what is the intent, though it cannot ascer- 
tain what will be the event. 

The 
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tlie treaty of Aix U ChApelle liad this g;o6d eflfeft, 
that it kft Euroj^ in repofe ftr fdme time, and ^as ^ 
the means of creating 4 ftienfhip between Spain and 
England not a little awtv^ntageous to our commerce at 
home, and of the adjufting our rights in America. 
Jamacia wa« thereby eftabliihed an Englilh colony^ as 
inras alt other places in our poffeflion without referve, 
which fipiftied ail difputes on that head, and afcertained 
to us an acquifition which has finte proved invaluable.

IV. The two Kings fhall take care that their fubjedks 
forbear all ads of hoftilit)^ and call in all commiifions^ 
letters of marque and reprizals, &c; and puni(h all o(fen* 
der^, obliging them to make reparation.

Done at the 
C^w^ 0/ Hefurick, July 16, 1672, 

THE favourable fuccefs wiih which God has been 
pl^afed, both by land and fea, to blefs the jufl 
war which the kings of France and Great Britain were 
obliged to enter . into againfl the States General of the. 
United Provinces of the Netherlands, hav-ing inclined 

the 
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the faid States to fend deputies at the fame time towardi^ 
both of the faid Kings, to make them propofals of peace, 
and to know on what equitable terms they were^illjng 
to grant it to them; his mod Chriftain and his Britahnick 
Majefty being both touched with the fame affeftion 
for the public tranquillity, and being fwayed by this 
motive, f6 worthy of good and great Princes, to pre- 
fer an honourabli^ peace to a war fo happily begun, 
that it promifed as glorious an iffue, were not averfe to 
hearken ta the propofals which were made to them by 
the faid Scates: but as the ftrift amity betwixt their faid 
MajeftieS, as well as the bands of the treaties which have 
united them in this undertaking, gives them but one 
mind in the refolutions which they may form, -either 
to put an end to the war or to continue it, tbey im^ 
-mediately communicated to each other deputations which 
were made to taem by the faid States, in oMer to agree 
-by common concert in the manner of admitting them, 
ind regulating their propofals, Andbecaufeat ajunc- 
'tureof fuch importance, the King of Great Britain thought 
it was for the good of the caufe to impart his feriti'ments 
forthwith to his moft GhriftianMajefty, and to inform him 
felf likewife of the fentiments of his Majeftey by perfons in 
whom he had an entire confidence, he therefore nominat- 
ed his aml)affadors extraordinary, viz, the Duke of Buck- 
ingham, his mafter of the horfe, the. Earl of Arlington/ 
his, principle fecretaryofftate, and the Lord VifcountHalli- 
fax, member of his privy council, by his full powers dated 
the 2ift of June laft, and the Duke of Monmouth, by a 
like full power of the 22d of the fame month; who after 
having affured his moft Chriftian Majefty of the fincere 
and conttant afFeftion of the King their mafter, to con-^ 
^inue united in their firft engagements, and found alto- 
gether as ftrong a difpofition in his moft Chriftian' Ma- 
jeftj^ not to feparate their intercfts in the treaty of peace 
which' might be made, agreed on the following articles 
-with the Marquis de Lx^uvois, one of the privy coun-^ 
fellorS of the faid moft Chriftian King, commander, 
•chancellor, grand mafter, and fuperintendant general of 
the pofl^ in France, fecretary of ftatc, and of his orders; 
and- the Sieur Arnauld Lord de Pomponne, counfellor 
in ordinary in all his councils, alfo fecretary of ftate, 
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and of hi? orders, v/ho were apponited comrrit(Roner« 
and plenipoicnuarics in this affair by his faid,Mgjefty, 
and furniih*d in like manner with his full powers, 

L Though the f^ith of the jwo Kings is fuch, that after 
the promifts they made to one another by their treaty of 
the 12th of February, to niakc no peace nor trgce with 
the States General without the reciprocal confent of both 
their Majeftics, and till they are fully fatisfied 5 yet that 
theit common enemy may have no hopes left, how ill 
grounded foever, to feparate them in intereft, they again 
engaged themfelves feverally by the prefent article to 
hearken to no propofal of peace, without commu;iicatir>g 
the (kme to each other fpeedily, to enter into i^nc that 
may be made to either fepaf^tely for his advantage, and to 
accept of no fatisfadion till the other king is tujly con-- 
, tented with the fatisfadtion given to him. 

IL For this end the faid Kings promife to agree toge- 
ther on the condhtpr^s upon ^hich they ihall think fit to 
conclude a peace that may be h(o and honourable to 
both ; and not to confent to any accommodatioo with the 
i["aid Statefii General, till the faid conditioi^s b^ granted to 
jhera. 

III. And to the end that the concert of amity, uaion^ 
and mutual intereft may n^t only be cgnfirmSd by the 
prefent articles, but m^y be made known to the faid 
States General, their faid Majefties fhall give the neceflary 
orders for acquainting the deputies of the faid ftates ^ 
their court, or by fome other methcd which th«y ftall 
judge more puljlic, that neither tb^ir inte^eOs nor fatif- 
faftion can be feparate •, and by the prefent treaty the faid 
two kings confirm whatever was agreed upon and iigned 
by them on the lath of February laft^ which they again 
Ipiomife to obferv^ aa?d mai\itain in every artjiple. 

And the faid ccramiffioners of his mpft Chriftian M*- 
jeftyhave promifed on the, one part, as the faid ambafla- 
dors extifaordinary of his Majefty of Great-Britair^ have 
on the other, by virtue of their full powers, to caufe the 
prefent ^rticljes iQ be accepted *nd ratified li^y t^^ kwg& 
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iHetr maftcrft, tod to procure the ratiflcatioftj thereof «- 
fpcGtiYtly in a month's time. Done and concluded at the - 
camp of Hefurick, July i6, 1672*

The event of this war was generally favorable to the 
Englilh by fea, and to the French by land, and as far as 
human forefight can extend would probably h^vc ended 
in the entire conqucft of the feven United Provinces^. But 
as on the one fide the Emperor and Eleftar of Brandenburg 
came in to thieraffiftance, and they had at the head erf 
the ftate a Prince whonp^ no dangers could daunt, who'onljr 
thought of dying in the laft ditch, and the EngHlh nation 
being abfolutely averfe to the war; fo both Louis and 
Charles found they had undertaken a work beyond their 
power to effefl:. The latter found himfelf under a necef- 
fity of getting out of the fcrape as foon as poiEble, having 
now neither money, nor credit wherewith to condudl ic 
on his part. 

The Emperor in 1673 entered into an alliance' with the 
Dutch, by whic^ he obliged himfelf to fend ^,000 men 
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to the Rhine, towards the payment and recruiting of 
which, the dates were to pay 45000 rixdollars monthly, 
until a peace was concluded ; and if neceffary thofe forces 
to be augmented, and the fubfidies proportionably, the 
itates by way of advance to pay 100,000 rixdollers at 
Frankfort or Hamburg out of the faid fubfidies. If the 
Emperor Ihould be invaded by the Turks, he might re- 
cal as many of the faid troops as he had occafion for, and 
the fubfidies to be leffened proportionably. The treaty - 
for reftoring the Duke of Lorrain to his dominions to 
be jointly purfued. The King of Spain to be compre- 
hended in this treaty. ■ . 

Purfuant to this agreement, the King of Spain about 
the end of this year declared war againft France. 

Feb. ^^ 1674. Charles concluded a peace with Hol- 
land, which was proclaimed at London the 28th, 
whereby all pretenfions were made good, and both fides 
were for a time got well out of a bad war, which if it did 
no other fervice to the dates, it faved them a very great 
cxpence at fea, and enabled them the better to fupport 
the war againft France by land.

I. T T Is agreed and c<mcluded, that from this day 
^ there ftall be a firm, fincere and inviolable peace,^ 
union and friendfliip, between the moft ferene and potent 
King of. Great Britain, and the high and mighty Lords 
the States General of the United Netherlands, and their 
refpedive fubjeds, in all the countries, dominions aixi 
places whatfoever of both parties k\ Europe, or any othei: 
part, of the world, 

II. And to the end that this true union between the faid 
moft ferene Lord the King o( Gre^t Britain and the faid 
X.ords the States General may the faoner take effeft, it 
is agreed and concluded by them, that, immediately after 
the promulgation of the treaty of peace, all afts of hofti- 
lity fliall be prohibited on both fides ; nor ftiall any writ, 
commilEon, or inftrudlion be granted or promoted, or in 
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any manner permitted by either party, privately or pub- 
licly, direftly or indiredly, to mfcft, invade, attack or 
defpoil the fubftanc^, dominions or fubjefts of cither ; 
but on the contrary, the flibjefts of both nations fliall^bc 
ftridtly commanded, that in all places they behave them- 
fclves to one another peaceably and amicably. 

III. Becaufe the diftances of places are fo various, that 
the commands and direftions of the refpeftive fupcriori 
cannot arrive to all their fubjedts at the fame time, it has 
been thought fit, for avoiding afts of hoftility or the com- 
miffion of violence on both fides, to afcertain the follow- 
ing limitations, viz. that -after the expiration of twelve 
days next enfuing' the proclamation of this treaty, no hc^ 
tility be committed from that called the fotindings in the 
weft part of the Britilh Channel to the Naze in Norway; 
nor after the end of fix weeks Yrom the foundings to T^i- 
gier ; nor after the endof ten weeks in the Ocean, the Me- 
diterranean, or elfewhere between the faid city of Tangier 
and the line ; nor after the expiration of eight morfths in 
any country of the world : and whatfoever afts of boflili- 
ly ftiall be committed after the expiration of the termi 
aforefaid, under pretext of any former ^ommiflion, letter 
of reprifal, or the like, Ihall be deemed illegal, and the 
authors ftiall be punifticd as violaters of the public peace, 

IV. The faid States General of the United Provinces, 
juftly acknowledging on their part the right of the above- 
mentioned King o|" Great Britain, to have honour paid 
to his flag in the fea, hereafter named, will and do de- 
clare and agree, that all and Angular the fliips and veflfels 
whatfoever belonging to the United Provinces, whether 
Jhips of war or others, whether in fquadrons or fingle 
ihips, which happen to meet any (hips or veflTels what- 
foever, belonging to the moft ferene King of Great Britain, 
whether one or njore, carrying his Britannick Majefty'a 
flag called the Jack, in any ef the feas from Cape Fini- 
ftcere to the middle point of land in Norway, called Van 
Staren, the faid fliips or veflels ftiall ftrike their topfail, 
and take down their flag, in the fame mannjer, and with 
the like teftimony of refpedt, as has been ufually paid at 
any time or place heretofore by any ftxips of the States 
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Gtoerti and their ajiccftors, to any fhips of his Britannick 
Idajefty or his anceftors. 

V. Whereas the colony of Surinam, and the irticlei 
agreed upon for its furrender, in the year 1607, hetwceo 
William Biam, at that time governor of the faid colony 
for the moft ferene King of Great Britain, and Abraham 
Quirini for the faid States General, gave occafion to many 
quarrels and difputes in the execution of them, and con* 
tributed greatly to the mifunderftaading which arofe lately 
between his Britannick Majcfty and the faid States Genc^ 
Vai ; to the intent that there mav be no cauf^ hereafter 
for any miftakes, the fitid States General do by thcfe pre- 
ftnts agree and covenant with the above-mentioned moft 
ierene King of Great Britain, that the faid articles Ihall 
not only be fully executed without any prevarication or 
equivocation, but alfo that it ihall be free for his moii 
ferene Majefty of Great Britain to depute one or more 
commHTioners to examine the ftate and condition of hrg 
fubjeds remaining there, and to agree with them for the 
time of their departure. It ihall be free alfo for his moft 
ierene Majefty to fcrid one, two, or three ihip6 thither, 
to receive and bring away his faid Majefty's Aibjeds, 
together with their fubftance, goodls and flaves ; and that 
die governor then being for the faid States General (hall 
iK)t make nor execute any law, by which the Englifli fhaU 
bei ufed otherwife than all the inhabitants of that colony 
have 01* Ihall be ufed, in the purcbafe and fale of lands, 
payment of debts, or barter of goods j but that as longaa 
they remain there, they (hall enjoy the fame laws and 
privileges of fuing their debtors, paying their own debts,, 
IttvJ of making bargains, ftipulations and <ontra<5ts, as 
the other inhabitants commonly enjoy. And whereas his: 
Pritannick Majefty has required that fufficient and au-i 
thentic letters . frcni the States General to the governor 
of that colony, not opl/ that the faid Englifti may den 
" part from thence, but that the ftxips that are to be fent 
tiiithcr as aforefaid may be admitted, the faid States Ge- 
neral Ihall within certain fpace of tinne deliver full ancj 
fufficient letters and inftruftions to the pcrfon deputed for 
that end, to the governor of the colony, not only- that. h^ 
may permit free accefs to. the faidihip$i but give kave to^ 
' _ . fuch 
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f\kh of his Majefty*s fubjcds ta go oft botri them ai ftafi 
have a mimi to depart themre, and to be tranfportcd with 
their goods and fervahts to fuch pkcc as his Majefty ftialt 
i^ppomt. ' . 

VI. It is agreed ^nd concluded, that whatfbevct 
countries, iflandjs, towns, ports, caftks or forts, have o^ 
^all be taken on both fides fince the tinme that the late un- 
happy war broke out, either in Europe or elfewhere,^ and 
before the expiration of the terms above-menriofled for 
the ceffation of hoftilkies, fhall be rcftored to the former 
terd artd proprietor, in the fame condition they ihall bernt 
when the peace itfetf fhall be proclaitned. After, whicfc 
time there fhall be no fpoil nor plunder of the inhabitants, 
no demolition of fortifications, nor carrying away of 
guhs, powder, or other military ftores, which belonged 
to arty caftle or fort at the time when it was taken. 

VII. That the treaty of Breda concluded A. D- 1^7, 
its likewife all other preceding treaties coiiffrmpd by that 
treaty, be renewed and remain in fiill force, as 6r as il 
cdnfiftent with the prefent treaty. 

VHI. That the treaty of navigation entered into at the 
Hague between both parties A. D. 1668, be continvicd 
for nine months after the proclamation of this treaty ; 
unlefs it be otherwife provided by a Tubfequent treaty : 
and that in the mean while the confideration of a ncMir 
treaty on that head be referred to the fame commiffioners 
to whom the trade to the Eaft Indies is referred in the fol- 
lowing article. But if fuch commiflioners do not agree 
inf a new treaty of navigation within three months after 
their firft meeting, then ffiiall the aff^air be alio referred to 
the arbitration and difpofal of the moft ferene Lady the 
Queen regent of Spain, in the fame manner, as the regu-» 
Jation of the Eaft India trade is plainly referred tojier Ma- 
jelly's arbitration in the faid following article. 
* IX. And fince not only the wealth but even the tran- 
quillity of both nations chiefly depends on the mutual 
6nd undifturbed freedom of navigation and commerce, 
nothing therefore ought to be more taken care of by botli 
parties than a jurt an! equal regulation of commerce, and 
efpecially in the Eaft Indies ; and yet becayfe thac affair 
is of the greatett moment^ it will take up a great deal of 
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thne for the making of firm and durable aracles for the 
iatbfaAion and fccurity of the fubjedts of both parties. 
And whereas the languifliing and almoft expiring condi- 
tioQ of many countries of Europe, as well as or the two 
parties involved in this war, requires the conclufion of 
thb treaty to be fpeedy, the above-mentioned mod ferenc 
King of Great Britain having been pleafcd to clofe in with 
.the wifties and defires of the faid* States General, has for 
the fame confiderations agreed with the faid States Gene- 
ral, in the nomination of an equal number of commif- 
fiopers on both fides, that the perfons whom the ftatea 
fiialt nominaje may be fent to London, to treat with thofc 
whom his Britannick Majefty fliall likewife depute on his 
part, and that within the fpace of three months after the 
proclamation of this treaty. The number alfo of the 
commiflioners to be nominated on both fides Ihall be fix. 
But if in three months after they are come together their 
endeavours are not crowned with fuch fucceft as that a 
treaty be by that means concluded, the controvcrfies be- 
gun between them (hall be referred to the arbitration of 
the moft ferene Lady the Queen regent of S^ain, who 
fliall appoint eleven commiflioners, and whatfoever th$ 
major part thereof (hall determine indifferently, the fame 
fliall bind both pafties. Provided always, that they de- 
clare their opinion within fix months from the firft day 
of their meeting, which alfo fliall be within three months 
after the moft ferene Lady the Queen regent of Spain has 
taken the faid arbitration upon herfelf. 

X. That the faid States General fhall after the con- 
clufion of the peace be obliged to pay the' fum of 800,000 
patacoons to his Britannick maje(ty in the following man- 
ner, viz» 200,000 on the exchange of the ratifications, 
and the reft at three equal payments, within the fpace of 
three years next to come. 

XL That the moft ferene King of Great Britain above- 
mentioned, and the faid high and mighty Lords the States 
Gcfneral of the United Provinces, fliall fincerely and bona 
fide obferve all and Angular the articles contained and eftar 
bliflied in the prefent treaty, 4nd caufe then[i to be ob- 
fervcd by their fubjcds and inhabitants ; and they fliall 
not contravene them directly or indireftly ; nor fufFer them 
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to be contravened by their fubjefts or inhabitants ; and 
fliall ratify all and Angular the couventions above-men- 
tioned by letters patent drawn up in due form, Ggned with 

. their own hands, and fealed with their great feals ; and 
reciprocally deliver, or caufe the fame to be delivered, 
within weeks after the date of thefe prefcnts (or 

foonef if poffible) bona fide, really and cfFedually. 

. XII. Laftly, as foon as the faid ratifications arc exhi*- 
bited reciprocally, and duly exchanged on both fides, the 

^peace fliAll be proclaimed at the Hagiie within twehty 
four .hours after the ratifications are fo delivered and 
exchanged.

A Secret Article of the foregoing Treaty of Peace. 

THAT the frien^fhip and confederacy between the 
moft ferenc Prince Charles If. of Great Britain, 
France and Ireland, King, defender of the faith, &c, 
and the high and mighty Lords the States General of 
the United Netherlands, may be eftablilhed on morefolid 
foundations, and that a way may be opened more eafiljr 
for eftablifhing a fecure and durable peace in the Chrif- 
tian world, over and above all the articles which are this 
da\'^ covenanted and concluded in the treaty of peace and 
friendfhip between the two nations, it is alfo agreed by 
this fecret article, that neither of the faid parties ihall 
give, nor confent that their fubjtrds or inhabitants (hall 
give any aid, favour, or counfcl, direftly or indireftly, 
by land or lea, or on the frefh waters : nor Ihail furnilh 
nor permit the fubjeds or inhabitants of their lordfliips' 
and territories to lurnifh any Ihips^ folditrs, feamen, 
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ti^uaK toMtf^ inftrumcnts of war, gtin*powder, (h* 
ajty €lhcr necemrics for making war, to the enemies of 
Ahtt party, of any rank or conditiott whatever. And 
ttibc prcient article ihall have the fame force and virtue 
altsogether a&if It was included in the faid treaty of peace 
tod ffiendflrip. Provided nevertbekfe, and it be under- 
flood, tluMt notbfi^ herein (hall derogaftfe from any of th& 
coiitMitt of that treaty. It fliall aUa be ratified and con- 
firmed by the faid moft ferine King erf Great Britain, &c. 
and by the fatd Lords the States Genera} at the fame time 
ti the treacy co«cltidcd this day fhall be ratified. .DMa 
aC Wcftminfter, the ninth day of February 167J. 

Signed and fealcd as above. 

Spain having now entered into this war againft France, 
rtc French army pdflefled themfelves of all di< Franche 
Compte, routed the German forces- at Sintaheinv Laden- 
burg, and Enfheim, and the Dut^rh' and Spaniards at 
Senef^ and obliged them to raife the fiege of Oudenard* 

1675 opened with the French driving the Germans out of 
Alface, and of taking the town* of Huy,. tenant, and 
Limburg, in the Low Countries, and Ampurias and Belle-r 
gafrde in Catalonia, and at the conchifio^ of the year a 
treaty of peace was fet on foot at Nimeguen under the 
i5iedi«t«mof England and Sweden, which France was re- 
vived to cottchide fword in handy the fame not flopping her 
career. The account of this treaty is very clear and par- 
ticular in Sir William Temple;, our bufinefs here is- only 
IQ relate the confcquencos* LeQts entered upon the r^at^ 

1676 with his ufual fucccfs, b^t tne Dutch fleets 
, twice, before Sicily,.and in Flanders took Condp, Bouchain, 

and Aire ; and the Prinoe of Orange having laid fiege 
to'Maeftricht, obliged- him to quit it, and retire. 

With the year 1677 the Brit ifll parliament began to 
exert themfelves for the prefervation of Europe, in oppO-^ 
Ction to the King. They addrcffed.him feven times on 
• the fubjed of uniting with Holland, Spain, and the Em- 
pire, againft France, and in defence of the common caufe; 
The King had no inclination to acquiefce, afferting fome* 
times that fuch addrefles were an incroachment on hia 
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prerogative; and when that would not do, from time to 
time prorogued them. In the interval of the difpute, a 
tteaty of commerce was concluded with France : the 
Prince of Orange's army was routed at Cazal : the French 
took Cambray, Valenciennes, St. Omer, and St. GuiQain, 
and raifed the fiege of Charleroy, defeated the Duke of 
Lorain, took Friburg in Germany, and overthrew the Spa-, 
nilh army in Catalonia. 

A Treaty of Commerce between France and England, Fcbruar/ 

23, 1677. 

I, 'nr^ H A T.the fubjefts of either King may trade with 
X any country freely with whom they are at peace, 
or in neutrality, without being moleft^d by the fliips of 
war of the other, under pretence of hoftilities committed 
by thofe with whom they fhall trade againft the other, or 
otherwife howfoever. 

II. They may traffic during a war with the fame mer- 
chandife as in time of peace, contraband goods only ex- 
ccptedk 

III. Contraband goods are, canon and their furniture, 
fire arms, powder, match, bullets, pikes, fwords, lances, 
halberts, partifans, bombs, mortars, petards, granadoes, 
muflcet flocks, bandeliers, falt-petre, ball, head pieces, 
fhields, cuirafles, and the like armour : the tranfportation 
of foldiers, horfes, harneffes, piftol flocks, belts, and 
other things appertaining to war. 

IV. Merchandifes not contraband arc, woolen, linen,' 
filk, cotton, or any other fluffs or manufadhwres whatfo^ 
ever ; all forts of clothes and dreflcs made of fluffs, or of 
any other matter whatfoever, gold orfilver, coined or un« 
coined, tin, iron, lead, copper, coal, corn, barley, and 
other grain and pulfe, tobacco, fpices, faked and dried 
flelh, dry and fait fifh, checfc, butter, beer, oil, win?, 
fugar, falts, and every thing tending to the nourifhment 
of life; cottons, hemp, flax, pitch, cordage, fails, an- 
chors, mafts, boards, wood wrought out of all forts of 
trees, and that ferve for the building of fhips, or for the 
repair of them. Thefe are free to be carried to any port 
in neutrality, to the port of an enemy, and from one port- 
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of anv ertcmy to another j txjwns befieged, blocked up or 
invefted only accepted. 

V. Ships belonging to the fubjeds of cither party be- 
ing in the ports, or met at fea by the men of war or pri- 
trateers of the other, on producing their refpeftive pafC' 
ports^ fliall not be impeded in their voyage, or detained 
Alport. 

N. B. The form of the paffports is the fame as wkh 
Sweden. Vid . treaty 1 66 1 . 

. VI. Veffels of either party bound to a port of the 
eneniy of the other, (hall not only produce fuch paflport 
is aforefaid, but alfo certificates in due and authentic form 
frdm the cuftom-houfe of the port, from wbence fuch 
1re0el departed, containing an account of all the cargo 
on board her, that it may be known whether flie ha» 
Contraband goods on board, and of the nature of 
thofe which are partkularifed in the third article of thia 
treaty. 

. Vn. Vcffek carrying contraband goods are not to be 
forfeited, nor bulk broke untill fuch be legally condemn- 
ed, nor are the free goods to be forfeited becaufe of the . 
i:ontriabaitd, but to be reflored with the veffel. 

VIII. Mercbandifcs appertaining to the fubjefts of 
either party found on board an enemy's fhip, fhall be 
forfeited thcugh not contraband : but the merchandifes 
of an enemy found on board the fhips of the lubjedls of 
either party, fbaU not be forfeited except they be' con- 
traband. 

IX. Cotnmanders of men of war and privateers fhall 
be Uriftly. inhibited from doing injury to the nierchant 
9iip», utider the penalty of perfonal p^niihmei^t, and of 
being obliged to make good the damage. 

X. Commanders of privateers fhall be obliged to give 
Iccurity io a pi-oper fom, to, be inferted in thetr commif- 
fions, to mak6 good all damage, and towards fatisfa(5Hon 
whereof their fhips Ihall be liable, and their commiffions 
be forfeited* 

XI. Juftice fhall be duly and impartially adminiflered 
sn the dominions of either, to the fubje(5ls of the other> 
and the judicial fentenee pronounced be fully executed. 

- . XII. The 
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XII. Thp mini(^ of flithqr fowreigti complaimng to 
the bther of injufticc done the ftityed:, by taking of 
prizes, &c. the fame Ihall be examined by their privy 
council, or by commiflSon, and annul or confirm the 
f^id fentence within four months aftet the faid complaint 
bs made. 

XIIL In (lilts concerning prizes, if judgm^t begiveA 
fbr the reclaimer, it (hall be executed on giving feciirity 
notwithftanding. any appeal, but not fo, when given 
againft tbofe who reclaim. 

XIV. If thofe who take prizes treat their prifoners in* 
humanly, under pretence of extorting confeflioas, , Scc^ 
fhcy Ihall be calhiered and otherwife punithcd according 
to their demerits, the veffels releafed and all charges para 
syifhout further examination. * 

XV. Thofe Ihall be punifhed who take commiffi<ms 
from the enemy of the other, in order to take prizes from 
bis fubjedts. 

XVI. This prefcnt treaty (hall be confirmed as focMi 
AS pofiible, and the ratifications exchanged in two 
months. 

Done at St. Gcrmaine en Layes, &c. 
In the beginning of the year 1678 the French took 
Ghent, Ypres and Looe in the Low Countries, and in 
Germany poflTeflTed themfelvcs of Ortcmburg and fort 
Keil. In the mean time the King of England to amufe 
the parliament had entered into three feveral treaties with 
the ftates, which are inferted here to verify the neceflity 
the. Dutch were under of coming into almoft any terms 
the French would prefcribe : that is to fay, to conform to 
any. fcbeme the King of England (hould frame, though 
never intended to be executed. 

The Treaty of Defenfive Alliance between Charles II. King cf

^ all articles were agreed on, oadenying that the nDoft 
Chrifftian Ring.ftiould reftore the places therein fpecified 
to the Cathol c King and the ftates, till the King of 
Sweden had full fatisfaftion ; the King of Great Britain 
and fte ftates thinking this unrealonable^ rcfolved to 
encer into a war againft the faid moft Chriftian King, un- 
lefs he could be brought before th^ iith of Auguft; to 

• promife 
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promife to 'rcftore the fajd places immediately after the 
ratification oF the peace, and toperforni all points as fpc- 
cified in the treaty of July a6, 1678, (whicn fee above,) 
If he (hall not comply to the faid ternis, it is agreed 
, between the King of Great Britain and the ftates. 

I. That they will ufe all their endeavours to bring the 
tnoft Chriftian King to give his confent to the articles of

The rapid fucceflfes of the French, and the having no 
kind of depend an ce on England, obliged,, as I faid be- 
fore, the Dutch, and after them all the confederate

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all in his power to the fuccefs of the French, by amufing 
both the confederates, and his own parliament^ op the 
29th of Ayril, by his chancellor acquaints them, * That

' confiderations of accepting fuch a peace as Franpe ha(i 

* thought fit to offer, though it be withcvut his Mr^e{ly's\

This way of the King's fpeaking and a(5ting was ex!- 
tremely well underftood in thofe days, by b<^th politicians 
and people, as appears from Sir William Tepple, and 
from the proceedings of the Houfe of Commons, and all 
the reft of Europe" had exaftly the fame opinion of the 
matter; that is to fay, they were unanimoufly agreed in 
opinion of Charles's attachment to France. The Com- 
mons of England declare by their refolutions of the 4th 
of May, ' That the above league rnade with the ftates 
^ to procure a peace between the two crowns on certaip 

* terms therein ippcified, rot to be purfuant tp their ad- 
^ dreffes, npr confiftcnt with the good and fafety of the 

* kingdom, and defire his Majtfty to enter into the cor^- 
f federacy, and that no peace might be made wirh France 
^ without the general confent.' 

The French underftoqd this very well, and plainly 
forefaw that the having t;he King of England withput the 
people, would be of .little fignificance in the event. An^ 
if he (hould be forced at laft to" fall into the m^afures of 
the cpnfederacy, Wuld quite turn the fcale; therefore 
ufed all their art to divide the confederacy, each of whorp 
being glad of a peace on almoft any terms, were not very 
difficult to be fcparatt-d. The great burthen of the war 
on the cpiifederates part lay on the DutcH, and It was cqq- 
fequently their bufincfs tp lead ; they did fb, and pro- 
cured for themfelves and the emperor a pretty gpcd peace,

IIL All that has been done during this war, fliall be 

buried in perpetual oblivion. 

IV. The m6ft Chriftian King (hall reftore to his Ca- 
tholic Majeft/ the fortrefs of Charleroy, the towns of 
Binch, Ath, Oudenarde, and Countray, with all their 
dependencies, excepting the verge of Menin, and the 
town of Conde. 

V. The moft Chriftian King promifes alfo to reftore the 
town and duchy of Limburg, with its dependencies, 
the country beyond the Maefe, the town and citadel 
of Ghent, fore Rodenhers, , the land of Waes, the town 
of Lewe, and that of St. Guiiflari, the fortifications whereof

VII. The provifions for Friburg (hall not be liable 
to any new or ancient duties, the fame from Brifgaw 5 other 
merchandifes to pay no more than are paid by the Em- 
peror's fubjefts. 

Vllf. Commiflloners to be appointed in a-ycar to con- 
fider what lawful debts are to be paid by the town of 
Friburg. 

IX. All papers, records, &c. found at Friburg wheri 
taken, to be reftored, unlefs they jointly concern the faid 
town of Friburg, and then to be kept in fuch place as 
fliall be agreed on, that authentic copies may be had up- 
on occafiori. 

X. Ailperfons (hall have liberty in a year to depart 
Friburg, and to carry away their goods, or to fell either 
iripveables, or iJhmovables. 

XI. The faid town of Friburg may be reftored, in cafe 
their Majefties can agree on an equivalent.

XIII. The town of Nancy, with it's diftrifti ihall re- 
main for ever incorporated in the Crown of France^ 
and the Duke' of Lorain docs rcnonuce all right to it, 

XIV. For the t)etter communication between the faid 
town of Nancy and the dominions of France, ways half, 
a league broad fhall be marked out b^'commiflioners, on 
both fides from St. Didier to Nancy, from Nancy to AI- 
fatia,. from Nancy to Befanzon in Burgundy, and from 
Nancy to Metz, 

XV. All villages, houfes, lands, &c. with their depen-.

XIX. The right of prefenting the Bifhop of Toul flialf 
belong to the Duke. 

XX. Thofe who are poflefled of benefices by the King 
fliall not be diflurbed by the Duke. 

XXI. All proceedings at law under the King ftiall 
ftand good. 

XXIL The deeds and writings that were at Nancy 
and Bar ftiall be reftored to the Duke. 

XXIII. The Bifl)op of Straft)urg, his bother and ne- 
phew. Princes of Furftcmburg, ftiall be reftored to all 
their rights, honours, revenues, &c. the firft of them to 
his liberty, and all proceedings againft hioi be buried in 
oblivion. 

XXIV. AH fubjeds on both fides ftiall be reftored 
to the honours, dignities, eftatts, &c. wh^ch they ep- 
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joyed before the war, or falling to them during tKe fame ; 
but nothing to be demanded of the profits during the 
war. 

XXV. The agreement madiJ between the Emperor 
and Sweden, fliali be looked upon as if inferted in this 
treaty. 

XXVI. The Emperor and moft Chriftian King fliall 
ufe their utmoft endeavours to conclude a peace, and 
to that end firft a ceflation of arms between the faid 
moft Chriftian King and the King of Sweden on the 
one part, and the King of Denmark the Eleftor of 
Brandenburg, the Bifhop of Munfter, ind the Princes 
of Lunenburg, on the other. But if their good offices

XXVII. Places (hall be rcftored inna /^^ within a 
mohth after the ratification of the peace, 'excepting thofe 
in the foregoing article. * 

XXVIII. The difference about the caftle and duchy 
of Bouillon between the Biftiop of Liege and the Dukes 
of Bouillon, Ihall be amicably adjufted. 

XXIX. All a^s of hoftility Ihall ceafe immediately 
^ftcr figning this treaty of peace-, and if any thing be 
done otherwife within fourteen days, it fliall be repaired. 

XXX. Contributions fliall continue to be paid on both 
fides till the ratifications-, the arrears be paid within 
four months after, and fecurity given for the fame; fo 
that no force fliall be ufed for recovering of them. 

XXXI All things ftipuhted in the treatv of Munfter, 
concerning the Montferrat, fliall remain in full force. 

XXXII. The King of Great Britain fliall be included 
in this treaty as mediator. 

XXXIII. Thofe to be alfo comprehended, who fliall 
be named in fix months by both parties. 

XXXIV. All Princes and States may be guarantees 
for the performance of this treaty.

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XXXV. The rati^cations Ihall be exch^ftged within 
eight weeks after figning. 

"XXXVL No proteftation or cohtradiAion from the 
direftory of the Empire, againft the fiubfcription of this 
treaty, Ihall be received or efteemed vaild. 

itis evident upon the whole that the main views of 
France were efFed:uaIly anfwered, Louis gave up fome 
places to get the others better confirmed to him, and 
by getting them confirmed, laid the foundation of future 
acquifitions : that this is not mere conjeftcire, not only the 
ciroumftances preceding fliew, but likewife the fubfequent 
evince, and together rcrnder it extremely clear and obvi- 
ous, what difagreable confequences muft naturally re- 
fiilt from the evident* coriduft of a po^ver, whofe purfuits 
are determined to a point, wherefrom it never -has for 
fo many years paft, nor probably never will vary a tittle. 
To confirm my thoughts of this matter, and to (hew 
that one of the beft friends of the Stuart family thought 
' cxadlly' the fame way, and .plainly forefaw what would 
be the natural confequences of the purfuits of France, 
and of what importance the acquiring of Flanders would 
be of to all Europe ; Sh- William Temple, in a letter to 
my Lord Arlington, written in 1669, lays, that ^^ With- 
*Mn two years after the Ki^ig of France was well pot 
** feffed of all thofe provinces, he doubted no Prince 
** or ftate in Chriftendom would pretend to difpute 
'* with him any more than the Spaniard did then ; and was 
"an event, which in his opinion dcferved at that time 
v" to be a little more thought of than it was." 

To avoid breaking into the connexion of the hiftory, 
I have deferred exhibiting two treaties which it mucK 
concerns the commercial part of my readers to be ac- 
quanted with; the one is a treaty with Turkey, which 
. eftabl Ihed us in a regular fcheme of commerce with that 
country: the other is ^ treaty with the Northern Indians 
in America, which at once fecured our frontier colonies, 
and introduced by degrees a very pretty trade for our 
co«arfe goods and iron manufadurcs, in exchange for furs, 
fkins, &c.. 

I am precluded giving any hiftorical account of the 
firft commercial treaty, by the recitals in the body thereof, 
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thd which arc the beft hiftory-of it. The whole is clear, 
intelligible, and unverbofe, fo that to abftraft it would 
be an injury to that plain, ufeful fenfe, which ought 
to be the rule of^all treaties. The Civilians of all na* 
tions in the general courfe of public treaties, have in al- 
ttioft every . article, in order to make it more perfcd:, ex- 
plained the fame thing fo many different ways, as renders it 
difficult to underfland them any way: this is the ill effe<::£ 
of what the moderns call learning, who banifh plain 
fenft, and fubilitute in its ftead the art of playing tricks 
with woids, to which both the Turks and our men of 
commerce are very happil ' flrangers. In the addrefs^or 
.intordudion to the treaty, there is indeed fomething that 
iipproaches towards jargon; but that bejng no part of 
the treaty, is quite immaterial : and as in this collection 
we have no other of the kird, I have as matter of mere 
curiofity infcrted the whcrfc juft as I find it. 

treaty of Commerce piade and concluded between Mahomet

^perial Comwand, and no AH be fuffered to contravene them^ 

MAHO MET. 

THE decree under the high^iid majeftic Imperial 
feal, preferved and exalted by the divine prov> 
dence, whofe triumph and glory.are renowned throughout 
the world. I, who by the favour of the preferver of 
all thirhgs, and the mercy and grace of the merciful, 
.am the powerful Lord of the Lords of the^ world, whofe 
name is formidable upon the earth, the diftributer of 
all the crowns of the univerfe, . Sultan Mahomet Han, 
fon of the Sultan Ibrahim Han, fon ofthe Sultan Achmet . 
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Han, fon of the SuItan'^Mahomet Han, fon of the'Sul- 
t4n Amurath Han, fon of the Sultan Sclymus Han, fon 
of the Sultan Solyman Han, fon of the Sultan Sclymus 
Han. 

To the glorious among the Princes of Jefus, i^cvered 
by the high potentates of the people of the Mefliah, fole 
direftor of the important affairs of the Nazarenc nation. 
Lord of the limits of decency, and the honour of gran- 
deur and renown, Charles II. King of England and 
Scotland, that is to faj^ of Great Britain, , France and 
Ireland, whofe dcfigns and undertakings may the Al- 
ipighty bang to a. happy and favourable ifliie, witb 
t;he iilumiaation of his holy will. 

The Queen of the faid kingdoms formerly fent fevc- 
ral of her gentlemen of reputation, and perfons of quality,, 
with letters and fhips to this high Imperial port, (which 
is the refuge of the Princes of the world, and the fanftuary 
of the kings of the whok univerfe) in the happy times of 
my predeceflbrs of fanrious memory, who are now feat-, 
^d in paradife, where fouls enjoy the fulleft Ihare of 
divine mercy •, which gentlemen and prefents were agree- 
ably received, declaring and propoGng in the name of 
the faid Queen, a good and firm peace, and perfed: friend- 
ihip, and defiring that her fubjedls might have the liberr. 
ty to come from England to cur ports: our faid prede- 
ceflbrs of happy memory, did at that time grant their Im- 
perial permiffion, and put fcveral Imperial and parti- 
cular pafTports into the hands of the Engliftx nation, to. 
the end that they might fafely and freely go and come 
into rhefe dominions, and that both going and coming, 
vvhether by foa or land, they might not be molefted nor 
hindered. Afterwards in the life-time of our great grand- 
father Sultan Mahomet Han, of famous memory (to whofe 
fs>ul we wi(h divine abfolution) it tiding again defired 
that the mcrchandifing fubjefts, and their interpreters, 
might freely and fecurely come> traffic and trade through- 
out his Imperial domains, aad thai the fame capi;ula- 
tions, a ,d other privilfges, and Imperial paflcs, as thofe 
which had been granted to the nations of the kings and 
princes who were in peace and amity with this fubiime 
port, particularly France,' Venice, Poland, &q, might; 
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be alfo granted to the fubjefts of the faid Queen, and 
to all others that (hould come with the Engl. Ih colours; 
in compliance with the faid requtft, the Imperial capi- 
tulations and privileges which follow, were granted and 
confirmed by our predeceflbrs of famous memory, &c. 

I. That the faid nation and the Englilh merchants, and 
all other nations or merchants, that do or (hall arrive 
under the colours and protcftion of England with their 
(hips great and fmall, mcrchandife, effefts, and, all their 
other cftates, (hall at all times fail ftcurcly in our fcas, 
and go and come with all manner of fafety and freedom 
to all parts within the limits of our Imperial dominions^i 
in fuch manner that ho perfon whatfoever of that nation,^^^ 
jior his goods or cflPefts, fliall receive any moleftation or 
impediment from any perfon whatfoever. 

II. That the faid nation fhall like wife fafely and free^ 
ly go and come by land within the limits of our Impe-^ 
rial dominions without any injury, molcftation or im-. 
pediment to the perfons, cattle, eftates or effefts of the 
laid nation, but that on the contrary they Ihall at all 
times traffic freely and fe(:urely where they ple^fe in any 
part of our dominions. 

III. If it happen that any perfons of the faid nation 
coming into our dominions by land, or paffing into 
other countries, be detained or flopped by any of our 
minifters, fuch perfons fliall be reftored to their full and 
entire liberty, and never r^iore \>t molefted in their jour-, 
neys. 

IV. All Englifh (hips or veflels, grea^tor fmall, may at 
all times come and enter into any port or harbour whatfo- 
ever of our dominions, and ft t out from thence whcr\ 
they pleafe, without being delayed or hindered' by any 
perfon whatfoever. 

V. That if any accident happen to. any Englifh ftiipj^ 

freat or fmall, from danger at fea, or any other necef* 
ty, all the fhips as well Imperial as thofe belonging tQ 
private perfons, which happen to be near at hand, and 
all othe;- fliips that fail upon the feas, and that fliall be 
n?ar at hand to fuccour them, (hall be obliged to give 
them aid and afliftance; and when they are entered into 
our ports^ or harbours, they may flay ther^ as long. 
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9JB tlicy plcafe, buy all manner of provifions there, and 
otKer ncceffaries for their money, and take in frelh wa* 
ter without any tr.ouhle or hindrance from any perfon 
whatfoever, 

VI. If any of their ihips which happen to be ftranded 
by tempefts, or damaged by ^ny other accident, be caft 
away upon the coafts of our dominions, all the beglcr- 
beys, cadis, governors, minifters, and other perfpns* that 
happen to be at hand to relieve them, fhall be obliged 
tp give them aid and, affiftance, and all the goods an4 
merchandife that are faved fliaU be reftored to the Eng- 
liih; and if they are informed that any part of their 
good^ and n;ierchandife is ftole and carried away, our faid 
rninifter (hall make ftr!ft fearch and enquiry with all 
the diligence poflible, in Order to find out and recover 
the fi^id goods and merchandife, and to reftore them tc^ 
the Englifh. 

VII The Engliih merchants, their interpreters, brokers,, 
and all other Uxbjefts of the faid nation, Ihall fafely 
and freely come and go by laad or fea to all the porit$. 
of our dominions, and from thence depart when they 
pleafe, in order to return to their own country; and 
we forbid ^ll our beglerbeys, minifters, governors and 
other officers, the captains of (hips, and all our other 
(ubjedfts ar flavcs, to lay hand on their perfons and eftates„ 
or to do them any wrong or injury under any pretext 
lyhatibever. 

YHI. If it happen that any Englifhm.an atfent him^ 
fclf^ or fly the country, or turn bankrupt, either oa 
account of his own debts, or for having entered into 
furetylhip, the creditor (hall have no redrefs but fromb 
%ht debtor, and not from, any other Engliibman. And 
in cafe the creditor has no de^d, or authcntice bail-bond 
given by another EngUlhman, he flxall not have any de-t 
mand upon any othef En^lifhman for the payment o€ 
what is due to bim- 

IX,. In all caufes, affairs,, and incidents, that (hall 
happen between the merchants, interpreters, and brokers, 
or fcrvants, and any otlier perfons whatfoever of the 
faid nation, that is to fay. In giving or taking fureties 
in the matter of 4ebts or credit, at^d in a]l other things 
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which appertain to the minifters of law and juftice, the 
parties may always in fuch cafes apply to the cady, who 
Js the judge of the law, and execute a convention, or 
feme authentic and public deed in prefcnce of witneffes; 
and after having caufed it to be regiftered, may draw out an 
abftradt of it, to be kept by the parties, to the end that 
if for the future any difference or pretenfion be ftarted 
between the faid parties, they may both have recourfe 
to the faid convention and deed j and in cafe that the 
pretenfion appear to be conformable to the tenor of the 
convention, thatlhall be regiftered, it fhall have itseffed 
agreeable to the convention. But if the fiiitor is not 
furnifhed with fuch public deed, and has it not ready to 
produce, and only cxhibts partial evidence thai is tifling 
and lame, our rninifters (hall mew no regard to it,'but (hall 
aft in purfuance of the authentic deed regiftered. 

X. And if any perfon within the extent of our domi- 
nions accufes any Englilhman of having wronged him^. 
and takes occafion from thence to proceed againft him 
vi & armis^ or by partial witnefTes, our minifters fhall 
not hear them nor admit of their proofs; but the ambaf- 
fador or conful of the Englifh nation fliall be informed 
thereof, to the end that the affair may be decided with 
his participation, and. in his prefence, and that the En- 
glifh may always have recourfe to their fupport and pro-r 
tcdion, ' 

XI. If any JlngHfhman who committed any offence 
makes his efcape, or abl'ents himfelf, no other Englifh-* 
man who was not bail for him fhall be apprehended 
or mglefted on his account, 

XIL All Englifhmen, or fubjefts of the kingdom of 
England, who are flaves in any part of our dominions, 
or who fhall be demanded by the ambafTador or ccnful 
of the Englifli nation, fhall after due examination of the 
"faft, if they appear to be true fubjects of England, be 
Tcftored to liberty, and delivered up to the Epgliih am-r 
baffador or conful. 

XIII, All Englifh and all other fubje^s of the Crown 
pf England, that fhall live and refide in our dominions, 
whether th?y be rnarried or unrfiarricd, may trade, buy 
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and fell there, without being fubjeft to any tax, called the 
harach or poll-tax. ' ^ 

XIV. The annbafladors of England refiding at Aleppo, 
Alexandria, Tripoli in Syria, or at Tunis, A Igier, Tripoli 
in Barbary, or Smyrna, in the ports* of Cairo, or any 
other part of our dominions, may eftablifli whiat confuls 
they pleafe, and likewife dcpofe or change them, and ap- 
point others in their place 5 and not one of our minifters 
Ihall oppofe or refufe to accept them. 

XV. In all matters relating to law and juftice between 
the Englifli nation and any other nation whatfoever, nei- 
their the judges nor any other of our minifters fliall 
proceed and give fentence in the abfencc of their inter- 
preters. • 

XVI. In cafe of any difference happening between 
themfelves, the determination thereof (hall be left entirely 
to their ambaffadoror conful, conformably to their rights 
and their laws, and our minifters fhall take no cogniz- 
ance of it, 

XVII. Our galleys, ftiips, or veflels of our empire 
which meet with any Englifh (hips at fea, fliall not do, 
nor give, nor fufFer the leaft injury or moleftation to be 
done or given, nor ftop them, nor claim, nor demand 
any thing of them, but fhall falutc them, and fliew a re- 
ciprocal kindnefs to one anothef without offering any 
affront. ^ 

XVIII. All the particular privileges and agreements, 
which have in time paft bten granted to the French, the 
Venetians, or any other Ghriftian nation Whatever, whofe 
king was in peace and friendfliip with the Porte,^ are 
given and granted in the fame manner to the Englifli na- 
tion, to the end that the tenor of our prefent Imperial 
treaty may at all times hereafter be obferved by all man- 
ner of perfons, and that no body may in any meafure 
pretend on any colour whatfoever to contravene or vio- 
late if. I 

XIX. If the pirates or corfairs of the Levant, who in- 
feft thefe feas with their frigates, have taken any Englifli 

'fliip, or ftoleand plundered their merchandife and effeftsi 
and moreover, if any have taken away the goods of any 
Jinglifliman by force^ in any part of our dominions, our 
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minifters Aall be obliged to ufc all poffible diligence ta 
to find out the guilty perfons, and to punifh them with 
fcrvcrity, and alfo to take.care that all the, money, (hips 
and mcrchandife, and every thing that has been taken 
from thofe of the Englifli nation, may be immediatelyj^ 
punftually and abfolutely reftored to them. 

,XX, All our beglerbeys, captains, matters pf Imperial 
Slips, and other particular judges, governors, officers of the 
cuftoms, farmers, and all our other fubjeda and flaves,^ 
fliall at all times obey and faiisfy the tenor of our prefenc^ 
conventions, confirmed by oath ; and fball Avith the ut- 
moil refpeft cultivate the jfriendihip and good correfpon- 
dencc cftablilbcd between the two parties, and take fpecial 
care to do nothing that may be contray to it^ And fa 
long as the faid Queen of England ih^all in peace> friend-- 
Ibip and alliance fliew herfelf firm> conftant and fincere 
to us, conformably to the prefent treaty of friendihip, 
and a hearty good correfpondence, weprpmife likewife on 
our part reciprocally, that the prefent peace, friendihip,^ 
articles, capitulations and correfpondenge in the forn\ 
above written, ihaU be maintained, obferved, a<id regard- 
ed for ever, and that, no perfon Ihall contrayene or difo-^. 
bey any part thereof .^ AH which articles of peace and 
friendihip above declared, have been concluded, figned,, 
agreed to, and confirmed by ^n Imperial capituUtion h^ 
our predeceffors of happy memory. 

Since which tim^ bis Majefty of England, Jamesj^wha 
departed this liie in the time of Sultan Achmet Han, our 
grandfather of happy memory, haying fent a.mbafladors^ 
to our imperial throne with letteirs and prefents^ whicl\ 
were very agreeable, and having defired that the pea.ce 
and friendihip already coi)tra(Sted, and the good correfpond- 
ence eftabliihed with our predeceffors, and the capitula- 
tions, articles and privileges above-mentioned might be 
again ratified, and the faid peace and friendfhip renewed,^ 
^efiring moreover that forne very neceffary articles might be 
added to the faid conventions j his Majefty's defire being 
declared in the Imperial prefepce of Sultan Achmet Han 
our faid grandfather, it was im^>edialte^y granted, and 
he exprefsly ordered and comnjanded, that the faid peace 
and friendihip wi^ht be re^^wed an^ cotroborat^dji and 

that^ 
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tbat the ancient conventions and privileges might be con- 
firmed, and that the new articles defired might be added 
to and inferted in the Imperial capitulations. Granting 
moreover to the Engliih nation all the other articles and 
privileges which had been granted and inferted in aU the 
other capitulations made with the other nations, potcn* 
tates, or princes, who were in peace and'fricridfliip with 
the Imperial Porte ; and by this Imperial command he 
ordered that all perfons fhould obey the faid Imperial 
commands, and that the tenor thereof Ihpuld be duly 
obferved. The following articles were thofe which 
were at that time granted and added to the conventions* 

XXI. That our miniftcrs Ihall not demand nor take of 
the faid Englifh nation any cuflom, or other duties, for 
all the white crowns or fequins which they or any perfons 
whatfoever carrying Engliih colours, Ihall bring or tranf- 
port from place to place> or export out of our dominions ; 
and that neither the beglerbeys, beys, cadis, trcafurcrs, 
mafters of mints, or others, Ihall take , or demand of the 
faid nation, either crowns or fequins to change them into 
litile afpcrs, nor commit any violence againft them, or 
give them any trouble on that account. 

XXII. The Engliih nation, and all that come under the 
colours of England, with their Ihips, great or fmall, niay 
fail, trafiic, buy, fell, and live in all parts of our domini- 
ons : and, excepting fire-arms, gun-powder, and fuch 
other merchandif^, may put on board and carry in their 
ihips fuch of our goods as they pleafe, without any trouble 
or hindrance of any pcffon whatever : and their ihips and 
veffels may freely come, and fecurely call anchor at all 
times, and tr^de at all times in all parts of our domini- 
ons, and there buy provifions, and all other things for 
their money, without any pontradidkion or hindrance of 
any perfon wJiatfoever. 

XXIII. In cafe of any law-fu4t, or other quarrel with 
any perfons of the fajd Engliih nation, neither the cad 13, ' 
por any other of our minifters of juftice Ihall hear or de- 
cide the caufe, unlefs the ambaflador, ponful, ^r droger- 
man of the faid nation be on the fpot. 

XXIV. All differences of law-fuits which ihall hap- 
pen wi^h the faid nation, exceeding the value of 40000 

afper$ 
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afpers, fhall be always heard and decided at our Imperial 
Porte. 

XXV. When confuls or refidents of the Englifh nation 
arc once eftablifhed in any port whatfoever of our domi- 
nions, by the ambaffador who fhall refide there' for the 
laid nation, our miniflers ihall not have power to connmit 
them to prifon, nor to fcal up their houfes, nor to fend 
them away, nor to difpofe of their offices and funftions. 
But in cafe of any difierence or law-fuit with, the confui^ 
a certificate fliall be drawn up, and addrefled tp the Im- 
perial court, to the end that the ambaffador may protcift 
him, and be anfwerable for him, 

XXVI. If any Ejiglilhman, or other perfon that comes 
with Englilh colours, happen to die in our dominions, 
our treafurers of the cafual revenues, our cadis and other 
minifters, fliall not feize their goods, or effcdb, or any? 
other things appertaining to thtm, or any part thereof,, 
under pretence that thy are the effcds of one dcceafed, 
and that there is no body to own them ; but they fliall 
always be configned over to and depoficcd in the hands of 
fuch Englifli .perfon, as the dec<!aicd fliall appoint. by ii is 
will to take care of them ; and in cafe that he die in- 
teftate, the Englifli conful fli;;:!! take care of his goods 
and effects •, and in cafe there be no conful at the place 
where he dies, the Englifli refident fliall take poffcflion 
of them ; and if there be no conful nor any other Englifli- 
man on the fpot, in that cafe the faid" goods and tffefls 
Ihall be committed to the cufl:ody of the cadi of the faid 
place, and atter the ambaffador of England has had notice 
of it by the care of the cadi, the. faid cadi fliall be obi g- 
ed to put all the faid goods and effefts into the hands of 
fuch perfons as the ambaffador fliall lend with a commif-^ 
fion to receive chem. 

XXViL All the prefent privileges and other liberties, 
granted to the Englilh nation^ ahd to fuch as come under 
tjieir proreAion, by divers Imperial mandates both before 
and after the date of the prefent Imperial cap. tulati- 
ons, fliall be always maintained and prelerved, and be- 
always underftood aad interpreted in favt>ur of the Eng^, 
lib nation, cbnfornrablytatht tenor and. true- conftrudion. 
of thorn* • • .' , . * « 

XXVIIL Thati 
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XXVIIL That in cafe of mortality, nticher the of- 
ficer who is called the caffam, or colleftor of the cadi*8 
cuftoois, nor the cadi h mfelf, fli;iil cake or demand from 
the Englifli any kind of ceaths, cafnaeta or duties of th<^ 
divifion. 

XXIX. The ambaffador of the King of England, or 
the conful refiding in. our domiaions, rtiay take into riieir 
fervice what janifary or interpreter they pleafe at their own 
choice and expe^ice ; but no janifary or other perfon of 
our flaves (hall enter into their fef vice. againfl: his will and 
confent, 

XXX. The ambaffador of the King of England, . the 
conful, and all other fubjedts of the Englifli nation, dwef- 
ling in our empire, fti^ll not be mokfted or hindered by 
any of our minifters, cadis, or janifaries, on, account 
of any muft or wine which they make in thek owa 
houfes for the ufe of their perfons and families ; nor 
fhall any money or duties be demanded of them, or 
any hindrance given them for the enjoyment of that li- 
berty. 

XXXI. After the Engliih merchants have paid tht 
cuftoms at the ports of Conftancinople, Aleppo, Alex- 
andria, Scio, Smyrna, and other places of our dominions, 
purfuant to the tenor of the Imperial capitulations, no 
body fliall trouble jor moleft them, nor take any thing 
more from them ; and whatever merchandife is brought 
into our dominions on board their fhips, and put aflior'e 
at any poTC whatfoever, in cafe that they defire to reim* 
bark it on board the fame Ihips, to tranfport it to any 
other harbour or port; when the faid merchandife is ar- 
rived and landed at fuch port or harbour, neither the of- 
ficers of the cuftoms, nor the farmers, nor any other of 
our officers, ftiall again receive or claim the cuftoms for 
the faid merchandife ; to the end that the faid nation may 
at aU times traffic, and carry on their affairs withallman- 
ner of freedom and fecur ty. 

XXX^*I. That not fo n)uch as an afp« r, or anv. other 
money fhall be demanded of any Englifli, or of. fuch 
as- trade under Englifli colours, on account of the* ini- 
poft called haffapick, or a compoScion for the janifaries 
meat. . 

- ^ XXXIir. There 
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XXXIIL There having been a difference formefly be- 
tween the ambaffador of the Queen of England and the 
ambdiador of France, both refiding at our Porte, con- 
cerning the merchants of the Dutch nation 5 which am- 
bafladors prefonted their requefts of our Imperial Porte, 
praying that the faid .Dutch merchants arriving in our do-' 
minions miRfat be obliged to come thither under the 
colours of the faid kingdoms, which requeft of the fai^l 
ambai&dors was granted under our Imperial feal ; and 
neverthelefs, Sinan Bafia, fon of Cigala, an officer of the 
navy lately deceafed who was an admiral, and well Ikilled 
in maritime affairs, having informed his Imperial Majefly 
that it was proper and convenient that the Dutch nation 
ihould be put under the proteftion of the ambaffador of 
England, and that this ihould be accordingly inferted in 
their conventions, his opinion was approved by all the 
iriziers, and he was commanded by an exprefs order, 
mnd the Imperial authority, that the Dutch merchants of 
the provinces of Holland, Zealand, Friefland and Guel- 
derland, that is to fay, the merchants of thofe four pro- 
▼inces trading to our dominions, ihould always, come thi- 
ther under the colours of the Queen of England, as all 
the £ngli(h did ; and that as for all commodities and 
merchandife which they brought on board their ihips to 
our dominions, or exported from thence, they ihould pay 
the confurs duties, and all the other duties to the am- 
baffador or conful of the Queen of England; and that 
neither the ambaffador of France, nor the conful of the 
French nation (hould ever interfere for the future in that, 
affair : and it was commanded that this (hould be exe- 
cuted and obferved hereafter, agreeable to the prefcnt ca- 
pitulation. 

After this another ambaffador fent from the K^ng of 
England arriving at this fublime Porte, with letters and 
prefcnts which were very agreeable, the ambaffador de- 
iired that fome other neceffary articles might be added to 
and inferted in the Imperial capitulations; the firfl: of 
which was, that as "heretofore in the life of Sultan Soliman 
Han, one of our predeceffors of famous memory, there 
was a certain capitulation, and a certain privilege granted, 
importing that the merchants of Spain, Portugal, Anco* 

na. 
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tia, Seville; Florence, Catalonia, and all ftfts of Duteh 
and other foreign merchants, might with all manlier of 
lecurity go and come to ail parts of our dominions^ and 
there traffic and trade, granting them leave moreover to 
cftablifli «onfuls in any part of our cimpire whatfoever; 
but, that as fuch nation fingly was not 'capable to defray 
j!heexpences, and maintenance of a conful, it might be left 
to their choice and free-will, to come under the colours 
6f any ambaffador or conful of a king, that (houM be in 
peace and amity with our fublime Porte. Upon thiscoit* 
ceflion, and upon the other privileges which were given 
to them. Girders and ccmmiffions were frequently granted 
to them, at the requeft of. the foreign merchants, who 
of their own motion and good pleafure chofe to trade 
tinder the colours and proteftion of the ambaffador and 
conful of the King of England ; and during the time that 
they had recourfe to the colours and protedion of the Eng* 
lilh confuls in our ports and harbours, it feemed that the 
ambaffador of France having found an opportuftity to 
caufe it to be reinferted in the capitulations, that the faid 
foreign merchants fhould come under their flag, attempt* 
ing to oblige them in all the harbours to put themfelve* 
under their proteftion ; for which caufe the difpute was 
again renewed, and referred to our divan or grand council, 
who having diily examined the affair, after the faid mer-* 
chants were permitted to make a new choice and ele^ion, 
according to their will and pleafure, did again demand 
that they (hould be and remain tinder the protection of 
the ambaffador of the King of England : and though it 
was declared at the Imperial Porte that the ambaffador of 
France had not fo much as offered to moleft the faid mer- 
chants, or to compel them to put themfelves under their 
protedion, the firft article of the French conventions im- 
porting that foreign merchants Ihould come under their 
protcftion, was by the Imperial command declared void 
and annulled; and tothecndthat according to the anoint 
cuftomof the faid foreign merchants, they might alwap 
come undex the flag and protedion oT the ambaffador or 
confuls of England, and that thry might never hereafter 
be molefled or diflurbed by the ambaffador of France on 
this head, the faid ambaffadors of his Majefty of England, 
having defircd that the faid circumftance might be writ- 
ten 
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ten aad ioierud in this new Imperial capttulation/ tlib 
prefent article was confequenUy inferted inic: and it is 
enjoined by the Imperial authority, that hereafter, and for 
ever, the merchants of the faid princes Ihali be always 
under the flag and protection of the ambaflador and con-^ 
fuU of England, in the form above-mentioned, and agree- 
ably to -the prefent Imperial order which Ihail be put ioto 
their hands. 

XXXIV. There (hall never be any Imperal rnandates 
given or granted contrary to the tenor and articles of the 
j^-efent Imperial command, nor to the pwyudice of our 
prefent treaty of peace and friendfliip; but on fuch oc- 
cafions the caufe Ihall firft of all be communicated to the 
ambaflador of England refiding ^t the Porte, to the end 
that he may declare againft, and oppofe every unwacrant- 
ablo adion, or other pretext which might violate the peace 
and allian<pe. 

XXXV. After the Englifli merchants have p«td any 
cuftom for all the merchandife which they {hainw"ing^ 
or tranfport ou board their (hips, they fliall Hkew^e 
pay the counful's fee to the Englifb ambafTador lof 
cpnful. 

XXXVI. The Englilh merchants, and all others, who 
come under the colours of England, may with all manper 
of fccurity trade, fell and buy throughout our dominions 
all for-ts pf merchandife, (thofe only excepted which are 
prohibited) and they may like wife go and trade to Muf- 
covy by feaor land, either by way of the river Tanais or 
Don, or through Ruflia, and may bring tlieir merchan- 
dife from thence to our empire : and in like manner they 
inay go to trade in Perfia, and return through any part 
of it which we have conquered, and through the confines, 
without hindrance or moleftation from our miniftcrs : and 
they (hail pay the cuftoms and other duties of that country, 
and nothing more, . 

XXXVII. The Engli(h merchants, and all that come 
under the colours of England, may freely and fafely 
traffic and trade in Aleppo, Cairo, Scio, Smyrna, and in 
all parts of our dominions, paying according to antient 
cuftom, three per cent, for all their merchandife, and no 
more. 

XXXVIII. In 
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XXXVlII. in cafe that the Englifh (hips which come 
to our city of Cdnftantinopley are forced by dangers at 
fea, or by bad weather^ to put in at CafFa, or fuch other 
porti fo long as the Englilh continue oa board without 
felling ^h'eircomnnodities and mei-chandife, no bodylhall 
do them any violence, nor give any trouble or hindrance': 
but in all places whcre*there is danger, the cadis and our 
other minifters fhall always 'defend and pfOteft the faid 
Englifh ftiips, their men and goods, for fear left they re- 
ceive any damage; and the Englifh may there buy prd- 
vifions and other neceflaries for their money ; and in cafe 
they have a mind to hire any carts or veffels, tliat have 
hot been befpoke before by other perfons, to carry their 
rnei-chaiidife from place to place, no perfon Ihall give them 
any trouble or hindrance whatfoever. 

XXXIX; From all the merchandife which thofe of the 
Englifh nation (hall bring on board their fhips to the city 
of Conftantinople, or any other port of our dominions^ 
and which they do not intend to put afhore or fell there, 
no cuftom fhall be demanded or taken at their arrival in 
the port ; and when they have landed their merchandife 
and paid the cuftoms' and other duties for the fame, they 
may peaceably and lafely depart without moleftation from 
any perfori. 

XL. Forafmuch as the Englifh fliips in coming to our 
dominions often ufed to ftop atfome place of Africa, and 
there take on board pilgrims and Mahometan travellers, 
to tranfport them to Alexandria, and when they were en- 
tered into that port, the commifTioners of the tuftoms, and 
other officers demanded the cuftoms for all merchandife 
on board their fhips, before the merchants fo much as. 
defigned to land any, on account of which moleftation 
they have left off earring of pilgrims : and moreover, 
Ivhereas when their fhips arrive at Coaftantinople with fe- 
veral forts of goods, of which a pare is to be tranfported 
to other places, the commiffioners and farmers of the cuf- 
roms are for compelling them to put their gfoods aihore, 
and to pay the duties; for thefe caufes weofdef that all 
Englifh Ihips which come laden with mt*rchr.ndife.to the 
ports of Conftantinople, Alexandria, Tripbji in Syria, 
Scanderoon, or any other harbour whatfocv(ir of our'em- 
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|Ht«, (hall only pav the ufual cuftoms for the merchan 
dife which they cnuie to fell ; and as for fuch aa they 
thufe not to unlodeout of their (hips, our officers, of the 
cuftoms ihall not take or demand any cuftom or othe^ 
duties from them^ but they (hall be at liberty to carry 
them whither they plcufe. 

XLL In cafe an Engliihrnan^ or any other perfon 
whatfocvcr coming under the colours of England, com- 
mit any murder, bloodlhed, or the like crime j or if any 
affair happen which depends on the law or juftice, neither 
the judges nor other miniftcrs may decide it, or give 
fentenc6 upon it, before the ambaffador or conful is pre- 
fent to examine the affair duly; but the difference (hall 
always be examined in prefence of the ambaffador or 
tonful, to the end that no body may be tried or condemn- 
ed contrary to the tenor of the law, and to the capi* 
tulations. 

XLIL Whereas it is ftipulated in the Imperial capitul- 
ations, that the merchandifcs put on (hore out of the Eng- 
lifh (hips which come to our dominions and pay cuftoms, 
Ihall alio pay the confur»fee« to the Englilh ambaffador 
or couful : and whereas it has happened that feveral Ma*- 
hometan merchartts, thofe of Scio, and others who are in 
j>eace and friendfhip with his Imperial Porte, and other 
foreign merchants ; refufe to pay the confuFs fc^s, it is 
therefore ordered thatall goods which ftall be on board 
their fhips^ and which fhall pay cuftoms to any perfons 
to whom they appertain, (ball, according to the, antient 
capitulatioii, pay the confui's fees to the ambaffador or 
conful of England wicliout contradiftion. 

XLIII, That the Englifti merchants, and thofe under 
the flag of Englajftd, trading to Alepppo, fhall pay 
the fame cuftoms for all fiiks which. they buy, and put on 
board their fhips, as the French and. Venetian merchants, 
and not a farthing more, 

XLIV. Forafmuch as the ambaffadors of the King of 
tngland, who fhall refide at this Imperial coutt, are com- 
miflioners of his Majefty, and rcprefcnt his perfon ; and 
as the interpreters ought to be confidered as commifEoa- 
trs of the i^mbaffador, therefore in all affairs wherein in- 
terpreters ihall cranflate or fpeak in name ai)d by order of 
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the ambaflador, if what they Ihall tratiOite happens to be 
conformable to the will and order of the axnbaflador oi^ 
conful, theyihall alwxy« be exempted from accuTation afntf 
puniihmenr; but in cafe they commit an offence, ourmi- 
niftcrs fliali nEOt imprifon any fuch interpreters, nor male- 
treat them, without the knowledge of the ambaflador or 
conful. In cafe any of the Englifh interpreters happen ta 
die, if heiean Englifhman by nation, the ambaflador 
or conful of England (hall take poflefllon .of all his goods 
and eflPcfts ; but in cafe he be a fubjeft of our dominions, 
they (hall be put into the hands of his next heir; and in 
cafe he die without heirs, they (hall be carried to our Im- 
perial trcafury. And it is exprefsly commanded and en- 
joined, both by this claufe and by all the other articles 
above-mentioned, and in the privileges granted by our 
predecelTors of happy memory, that all our (laves ihall 
obey and conform themfclves always to the prefent royal 
capitulation, and that the peace and friehd{hip (hall be re- 
garded and maintained without any violation whatfoever. 
XLV, Since the faid time of ourpredeceflbrs of famous 
memory, and the grant of the capitulation.^ articles and 
«ftabK(hment of the above-mentioned peace and amity, 
the faid King of England having in the days of Sultan 
Mahomet Han, our grandfather of happy membry, fent 
a perfon of quality with the charafter of his well-beloved 
amba(rador to this Imperial Porte, to confirm the laid 
peace, articles and capitulations, the faid ambaffador de- 
clared more than once, that Imperial mandates had been 
granted to feveral perfons, which had been furreptitioufly 
obtained, contrary to the tenor and articles of the Impe- 
rial capitulations ; which having been exhibited without 
our knowledge to. our judges and governors, and the 
dates of thofc mandates being fre(her than thofe of out 
Imperial capitulations, the judges and mimfters put thofe 
private mandates in execution, contrary to, and in pre- 
judice of the Imperial mandates ; therefore to the end that 
hereafter there may be no more fuch mandates accepted 
by any of them, but rather that the Imperial capitulatii 
ons may always beobferved and maintained according to 
their genuine meaning, the faid ambaffador dcmonftrat- 
ing the fmcerity of his Majefly, and his requcft upon 
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this occafion, which was very acceptable, coming to out 
Imperial cognizance, in purfuance thereof it was exprefs- 
ly enjoined, that all mandates of this nature, which has 
been already, or Ihould hereafter be granted, and which 
were or fhould be contrary to the tenor of the prefent ca- 
pitulation, fuch as thofe mandates were when they came 
to be produced before our cadis, or our other minifters, 
fliould never be accepted nor executed, but that the 
tenor of the Imperial capitulations ihould be always ob- 
ferved ; and that whatloever fhould produce fuch man- 
dates contrary to the capitulations, they fhould be taken' 
fromhim, and be of no manner of force, or virtue: and 
at the fame time all the privil eges, articles and capitula- 
tions above-written were likewife approved and ratified 
on the part of our faid grandfather, and the peace and 
friendfhip and good correfpondence contrafted hereto- 
fore, were again confirmed and cftablifhed. 

XLVI. At the time of the inrtailation of Sultan Ofman 
Han on the high and Imperial throne, the King of Eng* 
land again fcnt a famous and noble gentleman in the cha- 
rafter of his ambafTador, with letters and prefents which 
were very agreeable; and the faid ambafTador having ifl 
the name ot his King and Sovereign, defired that the 
ancient capitulation, and the articles and contrafts grant- 
ed in the life-time of our predeceflTors, might by him be 
l-cnewed and confirmed, and the ancient peace and amity 
again fortified and eflablifhed, the faid requeft was very 
agreeable to the faid Sultan Ofmao, and the ancient ca- 
pitulations, articles ant;! privileges were herein written and 
confirmed, and the peace and friendfhip of fo long ftand- 
ing was by him promifed and granted, 
. XLVII. After this, and in the lifetime of the fame 
Suloan Han, the King of England having fent another 
ambafTador to this fublime Porte, viz, his excellency 
Sir Thomas Roe, with letters and prefents which were 
very well received ; and the faid ambafTador having in 
the name of the King his mafter, offered all manner of 
terrtis of frlendfliip and good correfpondence, and de- 
^red that the ancient capitulations, with all the articles 
heretofore granted by his anceftors and by him to the 
Englifh nation, might be again confirmed^ and that 
the peace and alliance which had been a long time con- 
tracted 
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traded between the two parties, might be renev^^ed ami 
ratified, and that fome other very neceflary articles might 
be added to the Imperial capitualtipns, and feveral ojthefs 
already granted might be renewed, chaiiged and explain- 
ed in the bcft man;ner, the faid requcft aqd demand were 
very acceptable to him; and conformably thereunto the 
ancient Imperial capitulations, and all the articles and 
other privileges, therein confirmed^ ratified, eftabliflied, 
promifed and granted. Whereupon he iflued an exprefs 
command, that for the future the tenor of his Imperial 
capitulation fliould be obferved by all perfons, and that 
they fhould be very careful of the peace and amity eftablifh- 
, ed and contrafted between the two parties, and that iio 
body fliould attempt to violate them, or commit any 
adion contrary to them. Which ambaffador declared fe- 
veral times, the cadis, and our other minifters had in^- 
pofed and eftabliflied divers taxes,. tributes, and fums oC 
money upon the faid Englifli nation, and on all that came 
under the Englifli flag, to the prejudice of the Imperial 
capiculatipns, and contrary to the will of his Imperial Mai- 
jerty : for which caufe, as is above declared, it having 
been found neceflary to make additions of fome new ar- 
ticles to the faid Imperial capitulations, of which the fame 
ambaffador drew up a declaration in writing, and prefent- 
ed it to his Imperial Majefty, the faid Sultan Ofman Hah 
immediately gave orders and exprefs command, figned and 
fealed by his Imperial hand, importing, that hereafter all 
the articles which had been before in the Imperial capitula- 
tions, as well as thofe which by his order were lately add* 
cd to them, fliould be duly obferved according to the 
genuine meaing of the then capitulations. 

XLVIII. Forafmuch as it is publicly notorious, that 
certain pirates of Tunis and Algier, in breach of our 
Imperial capitulations, and contrary to our will and 
intention, do take and carry off by fea, the fliips, merr 
chandife, and men who are the fubjefts of the King of 
England, and of other kings and Itates in alliance with 
our Imperial Porte, to the great damage and prejudice 
of the laid Englifli nation; for thefe caules we command, 
and do by ihefe prefents enjoin, that feveral mandates 
be given and difpatched for the entire and pcrfeft refl:i- 
tution gf the goods and merchandifc fo taken from the 
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Englifli tiation, and that all the Engl:fh who have been 
taken and made flavcs, or imprifoned by the faid p'rates, 
may be forthwith fct at liberty; and if after the day 
of the date of our prefent Imperial capitulations, it hap-f 
pens that the faid pirates of Tunis and Algier continue 
to rob and commit other outrages againft them, and 
will not reftore their goods and perfons, we forbid the 
faid pirates to be received into any pbrt of our dpminionsj^ 
and particularly into the harbours of Tunis, Algicr, 
Modon or Coron; *and do cxprefsly forbid our beglerbevs, 
and other minifters, to let them enter therein, pr to fuffcr 
them to be there enterained; but-on the contrary, we com- 
mand the faid bcglerbeys, cadis, and other mininfters, to 
profecute, banifh and punilh thtiru 

XLIX, Having received information that fevcral of . 
our commiflioncrs of the cuftoms, and other oiRccrs at 
Aleppo, to the prejudice of our Imperial capitulatiorts, 
and under pretence of taking the cuftoms and other du- 
ties on the filks of the Englifh merchants, have by violence 
extorted great fums of money from the faid merchants ; 
and whereas it is written in the Imperial capitulations, that 
the Englifh ihall pay for the filks which they buy ii\ 
Aleppo, as the French and Venetians do, and no more ; 
nevcrthelefsthe faid officers of the cuftoms, befides the two 
^nd a half per ct-nt. cuftoms, have lately exafted a great 
fum of monev from the faid nation, by the name of reft: 
or overplus; for thcrfe caules, we order that the faid affair 
may be taken into confideration, and the faid fum of 
money reftored, and that hereafter the old cuftom be 
obferved, and that the r.id^ nation pay no more than the' 
French or Venetians do, and that thty never denr>and of 
them fo much as an a per under the name of the faid 
impofition. 

L, Forafnnich as thr Englifh merchants dwelling at 
Galata, commonly buy fevtral goods and merchandize, 
and before they can put them on board their fhips and 
fend them away, pay the officers of the cuftoms the duties, 
thereof, taking a cert ficate or acquittance to fhew that 
they have paid them, after which they fend their mer- 
chandile to their warehoufes, and in the mean time it 
happens that before they can lade and fend away the 
faid goods, the officer of the cuftoms fiamed Diet dies 

or 
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t>r Is turned cut of his poft, and the new ccmmiSiohw 
or ofEcier, cftablifhed in his place, will not be fatisfied 
with the faid acquittance, but demands another payment 
of the duty, and troubles and mdlefts the (aid merdhants 
rn ifeveral refpe<fts; for this caufe we order, that whei^ 
it really appears, that they have once paid the cuftoms 
for all the merchandife which they have bought, the 
officer of the cuftoms Ihall be fatisfied with the fakl 
acquittance, and not demand a fecond judgment from the 
nierchants, 

LI, Whereas camlets, tftohairs, filks, and other forts 
of goods are commonly bought at Angora, and tranfport* 
ed to Conftantinople and other places of our dominions;^ 
which after paying cuftoms, and taking the acquittances, 
were put into warehoufes, and afterwards when the mer-. 
chants go to put them on board in order to Carry them 
clfcwhere, the officers of the cuftoms again demand 
payment of the duties : for thefc caufes, whcin it happena 
hereafter that the merchants ate inclined to embark their 
goods, and it be true that they havf already paid cuf- 
torn for fuch merchandife, the faid officers of the cuftoms 
•ftiall not demand a new or fecond payment; provided 
that the faid merchants do noc mix their merchandife 
which has not paid the duties with that which has. 

I^Il. When the Engliih merchants Jiave paid the cuf? 
toms for all the goods which they bringto our domiKiionSj^^ 
or for thofe^hich they ftiall have a mrnd to tranfpott 
clfewhere unfold, as filks, camlets, and oriier goods,, an4 
afterwards defire to put them on board, and fend them 
to Scio, Smyrna, or fome other port, the commilfioners. 
of the cuftoms, and other officers ftiall always be obliged 
•to receive their acquittances, which they ftwll have read); 
to produce, and ftiall not demand nor take any other cuj-. 
toms for their merchandife. 

LIII. The brokers of Galata and Conftantinopte ftialt 
take thfir fee of brokage, according to the aitcient cuftom 
and table of fets, for all merchandife which the Eng- 
lifh merchants ftiall bring to Conftantinople, or any other 
pore whatever of our dominions, cr carry from thence to 
any other place; that is to fay, they ftiall only take the 
fe^ of brokage fo^ tjhofe merchandiles;, which bsive been^ 

0.4 accuf- 
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accuftomed ;ta.p^ it by ancreot ufage: but as to tk« 
|Tierchandife',\jviii<?h had not beifn iifedto pay it anciently, 
tliey (hall take ppfct contrary t9 the ancient table nor IhalJ 
lay or levy any irnpofition upon Englilh merchandife, nor 
j^ke fo.much as ^n afper from the Englilh natiorj, coj^tra- 
ry to the ancient table of fees and common cuftom, 

LIV, The Engiifl) merchants may freely come to all 
the ports of our dominions to trade, and to irpport wool-? 
Jen cloth, kcrfeys, fpices, pewter, lead, ^nd all other 
merchandife, and no body ihall give them any trouble 
pr hindrance. They may alfo buy apd export all fofts of 
merchandife, except what is prohibited, without hindrance 
pr moleftation -, and after they have paid the cufl;oips>con- 
formably to the^prefent Imperial capitulation and ancient 
iifage, the commiflioners of the cuftoms and otb^r officers 
ihall demand nothing more. -^ r 

In the time .of the Sultan Amurath Han, my uncje of 
happy memory, the King of f^ngland fent Sir Sackville 
jCrow, in quality of his ambaflador, with his prefcnt and 
letters, which were very well received j and when the time 
of hisembafly was expired, Sir Thomas Bendifh arrivqd at 
the Porte, to r-elide there, bringing his prefents and o^ig- 
ing letters, which were likcwife very well received : and 
the fa'd ambaffadors haying prefented the -Imperial car 
pitulations which had been formerly granted, and defir- 
ed that they naight be renewed according to ancit-nt cuf- 
torn, it is agarn ordered by thefe prefents that all the points 
and articles which they conta n, be kept and obferved. • 

LV. And becaufc that contrary to the tenor and meanr 
ing of thefe prefents, feveral officer^; went on board the 
iliips cf.ihp Englilh merchant^, befpre they canie into 
port, and by main force took the merchants goods, anv^ 
cpmipodit;es out pt the faid fiiips, and carried away thp 
bcft part thereof, without agi-eeing in the price, or comr 
ing to any acccmpt with the' owners, 

LVI. And n.prtovtr, foiafmuch as when the faid mcrr 

chants had paid the Cuftom-h9u{e duties for their goods, 

.^nd were g^ ing to tranf[crt thtm to another haibour, 

the Cuftcm-houfe officers hindered them, and flopped 

them till they had uceived a lecond payment fur them. 

/" • '^ ' LVII. And 
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LVIL And whereas! it isexpreftly ftipulate4 in the Im- 
perial capitulations, that in all difputcs and Iaw-fuit« 
with the Englifli nation, our Ip^g^ftrJ^tes ought, not td 
hear nor determine a caufe, unlefs (he am^a^or or 
conful be prefent, our judges lately c^ndemn^d and im- 
prifoned the Englifli, and have taken and received pfc- 
fcnts without the knowledge of their an^baffador, which 
is a great injury done to them. 

LVIJI. And aifo, forafmuch as it is ordered by the 
Imperial capitulations^ that the officers of the cuftoms 
fliall take no duties for gold and filver coin, which the 
Englifli nation ftiall import into our dominions, or export 
from hepce tp apy other place, and that the merchants; 
ihall only pay three per cent, cuftom for their merchandifc 
and no mprei neverthelefs the officers of th^ cuftqms de- 
mand duties for their fequins and crowns of filyjer, a^ui 
exaft piore than is their due for the ra>v filks which they 
buy i and wherea? they demand fix.f>er cent, for the mei>- 
j:handife they land at Scanderoon to qarry to Alleppo; 
which unjuft exaftions have bceQi.forrnerly rjpftified and 
reformed by an exprefs hatter-ftierifFe or Imperial figna- 
turej) and being again informed that the Engllh merchants 
are ilill wronged as heretofore^: by reafon the, officc;rs of 
|be cu|loms value and fippraife the goods of the; Englifli 
merchants at a higher price than they are worth, and 
though the faid officers of the cufl:oms ought to haVc 
but three per cent, yet by fuch exorbitant valuation of 
the goods they ta^c fix per cent, a?id the fervants at the 
Cuftom houfe illegally exaft great fums from them, undfcr 
pretence of certain pefquifites and expences ; and where- 
as a greater number of vjfitors or waiters are now put on 
board the Englifli ih.ips than ufual heretofore, which is. a, 
great burden upon .the merchants and matters of the ftiipfi 
whofubfift them) all which things we have been dcfired to 
' remedy. We therefore command, that when the officers 
of the cuftoms value the merchapdife at too highapric^, 
and the merchants offer them to pay the dutie? thereof 
at the rate of three per cent, in fome fpecis of thofe mer- 
chandifes, the officers of the cuftoms ftiall not refufe 
them, but be obliged to accept therti. And the ambaf- 
f^dor of England having dcfired of ys that the abufcs 
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and injuries aforefaid may be redrefled, we order that 
in the circuftances premifed, the EnglHh merchants may 
in no degree be molefted, nor their privileges unjuftly 
violated^ in prejudice and contradidion to the Irtipcrial 
capitulations. Sir Heneage Finch, Earl of Winchelfca, 
Vucount of Maidftone, Baron Fitzherbert of Eaftwell, 
Lord of the royal manor of Wye, and Lord lieutenant 
of the county of Kent and city of Canterbury, ambaffador 
from the King of England, (to whom wc wifli happy 
days to his life's end) arrived with his prcfents and let- 
ters, which with the utmoft finccrity and aflTeftion exprefled 
a good friendfhip and correfpondence; and the faid am- 
baffador prefented the capitulations, to the end that 
they might be renewed according to cuftoni ; and in order 
diat fome articles of great importance which were before 
in the capitulations might be more pu.nftually obfcrved, 
the faid ambaffador defiring that they might again be re- 
newed, and more clearly expreffed in the Imperial capi. 
tulatiODS, his requeft was favourably received. One of 
the articles is this that follows. 

LIX. The galleys and other (hips ef the Imperial 
tiavy, which fet out from the dominions of the Grand 
Kgnior, and meet the (hips of England at fea, (bal} 
mt moleft them nor retard them in their voyage, nor 
^all-take any thing whatfoever from them, but a good 
liriendlhip Ihall always be demonftrated on both fides 
without doing each other the leaft damage ; and this be- 
ing accordingly declared in the Imperial capitulations^ 
the beys and captains who fail upon the. high feas, and 
thofe of Algier, Tunis and Tripoli, that meet with 
Englifh (hips, faiUng from one port to another, ftiaU 
fjot take away any of their money or goods, on pretence 
that ch?y have goods of the enemy on board, nor fearch 
them on jthis occafion, nor moleft them, nor retard thenx 
in their voyagej fo that their goods (hall only becx- 
amintd at the entrance of forts^ and in the harbours 
-"Where tic w^iter^ belonging to the cuftoms are yftd ta 
^o ^n bpard ; and when the/ are out at fea, they ftiaU 
not be liable to any farther fearch or inquiry. 

LX, After the cuftom is paid for the merchandife of 
the Englilh jpation, they IbaU not be molded, contrary 
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to the tenor of the Imperial capitulations; and th6 officers 
of the cuftom (hall not refufe the bill or certificate de- 
claring that the cuftoms are paid; and in cafe any com- 
plaint be made upton this head, we exprcfsly command 
the faid officers to deliver the faid bUl or certificate, 
immediately as foon as demanded, 

LXL Artd after the cUftoms are paid. for any fort of 
merchandife, whic^h has not been fold in the port where 
the cuftoms were paid, and is defigned to be carried to 
fjme other port, entire credit (hall be :giveri to the faid 
certificate, and an attempt fhall not be niadc to oblige 
them to pay the cuftoms a feeond time. 

LXII. The Englilh merchants and their fervaats may 
freely trade at Aleppo, Cairo, or any other ports of the 
Imperial dominions, without paying more than three pejr 
cent, for a^' their commodities and merchandife accord- 
ing to ancient cuftonj, and the Imperial capitulations, 
whether they are brought by fea or land: and though the 
officers and farmers of the cuftoms at the arrival of ^ood^ 
in port, and for the fake of giving trouble to the Eng- 
lilh nation, pretend that only the commodities of the 
growth and manufacture of England are excufed from 
paying more than three per cent, but that the merchandifcs 
which come from Venice and other places are obliged to 
pay more, and upoi this pretence and demand oj0fer to 
create law-fuits againtt the Englifh, and co give them 
trouble, the Imperial capitulations Ihall therefore be ob* 
fcrved in this article as they were in time paft, and jour 
officers (hall by no means permit the contrary. 

LXIII. In cafe an Englifhman runs into bebt, or be- 
comes furety for another that turns bankrupt, or abfconds, 
the debt fhall be demanded of the debtor; and if the' 
creditor 'has no need. to prove that fuch a one became 
pledge and furety according to law, the debt ihall not be 
demanded of another^ which article is already declared ia 
the capitulations. 

LXI V, Since it fometimes happens that an Engliftiman 
living in one country, in order to put ofi^ the payment 
of a debt, draws a bdl of exchange upon another Englifh- 
man who has no efFcfts of his in his hands, and the per- 
fun to whom the money is payable^ being ^ n^an of power 

and 
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and authority, brings his bill of exchange, and in de- 
fiance of the law and the capitulations derqands and ufes 
forcible methods to get rhe bill of exchange paid; in 
that cafe the merchant accepting t;he bill of exchange 
fliall be obliged to pay it, but if he dqcs not .accept it he 
ihall not be liable to any trouble for the farrie. 

JLXV. And forafmuch as the interpreters of the am- 
baffadors of England are exempt from all perfonal fervice 
tor taxes by the articles declared in the capitulations, in 
cafe that the faid interpreters Happen to die, thelrcftates or 
cffeds Ihall not be fubjedt^to the cuftjms, biit Ihall be 
Ihared between the creditors and the heirs. * \ 

LXVI. And forafmuch as the King of England is a 
ajrue friend of our happy Porte, his ambaflador refiding' 
here Ihall be pcriViitted to have ten fervants of any nation 
whatfoever, who fhall be exempt from harach or taxes, 
and from all moleftation whacfoever. 

LXVII. In cafe that an Englilhman ftiall turn Maho- 
metan, and has in his hands goods and cfFcAs belonging 
to his fupcriors, fuch goods and efFefts fliall be put in- 
to the hands of the ambaflador or conful, to the end that 
they may be kept, and made good to the true owners. 

Laftly, the King of England's ambaflador, who refiJed 
at our high Porte, departing this life. Sir John Finch, a 
prudent gentleman, who was a commiflioner of trade, 
was named to fucceed him in the embaflyj and upon 
advice brought to us that the faid ambaflador was arrived 
with the King's letters and ufual prefents, they were very 
acceptable to us; and the faid ambafladors having con- 
vinced us 'that there w^ere fuch ambiguous expreflions 
in the capitulations which had been granted before, that 
they required a fuller explanation, and having for 
this end defired us in the name of the King his mafler^ 
that the capitulations might be renewed, and that the ex- 
planations and neceflary i^rtides might be added to, them, 
-when the nquefl: of the fiid ambafladorwas commiinicat- 
cd to us^ we gave our confent to it, and we do command, 
and it Is hereby comnnanded, that the additions required 
be added to the foregoing capitulations^ apd they are" as 
follow ; 

L The 
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' t. The Nifahi flietifF, (i. e.) the Imperial mandate; 
whiijh Anno 1653 was fcaled by the Hatter lherifF'(i. ej 
the leal of the Emperor SuUan Ibrahim Han, (u^^hofc 
foul be reft in glory) which mandate declares that tCTfntr* 
ly the Englifh flifps,, which came from Scanderoon, paid 
for every piece of woUen cloth from London, for the ciof- 
toms at Scanderoon, 40 paras-, and for evety piece of 
kerfey 6 paras ; and for every parcel of coney 6 paras; 
and for every quintal of damaflc 57 paras |: which mcr^ 
chandifes arriving afterwards at Aleppo paid there as 
cuftoms, for every piece of cloth from London 8 paras ; for 
every piece of kerfey 8 paras 4^; for ever battman of 
Aleppo of pewter and lead one para: and thofeof the 
fame nation who bought arid exported goods, paid for 
all that they bought at Aleppo, and tranfported elfewherc, 
two crowns | of filver for every bale of flax or chilis, 
cofdovan leather and horofani hindi -, and for every bale 
of raw cotton a crown |; and for every bale of nut-galls J 
of a crown; arid for every bale offilk 10 ofinani (i4of 
which make a crown of filver). and for every hundred 
weight of rhubarb and the like drugs, three filver crowns, 
according to the valuation of the principal druggift : and 
when the faid commodities were carried to Scanderoon, 
and there put on board their fliips, they paid for flax or 
chilis and for cordovans, each a crown and half for the 
cuftoms of Scanderoon ; for horofani hindi and raw cot* 
ton I of a crown per bale; for a bale of nut-galls | of i 
crown ; for rhubarb and the like drugs, according to the 
valuation of the druggFfts, | of a crown per bale; and 
according to this fublime command nothing more is to 
be paid : and in cafe that the tefterdar iflue any command 
contrary to this, it fliall not be obeyed, but reputed of no 
value; and all things (ball be obferved comtormably to 
this Imperial command and the Imperial capitulations. 

IL For all merchandife which the Edglfti merchants 
(hall import or export, they fhall pay only three per cent, 
and never fo much as an aiper more, it b.ing lb fpecified 
in the Imperial capitulations. But there having been 
difputes and differences at Confl:antinople and Galata witK 
the officers of the cuftoms about woollen cloths imported 
from London, arid other forts of the woollen manufadure 

of 
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of England, they fhall pay according to the ancient tariff, 
and as thcjr have always paid hitherto; that is to fay, in 
afpcr^r imall money, fourfcore of which afpers mike a 
picor^ 8, and 70 a crown of Lyons, i44afpefs for every 
piece of woollen cloth of the manufafture of England, 
whether the cloths are fine or coarfc, or of what price 
ibever: and the officers of the cuftoms Ihall not take or 
demand more. But the woollen cloths which come from 
Holland and other countries, that is to fay, londrins, filks 
and fcarlets, and all other forts of woollen cloths which 
are not of the manufafture of England, (hall hereafter 
pay the duties which they have been accuftomed to pay 
hitherto: and at Smyrna they (hall pay according to the 
ancient cuftom and ufage, in afpers or fmall money, of 
which fourfcore make apiece of eight, and feventy a Lyons 
crown, fix fcore afpers for every piece of Englifh cloth 
fine or coarfe, whether they be cloths of London or not; 
provided they arc of the manufadture of Ei^land: and 
the officers of the cuftoms (hall not take Ihor demand an 
afper nwre-, nor ihall any innovation be made in the cuf- 
toms for fuch, cloths. 

IIL The capitulations which order that when the Eng- 
lUhhave a controverfy amounting in value to above 40O0 
afpers, the catife jihall be tried and determined by the 
Porte, and no where elfe, being public and notorious; if 
it h^pen at any time whatfoever that the cadi or mini- 
fters of any place offer to detain any merchant, or hinder 
any Engli(hman that Ih^U be on board a Ihip from pur- 
fuing his voyage, on pretence of any fum impofed upon 
the Englifh, or demanded of them, if the conful of the 
place will be furety to anfwer to the Porte for the pre- 
tenfions entered againft them, fuch perfons Ihall have full 
and entire liberty to proceed on their voyage, and they 
who take any thing from them (hall be obliged to appear 
before the Divan, to procure judgment on the difference 
between the parties, and the ambalTador Ihall anfwer to 
their queftions. But in cafe that the conful will not be 
furety, the judge of the place may be judge and give fen- 
tehce on the faft in queftion. 

IV. All Englilh (hips that Ihall arrive at Conftantinople, 
Scandeioon, Smyrna, Cyprus, and all other ports of my 

empire. 
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empire, fball pay 30Q afpcrs for the duty of andborageiy 
and not an afper more. 

V. If an Engliihman arriving with his efic^fcs tura 
Muffulman, the ambaflador or conful knowing that hts 
efFefts belong to other Englifh merchants, all the money 
and other effeds (hall be taken out of the hands of the 
Muffulman, and be configned over to the ambaflador^ 
to keep for thofe perfons to whom they belong, and to 
the end that by this means the efFeftsof another man may 
not remain in the hands of the Muflulman; and neither 
Ihall any cadi nor any other judges or minifters hinder 
it, 

VL The merchants of the faid Engliih nation who 
have bought camlets, mohairs, or coarfe ftufFs, at Angora^ 
or Begbazar, and have a mind to export them to other 
places, after having paid three per cent, cuftoms, Ihall 
not be molefted for the (kraz-bath, that is to fay, for the 
paflage or tranfportation thereof to other places; and 
they Ihall not pay a fingle afper for any demand of this 
nature, 

VIL When the Engliih, merchants receive any fum of 
money of their debtors, if the debt is^paid by the media* 
tion or intercelfionof any affiftant or chiaoux, the perlbn 
who receives the debt {hall not pay more than what is 
paid to the other cadis^ which is but two afpers^ and not 
a fingle afper more. 

VIIL As there is a go6d correfpondence betwixt u? and 
the King of England, in confideration of this friendfliip 
we grant and permit, that two Ihip loads of figs and cur- 
rants may be exported out of our dominions for the ufe 
of his majefty*s kitchen; provided there be not a fcarcity 
of thofe fruits in the country: which fruits we permit 
the Englifh tp buy for their money in the port of Smyr- 
na, Salonica, or any other port whatfoever of our empire, 
paying three per cent, for the cuftoms, which when paid 
no perfon ihall give thofe concerned in the freight any 
trouble or hindrance, 

IX. It having been reprefented to us that the Eng-^ 
lifti have hitherto paid no cuftoms, nor the duty called 
me^ari, for all the filks which they buy at Smyrna, ex- 
cept thofe of Pcrfia and Arincnia> that is to fay, for the 

filks 
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filKs of Georgk) Pcrfia, or Armenia ; in cafe thtre hn 
irally fuch ufage and cuftom, and that it be not prejudi- 
cial to the empire, ho duty or mezan Ihall hereafter be 
demanded at Snfiyrna for the faid filks^ but the Englilh 
fliall be treated there with all the tokens of friendftiip*; 
And upon the inftance made to lis by the ambaffador 
that thp foregoing articles may be iriferted in the capitu- 
lations, his demand is granted; and in conformity to the 
abovementioiled Imperial fign manual and capitulation, 
l¥e command that the prefent capitulation be now renew- 
ed and granted, in puffuahce Of what has pafled, and 
of my Imperial comrnand : and that as long as Charlei 
the fecond King of Eilgland, (whofe days we virifli may 
be crowned with happinefs) fhall maintain a good friend- 
Ihip and correfpondence with us, Agreeably to that which 
was kept up with our anceftors, we will not fail on ouf 
part to preferve that friendlhip with all the tenderriefs 
poflible. 

And we fwear arid promife by him Who ci-eated heaven 
and earth and all creatures, we promife by the one only 
God the Creator, that nothing Ihall be afted contrary to 
this prefent Imperial capitulation ; and by confequencd 
our Imperial fign manual challenges univerfal obedience^ 
Given in the middle of the month of Gamaziel Akit, 
1086, at the Imperial city of Adriahople, which anfwets 
to the month of September 1675. 

A defenjive Leagui betivixt Charies IL King of Spain, and 
Charles II. King of Great Britain* Done at Windfor, 
June 10, 1680* 

I. rr\ H ERE (ball be a perpetual peace betweeh theS 
X faid Kings and their fucceflirs in all their do^ 
minions in Europe, and elfewhere. 

II. There Ihall alfo be a drift league of defence between 
the faid Kings, their dominions^ territories, &c. compre* 
hended in the late treaty of Nimegiien, or of any other 
heretofore made; or^ hereafter to be made, confining 'the 
whole within the limits of Europe* 

III. This is in fubftance-the fame as the fecond, and 
only corroborated by more words of the like import. 

IV- If 
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^ IV. If either confederate be attacked, the other ihall 
' on three months notice openly join in the war^ and main- 
tain 8000 foot foldiers at' his own expence-, but it Ihali 
be at the option .of the confederate attacked to receive 
the affiftance of the dfher in men or money, valuing every" 
thoufand foot ^t the rate of one thoufand florins a month,' 
twenty (livers of Brabant money making one florin, to be 
paid at London or Antwerp refpefti^ely; but if the 
faid affiftance be required in fliips or naval ftores, the 
(Confederate who requires them fliall be obliged to receive 
them in the dominions of him who furnifhes them. And 
if either confederate chufes to be furniOied with horfe or. 
dragoons, each trooper fliall be reckoned equah to three 
foot foldiers. The foldiers furniflied, to be under the 
command of him to whom they are fent; and if any fuc- 
cours fliall be found necefl^ary on either fide, there fliall 
be a farcher agreement made concerning them. 

V. If a war btrcomes profecuted againft either of the 
confederates, and a mutual general alliance be eftablifli- 
ed, the other fliall aflift him with all his force, both by 
fea and land, until the enemy is compelled to make a 
fafe and honourable peace. 

VI. And oh fuch emergency war fliall be waged joint- 
ly or feverally as fljall be then agreed on, and the counfels 
of each other reciprocally communicated. 

VIU And although this agreement confines the con- 
federates to Europe only, if cither be attacked in their 
foreign dominions, the other fliall contribute all in his 
power towards the defence of them againft the common 
enemy. 

VIII. After a war broke out it fliall not be in the power 
of either of the confederates to enter into any truce or 
ceflation of ^rms without the confent of the other. 

IX. But fuch truce may be preparatively begun with- 
out the participation of the other, fo that the agreement 
is that nothing be concluded but by mucual conicnt. 

X. It fliall not be lawful for either of the faid King^ 
'hereafter to enter into any treaty or convention without 

the confent of the other, or at leaft without fuch an early 
communication as itiay leave the other at liberty to be 
included if it be his choice. 
Vol, I. R XI. And 
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XI, And whereas it is the intent of this treaty to reftor* 
the tranquillity 6( Europe, that it may remain for the 
future undifturbed and inviolable ; the Etripe/or of the 
Rotnans, as well as the other kings, princes, and ftates, 
ihiall be defired to enter into fuch fchcmes and counfels as 
may appear to the cohfederatcs moft conducive to fuch 
falutary purpofes, and their beft power fliall be ufed that 
the treaty of Nimeguen may remain in full force* 
, XII. The treaty of 1667, and of another made at 
Madrid, between the two crowns, for eftablifliing peac^ 
in America, and all other treaties heretofore made, arc 
hereby further confirmed, 

XIIL This treaty fhall continue in force till the 4^ 
Auguft 1693, in which iriterrim the faid kings Ihall con- 
fider of fuch further agreetiients as may moft conduce to 
the public good. 

The difcontent and confufions at home had now put it 
quite out of Charles his power to attend to any thing but 
his own prefervation : the fpirit of party was now rofe to 
fuch a height, and people of all ranks ftimulated on by 
' the fears of Popery, that not only the parliament was at- 
tempting to alter the STucceflion, but evcfi private people 
lindertook to pirefer a bill to the grand jury of Middlefex 
againft the Duke of York as being a Papift. In fuch 
times the King, who was a man of parts, when he pleafed 
to employ them, faw plainly thfe necefficy of avoiding the 
appearance of entering into any meafures with France 
that might be capable of giving further difguft ; and the 
i:ourt 01 Spain for the fame reafons faw plainly enough it" 
was not in his power to give them any cdnfidcrable afiift- 
ance, therefore made up matters with the French in the 
beft manner they were able j however, it was fome time 
before they could attain their defired end. 

The French King went on according to cuftom ; under 

the covei: of various negotiations on foot, and thereby 

l)oth the empire and Spain off their guard, jn the year 

168 1 furprifed Straft)urg, and about the fame time had 

.Cafal in the Montferrat delivered to him by the Duke of 

Mantua. In the year 1683 he entered the Low Countriet, 

pretending he had a right to* the caftellanies of Aloft and

Courtray by the treaty ofNimeguen^ and felzed them, 
accordingly -, and to cut off the comnxuniciation between 
that country and Lorain conftruded the fortrcfs of Saan, 
Louis, on the river Saar, and in the year 1684 took the city of 
Luxemburg, and then offered new tei;ms of peace, or a 
truce for twenty years, which lafl the Emperor and Dutch 
accepting^ Spain was under an abfolyte ncceffity of com- 
plying on the following conditions. .

VIL Contributions ftiall* continue till the exchange of 
the ratifications, and fucli as are then due, ftiall be paid 
within three months, and fecurity given for them, but no 
force ufed to raife them.

SEPARATE ARTICLE. 

All the Princes and States of Italy (hall be compre- 
hended in this treaty, which ftiall extend even to Genoa ; 
yet fo as that his moft Chriftian Majcfly only promifcs not 
to block up, or any way polTtfs himfclt of the city of Ge- 
noa, or any place depending on it, but ftill refcrves to 
himfelf the power of exafting the fatisfadion he expefts 
from the Genocfe, ' 

On tha February following died Charles IL and his 
brother James, a profcflfed papift, fuccceding him, it is 
hardly to be prcfumed that the French intereft was leiTen- 
cd by this change j however, the temper of the times did 
in no cafe permit, that French counfels (hould feem to be 
followed. King James had married one of his daughters, 
the Lady Mary, to the Prince of Orange, and another, 
the Lady Anne, to Prince George of Denmark, while 
Duke of York, at the inftahces of King Charles, in 
order to oblige the people ; and King James, when he 
came to the throne, fliewed no apparent diflike to thofe 
matches •, on the contrary, be the iame year entered into 
a treaty with Holland, thereby confirming all former 
alliances, and feemfed to turn his whole thoughts towards 
the improvement of our naval military : nor do we find he 
ever made any treaty prejudicial to the nation's intereft, 
though one was foon after entered into with France 5 but 
if will appear to be fuch a one as the beft prince might 
have made, except that any friendfliip or alHance with ' 
France was at this junfture an univerfal cviK The treaty 
with Holland was only a recapitulation of former treaties, 
and an agreement to obfcrvc tnem, fo is very ihort. 
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Treaty between James II. King of Gtczt Britain, and the 
United Provinces of the Netherlands, for renewing 
the Alliance. Concluded at Windfor, Auguft 17, 1685. 

IT is concluded and agreed that all and lingular the 
treaties hereafter repeated, and all the articles con- 
tained in the faid treaties, fhall be for ever hereafter con- 
firoied and eftablilhed.

This treaty w|lh Frande, although, as appears on the 
face of it, *had nothiitg in it'p^rticulirly detrimentals yet,^ 
at this tirtife, a "treaty With France on any terms was 
cfteeibed by the Emperor, Spain and Holland^ as highljf 
detrimental to the intereft 6f the common caufe : arid as 
without the affiftance of Engrahd, there was no probability 
of richer reducing the power of France, or keeping ^ 
within due bounds, they therefore entered into a coafcT 
deracy to fet the Prince of Orange on the throne of Britain: 
(which King James's cotidu^ had fafficiently qpene4 
the way for, by lofihglhe hearts of his fubjciftsj and 
produced the following ^Qfolutioris oT the States <ie- 
neraU

TT has been thought proper and convenient, after a 
•*• ferious deliberation, to notify to all the minifters of 
this ftate that are in foreign courts, the reafojns which have 
induced their High , MightineJpTes to affift his Highnefs 
the Prince of Orapge with ihipping and troops, to purfue 
his defign tp go over into England, with orders and com-* 
mand, that they Ihould mal^c ufe of the faid realons in 
the courts where they refide, as they Ihall lee good : and, 
that in confec^uence thereof they have wrote to the faid 
miniftersj^^ that it is. ijiotoriQufly knawn tQ all the world,^ 
$^at the Englilh nation hath ((X!^ a long time complained,^ 
that the King being undoubtedly fet on by the evil coun* 
fels. aqd perfuaf^ons of his minifters, hath encroached upon- 

R ^ thQiK 
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their fundamental laws, and endeavoured hytht infradlion 
of them, and theintrodudionofthe Roman Catholic re- 
ligion, to fupprrfs their li^nics, to ruin the Prot^lbnt 
religion, and bring all things junder an arbitrary gavern^ 
nent: that if this ill condu(St (hall proceed mufch fariher, 
and the dangers, of ^e misfortunes : that zp^ apprehended 
from it, be augmented, this will occaiion fuch a diftrufi 
of, and averfion to the king, that a general confufion and 
dr^rdtr may be apprehended throOjghout the. kingdom. 
Wherefore upon the frequent reprcfcntationa, reiterated 
prayers, and preffing adJreflfes made: to his Highnefs, by 
divers Lords, and other perfons of g-reat note in that king- 
dom; and out of regard to the intercft which ^ler Royal 
Highnefs and the Prince have in the profperity of thefamjc 
kingdom j and that they cannot^ upon account of thofc 
difi^rences and difunions, Hand il.U and run the rifque c^ 
being excluded from the crown; the faid Prince of 
Orange being obliged to the fupport of the fame, he re^ 
folved, and with gopd reafon, to go and fuccour the na- 
tion, in confideragon and upon the account of.that go- 
vernment which is fo burthenfomc to it, and to g've it all 
poffiblc affiftance; and fo much ihe more in that his High- 
nefs is pcrfuadcd, that the profperity of th;s ftate, where- 
wich he is intruded, is greatly interefled that the faid 
kingdom ftiould, continue peaceable^ and that the miftruft 
and jeabufics between the king and the nation fliould be 
rcmoved:Ahat his Highnefs being fcnfible, that in order 
to lucceed in {o important and laudable a defign, and that 
he may meet with no obftr u<fticn from ill-minded people, 
it was neccflary he fliould pafs over into that kingdom, at- 
tended with fomc forces, he made k,nown his intentions 
to their High MightineflkS, and dc fifed aflfiftance of them ; 
that their High MiglitineflTcs, aficr having maturely de- 
liberated thereupon, and confidered chat the Kings of 
f ranee and of G.eat Britain had a good underftanding of, 
and friend(hip with oae another, as their Hgh Mightinef- 
fes h^J been very often affured ; anvl that there w^s ^ very, 
flri£t and Jecret alliance ixtw.evn the-m j that alio their 
High MightiueJTcs were informed and advertifd, that 
their Majefties endeavoured in concert, to deprive this 
ftate of her allies^ ^nd that even the King 0f Fr^nce.had^ 

uj)on 
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upon feveral occaGons, (hewn the little efteem he had for 
them ; and that therefore it was to be feared, if the King 
of Great Britain (hould once carry his point, and' attain 
to an abfolute power over his people, that the two kings 
being united in intcreft of ftate, and in hatred to the 
Proteftant religion, fliould endeavour to overturn this 
ftate,. and if poffible to destroy it; they have refolved to 
let his H ghncfs putfue his defign, and to grant him fomc 
ihips-and troops in the nature of auxiliaricfi, to affifthim 
thcreintAand in puffuancc thereof, his Highnefs hath de* 
dared to their High Mightinefles, that he is refolved, 
with the grace and favour of Grod, to go over into Eng- 
land, not wirh the leaft view or defign to invlidc the 
kingdom, to. lay it wafte^ or dethrone the king,: much 
lcl5 to .render himfelF matter of it, to do prejudice to the 
lawful fucceiSw^^or td expeW artd perfecute the Roman Ca* 
tholios, but folely and wholly toluccdur the nttion^ toi-c- 
cftablifli the laws and privilfeges^ which have been invaded, 
and alfo to preferve their religion and liberties ^ and to 
this end to endeavour to bring things fo to -pafs, that 
a free and lawful parliament rpay be called, according to 
cuftom, of fuch {iffons as are qualified by the laws and 
conftitution of the government ; that there they may de- 
bate and refol ve upon what they ihall judge neceifery for 
the fccurity of the nobility, clergy, gentry and people ^ 
and to the end that their rights, laws and privileges may 
be no more violated and invaded: that their High 
Mightincfies hope, and are confident, that under the di- 
vine benediftion, tranquillity and union ftall be reftored 
in that kingdom, and lb be thereby put into a condition 
efficacioufly to concur in what Ihall be for the common 
good of Chriftendom, and the re-eftablilhment and 
maintenance of the peace and tranquillity of Europe." And 
an extraft (hall be made of this refolution of their High 
Mightinefles, to be put by the agent Rofenboom into the 
hands of the foreign minifters refiding here, for their in- 
ftruftion j and that they may make ufc of them as they 
pleafe.

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Thefc tefeludons were pttbli&edthc 28th of Oftobcr, 
%y^SP^^xs by the date^ and tb^Pucch fleet failed the 29th, 
feut was forced back by bad weather; on the fi ft of No- 
veipber failed again, and arrived in Torbay the 4th ; 
on the a^jd of December King James left England pri- 
vately I on the a2d of January was held a general conr 
veQtion; on the 28th they declared the throne vacant, and 
on the lath of February the Prinoe of Orimge, and the 
Princcls Mary, were by a public declaration qonflituted 
King and Queen of England. Immediately thereupon 
the Dutcl} mtiquted tQ the French ambaflador at the 
Hague, th^t they could not fubmit any longer to the in^ 
terruptio9S they met with from the French in their com^ 
mcrce ; the Emjperor cqniplained at the fame ti^e of the 
encroachment of the French in the Palatinate, andvSpatn 
of the infra^oni of trpiities in the Xx>w Countries. ^ The 
French King faw: plainly the turn affairs were likely ta 
take, 9fid therefore judged it heft to be beforehand in 
action, which he jyfti&ed, by aledging, that he had only 
diverted the ftorm : that it was notorious a combination 
had been formed both againft him and King James his 
ally, M^ Qoly waited the fettlcm^nt of the l^rince of 
Orange. on the Hritifli throne to a^omplifh ic; and al- 
though in outward appearance he might feem the ag« 
freiibr, yet that the common cpurfe of things require^ 
im to a^ as beft fuited his own fecurity ; and was fo well 
prepared to execute his^ deiigns, that before th^ comple-*. 
tion of the year i,688 the French army were pofleiftd of 
Philipfburg, Frandkendal, Manheim, Heidelberg, Phor- 
seim, HUi^hMTon, Crcutsnac, Wormes and Meptz, 

I Ivivc obferved above that the Prince of Orange waa^ 
declared King the i zth of February ; there was fome little 
time ncceffary to confcrt mcafures with the allies, which 
done, the Dutch led the way, by a declaration of wat 
againft France, which being of itfelf a little hiftory of 
fwfts incapable of abridgment, is bt^e prcfenrcd to th? 
reader verbatim, 
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4 I>iclaraiicn of JVar againjt France, <ihd a Placart ef the 
States Gpnei-al of the UDited Provinces, concerning the Com- 
merce of the Inhabitants of the faid Provinces : as alfa of 
neutral PtrtJoers in theParts ofFrznct^ and contraband Goods ^ 
Securities of Ships and Mercbandifesy appertmning to the 
SubjeSlsofTStdiViCt. Given at the Hague, March 9, 1689. 

THE States General of the United Provinces of the 
Low Countries, to all thofe who fliall fee or hear 
thefe prefents read, greeting ; Be it Jcnpwn untp them. 
That being in the year 1672, in a profound peace and 
perfeft tranquillity, ^nd relying upon the treaties of 
peace, friendlhip and alliance, which were in force be- 
tween Franceand this State, we found ourfelives deftitute 
of every thing that niight fcrve for our defence, and witK- 
ftand fo potent a King, in cafe he (hould ma,ke a war up- 
on us I and fo much the more, in that it could pot enter 
into our thoughts, that the King of France fl^ould violate 
the faid treaties, contrary to ali juftice and equity ; we 
hav^ neverthelefs, beyond all expeftation, been fuddenly 
attacked by the King of France by force of arnns ; fo 
that his nunaerous armies- muft have reduced this State 
to the brink of deftruAion, and have eafily brought t^ 
fame under hii fubjeftion, had it not been that callin-g 
our ?yes upon the reafcns the King of France gave for his 
beginning the faid war, which he iaid was, only for the 
ipcreafe of his honour and glory, we were perfuadcd, 
that almighty God would not fufFer us to be ruined upon 
fuch unjuft mQtiyes ; that being thereupon in this deC- 
perate ftate of our affairs, ftirred up to refume our cou- 
rage, under the great and wife condudt of his Highnefs 
the Prince of Orange, and to expofc ourfelves to all ex- 
tremities, in order to defend the true reformed religion, 
our liberty and dear country, againft fuch unjuft violences, 
we have by the bleffing of God upon our State, after the 
cfFufion of much innocent blood, and our people having 
fufFered unheard of cruelties and barbarities from the 
french, at length entirely re-eftabliflied our affairs, and 
brought the faid war to an end by a treaty pf peace, com- 
merce, navigation and marine, concluded with France at 
NictVeguen iu the year 1678. That wc on our part have 
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faithfully and rcligioully, as we ought to do, executed 
the faid treaties ; infomuch, that wc prefently took off 
all and Cngular the impofitions upon the merchandifes, 
manufa^res and other commodities of the growth of 
France, as alfo other cuftoms which the King of France 
could pretend to have been laid by us, by way of retrt* 
bution, upon account of the exorbitant duties which the 
King df France himfelf was firft plcafed to put upon the 
navigation and commerce of this ftatc, in order to ruin 
and entirely deftroy them : that we have diffembled 
many injuries which have been done us j and that to the 
end we might avoid all occafions of falling under the 
King of France's difpleafure, we have fo comported our- 
felves in all our actions that wc have not given the King 
of France any juft caufe of offence : whereas on the con- 
trary the King of France on his part hath indeed, by a 
public edift, recalled and annulled the exorbitant im- 
pofitions laid by him on the commerce and navigation 
of this ftate, and caufed the fame in fome points and 

!>laces to be put in execution, but in other places has 
eft the fame undone : that moreover the King of France 
hath endeavoured from time to time, all manner of ways 
to difturb our navigation and commerce, as well within 
as without Europe, favoured the feizure of our ihips and 
cargoes, and dire^ly bent his thoughts entirely to ruin 
our faid navigation and commerce : nay, he was fo far 
from letting our men of war go unmolefted, that he 
violently forced them to fubmit to be fearched ; and 
which is more, made them be attacked, and hpftilely 
purfued in the time of a profound peace. In like man- 
ner the King of France hath at laft hindered the fubjefts 
of this ftate, by way of new tolls and impofitions, to fell 
their manufaftures, and filh in his country ; and hath 
raifed fo many unjuft and unheard of obftacles in their 
way, under fome frivolous pretence or other, that it 
would be impoflible for them to continue their trade into 
France any longer ; befides which, he hath been guilty 
of divers other contraventions againft the faid treaties, 
which the States for peace fake have connived at :* that 
the redrefs which has feveral times been demanded, hath 
been rejedted with fcorn, as often as fuch inftances have 
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been made thereupon > and by refufing the honour which 
the itiinifters of this State have always had allowed them 
in France, tbey have endeavoured to render this State 
contemptible : that the King of France having begun a 
horrible perfecution of thofe of the reformed religion iik 
his country, hath in that perfecution involved the fubjeds 
of this State, who were only fettled in France uplon the 
account of trade; having parted wives from their huC- 
bands, and children from their parents ; and fo little re- 
gard has been had to juftice, that the confuls refiding 
there from the State have been ufed after a cruel and un- 
heard of manner j all of them, contrary to the law of 
nations, and the cxprefs words of the treaties, being re- 
fufed leave to withdraw, but kept there through the fe*- 
verity of imprifonments and other ill-treatments : that 
finding, even foon after the concluGon of the peace, the , 
ill intentions of the King of France againft this State, 
by the motions he made of his troops on our frontiers, 
we were obliged to keep many men in our fervice, to 
our great charge, and to equip a fleet that flood us ia 
great fums of money > for fear of being attacked anew j 
by means whereof the King of France, in all appearance, 
had a defign to wafte the finances of this State; that fo 
when he found its commerce, navigation, manufaftures, 
filhery and finances ruined, he might the more eafily make 
himfelf mafter of it : that the King of France hath fome 
time endeavoured, by fair words and folcmn affurances, 
and even by offers of^alliance, to amufe us and lull us to 
fleep, to the end our tranquillity and fecurity might be 
increafed ; for as foon, and whenever we have in all fim- 
plicity been defirous, by defenfive alliances tending to 
injure noboiy, to fecure the peace of Nimeguen, the King 
of France has oppofed the fame ; though it was exprefsly 
ftipulated, by the 20th article of the faid treaty of pt^ace, 
they might do it ; and he hath even upon that account 
threatened the States with a new war: and lartly, That 
the King of France hath in time of peace, conirar v to the 
articles of the faid treaties, inferced for the mutual fccuri.y 
of the inhabitants of both countries, caufed the vcfiTcls, 
pcrfons, and goods of our good fubje<fts, to be (tupped 
and feized, which upon the public and folcmn f\ith of

treaties were found in the conntries under his obedience* 
cSorying on their conjmerce there; and hath befidesf 
every where attacked, taken and carried off the Ihips 
and merchandifes belonging to thefe countries ; and not 
only refufed to releafe them^ but hath ill ufed the Tailors 
and feamen^ and threatened and folicited them to change 
their religion, clapping them up in prifons, where they 
aire ftill detained ; befides which, their Ihips have been 
lbld> and all contrary to the 15th article of the treaty of 
peace, and the 38 th article of the treaty of commerce, 
navigation and marine, by which ic is ftipulated, that if a 
war ftiould happen, fix and nine months refpeftively 
fliould be allowed the fubjefts on either part to depart 
themftlves, together with their goods and effcfts, and even 
to fell them there without any^ moleftatjon, fo as that 
neither their perfons nor their goods could within that 
time be . liable tp be feized. Moreover, that the 
King of France hath at his own pleafure caufed his troops 
to plundei" arid burn feveral villages within the dominion 
of the States, before the war was publiflied and declared,, 
ot at leaft the very fame day on which it was 'declared, and^ 
when we had not the leaft infcrmation that this State had 
a rupture with France ; he having declared war againft 
this State.by his declaration bearing date the 26th of laft 
November at Verfailles, without giving any other reafon 
for it, but that we had made fome extraordinary levies 
and armaments, which bv the indifputed and effential 
rights of all fovereigns we had power to do, and for which 
we are not obliged to be accountable to any body : and 
this we have done not with a dcfign to injure France, but 
only by way of neceffary precaution ; becaule we were 
but too well informed of the dciligns of Frante, and that 
we were quite out of a condition to defend ourfelves, 
when his defigns came to be put in execution, as in reality 
they are made manifeft by feveral declarations of war 
which have been made public ; having at the fame time 
affured the King of France, upon his menaces and fuf- 
picions of our condufl:, that this State would no manner 
of way concern itfelf with the eledtion of an Eleftor and 
bifhop of Cologne, as in reality it cannot be proved they 
ever did ; though we were not upon that account bound to 
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give any fatisfaStion to the King of France, neither dq 
we do it, but only to (hew how we are willing to avoid all 
occafions that niay difturb . the public tranquillity^ 
W,hercfore we haire been very defiroUs to inform all and 
iingular our good fuBjeds, . and the inhabitants in our 
provinces of the ill defighs and machinations which the 
faid King of France hath from time to time formed 
againft this State ; and at the fame time to give them to 
underftand and ferioully to con0der, what ufage they may 
expeft from him, as well in regard to their religion and 
liberties, as to their perfons and eftates : that as to the 
reformed religion, let them call to mind the cruel per- 
fecutibn he hath begun againft his own fubjedts ; let them 
caft their eyes upon the infidelity with which he has 
treated the towns and places which they imagined were 
furrendered to him upon juft and favourable terms, and 
iipon the ravaging of whole provinces, which they them- 
felves were obliged to abandon, without fparing thofe 
who profeifed the fame Roman Catholic religion with 
thenifelves, any more than others, the firft of which 
might expcdl a more favourable ufage ; and that trufting 
to the juftice of our caufe, and in hopes of the bleffing of 
God, they (hould with all their might, and by all manner 
of means help to prevent the lofs of their religion and 
liberties, and the iruin of their perfons and eftates, even as 
we on^ our part are obliged, as well for the defence of all 
as aforefaid, and for the reparation of all the injuries and 
damages tinjuftly fuftained by our fubjefts, to take up 
arms and to declare war againft the King of France ; 
hereby requiring all our fubjefts, officers and foldiers, 
and iall and fingular perfon or perfons, to whom it may 
belong, to purine andxvery where in an hoftile manner to 
attack the countries, :people, inhabitants and fubjefts of 
the King of France, as well by fea as land. And feeing 
we are, purfuant to the end aforefaid, and as much as in 
us lies, lor the preventing chiefly all other damage, bound 
and obliged to the utmoft of their power, and lo as that 
it iriay not be an injury to our allies, friends and neutral 
governments, and according to the law of nations, to keep 
back and to hinder France from being fupplied with coni- 
pipdities and other ncfccffaries, by means whereof fhe may 
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be enabled to continue to injure this ftatc, and the inha-^ 
bitants thereof; we have thought it proper and expedient, 
to order and exprefsly to forbid all thofethat are under 
our obedience -, as alfo to give notice t6 all other nations 
in alliance, friendfhip and neutrality with this date, as we 
do order, forbid and give notice rcfpedively by thefe 
prefents. 

I. In the firfl place, none of the inhabitants of thefe 
countries are from henceforwards to undertake to carry 
out of them, or indeed out of any other countries, king- 
doms, places or towns, direftly or indireftly, any warlike 
ammunition, provifions, or any thing elfc, that may con- 
tribute towards fittbg out of Ihips, be it of what name, 
fort, quality, condition or nature focv^er, none excepted ; 
or any other merchandifes prohibited by the placarts of 
the States, in order to tranfport them into any of the ha- 
rens, iflands, towns or other parts in France, or elfewherc 
under the dominion of the faid King of France, or to keep 
any correfjpondence, or have any communication with the 
inhabitants of the faid kingdom of France, or dependen- 
cies, by letters or otherwile, tending to the prejudice of 
this State, be it in what manner it will -, neither is any 
body whatever, though a ftranger ind no inhabitant of 
this couutry, to dare to do what is here prohibited, under 
the penalty of being punilhed, without any diffimulation, 
as an enemy of this State, 

II. And as, according to the duty of juft and lawful 
fovereigns, who are obliged to guard and defend their 
good fubjefts and inhabitants from all violence and op- 
preffion, we cannot, and even according to the law and 
pradtice of all nations, are riot obliged to allow any body 
whatever to fupply the faid King of France, or his fub- 
jefts, with any contraband goods ; we aredefirous to give 
notice hereof to all our allies, friends and neutral nations, 
and generally to all people and countries, and to defire 
them forthwith, during the continuance of this prefent 
war between the States and the King of France, notto at- 
tempt to tranfport any contraband goods from any king- 
doms, countries, places or towns, into any havens, towns 
or places appertaining to France, or any others under the 
dominion or the faid King ; it being our intention to look 
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tipon i!hc faid centrftband gom!s to he ^ood fr«e till for* 
feitcd, which (hall be found laden in order to be cutried 

* thither, contrary to ^ur e<lid «if*<l this declaration j our 
intention being this, that under the name of contraband 
goods are only eomprehemkd all *forts of fire arms, and 

• their dependencies, as all forts of cannon, feoth great aini 
fmall, mu&ets, piftoJs, harquebufles, mortars, petards, 
bombs, granades, carriages, forks, bandaliers, powder, 
match, falcpetre, bullets, iron or lead balls, (words, 
lances, pikes and halberts ; morions, head*^ieces, cuiraflfe, 
bucklers^ borfes, faddles, houfings ; and in a word all 
Other accoutrements and inftrumcnts made for and ap* 
pertaining to the profcfEon of war, 

III. And to the end we may the better and more ef- 
feftually hinder the faid tranfporting of conti^baeds as 
jtforefaid, and more particularly provide that foeh a fhing 
be not done out of thefe provinces under any falfe pre- 
t^ees, nobody for the future fltati lade and imbark in 
thefe countries any of the faid ^oods to be tranfported and 
tarried into any of the co\intries, towns, or places, be- 
longing to the allies, friends, or other nations that are 
in neutrality with this State, without having previoufly 
cbtained the fpecial leave of the council of the admiralty 
within whofe JUT ifdiftion fuch an embarkation IKall be 
made ; and that befides their paying cuftom as fettled in 
the country, they muft give fufficient fecurity to tWiee 
the value of the merchandifes to be tranfported^ diatthey 
Ihall not carry to nor unlade tbem in any other kingdoms, 
havens, towns, and places, tout fuch as thofe g( the faid 
friends; and neither direftly nor indiredly in any man- 
ner of way convey them to any places belonging to 
France, or others under the obedience of the faid King : 
and that they Ihall make it appear by certificates, and 
other ftifiicient proofs, that all the faid goods (hall be 
difembarked in the countries to which they fha:ll declare 
they intend to carry them, and that within a certaip time 
to be fpecified in tihe paflports that Ihall be granted to 
this end, according to the frtuation and diftance of the 
places. And in default thereof, and of the elapfing of 
the faid time, the bond for double the value of the goods 
as abovefaid fliall be put in execution^ according as trhe 
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fame is taxed and computed, in pr.oportion to the time of 
the giving the faid fecurity. 

IV. Moreover, we dP require all our fubjedls and in- 
habitants> and alfo give notice and exhort all our allies, 
friends, and nations in neutrality with us, and ^nerally 
all people and nations that would go to the kingdoms, 
countries, towns, and places belonging to this State, fitu- 
ate in the Eaft, Weft or North, or thole who would come 
from thence hither, to keep out upon the high feas ; our 
intention being, and we do declare by thefe prefents, that 
all the veflcls which ihall be found on the French coaft, 
or in other countries, iflards, and places under the do- 
minion of the faid King of France, and particularly in the 
bays and gulphs on the coaft of the faid kingdoit), and 
being fuch as are not without fufpicion of having fome 
deiign in view contrary to this our edidl and declaration, 
but Ihall. be loaden in the whole or in part with the faid 
contraband goods, ihall be feized by the captains and 
other officers of the men of war or privateers of this 
country ; and (hall be brought to a trial and judgment by 
the admiralty court, according to the manner fpecified in 
the fccond article aforcfaid ; unlefs the faid ,fhips have 
been forced thither by ftorm or fome other imminent 
danger, which (hall be confidered and determined by the 
faid admiralty, according to the circumftance of the 
fame, 

V. And that we may the better prevent and deteft all 
the frauds that may be contrived in order to elude this 
edift and declaration, we do charge and require all feamen 
and merchants that are inhabitants of this <:ountry, or 
who fet out from thefe countries with their veflcls and 

. merchandifes ; ^and befides them, we do alfo charge and 
require all others, of what nation foever they be, or from 
what place foever they come, neither to take on board, 
nor caufc to be taken, any cfFefts, goods or merchandifes, 
in order to tranfport, or caufe thtm to be tranfported, 
without regular fea-letters, good paflports, certificates, 
bills of lading, advice, and other the like teftimonials, 
that Ihall be conformable to the laws and placarts of thofc 
places where the faid efFefts, wares ^nd merchandifes 
Ihall be taken on board, as required upon the embarkation, 
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and for. tranfpbrtitfg them Aom thencej otfecMfe.wedo 
account the fame to be forfeited, and by thefe prefents 
declare to be good prize, all the veffels, with the cfFeds, 
goods and merchandifes on board them, which {hall have 
more than one fea-letter, double , paflTports, certificates, 
^nd the like teftim>onials, together with all thofe fliips and 
merchandifcs that are not duly provided with the nccef- 
fary teftimonials as before-mentioned. 

VL And to the end that all officers and commanders 
of men of war belonging to the States, as well as to pri- 
vate men by our order, may be certain that the Ihips 
which they (hall meet with at fea, have a defign to go 
into fome one of the fame havens, towns, or places in 
France, or other3 under the dominion of the faid King;; 
the faid captains may ftop at fea all the veffels they have 
fome fufpicion of, and demand their paffports and other 
teftimonials, fetting forth the country they belong to, in 
what place they took in their lading, and the nature of 
the cargo ; which when they have been produced to them, 
and they have found that the faid veffels were not <Jc- 
iigned with any contraband goods to go to any harbour 
or place under the dominion of the faid King of France, 
they arc to let them purfue their voyage without molefta- 
tion ; but if they (hall by any means find out the con- 
trary, they may fccure the faid fhips with their mer- 
chandifcs, as alfo the titles or pretended teftimonials they 
have found on board, and were produced to them. And 
they ihall in the bcft form they can fet down in writing 
what the mafter, or any of the fhip's company, Ihall de- 
clare at that time, as well in reference to the defign of 
their voyage, as to the circumftances of the Ihip and 
cargo, and ihall caufe the fame to be figned by the 
mafter of the ftiip ; that fo the faid docun^ents, fhip and 
lading may be fent and put into the hands of the admi- 
ralty, from whence he that took the prize fet out. 

VII. And moreover it is our will and pleafure, that all 
the penalties and regulations above-mentioned be actually 
performed and inflided by and upon all the inhabitants 
and infradors of this our ediit, wh ther they be mer- 
chants, failors, or others, let them be wlio they will, by 
^the forfeiture of ihips and cargo, or part of the fame, in 
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flieMairtidr ftferefaki ; or if othH^ife il^jh^^t tkem not 
in thdf pewer^ they are to make fatisfaftion in money 
in proportion to the value of the things, every one for 
himtlf< HI cafe that Upon their arrival in tbefe provinces^ 
or ottierwife as opportunity may occur, it fliall be proved 
that they have in any manner of way contravened this 
wefent placart and declaration^ in the fame fort as if they 
had actually been found m the hd:, and t^y the faid men 
•of war taken at fea, or othcrwile furprized and feized here 
in the country by other officers. 

VIIL And to the end that by the execution of this 
^eient p<^cart and proclamation, iK> caufe of complamt 
may be given to any Kings, Republics, Princes, Poten- 
tates, or cities in alliance with this State ; we do by thefe 
jnvfents pofiiively command and require all fea-com- 
manders and officers, as well belonging to the men of 
war of this ftatse, «s to (hips fitted out by private men by 
t)ur order, punduaHy to conform fhemfclves to ^ al* 
liances and treaties already made, or to be mad^ upoti 
this account, witii other Kings, Republics, Princes, ro- 
tentates, and citi^ j to Which end we do command our 
councils of lihe admiralty to give notice and particular 
informat^n to all the captains of mien of war, that ai:e to 
iail from their refpedive jurifdiftions. 

IX. And it Ihall appertain to the council of the ad- 
miralty, within whofc jurifdiftion the contravention foatt 
be difcovered, or from which the captains that have 
ieizcd them at fea IhaH fet out, to pafs fcntence concern- 
ing the infra6tion of this placart. 

K* But in cafe thofe that contravene this cdift fliall 
"not be found in the fadt, but arc afterwards accufed there- 
of; in that cafe thi^ cognizance of the matter (hall apper- 
tain' to the council of the admiralty, or the conrnKm 
judges before whom the caufe IhaM ^ firft be brought, 
And to the end that all officers, as well as atl oAer per- 
fons who have the profperity of this State at heart, and 
are enemies to fuch contraventions, tnay be the more dtti- 
gent to fere that this edift be tnok pundually pbfervcd 
throughout, and in every particular ; and that thofe who 
ihall contravene the fame, fiiall for an example to others

And that nobody may hereafter pretend ignorance, w^ 
do command and r^ure the Lpi[ds, the States, counfel- 
lors, deputies,, and thp States deputies of every province, 
and all officers of jufticc and others, that they do forth* 
with caufe this our edid^ to be publifhed; and affixed to. 
all the places neceflfary, and where they have been wont 
to publifh and affix the fame. We do moreover comr 
mand and charge the councils of the admiralty, fifca], 
advocates, admirals, vice-adm'rals, captains, officers and 
commanders, as alfo the co^nmiiTari^s and fearchers^ ^ 
well of the fea- ports, as ^Ifewbtre, to keep and caufe this 
our edid to .be kept, and ^o.profccyte and caufe procefs 
to be made againft thpfe whp flia\l contravene ;he fame, 
without any connivance, favour, diffimvilation, or fellow- 
feeling; for this we allow tob^ for the benefit of the 
State.

J T having pleafed Qod to make us the happy inftrument 
of refcuing thcfe nations from great and immincni;" 
dangers, and to place us upop the throne of thcfe kin<r, 
doms, we think ourfelves obliged to endeavour to th© 
uttermoft to promote the welfare of our people, which 
<;an never be effeaually fe^ured, but by preventing the 
mifeifies ^hat threaten them from abroad^ 
' When we confider the many unjuft methods the French! 
King hath of late years taken to gratify his ambition j 
that he has not only invaded the territories of the Em- 
peror, and of the empire, now in amity with us, laying 
waftc vhole CQunti:ies^ and d^ftfpying the inb^^itaijts by 
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Wf armies, but dtcl^^rcd war agaiaftour'allksfc withoiit 
|iny provocation, in m^nifcft viplation of tbc treaties 
confirrriecl by the guarantee pf the Crown of England^ 
f^e can do no lefs thaq jqin. with our aflies ia ppppfing 
the defigns of the French King, as th^ difturbcr of tte 
peace th** common pn?tny of the Chriftian world, ^ : 

Andbcfidestbe obligations we lie under by treaties 
with our allies, which aye a fufficient juftification of us 
for taking up arms at this time, fince t}iey have cs|Ued 
upon us fo to do: the many injuries done tp us and to 
pur fubjects without any reparation, by the French King^ 
are fuch, that (however of late years they were not takeil 
notice of for reafons well known to the world) neverthe- 
jefs we will not pafs them over without a public and juft 
fefcntipeot of fuch outrages., 

It is not long fince the French took licences from the 
Englifh governor of Newfoundland to fifh on the feas 
upon that coaft, and paid tribute for fuch licences, as 
^n acknowledgment of the fole right of the Crown o£ 
;6ingland to that ifland: and yet of late the incrbachments 
of the French upon our faid ifland, and our fubjedts 
trade and fiftiery, have been more like the jnvafions of 
^n enemy, than becoming friends, who enjoyed the advan- 
tages of that trade only by permiflion. , 

But that the French King flxould invade our Caribbcc 
iflands, and pofleft himfelf of our territories of the pro- 
vince of New York apdof Hudfon*sBay,in a hoftilc man* 
ner, fcizing our forts, burning our fubjedls houfesy and 
enriching his people with the fpoil of their goods and 
nsierchandifes, detaining fome of our fubjefts under the 
hardlhipof imprifonment,'caufingothers»to be inhuman- 
ly killed, and driving the reft to fea in a fmall veflcl, 
without food or neccffaries to fupport them, are aftions 
not becoming even an enemy; and yet he was fo far from 
declaring himfelf fo, that at the very time he w^s nego- 
tiating h^re \n England by his minilters a treaty of neu- 
. trality and gopd correfpondence in America. 
. The. proceedings of the French King againft our fub- 
jc&s in Ifuropc are fo notorious, that we Ihall not need 
1^9 enlarge ,upo^ them: hi^ covAtenancing feizure of 
;^ , Englifli 
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Briglift Alp hf Tttttih DrivattW^, fetbwMmg tht htii. 
porwHon df i ]grt^t parf of tht pi*dduft ind mamtif^dtift 
ctf our kingcfoiti, land }mJ)ofing exorbitant cuftoitis- upt>n 
Ihe reft, ^t^^lthftandirtg th6 V^ advantage h6 and tfit 
^f^rtch nation reap by their dortinncrce with England, ate 
fufficicnt cviddncei of his d€figns to deftroy the trad^ 
•lid confctjucntly to ruin the r^avigation^ tipbn whieh the 
Vfe^\th atid fafcty of this natton very mqch depend*. 

The righf of rhe flig, iirhefettt m the Cto^n of Engf- 
l*rtd, hti been difptitcfd by his dfderi, in t»ioiation of 
4>ur fotwcighty of the narrow feis, wi^ith hi aH ages htt 
been Jlflferted by dur pfcdec^eflbrs, and we are rcfolveti 
to maintain, for the hdnotjr gf ov^r Crowrtji and of the 
EflgliOi natbn. 

But that which muft nearly touch ils, is his unchrtftiaft 
^rofecution of many of our ErtgliA Protcftant fuhjcds ia 
France, for nnratters of religion, contrstry to the law df 
Stations, and C5q>refs treaties*, fdrcing therifi to abjutte 
their religidrt by ftrangc and tinufual cruelties, and iqi/- 
prifonirtg fdtrle of the iHaftcrs J^nd fcartien of our itief-. 
ehaht fhips, and condcttirtiilg others to the galliesj^ upbt^ , 
jn-etencc df having on boarc^ cither feme of his own nri- 
ferable Prbteft^nt fubjc^^ o? their effefts. And laftly^ 
as he has for fomc years la(t paft endeavoured, by in- 
finuatipDs and promifes cf i^fiiftance, to dverthtow th^ 
government of England j fo now by dpjpn and vi^^rtt 
:ttiethods, and the adtuai inv^fiori of our kingdom of Ire- 
land, in ftrpport of our Ajbjc6^s in arnrts arid in rclwriKdn 
^ainft u^, he is promoting the utter extirpation of ou?

Being' therefore thus necefifrated to take up arms, and 
relying on the help of Almighty God in diir juft under- 
taking, we have thought fit to declare, and do bercby 
declare war againft the French Eing^ and that We will, 
Jn conjunftiop with our allies, vlgGrcuily profectite the 
fatrre By fea a|id land (fincfe he hath fo vmtighteoufty be- 
gun it) beings affured of the hcafrty cc^currencc and 
affiftawce of our fubjtfts in fupport of fo good a caule:. 
'hereby willing and requiring our gentrpj of dutfoices,^ 
our commiffioners for extcmmg the offi;:e df high admit 
ral, cur lieutenants of our fcvcr^l counii^s, governors of

our forts and garrifons, and all other o^ech and (bldiert 
under them by fe^ and land, to do ^nd execute all ads

Thefe were ii3PMnediati<ely followed by the grand alliance 
jcxeoutcd ^n the part of the Emperor and tlic States Ge* 
neral the 12th of the fame month, by Spain fopn after^ 
and by King William on the 9rh of December folk)Wf^ 
4ng. This is the treaty which laid the fouBdatio^ ^ 
reducing the power of France within profier Umi^ 
and the confeqyences refvflting therefrom pcoved vi^ry 
favorable, but by an unaccountable reverfeof thingsi, afteir 
a fcene of eonquefts and triumphs, vaniftied into fmofcc^ 
left Great Britain and Holland deeply in defct, and Fr^|iq$ 
iittle lefs powerful than before. 
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^reatf of JJUancif (cdmmonljf called the Grand Alliance) ^^- 
noeen tbe Emperer and the States General, concluded at 
Vienna, May 12, 1689. lo which the King of Great 
Britain acceded^ December 9, 1689. Together with the 
feparate Articles. 

VfZlLLIAM the third, by the grace of God, King of 
^^ Great Brirain, France and Ireland, Defender of 
the Faith, &c* To all and every one to whom thefe pre- 
fents (hall come greeting. Whereas, a certain treaty of 
friendfhip and ftrifter alliance between tbe mod ferene, 
moft potent and moft invincible Prince and Lord Leopold, 
by the Grace of God, eleA Roman Emperor, always au» 
guft, and of Germany, Hungary, Bohemia, Dalmatia, Cro- 
atia, Sclavonia, &c. King, &c. and the High and Mighty 
l^ords the States General of the United Provinces, was 
made and concluded at Vienna, the lath day of May laft 
paft, on the Emperor's part, by Leopold William, Count 
of Konigfegg, Vice-chancellor of the Empire, &c. and 
Theodore Althete Henry, Count of Stratman, Chancellor 
of the Court, his Impeiral Majefty*s plenipotentiaries, and 
counfellors of ftate : and on the part of the States Gene^ 
ral, by Jacob Hop, counfellor and recorder of the city 
of Amfterdam, and deputy for Holland add Weft Frieze- 
land, in the affembly of the States General. The tenor 
of which treaty is as follows. 

Be it known and declared, that although the treaty con- 
cluded at the Hague a few years fince, between his facred 
and Imperial majefty, and the High and Mighty Lords the 
States General of the United Provinces, for their mutual 
defence, does yet remain in its full .vigour; neverthelefs, 
both his Imperial Majefty, and the fatd States General, 
confidering the greatnefs of the comnlon danger which 
threatens allChriftendom fince the laft French invafion, and 
the unconftant faith of the French in the obfervance of 
treaties, have judged it neceffary to ftrengthen the condi- 
tions of the aforefaid treaty, and the former union, with 
ftrider and firmer ties; and, at the fame time, to confider 
of morecflfifftual means, as well for reftoring as preferving 
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the public peace tnd fafety: andtherc^iM^tlife pl^i^dtctt^ 
liarics conftituted to that pufpofc by both parties, wh. by 
his Imperial Majefty, his counfellbrs of ftatc, Leopold 
William, Count of Konigfegg, Vicc-chancdlor of the Em- 
pire, &c. and Theodore Althete Henrys Count of Scratman, 
•Chancellor of thjs Court; andby the States Qicneral, Jacob 
Hop> counfellor and recorder of the city of Amftcrdam, 
and deputy for Holland and Weft-Friezeland, in tte 
affembly of the States General, after the mutual exchange 
of their full powers, have covenanted and agreed in the 
manner following. 

I. There ihall be and remain for ever a conftant, per- 
petual, and inviolable friendfhip, and good correfpondence, 
between his Imperial Majefty and the States General; and 
each of them fliall be obliged earneftly to promote the 
other*s interefts, and as much as in them lies, to prevent 
all damages and inconveniences to them* 

II. And whereas the French king has lately, without 
any lawful caufe or pretext, attacked as well his Imperial 
Majefty, as the States General, by a moft grievous and 
moft unjuft war, there fliall be during the fame not only a 
dcfcnfive, but alfo an ofFeniive alliance between the con- 
tradling parties, by virtue whereof they fliall both of them 
aft in a hoftile manner, with all their forces, by fea and 
land, againft the faid French king, and fuch of his allies, 
as upon exhortation to be ufed for that purpofe, fliall r<- 
fufe to feparate themfelves from him; and they fliall alfo 
communicate to one another, their advices for the more 
ufefully contriving the adlions of the war, either jointly 
or'feparately, for the deftru<9b!on of the common enemy. 

III. It Ihall not be lawful for either party to withdraw 
from this war with France, or to enter feparately upon any 
convention, treaty of peace, or eeflation of arms widi 
France, and its adherents, upon any pretext whatfoever, 
without the confent and concurrence of the other party. 

IV. There fliall by no means any peace be concluded, 
before the peace of Weftphalia, and thofc of Ofnaburg, 
Munfter, and the Pyreneans, have, by the help of God, 
and by common force, been vindtcated; and that all things^ 
both in church and ftate, are, reftored to their former con- 
dition, according to the tenor of the fame, 

V. In

VI. Aftwr the fnftst war, by common cdnfeftt, ftall 
be eadcdy and a peace concluded^ there diall ftmz'm be* 
tweeti his <tcred Impuerial Maje%, bis heirs a«d fRiccd- 
jfinra, and the States General of the United Provinces, d 
fMrpetiod defenfive alliance ag«inft the oftm memioned 
crown of France, and its adherents; by ^rtue whereof, 
4[)oth pardes ihall ufe their utmoft end^m>HFS, that the 
peace lo be nude may renyain firm and perpetuaf. 

VJL But if it ftould happen, chat the orown of France 
ftoiild again attack one or both of the confederate partie5, 
toootr«y ttQ tlie faid peace, at what time foever this &all 
be done, they fhailbe obliged faithfully to ^ft^ach other 
with all tbek fences, and in the iame manner as now^ both 
by Tea and land, end to repell all manner of hoftility and 
violencei and not to 4efiil titt all things are brought again 
Into their former ftat^, according to the conditions of tl^ 
a^fore&ud fcace, and that fatisfa^lion be given to the party 
t^fiended.

would give to their ftate, and what prejudice it would bring 
to the piiblick affairs and qui^t, do promife by th^fefepa- 
rate articles, which arc as valid as if they had been ihfert- 
ed-wer^ for word in the pruicipal treaty ; -firft, ^bat-4a 
cafe the prefent King^of Spain Ihould die without lawful if- 
fue (vWiich'God forbid) they will, with-alHheir forces, aflift 
his Sacred Imperial Majefty, or his heirs, in taking the 
fucceffion of the Spanifh monarchy, lawfully belonging to 
that houfe, together with its kingdoms, provinces, domini- 
ons and rights, and in their obtaining and fecuring the 
quiet poffcffion thereof againft the Trench and their adhe- 
Tents,who'(hall direftly or trrdireftly oppofe this fucceffion;;

A Convention made between the Commijfioners o/* William III. 
King of England, and the Ambajjadors of the United Vto-^ 
vinctSy concluded at IjondoUy Au^u^ ily 1689, concern- 
ing the Prohibition of Commerce with France, 

FOrafmuch as that the Moft Chridian Kipg hath de- 
clared war againft the States General of the United 
Trovinces of the Low Countries, and the other allies of the 
King of Great Britain ; and his majefty having put forth 
Jiis declaration of war againfl; the faid moft Chriftian King, • 
it behoves the faid King of Great Britain, and the faid lords 
the States General, to do as much damage as poffibly they 
can to xhe common enemy, in order to bring him to agree 
to a juft and equitable peace, and to comply with fuch con^ 

ditions. 
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ditions, as may rcftore the tranquility and rcpofc of Chrit^ 
tertdom : and as it is neceflary for this end, that they 
fliould make life of all their forces, and n)ore particularly 
order matters fo^ as cfFeftually to interrupt and break off > 
all trade and commerce with the moft Chriftian King'i 
fubjfcds, that the faid king and his fubjefts may be debjarrcd 
of all manner of fupplies for the ufe of the war, which 
otherwife may, by the continuance of it, become very in- 
lurious, and 'be the caufe of the effufion of much Chriftiaa^ 
blood ; and that his faid majefty the King of Great Britain, 
and the faid lords the States General, the better to attaia

wares, the produce of the dominions and territories under 
his moft Chriftian Majefty's obedience j no, nor to carry 
into the faid countries and territories, any merchandifcs. 
or wares whatloever, under the penalty of forfeiting the- 
faid merchandifes and wares, as alfo the vcflfels employed 
in the carrying of them. 

IL And as feveral kings, princes and ftates in Europe^ 
are already engaged in a war againft the moft Chriftiaa 
King; and that they have already prohibited, or will in a 
Ihort time prohibit all commerce with France ; it is agreed 
between his faid Majefty of Great Britam, and the faid 
lords tne States General, that if, during the courfe of this, 
war, the futjefts of any other king, prince or ftate> ftiall 
undertake to traffic, or have any commterce* with the fub*- 
je<5ts of the moft Chriftian King •, or if their veflCels or fhip-* 
ping are met with in their paffage to the ports, havens or 
roads, under the obedience of the moft Chriftian King ; 
tl\e f4id ve^ls^ (hipping, merchandifes o^ wares, Ihall, in . 
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the cafe iibovefneMiened, be actackod fnd liali^eff^ by* the 
caprsiios of men of war, privateers, o$ odier fubj^S of. 
the King of Great Sritain, add tht tofds^tbis Starts Gene* 
raU iti^ Oxdll before proper judgps be cotii'Hfiwd-fw h,ff*, 
ful prjze# 

III. It i^agreed and concludedy tha.t the faid King of 
Great Brkain, and the faid IcMrds the Stat^ iba}}» as fooi^ 
as polBblf, notify this treaty and convention- ik> a^^tHcr 
ktfi^s^ priftcea^ and fbttei of Europe, tkat ^e not in war 
agamft France ; and titat the faid king^^ princes^ and (bttes^ 
fliall' at the fame tinfie be informed, tlwu if theihips or vcf^ 
fels^ of their fubje^ts are found,, before- thia^ noci^catioka i$ 
given^, at fea, making their way for the poift*^ havens or 
roads, under the obedience <>f the rnoft Ghr iftian King,., 
they (hall bo obliged, by the fhipsof the King of G eat 
Britain, and of the lerdlR the States, foFthwitCh toturn back ; 
and if the fhips or vcffrls ap^pertaimng to thofe kings^ priuf*- 
ces a»d ftates, or to their fubjefts, fha^l be met with failing 
fpom the faid ports, ,laden with the nfterchandifes or com- 
modities of France, the faid ftips w veflcls 0vaU be- 
obliged to fail back to the faid ports, and there to leave 
the feid goods and merchandifcs upcm pain of forfeiture ^ 
and in cafc the fnips or vcfiek of thofe kvngss pr:nces and: 
ftates^ or of their fubjcAs, fhally after the faid notificatr- 
o», be found at fea, and failing toward* the ports, haven.v 
or reads, under the obediemrc of the moil Chrifttaii King^ 
pf from the ports of the faid king, they feall be feized and 
forfiritcd, togiether with their cargo, aiid be reputed good 
prize. And as to the princes and aJies wliO aire already at

mon intereft, and give and execute furh orders as tend 
t© the fame end. The i>reknt treaty ihall be ratifird by 
h':s majefty, and the lords the States Genera], and the ra- 
tification (hall be exchanged v.ichin the ipacc ot fix weeks, 
unlefs a treaty of an offeniivc and defenlive alliance (hail 
be concluded and figntd between His Maje(ky, and the 
faid States General, before the expiration ofr that term ; 
in which cafe, this prcfeiH treaty. (hall b* cgnfinAed and. 
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comprized therein. In the meai\tim^it 19 agrecd.an450X!» 
eluded, that all and every tlie articles, of th|s treaty^^ Ihall 
be executed o;n both fides, punduahy and fincerely, in 
the fame, manner as if tl^e ratifications were exchanged*

All the faid treaties, and a.11 and ev ery article contained 
in them, are effectually approved and confirmed by this 
prefent treaty, and (hail remain in their original force and 
vigour, as ir they had been inferted here wprd for word, fa 
far a$ they do not contradid: or derogate from one ano- 
ther, or this prefent treaty ; in fuch a manner that the 
points and matters fiipulated by a newer treaty, Ihall be ; 
fulfilled in the proper time, without regard had to ao 
older treaty : moreover, there fhall ht between His Ma-, 
jefty and tis fucceffbrs, and the lords the States Gentral

France, and that the King of Great Britain, and the States, 
do find they are under a mutual obligation of aiding and 
defending one another, as alfo of reciprocally maintain- 
ing tlieir countries and fubje£ts in their pofleflions, immu- 
nities and liberties, and likcwife navigation and commerce, 
and all other rights whatfoevcr, as well by fea as by land, 
towards and againft all kings, princes, and ftates, and par- 
ticularly againft the (aid moft Chriftian King ; and to the 
pnd they may the better attain to a juft and honourable 
peace, by wh^ch the rep >fe and tranqu llity of Europe may 
l^e cftablilhtd, it is agreed between the faid King of Great 
Britain, and the faid lords the States, that neither of the 
faid allies (hall make any fufpcnfion of armsj, truce or peace,

the kingdoms, termor ies> domi^nions and places, belonging 
to e.»ch other,, of what condition foewf they be. 

III. That all offences, injuries, damages^ whicb the laid 
King of Great Britain and his fubjedks, or the faid moft 
Cnrillian Krng and his fubjeds, have fnfFered from each 
other during this war, ihall be forgotten jn fo that riekher9 
on account of them, or for an/ other caufc off preteiKie^ 
nt idler party, or the fubjefts of either, Ihail hereafter do, 
caufe, or fufErr to be done, any hoftility, enmity, mdefta-^ 
tion or hindrance to the other, by himfclf or others, fe* 
cretljr or openly, direflly or indirectly, by colour of right, 
or way of fad. 

IV. And fince the moft Chriftian King was* never mofc 
dcfirous of any thing, than that the peace be firm and in- 
violable, the fald king promifcs and agrees for himfelf and 
his fuccc^rs^ that ht will on no accounc wbatfjever di-* 
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fturb the faid Kiojg of Great Britain, in the free ppffeffioii 
of the kingdoms, countries, lands or dominions, which 
he now enjoys, and therefore engages his honour, upon 
the faith and word of a king, that he will not give or afford 
any affiftaace, dirrdtly orindircdly, to any enemy or ene- 
jirics of the faid King of Great Britain ; and that he will in 
no manner whatfbever, favour the confpiracies or plota 
•which any rebels, or ill dffpofed perfons, may in any place* 
excite or contrive againft. the faid king; and for that end 
promifes and engages^ that he. will not affift with arms,, 
ihips, ammunition, proyifions, or money, or in any other * 
way, by fea or land, any perfon or perfons, who fhall here^^ 
after,' under any pretence whatfoever, dilhirb or moleft the- 
iaid King of Great Britain, in the firee and full poffeffion of ^ 
his kingdoms, countries, lands and dominions. The Kin^ - 
of. Great Britain likewifcj promifes and engages for himfel^^' 
andfucceffors, kings of Great Britain, that he will inviolably 1 
do and perform the fame towards the fame moft Chriftianr 
King, his kingdoms, countries, lands an4 dominions. 

V. That there be a free ufe of navigation and commerce • 
between the fubjefts of both the faid kings, as was former- 
ly in the time of peace, and before the declaration of the - 
late war. To that every one of them may freely come inta 
the kingdoms, marts, ports and rivers of either of the faid 
kings, with their merchandifes, and m^y there continue 
and trade without any mplcftation, and Ihall ufe and enjoy * 
all liberties, immunities and privileges granted by folema 
treaties, and ancient cuftom^ 

VL That the ordinary adminiftration of juftice Ihall be , 
reftored and fet open, throughout the kingdoms and dorai-! 
nions of both kings, fo that it fhall be frte for all the fub-t 
jteds of cither, to claim and obtain their rights, pretenfioriS: 
and aftions, according to the laws, conftitutions and fta-- 
tutes, of each kingdom. 

VII. The moft Chriftian King ihall rcftore to the faid 
King of Great Britain, all countries, iflaods, fores and co- 
lonies, wherefoever fituated, which the Cnglifli did poffefs- 
before the declaration of this prefent war. And in like 
manner the King of Great Britain ihall reltore t(o the moft 
Chriftian King, all countries, iflands, forts and colonies,^ 
wherefoever fituatedji which the Frerich did poffels before 
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the, laid. dctlafation of war. And this rfftitution diftll h^ . 
made on both fides, within the fpace of fix months, ojr 
fooncr, if it can be done. And to that end, immediately 
after the ratification of this treaty, each of the faid kingj 
iHall deliver, or caufe totbe delivered tc/ the other, or to 
commiflioners authon2;ed,in his oame for that purpofe, al)i 
afts of conccflion, inftruments, and neceffary orders, duly 
mad€ and in proper form ; fo that they may hiave thcif 
effeft. . . ' 

. VIII. Commiflioners fliall be appointed on both fides^ 
to examine and determine the rights and pretepfions which '^-^ 
4iither of the faid kings hath to the places fituated in Hiid- 
ibn*s Bay ; but the poffeiHon of thofe places which were 
taken by the French, during the peace that preceded the 
,prefent war, ajid were retaken by the Englilh during this 
war, fhall be left to the French, by virtue of the foregoing 
article. The capitulation made by the Englifli on the fifth 
of September, 1696, fhall be obferved, according to its 
!form and tenor j the merchandifes therein mentioned fliall 
be reftored ; the governor of the fort taken there (hall be 
fet at liberty, if it be not already done; the differences a- 
yifcn concerning the execution of the faid capitulation, and 
the value of the goods there loft, fhall be adjudged and de- 
.termined by the faid comfniffioners, who immediately af- 
ter the ratification of the prefent treaty, fhall be iiivefled 
,with fufficient authority for fettling the limits and confines 
of the lands to be reftored on either fide, by virtue of the 
foregoing article, and likewife for exchanging of lands, as 
may conduce to the mutual intereft and advantage of both 
kings. 

And to this end the commiflioners, fo appointed, (hall, 
within the fpace of three months from the time of the rati- 
fication of the prefent treary, meet in the city of London, 
and within fix months, to be reckoned from their firfl meet* 
ing, (ball determine all differences and difputes which may 
arife concerning this matter j after which, the articles the 
faid commiffioners fhall agree to, fhall be ratified by both 
kings, and fhall have the fame force and vigour, as if they 
were inferred word for word in the prefent treaty. 

JX. AH letters, as well of reprifal as of mdfrque and 
counter-marvj^oe, which hitherto have for any caule been 
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^iJift g fl »on 'eiAer-fiAe, ftwll be, and i^main null a^idirotfl-, 
horfbatl *afrt}'*thc Hke letters 'be hereafter granted, ^ either 
of tfce'ftMliings, agaiiift the fubjefts of the other, unlefs It 
%e fh-ft !WadetT»n!feft, that right hath been den'ed ; and it . 
ihal! Ddt be taken fw a denial ©f right, unlefe the pctttiom 
t>f the perfon^who defircs letters of reprifal to bfe granted 
to liim, be fii^ll Ihewn t^ the minifter, refidmg there on the 
part of tbeltiftg, agairtft whofe fubjeifts thofe lettersaredc- 
fired ; that within the fpace of four months, or fooner, h^ 
may inquire Into the contrary, or procure that fatidfadioa 
1)e made with all fpeed from the party oflfending, to the 
complainant. 'But if the king, againft whofe fub^efts re* 
prifeh are demanded, have no minifti'r refiding there, let- 
ters of reprifals ftiall not be granted,'tiil after the fpace of 
*four months, to be reckoned from the day xm which his 
pctitionwas madeand prcfented to theking, againltwhofe 
iubjedts reprifals ^re defired, or to his privy council. 

A. Tor cuttingofFall matter'of difpute and contention, 
•whichmay arife concerning the reftitutionof flifps, mer- 
chandifes, and other moveable goods, which' either party 
Tiiay complain to ^ be taken and detained from the other, 
*in countries, 'and on coafts far diftant, after the peace is 
concluded, and before it be notified there ; all (hips, mer- 
chandifes, and other moveable goods,^hi^h ihall be taken 
*by'cither fide, after the figning and publication of the prc- 
fent treaty, 'Within the fpace of twelve days in thcBritifh 
^nd North feas, as far as the cape St. Vincent ; within the 
fpace of ten weeks beyond the faid cape, and on this fide of

Mediterranean fea, as elfewhere; laftly, within the fpace

'For 'What concerns the principality 6f Ofangc, 
and other lands arfd dorfiinions belonging td the faid' King 
of Great'Witain, the feperate article 6( the treaty of Ni- 
'*ttieguen, concluded between' the moft Chriftian King^nd 
"the'Sites General of the' United Provinces, the ibth dkj 
of Augiift^ 1678, Ihall according to Its form and tenor, 
have fiill effcdt, and ail things* that have 'been innovated 
'and "^ altered, Ihall "be reftored as they wtre before. All 
dcci'efcs,='ediifts, and 6ther afts, of wh^t' kind foevfer the/ 
be,' withOtit exception, which are in any banner fcofttrary 
to the' fald treaty, or were made aftet the conclufloni there* 
of, (hall beheld to be null and void, without any revival 
or Cdnfcfqti^nce for rhe future : 'and all things fhall be re- 
ftored to the faJd kirtg, in the fame ftate, and in the fjrrAc 
manner, ' as he hMd^arld enjoyed them' before he was dif- 
poffeffed thereof in the time of the war, which was endM 
by the faid treaty of Nimeguen, Or which he ought to hatre 
* held and enjoyed acCoi'ding to the faid treaty. Arid th^t 
an end may be put to all trouble, differences, proceffes 
and queftions, which may arife concerning the fame, both 
the faid kirigs'will name commiffioners, who, with full and 
fummdry power, may compofe and fettle allthefe matters. 
And forafmuch as by the authority of the Moft Chriftian 
King, the'Kirig of Great Britairi was hindered from enjoy- 
ing the" revenues, rights and profits, as well of his princi- 
.pality of Orange, as Of his other dominions, which after the 
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€onclufion of the treaty of Nimeguen, untU the declara* 
tioD of the prcfent war, were under ihe power of the faiid 
mod Chriftian Ktng^ the faid moft Chriftian King will 
rcftore, and caufe to be reftored in reality, with eSeSt and 
with the intereft due, all thofe revenues, rights and pro- 
fitSy according to the declarations and verifications that 
Ihall be made before the faid connmiffioncrs* 

XIV; The treaty of peace concluded between the moft 
Chriftian King, and the late Elector of Brandenburg, at 
St. Germains in Laye, the 29th of June, 1679, (hall, be re- 
ftored in all its articles, and remain in its former vigour be- 
tween his facred moft Chriftian Majefty, and his ele<5loraI 
highnefs of Brandenburg. 

XV. Whereas it will greatly conduce to the public tran- 

' quility that the treaty be obfcrved, which was concluded 

.between his facred moft Chriftian Majefty, and his royal 

highncfs of Savoy on the 9th of Auguft, 1679, it is agreed, 

that the faid treaty Ihall be confirmed by this article. 

XVI. Under this prefent treaty of peace, Ihall be com- 
prehended thofe who Ihall be named by either party, with 
common confent, before the exchange of ratifications, or 
within fix months after. But in the mean time, the moft 
fcreneand mighty prince William, King of Great Britain, 
and the moft ferene and mighty prince Lewis, the moft 
Chriftian King, gratefully acknowledging the fincere offices 
and indefatigable endeavours, which have been employed 
by the moft ferene and mighty prince Charles, King of Swe- 
den, by the interpofition of his mediation, in bringing 
this happy work of the peace, with the divine affiftance, to 
the defired conclufion ; an4 to Ihew the like affeftion to 
him it is by confent of all parties ftipulated and agreed, that 
his faid facred royal majefty of Sweden, ftiall, with all his 
kingdoms, countries, provinces and rights, be included in 
this treaty, and comprehended in the beft manner, in the 
prefent pacification. 

XVII. Laftly, the folemn ratifications of this prefent a- 
greement and alliance, made in due form, fliall be delivered 
on both fides, and mutually and duly exchanged* at the 
royal palace of Ryfwickc, in theprovince of Holland, with- 
in the fpace of three weeks, to be reckoned from the day 
of the fubfcription, or fooner, if it may be.

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in teftimony of all and every the things before menti- 
oned, and for their greater force, and to give them all the 
rigour and full authority they ought to have, the under* 
written ambaffadors extraordinary and plenipotentiaries', 
together with the illuftrious and moft excellent the ex- 
traordinary ambaflador mediator, have figned and fipaled 
the prefe^it inftrtimenf of peabe. Done, &c.

V' ' Separate, Article. 

T)Efides all that is concluded and ftipulated by tlie treaty 
jFj of peace figned this prefent day, the 20th of Septem- 
ber, it is moreo^ver agreed, by the prefent feparate article, 
which (hall have the fame force and effeft, as if it was in- 
fef ted wotd for word in the faid treaty ; That the moft 
Chriftian King (hall covenant and agree, and by thepre^ 
fent article te does covenant and agree, that it (hall be free 
for the Emperor and the Empire, untill the ift day of 
November next, to accept the conditions of peace lately 
propofed by the moft Chriftian King, according to the de- 
claration made on the ift day of this prefent month, unlefs, 
in the mean time, it (hall be otherwifc agreed between his 
Imperial Majefty and the Empire, and his moft Chriftian 
Majefty. And in cafe his Imperial Majefty does not, 
within the time prefixed,accept thole conditions, or that it 
be not otherwife agreed between his Imperial Majefty, and 
the Empire, and his moft Chriftian Majefty, the faid treaty 
Hiall have its full efFeft, and be duly put in execution ac- 
cording to its form and tenor ; and it fliall not be lawful 
for the King of Great Britain, direfty or indiredtly, on any 
account or caufe whatfocver, to aft contrary to the faid 
treaty.

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Lewis XIV. the mod Chriftian King of France and Na- 
varre, the nioft fcrcne and moft mighty prince William III. 
King of Great Britain, and the States General of the United 
Provinces of the Netherlands, their heirs aud fucceflbrs, 
their kingdoms, dates and fubje£ts, Ihall be firm and lad- 
ing i and their majedies, and the faid States General, fhall 
reciprocally do every thing that may contribute to the be- 
nefit and advantage one of the other. 

IJ. As the cheif aim which his faid mod ChridlanMa* 
jedy, and his faid majedy of Great Britain, and the faid 
States General, do prop^fe to themfctves, is the oiatnCain-. 
ing the general tranquility of Europe ; they have not bcea 
able to fce, without grief, how the King of Spain's date of 
health is of late become fo languilhing, that there is ail the 
reafon in the world to fear, that the prince cannot have 
long to live. Now, although they are not able to turn 
their thoughts towards that event without afflidion, becaufc 
of the true and fincere friendfhip they have for him ; yet 
they have judged it to be much the more necedary to look 
forward upon the fame, becaufe his Catholick Majedy hav- 
ing no iffue, the fucccflion coming to fall, would infallibly 
occafion a new war if the mod Chridian King Ihould main- 
tain his pretentions, or thofe of the Dauphin, to the whole 
fucceflion of Spain ; if the Emperor (hould likewife fup- 
port his pretentions, thofe of the King of the Romans, tht 
archduke, his fecond fon, or the other children ; and the ' 
eleftor of Bavaria thofe of the prince eleftoral, his elded 
fon, to the faid fucceflion. 

III. And whereas the two kings, and the States General, 
defire above all things, the prcfervation of the public quiet, 
and the avoiding a new war in Europe, by accommodating 
the difputes and differences that might arife on account of 
the faid fucceflion, or by reafon of the umbrage from too 
many dominions being united undtjr one prince ; they have 
thought good to take beforehand, the neceffary meafures 
for preventing the calamities which the faid accident of 
the death of the Catholic King, without iflue, might 
prodcice. 

IV. Therefore it hath been ftipulated and agreed, that 
the faid cafe happeninjBr, the moft Chridian King, as well 
in his own name as that of the Dauphin, his children, male 
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and female, heirs and fucceifors, born> and to be born^ as 
likewifethcfaid Dauphin for himfelf, his children, male and 
female, heirs and fucceffors, born and to be born, (hall 
hold themfelves fatisfied, as they do by thefe prefentshold 
themfelvesfatisfied,thatthefaidDauphinhaveforhisfhare, 
in full propriety, plenary poffeflion, and extinftion of all 
his pretenfions to the fucceflion of Spain, to have and en- 
joy the fame to him, his heirs and fucceffors, born and to 
be born, for ever, without being ever molefted on any pre- 
tence whatfoever, of rights or claims, diredtly or indireft- 
ly, even by ceffion, appeal, revolt, or other wife, on the 
part of the Emperor, the King of the Romans, the arch* 
duke Charles his fecond fon, his other children, male or 
female, and defcendants, his heirs and fucceffors, bom 
and to be born ; or in like manner, on the part of the elec- 
tor of Bavaria, in the name of the prince eleftoral of Ba- 
varia, his eldeft fon, or of the prince eledoral, their iffue, 
defcendants, heirs and fucceflbrs, born and to be born ; 
the kingdoms of Naples and Sicily, the places at prefent 
depending on the monarchy of Spain, fituated on thecoaft 
of Tufcany ; or the adjacent iflands comprehended under 
the name of Sanfto Stephano, Potto Hercole, Orbitello, 
Telamone, Portolongo, Piombino, m the fame manner 
likewifc as the Spaniards do now hold them ; the town and 
marquifate of Final, in the fame manner likewife as the 
Spaniards hold .them ; the province of Guipofcoa, parti- 
cularly the towns of Fontarabia, and St. Sebaftian, fituated 
in that province, and cfptcially the port of Paffage, with 
this reftridtion only, that if there be any places depending 
on the faid province^ which Ihall be found to lie beyond 
the Pyrenees, or the other mountains of Navarre, Alava 
or Bifcay, on the fide of Spain, they Ihall remain to Spain ; 
and in like manner, if there be any places depending on 
the provinces fubjeft to Spain, but lying on this fide the 
Pyrenees, or other mountains of Navarre, Alava, or Bif- 
cay, on the fide of the province of Guipufcoa, they (hall 
remain to Frande j and the paffages of the faid mountains, 
and the faid mountains, that (hall lie between the faid pro- 
vince of Guipufcoa, Navarre, Alava and Bifcay, to whom- 
foever they belong, they (hall be (hared between France 
and Spain, in fuch a manner, as that there ihall remain as 
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much of the faid paflagcs and mountains to France on hcf 
fide, as there Ihall remain to Spain on hers j the whole, 
with the fortifications, warlike ammmunition, powder, bul- 
lets, cannon, gallies, galley-flaves which Ihall be found 
to appertain to the King of Spain, at the time of his deceafe 
without iflue, and to be annexed to the kingdoms, places, 
iflands and provinces, which are lo compofe the Ihare of 
the Dauphin : it being to be underftood, that the gallies^ 
galley-flaves, and other efiefts appertaining to the King of 
Spain, by the kingdom of Spain, and other dominions 
which fall to the (hare of the prince cleftoral of Bavaria, 
fliall remain to him •, thofe which belong to the kingdoms 
of Naples and Sicily, being to go to the Dauphin, as above- 
faid. In confideration of which kingdoms, iflands, pro- 
vinces and places, the faid mofl: Chriftian King, as well 
in his own name, as in that of the Dauphin, his children, 
male or female, heirs and fucceflbrs, born and to be born ; 
as likewife the faid Dauphin, for hioiftlf, his children, male 
or female, heirs and fucceflbrs, born, and to be born (who 
has alfo given his full power to that purpoft to the count de 
Tallard; do promife and engage to renounce, at the time 
of the faid fucceflion, as in that cafe they do at this time, 
by thefe prefents, renounce all their rights and pretenfions 
to the faid crown of Spain, and to other kingdoms, iflands, 
ftates, countries, and places now depending thereon ; and 
that they will caufe folemn afts of the whole matter to be 
difpatched in the ftrongetl and beft form that ,can be, 
which ffiall be delivered at the time of the ratification of 
his treaty. 

V. The crownof Spaing and the other kingdoms, iflandi, 
ftates> countries and places which at prefeht depend there- 
on, ftiall be givea" and afligned to the prince, eldeft fbn 
to, the eledor of Bavaria, except what has been declared 
in the foregoing article, to make up the fliare of the Dau- 
phin) in full propriety and plenary pofleflion for his fliare, 
and in extinftion of all his pretenfions to the faid fucceflion 
of Spain, to enjoy the fame to him, his heirs and fuccef. 
fors, born and to be born, for ever ; fo as that he fliall ne- 
ver be molefted, on any pretence whatfoever, of rights, or 
claims, diredly or indirecftlr, either by ceflion, appeal, re- 
volt, or ochcrwife, on the part of the mofl Chrifl:ian King, 
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the faid Dauphin, or his iffue male or female, and defen- 
dants, his heirs and fucceffors, born and to be born } nor 
on the part of the Emperor, the King of the Romans, the 
archduke Charles, his fecond fon, his other children, male 
or female, and defcendants, his heirs and fucceffors, born 
and to be born. In confideration of which ccown of 
Spain, and the other kingdoms, illands, ftates, countries, 
and places depending thereon, the eleftor of Bavaria, as 
well in the quality of father, and lawful tutor, and admini- 
ftrator to the eledloral prince his eldeft fon, as in the name 
of the faid eleftoral prince, and in that of their children, 
heirs and fucceffors, born and to be born; as likewifc the 
faid electoral prince of Bavaria, as foon as he fhall come of 
age, for his own felf, his children, heirs, and fucceffors, 
born and to be born, (hall hold themfelves fatisfied, that 
the faid eleftoral prirtce have for his Ihare, the ceffion 
made above in this article : and the faid cle<ftor of Bava- 
ria, as well in the quality of father, and lawful tutor, and 
adminiftrator to the eleftoral prince his eldeft fon, as in 
the name of the faid prince, in that of his children, heirs

Charles, by the following articles. And they (hall caufe

and heirs, born and to be born, might have to the faid

VII, In confideration of which duchy of Milan, the 
emperor alfo, as well in his own name, as in that of the 
King of the Romans, the archduke Charles his fecond fon, 
his children, male and female, their chidren, heirs and 
fucceflbrs, born and to be born, as likewife the king of 
the Romans and the archduke Charles, as foon as he 
£hall come to age for himfelf, their children, heirs and 
fucceflTors, born and to be born, (hall hold themfelves fa*? 
tisfied, that the archduke Charles have, in extinftion of 
all their pretenfions to the fucceflTion of Spain, the ceflSon 
of the duchy of Milan, made as abovcfaid j and the faid 
emperor, as well in his own name, as in that of the K ng of 
the Romans, the archduke Charles his fecond fon, his 
children, male and female, and theirs, their heirs and fuc- 
ceflbrs v as likewife the faid King of the Romans in hisown 
name, ftiall renounce, at the time of the deceafe of his 
Catholic Majefty, and the archduke Charles, as foon as 
he fiia-1 com^ to age, all other rights and pretenfions to 
thefaidcrownof Spain, and to the other kingdoms, iflands. 
Hates, countries, and places depending thereon, which 
compofe the {bares and portions above afl'gned to the Dau- 
phin, and the electoral prince of Bavaria. And thev fliall 
caufe folemn aftsof tl is whole matter, to be difpatched in 
the ftrongeft and* bed form that can be; to wit, the Empe- 
ror and the K;ngof the Romans, ai the time of thedeceafe 
of his Catholic Majefty without iflue, and the archduke 
Charles, as foon as he ftiall come to age. 

VIII. This prefent treaty ftiall be communicated to the 
Emperor, ^nd the eledor ot Bavaria, by the King of Great 

Britain, 
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Britain, and the States General, immediately after the fign- 
ing and exchange of the ratifications ; and his Iniperial 
Majelly, the king of the Romans, and the faid Eiedlor 
(hall be invited to approve thereof, at the time of the de- 
ceafe of his Catholick Majefty without ifTue ; and the arch- 
duke Charles, as likcwifc the eledtoral prince of Bavaria, 
as foon as they (hall come of age. 

IX. But if the Emperor, the King of the Romans, or 
the eleftor of Bavaria, refufe to enter therein, the two 
kings, and the States General, (hall hinder the prince, fon, 
or brother of him that refufes, from entering into poflef- 
fion of that which Ihall be alTigned him, and his portion 
Ihall remain as it were in fequeftration in the hands of the 
viceroys, governors, and other regents, who govern on the 
part of the king of Spain, who fliall not diffeife then>- 
felves thereof, but with the confent of the two kings dnd 
the States General, till fuch time as he fliall have agreed 
to the faid partition, and this treaty ; and ;n cafe that, not- 
withftanding, he (hould endeavour to take poflelfion of his 
portion, or of that which Ihall be affigned to others, the 
faid two kings, and the States General, as likewife thofc 
that (hall be contented with their (hare by virtue of this 
agreement, (hall hinder him with all their might. 

X. The King of Spain coming to die without i(fue,and 
the abovefaid cafe by that means happening, the two kings, 
^nd the States General, do oblige themfcTves to leave the 
whole fucce(non in the condition it fliall then be, without 
feizing thereof in the whole, or inparr, dire^ly or indi- 
reftly ; but each prince (hali and may forthwith, put him- 
felf in po(reffion of what is a(rigned him for his (hare, as 
foon as he fliall, on his part, have complied with the 5th^ 
6thi 7th, and 9th articles preceding : and if there be any 
difficulty therein, the two kings, and the States General, 
(hall ule all pofliblc endeavours, tathe end that each one 
niay be put into pbffcf&on of his portion, according tathis. 
agreement, and that the fame may h^ve its full effed: ; en- 
engaging to give, by fea and by larid, the fuccours and aid-s 
pf men and (hips as are neceffary to compel, by force> 
thofe that (hall oppofe the execution thereof. 

XI. If the faid kings, and the States General, or any of 
%\kt\x^ afe atta,ckedj, by whomforvcr it may be, on account 
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of this nffreement, or the executing thereof, they (ball mu- 
tually affift each other with all their power ; and they Ihall 
make thencifelves guarantees of the punctual execution of 
the faidagrecment^ and the renunciations made purfuant 
thereto. 

XIL All kings, princes and fiates, fliall be admitted in- 
to the prefent treaty, that defire to enter therein ; and the 
iaid two kings, and the States General, and each of them 
in particular, ihall be permitted to requeft and invite all 
whom they Ihall think fit to requeft and invite, who ihall 
in like manner be guarantees of the execution of this 
treaty, and of the validity of the renunciations therein 
contained. 

XIII. And for the further fecuring of the quiet of Eu- 
ropCf the faid kings, princes and dates, (hall not only be 
guarantees of the feid execution of the prefent treaty, and 
of the validity of the faid renunciations as abovemention- 
cd, but if any one of the princes, in favour of whom the 
faid partition is made, Ihould hereafter endeavour to di- 
fturb the order fettled by this treaty, make new attempts 
contrary thereto, and fo aggrandize himfelf to the detri- 
ment of the others, under any pretext whatfoever, the fame 
guaranty of the treaty (hall be judged to extend even to 
that cafe, in fuch manner as the kings, princes and ftates, 
who undertake the fame, (hall be obliged to employ tHeir 
forces in oppofing the faid attempts, and maintaining all 
things in the condition agreed on by the faid articles. 

XIV. If any prince whatfoever oppofe the taking pof- 
feffion of the (hares agreed on, the faid two kings, and the 
States General, (hall be obliged to aflSft one another a- 
gainft fuch oppofition, and to hinder the fame with all their 
power ; and it (hall be agreed, immediately after the fign- 
mg of this prefent treaty, in what proportion each is to 
contribute as well by (ea as by land. 

XV. The prefent treaty (hall be ratified and approved 
by the faid two kings, and the States General ; and the let- 
ters of ratification mall be exchanged within the fpace of 
three weeks, or fooner, if po(fible, to be computed from 
the day of the figning.

.Treaty of Alliance between William III. King ^/ Great Bri- 
tain, Charles XII. King of Sweden, oftd the States Ge- 
neral of the United Netherlands ; with fecret andfepa^ 
rate Articles. Hague, January ij, A. D. 1 700. 

I. ^ H E treaty of alliance concluded on the 4% of May, 
* 1698, (hall remain in force, and be confirmed by 
virtue of thefe prefents, in the fame manner as if it was 
inferted herein verbatim^ 

II. In like^anner, all the alliances concluded, as well 
between the kings aforefaid, as between either of them and 
the faid lords the States General of the United Nether- 
lands, (hall remain entire and in force, every one accord- 
ing to the term fixed for its duration. 

III. And thefe alliances (hall take place, not only iti 
the cafes therein concluded and determined, but alfo par- 
ticularly, if it Ihould happen that one or more of the con- 
federates, and contrafting parties, be invaded by reafon of 
this alliance, under any colour or pretence whatfoever. 

IV. And therefore the contrafting powers abovemen* 
tloned, do bind themfelves to the reciprocal guaranty of 
their kingdoms, ftates, provinces, jurifdiftions, and terri- 
tories in Europe \ and promife to defend one another ia 
the beft manner, againft all attacks, infults, and oppref* 
(ions of the enemy whatfoever ; fo that, as foon as any One 
of the confederates is molefted, the other two (hall haften 
to his defence, according to the conditions of the treaty 
already entered into with him, and to the ftipulations of 
the prelent league , and if the fuccours promifcd by thefe 
tre^aties be not fufficient, all the neccflfary forces that can 
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be raifed, ihall be employed in the defenee of him who 
ihall be injured, and for procuring him due fatisfa£tion» 

V, And becaufe the abovementioned confederates arc 
of opinion, that the fecurity of their kingdoms, dates, pro- 
vinces, jurifdidions and territories, depends, in a great 
meafure, on the prefcrvation of a general peace among 
the chriftian princes ; and forafmuch as it highly concerns 
them, that their kingdoms, ftates and provmces, be not 
difturbed in a trad: of time, by oppreflions and attacks 
from any other powers, and that they be not involved with 
them in war, they have therefore promifed one another, 
•and do by thefe prefents promifc each other, that they will 
defen4 and (land by the particular treaties following, viz. 

VL The treaties of Ofnaburg and Munftcr, Anna 
1648 ; the treaties of Nimeguen, Anno 1678, and 1679 ; 
as alfo the treaty of peace between the Emperor and Em- 
pire, and the kingdom of France, concluded at Ryf- 
wicke, the 20th day of Oftober, Anno 1697, as far as 
the fame does not differ from the treatie3 of peace at Of* 
naburg, Munfter and Nimeguen. 

VII. As alfo the treaties of peace concluded at Ryf- 
wicke, the 20th of September, 1697, between the King of 
Great Britain, the King of France, and the Iqrds the 
States Greneral of the United Netherlands, 

VIII. And that the faid engagement or- guarantee may 
have its full efficacy and effeft, the aforelaid contrafting 
parties fhall ufe all th^ir endeavours, that the covenants 

. mentioned in the former articles may remain entire and 
inviolable ^ and if they happen to be infringed qr violated 
in any matiner whatfoever, they fh^U endeavour, by amir 
cable ways and means, feparately and jointly, to obtain re- 
paration of the violation and infringement of the faid trea* 
ties of peace. But if thefe endeavours and offices* prove 
fruitlefs, or if a war fliould be excited before the parties 
can be reconciled, each of the confederates fliall torniih 
6000 foldiers for performing the faid engagement or guar 
ranty, and for obtaining reparation of the violation and 
infringement of ihe faid treaties of peace, as foon as they 
fliall be required by any one of the confederates, or. as 
fooji as i? Ihall be thought nec?ffary, til] the vipl^tionsand 
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Mifringcmcnts committed are repaired, and the peace 19 
reftored. 

IX. Provided neverthelefs, that the faid 6000 ibldicrs 
fliall not be required as fuccour by any of the confederates 
any more than once ; fo that if they be fent to one of the 
allies by virtue of this common league, jio more are to be 
lent ; but the confederates fhall agree among themfelves,' 
about the place where they are moft neceflary. . 

X. That if any of the confederates, upon an exigency, 
fliall furnifti another with the fuccours ftipuUted by private 
conventions, either in whole or in part, then he (hall not 
be obliged to give fuccours to the faid confederate, by vir- 
tue of this common league ; unlefs the furplus which re- 
mains over and above the number of fuccours ftipulated 
by the common league, exceeds the number determined 
by the private treaty. 

XI. But if it fhall happen, that thefe fuccours are not 
fufficient to eftablifti peace, or if the afprefaid confederates, 
or any one of them, be involved in a war, in that cafe the 
confederates fliall treat with one another for inpreafing the 
fuccours, according to the contents of the fourth article of . 
this treaty. 

XII. The confederates alfo bind themfelves, that thcjr 
will not furnilh fuccours, or giveafliftance to the enemies 
of him or them who fliall be involved in war; but, on the 
contrary, that they will make it their bufmefs to weaken 
the enemy's forces : and to this end the allies fliall confult 
together, for prohibiting commerce with the enemies of 
fuch confederate or confederates ; or how fuch enemies 
may be weakened, and how all approach of their forces 
may be prevented. 

XIII. In cafe that the fuccours abovcmentioned are to 
be fent to a certain place, the confederates fliall unite their 
endeavours to render the paflage of the foldiers fafe and 
eafy ; and to this end they fliall ufe their beft offices with 
the princes whofe countries they are to pafs through. 

3CIV. The faid auxiliary forces, fent as is already faid, 
fliall be under command of the general of the confederate 
who is required to fend them, and fliall alfo remain united 
in one and the fame body, ais long as the nature of the war 
^ill admit of it j but the faid general fliall be obliged to 
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^bcy the chief commanding officer^ or general of the €00^^ 
federate that requires them. 

. XV. Tho(e confederates who happen to be involved in 
iprar, ihall fincerely and faithfully communicate to one an- 
other^ every thing that is done, and undertake no nego- 
tiation^ nor make any truce or peace, without mutual 
confent, 

XVI. They fliall likewife confer about all matters with 
that confederate who happens not to be engaged in war, 
and Ihall alfo comprehend him in the future treaty of 
peace •, and in the mean time, they Ihall confer with him, 
m what manner the fuccours fent may be made moft ef- 
fcdual. 

XVII. It flhall be lawful for other kings, princes, and 
^esj to accede to the prefent treaty, as far as their ac- 
cefiion may, by the joint opinion of the confederates, be 
thought conducive to promote, and aflert the public tran- 
<)uiHcy. 

XVIII. This league (hall continue 18 years, and the ra- 
tifications Oudl be exchanged at the Hague in two or three 
iiK>nths> or fooner, if po/fible. 

In witnefs whereof, we the plenipotentiaries abovenamed, 
kwe fjgned and fealed the prefent treaty, of which fix in- 
firmnents are drawn, viz. I Nicholas, free baron de Lil- 
lienroot, for the king of Sweden, at the Hague, January 
It, 1700; I Jofeph Williamfon, for the king of Ghreat 
Britain, at London, January fS, 1700 ; and we the depu- 
ties of the Lords the States General for their High Migh- 
tuicflcs, at the Hague, January H.

FOrafmuch as there is a defenfive league concliuJed tltU 
day, betweeh his facred royal majefty of Sweden, hi$ 
r^icred royal majefty of Great Britatn^ and the high aa4 
inighty lords the States General of the United Nethertands, 
and it has been thought, for the connmoh incereft. Id add 
certain articles to it, which Ihall be of the fame validity, 
^s if they Were expfeffed in the treaty itfclf. It is theitr- 
ibre agreed as foll6*s : ^ 

I. The confederates abovementioned,'Ihalt not only de- 
fend and maintain the peace and treaties mentioned in thij 
6th and 7th articles of the principal league,, but alio tlW 
trfeaty 6f peace concluded at Ryfvvicke, the 20th.of Sepi 
tember, 1697, between the kings of France and Spain* 

it. If the King of Great Britain, and the lotds the 
States General, (hall be conipelled to take up arms for the 
vitidicatioh or guaranty of the peace of Ryfwidke, ih that 
tafe the King of Sweden fhall be obliged, inftiead of the 
6000 foldiers mentioned in the 8th article of the priacipsA 
treaty, to furnilh them with 10,000 foldiers, well clothed 
and armed, together with the necefiary field-pieces -, aiiA 
the King of Great Britain, or the lords the States General, 
ihall pay nothing for muftering and tranfmltting them 5 
but the confederate who Ihall require thofe auxiliary forces, 
fliall maintain them, and pay them their wages, rrom the 
Very time that they fet out from their pofts in Pomerania 
and Bremen, according to the accuftomed rule and me- 
thod in the pay of the forces of the lords the States Gene- 
tal ; and it fhall be free for thofe forces, at all times, tO 
be recruited in the kingdoms and countries fubjeA to his 
facred royal majefty of Sweden. 

III. Neither of the confederates Ihall be obliged to feftd 
the promifed fuccours to Italy, Spain, or other places of 
the fame or greater diftance 5 and if the confederate who 
calls for fuccours has need of them there, he Ihall fd^nd 
for them elfcwhere ; but, in the mean time, he may make 
ufc of the faid auxiliary forces in hl^ own or neighbouring 
countries, as well to divert the enemy, is to defend him- 
felf and his confederates. r 

IV. Forafmuch alfo, as the tranquility of the North is 
what the confederate powers abovemcntioned have very 

much 
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much at heart ; and [whereas for that end they have each of 
them feverally conftitutcd themfelves heretofore as fure- 
ties and guarantees of the treaty concliided at Altena, 
between the King of Denmark and the duke of Holfteih 
Gpttorp ; and lince they arc of opinion that the faid tran- 
ouility of the North depends very much on the obfcrva- 
tion of this treaty, they have therefore thought fit to bind 
one another again by this fame treaty, to te fureties and 
guarantees of the faid treaty of Altena ; and this furetifhip 
and guaranty (hall, for the prefent, take place againft any 
attack and violence whatfoever : and as for the controver- 
fy between the King of Denmark and the duke of Holftein 
Gottorp, it fliall be referred to the negotiation at Pinnen- 
berg, there to be decided as fopn as podible, 

VT The Emperor and the King of Spain may, if they 
thlhk fit, accede to this treaty, as they are powers to whom 
the protection or guaranty of the peace of Ryfwicke chief- 
ly appertains ; and terms of agreement fhall be made with 
them. 

VI. The King of Great Britain, and the lords the States 
General, engage, that they will ufe their utmoft endeavours 
with the King of Spa'n, to pay the K'ng of Sweden what 
is become due for theSweedilh (hips unjullly taken, in the 
late war, by the fubjefts of the King of Spain, 

In witncfs whereof, we the underwritten ambafladors ex- 
traordinary and plenipotentiaries of the kings of Sweden 
andXJreat Britain, and the deputies of the lords the States 
General of the Un.ted Netherlands, mentioned in the prin- 
cipal treaty, have figned and fealed thefe feparate articles, 
of which fix inftruments are drawn, viz. I Nicholas, free

The Treaty between the Moft Cbriftian Kingy the King of 
Great Britain, and the States General of the United Pro- 
vinces, forjettling the Succejfion of the Crown of Spain, 
&c. in Cafe bis Catholic Majefly die without Ifue; com^ 
monfy called the Second Treaty of Partition j andoccafi*, 
oned by the Death of the Eleffor ^Bavaria. 

I. npHE peace re^ftablilhed by the treaty of Refwickc^ 
■■' between his Moft Chriftian Majeftv, his Britan-^ 
nick Mycfty, and the Lords the States General of the 
United Provinces of the Low Countries, their heirs and 
fucceflbrs, their kingdoms ftates and fubje£ts, (hall be 
firm and cdnftant; and their majefties and the faid lords 
the States General of the United Provinces of the Low 
Countries, (hall reciprocally do what they can to contri- 
bute to the advantage and profit one of the other. 

II. As the principle object which his faid Moft Chri* 
ftian Majefty, his faid Majefty of Great Britain, and the 
faid ftates General propofe to thcmfclves, is, that of main- 
taining the general tranquilicy of Europe j they could not 
without forrow underftand, that the (tate of the King of 
Spain's health hath for forae time been fo langui(hing, that 
the life of the faid prince is much feared : though they can 
not think upon this event without trouble, bccaufe of the 
fincere. and true love they have for him, they have never- 
thelefs thought it the more necelTary to confider it, becaufe 
his Catholic Majefty having no children, the bufmels of 
the fucceffion will infallibly raife a new war, if the moft 
Chriftian King (hould maintain his own pretentions, thofe 
of Monfeigneur the Dauphin, or of his fucceflbrs, to the 
whole fucxjelTion of Spain j and if the Emperor fliould alfo 
make good his pretentions, thole of the king of the Ro- 
mans, of the archduke his fecond fon, or his other chidren, 
males or females, unco the faid fuccelliion. 

•» . III. 
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. III. And as the two kings and the lords the States Ge- 
neral defire, above all thiDgs,theconfcrVation of the pub- 
lic peace, and to prevent a new war .in Europe, by ac- 
commodating the difputes and differences which might 
arife upon the fubjeft of the faid fucceflion, or by the um- 
iMrage of three eftates reunited under one and the fame 
prince, they hayc thought good to take, beforehand, ne^ 
ccflary rtieafurcs to prevent the evils which the forrowful 
event of the Catholick King's death, without children, 
might produce. 

IV. Therefore it is agreed, that if it (hould fo happen, 
the Moft Chriftian King, as well in his own name, aa in 
that of Monfeigncur the Dauphin, his male children, heirs 
and fucceffors, born or to be born ; as alfo Monfeigneur 
the Dauphin for himfelf, his male children, &c. fhall hold 
himfelf latisfied, and do hold themfelves fatisfied by thefe 
prefents, that Monfeigneur the Dauphin ihall have for his 
(hare in Ml property and poflfeffion, and in lieu of all his 
pretentions to tne fucceffion of Spain, to be en^yed by 
him, his heirs, fucceffors, defcendants, males,'or, &c. for 
ever, without ever being molefted under any pretence 
Whatfocver, ifl his rights or pretentions, direftly or indi^ 
rcftly, either by ceffion, appeal, revolt, ot otherways, by 
the Emperor^ the King of the Romans, the mdl ferene 
archduke- Charles his fecond fon, the archduchefs, his 
other iffue nrwile, or, &c. the kingdoms of Naples and of 
Sicily, in the fame manner the Spaniards poffefs them at 
prefent, the places depending upon the njonarchy of Spain 
fituated on the coaft of Tufcany, or the ifles adjacent, be- 
ing therein comprehended, under the names of Sanfto Stc-» • 
phano, Porto, Hercole, Orbltello, Palamone, Portalongo^ 
Piombin : in that fame manner, a}fo as the Sptoiards pof- 
fes them at prefent, the city and marquifate of Final ; in 
that fame manner alfo as they poffefs them, the province 
of Guifpufcoa, and particularly the cities of Fontarabia and 
St. Sebaftin, fituatcd in thai province, and efpeciaUy the 
port of Paffage, which is therein comprehended, with this 
rcftridiorV only, that if there be any places depending upon 
the faid province, which (hall be found fituated beyond the^ 
Pyrenees, or the other mountains of Navarre, Alava, ox 
Bifcay, on the fide of Spain,, they fhall remain, in SpaiAj 
and-if there be any places in like manner depending upon 
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the plrovince^ fubjeded to Sp^in, which are on this fide the 
Pyreneejj, or other mountains betwixt the faid province of 
Guipufcoa, Navarre, Alava and Bilcay, let them belong 
to whom they will, they fliall be divided between France 
and Spain, ia fuch fort as there ihall remain as much of 
the faid mountains and pafles to France pn her Me, as 
ftall remain to Spain on hers ; the whole with the fortifi* 
cations, ammunition of war, powder, ball, cannon, gal- 
lies, galley- flaves, which ihall be found belonging to the 
king of Spain, at the time of his deceafe without ifiue, and 
to be annexed to the kingdoms, places, iflands and pro- 
vinces, which are to compofe the fhare of Monfeigneur 
the Dauphin : provided that the gallies, galley-flavcs, and 
the cffefts belonging to the king of Spain for the kit^om 
of Spain, and otherdominions which fall to the fhare of 
the moft ferene archduke, fhall remain to him ; thofe 
which bplong to the kingdoms of Naples and Sicily, being 
to return to Monfeigneur the Dauphin, fb as above faid. 

Further, the dominions of the duke of Lorain, that is 
to fay the duchies of Lorain and Bar, fo as Charles IV, 
of that name pofTeffcd them, and as they were reflored by 
the treaty of Refwicke, fhall be yielded and transfered to 
Monfeigneur the Dauphin his heirs and fucceflbrs, males» 
or, &c. in property and full pofTeffion, in lieu of the duchy 
of Milan, which fhall be quitted and exchanged to the faid 
duke of Lorain, his male children, or, &c. in all proper-^ 
ty and full pofle^on ; who will not refufe fo advantz^ous 
a bargain, it being underflood that the country of Bitfch 
belongs to Monfieur the prince of Vaudemont, who fhall 
enter into pofTeffion of the lands which he heretofore en- 
joyed, which have been, or ought to have been, reftored 
according to the treaty of Refwicke : on the account of 
which faid kingdoms, iflands, provinces, and places, the 
faid moft Chriflian King, (as well in his own as in the name 
of Monfeigneur the Dauphin his male children, or, &c. 
who hath alio given his full power to the Count de Tallard, 
and to the Count deBriord, promifin^ and engaging them- 
. felves to renounce at the opening ofthe faid fuccefBon of 
Spain, as in. this cafie they have at this time renounced by 
thefe prefents, all their rights^and pretentions to the faid 
crown of Spain, and to all the other kingdoms, iflands, 
Voh. I. X ftates. 
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ftatesy lands^ and places, which at this time depend there« 
upon, except what is above excepted for his part. All 
which they Ihall confirm by folemn afts, in the moft au- 
thentick and beft form as may be ; which (hall be 'deliver* 
cd at the time of the exchange of the ratification of this 
prefent treaty, to the King of Great Britain and the States 
General, 

V. All the towns, places and ports, fituate in the king* 
doms and provinces which are to compofe the (hare of 
Monfeigneur the Dauphin, (hall be prefcrved without ber 
ing demolifhed. 

VI. The faid crown of Spain, and the other kingdoms, 
iflands, ftates, lands and places, which the Catholic King 
at this time poffeffes, as well within as without Europe (hall 
be given to the moft ferene archduke Charles, fecond fon 
to the Emperor, except what has been given in the fourth 
article for the (hare of the Dauphin, and of the dutchy of 
Milan, according to the faid fourth article in full propri-* 
cty and poffeffion, as his part, excluding all his other pre- 
tentions to, the faid fucccffion of Spain ; to enjoy the fame 
for himfelf and fucceflbrs, born or to be born, for ever^i 
without being ever molefted, under any pretext whatfo- 
cver, of rights or pretentions, diredlly or indireftly, by 
ceffion, appeal, revolt, or otherwife, on the part of the 
Moft ChriKlian King, or Monfeigneur the Dauphin, or his 
children, male, or, &c. For which faid crown of Spain, 
and other kingdoms, iflands, and places thereupon de-. 
pending, the Emperor, as as well in his own name as in that 
of the king of the Romans, and the archduke Charles his 
fecond fon, the archducheffes his daughters, his children 
male, or, &c. as alfo the Kingof the Romans for himfelf, 

. and the mcft ferene archduke Charles, as foon a$ he fliall 
be of age, for himfelf, their children, 6tc. fhall befat sfied 
that the moft ferene archduke Charles ftiill have in lieu 
of all their pretentions upon the crown of Spain, the faid 
x:eflion abovefaid. And the faid Emperor, as well in his 
own name as in that of the King of the Romans the moft 
ferene archduke Charles his fecond fon, the archduchef- 
fes his daughters, his children male, or, &c, or their iflue ; 
as alfo the faid King of the Romans, in his own name fliall 
feaouric?, when they fliall cater inio, and ratify this pre- 
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fcnt treaty ; and the moftfercne archduke Charles, as foon 
as he fhall be of age, all other rights and pretenfionsto the 
iaid kingdoms, iflandSjftatcsvlands and places, which cooit 
pofe the ihare or portion affigned to Monfeigneur the 
Dauphin, and of him who (hall have the duchy of Milan 
by exchange of what (hall be given to Monfeigneur the 
Dauphin : of all which they (hall caufe the moft folemn 
and authentic afts to be made that may be; that is to fay, 
•the Emperor and thcKingof the^Romans, when they (hall 
ratify this prefent treaty, and the mo(t ferene archduke as 
foon as he (hall come of age ; which (hall be delivered to 
.his Britannick Majefty, and the faid States General, 

VII. Immediately after the exchange and yatificatiaa 
•of this preient treaty, it (hall be communicated to the em- 
peror, who (hall be invited to enter ^hereinto^ But if after 
three months time, from the day of the faid communica- 
tion and the faid invitation, or the day that his Catholick 

; Majefty (hall die, (if it happen before the expiration of the 
faid three months) his Imperial Majefty, and the King of 
the Romans, (hould refufc to enter thereinto, and to 'agree 
to the (hare aflTigned to the moft- ferene archduke Charles, 
the two kings, or their fucceflbrs, and the States General^ 
fliall agree upon a prince to whom that part (hall be given : 
and in cafe, notwithftanding the prefent convention, the 
moft ferene archduke (hall take poffeflTion, cither of the 
part which might fall {o him, before he has accepted thic 
prefent treaty, or of that pare which might be affigned to 
to Monfeigneur the Dauphin, or to him who (hall have the 
dutchy of Milan in exchange, as abovefaid ; the faid two 
kings, and the States General, by virtue of this conven-^ 
tion, (hall hinder him with all their forces* 

VIII. The moft ferene archduke fliall not paft into 
Spain, nor into the, duchy of Milan, during the life of 
his Catholic Majefty, but .with common confent, and npjc 
Qtherwife. 

IX. If the nK)ft ferene archduke (hoijld die without 
children, either before or after the death of the Catholick 
King, the (hare which is hereby afligned to him by^ the ar- 
ticles of this treaty, (ball qome to fuch male child of 
the emperor, or, &c. except the King of the Rpmans, oy 
fqch childrcn^i maleSj^ pr, &c. of the King of the Romans^ 
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H^hich his Imperial Majcfty (hall think fit to affign it to* 
And in cafe his faid Impeiial Majefty (bcmid die without 
having made the abovefaid alSgnment^ it may be done by 
the King of the Romans; but on condition that the fatd 
part fhall never be united, nor belong to the perfon of him 
who fhall be emperor, or King of the Romans, or is be- 
come one or the other, be it by fucceffion, will, contra^ 
of marriage, donation, exchange, ceflion, appeal^ revolt, 
or otherways. And in like manner the faid fhareof the 
ferene archduke, fhall never come, or belong to, the per- 
fon of a prince that fhall be King or Dauphin pf France, 
or that is become one or the other, be it by fucceffion, 
will, contraft of marriage, donation or othcrwife. 

X. The King of Spain dying without children^ and the 
abovefaid cafe happening, the two Kings and the States Ge- 
. iieral do oblige themfelves to leave the whole fucceffion in 
the fame flate as it fhall then be, without feizing the whole 
or any part, direftly w indircftly ; but each prince imme- 
diately mayputhimfelfin pofieffionof what is affigned him 
as his (hare, as foon as he has fulfilled, pn his part, the 
fourth and fixth preceding articles : and ifi cafe of difficul- 
ty, the two kings and the States General fhall do their ut- 
moft endeavours, to the end that each one fhall be put in 
pofTcffion of his part, according to this agreement ; and 
that it may have its entire effeft, engage themfelves to give, 
by fea and land, fuch help and afliflance of men and £ips, 
as fliall be neceflary to conftrain by force, fuch who fhall 
oppofe the faid execution. 

XL If the aforefaid kings and States General, or either 
of them, be attacked becaufe of this convention, or of the 
execution that fhall be thereof made, they fhall mutually 
affift one another with all their forces, and render tbcm-r 
felves guarantees of the aforefaid conventions, and of the 
renunciations made thereupon. 

Xll. All kings, princes and flates^ that will enter into 
the fame, fhall be admitted into the prefent treaty : and it 
fliall be lawful to the two kings and States General, and to 
each of them in particular, to require and invite all that 
they fhall think fit to enter into this prefent treaty, and to 
be jointly guarantees for the execution thereof, and of the 
validity of the renunciations herein cpntainedt 
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XIII. And for the further fccuring the peace of Europrf^- 
thefaid kings^ princes and ftates, fhall not only be invited 
to be guarantees of the execution of the prefent treaty, aod 
of the validity of the renunciations, as above; butif anf 
one of the princes in favour of whom the fiiares are af* 
iigned, do in time to come break the order eftaUifhed by 
this treaty, and begin new enterprizcs contrary to the 
jame, and fo aggrandize himfelf at the expenceof one or 
other^ under any pretence whatfocver; the guaranty of 
this treaty ihaM be underftood to extend fo far alfe in this 
cafe, that ail the kings, princes and ilates, who promife 
the fame, fliail be obliged to employ their forces againft 
foch enterprizes, for the maintaining all things in the fame 
condition as agreed toby the faid articles* 

XIV. In cafe any prince whatfoever oppofe the taking 
polTeffion of the ihares agreed on, the faid two kings and 
the ftates, ihall be obliged to aifift one another again! fuch 
Qppofitioo, and to hinder it with all their forces; and fhall 
ajgree, after the figning this prefent treaty, on the propor- 
tion that each fhall contribute, both by fea and land. 

XV. The prefent treaty, and all afts made, or that 
have dependance thereupon, and efpecially the folemn ads 
that his mofl Chriftian Majefly, and Monfeigneur the Dau- 
phin, are obliged to give, by virtue of the fourth article a- 
forefaid, fhall be regiftered in the parliament of Paris, ac- 
cording to the fwm and tenor, and ufual cuftom, to have 
place amongft the conditions therein contained, as foon as 
the emperor has entered into the prefent treaty, or at the 
end of three months that are allowed htm for that purpofe, 
in cafe he does not enter into it fooner. And likewife hia^ 
Imperial Majefty, when he enters into the fame, fhall be 
(Miged to get it approved and regiflered, with all the afts 
made in confequencc thereof, or which have relation there- 
unto; efpecially the folemn a£ts which his Imperial Ma- 
}t&y, the King of the Romans, and the moft ferene arch- 
duke, fhall be obliged to give, by virtue of the fixth article ^ 
abovefidd, in the council of flate or otherwife, according 
to the moft authentic form of the country, 

XVI. The ratifications of the two kings, and States 
General, fhall be all three exchanged at London at the 
fame time, within thefpace of three weeks, reckoning froflfi 
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tbc day that the States General (hall have figned, or footier 
if pofiible. Done and figned at London, 3 March, N. S. 
1700^ and 21 Febn O. S. 1699, by us plenipotentiaries c^ 
France and England ; and at the Hague, the 25th of the 
faid month of March, 1700, by us plenipotentiaries of 
France, and of the States General ; the two kings and the 
faid States having agreed, that the figning of this prefent 
treaty fliould be performed in this manner. In witnefs 
whereof we have figned the faid prefent treaty with our 
hands, and caufed the feals of our arms to be affixed.

The fecond grand Alliance, or the Treaty concluded between 
the Emperor, the King of Great Britain, and the States 
General, September 7, 1701. 

WHereas Charles the Second, King of Spain, of moft 
glorious memory, being not long fince dead with- 
out iffue, his facred Imperial Majefty has claimed the fuc- 
cefllon in the kingdomsand provincesof the deceafed king, 
as lawfully belonging to his auguft family ; but the moft 
Chriftian King, aiming at the fame fucceffion for his 
grandfon the duke of Anjou, and pretending a right did 
accrue to him by a certain will of the deceafed king, has 
ufarped the poflfeffion of the entire inheritance, or Spanilh 
monarchy, for the aforefaid duke of Anjou, and invaded 
by his arms the provinces of the Spanilh Low Countries^ 
and the duchy of Milan j has a fleet ready fitted in the 
port of Cadiz, has fent feveral Ihips of war to the Spanifh 
Weft Indies ; and by this and many other ways the king- 
, doms of France and Spain arc fo clofely united and ce- 
mented, that they may feem henceforward not to be other- 
wife confidered, than as one and the fame kingdom : fothat 
it fufficiently appears, unlefs timely ciire be taken, thathis 
Imperial Majefty will be deftitute of all hopes of ever re- 
ceiving faiisfallioa in his pretenfion^ the facred Roman 
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Empire will Ibfe its rights in the fiefs belonging to it in Italy 
and the' Spanifh Netherlands ; the free intercourfe of navi- 
gation and commerce which the Englifhand Dutch have in 
the Mediterranean, the Indies and other places, will be 
utterly deftroyed ; and the United Provinces will be de- 
prived of the fecurity, which they enjoyed by the provin- 
ces of the Spanifh Netherlands, lying between them and 
the French, which is commonly called a barrier, Laftly 
that the French and Spaniards^ being thus united, will 
within a fhort time become fo formidable to all, that they 
may eafily affume to themfelves the dominion over all Eu- 
rope. And therefore, by this way of proceeding of the moft 
Chriftian King, his Imperial Majefty was brought under a 
neceflity of fending ah army, for the prefervation as well 
of his own private interefts, as the fiefs of the Empire : the 
King of Great Britain has thought it requifiteto fend his for- . 
ces to the afliftance of the States General, \yhofe affairs are 
in the fame condition as if they were aAu ally invaded; and 
the faid States, whofe frdntiers lie in a manner expofed on 
all fides, by the breaking and taking away of that fence, 
commbnly called a barrier, which fkreened them from the 
neighbourhood of the French, are forced to do all thofe 
things for the fafety and defence of their commonwealth, 
which they (hould and could do if they were in a war : and 
whereas fo dubious a pofture of their aflfairs is more dan- 
gerous than a war itfelf, and that France and Spain take ad- 
vantage of this flate of their affairs, tomakeaftronger and 
firmer union between themfelves, for oppreffing the liber- 
ty of Europe, and taking away the freedom of commerce. 
Thefe rcafons inducing his facred Imperial Majefty, his 
facred royal Majefty of Great Britain, and the High and 
Mighty Lords the States General of the United Provinces, 
to obviate fo great evils as might arife from thence ; j^nd 
defiring as much as lies in their power, to apply remedies 
thereto, have thought a ftrift conjunction and alliance be- 
tween themfelves, necefTary for repelling the greatnefs of 
the common danger ; and to this end have agreed to the 
following articles of alliance, 

I. There fliall be and continue, between his facred Im- 
perial Majefty," his facred royal Majefty of Great Bri- 
tain, and the Lords the States General of the United Pro- 
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vixiqeSy t oonftant, perpetual, and inviol^e friendihi^ 
and correfpondence y and either party Ihall be obliged to 
promote the advantages of the other, and prevent Ml in- 
conveniencies and damages that might happen to them, a^ 
far as lies in their power. 

IL His facred Imperial Majefty^ his facred royal Ma- 
jcfty of Great Britab, and the States General, defiring no* 
chingmore earneftly than the peace and general quiet of all 
Europe, have adjudged that nothing can be more efie<S|tual 
for the eftablifliment thereof, than the procuring an equi- 
table and reafonablefatisfad:iontohis Imperial M^efly^ for 
Iffspreteniion to the Spaniih fucceflion; and th^ the King 
of Great Britain, and the States General, may obuin a 
particular and fuHicient fecurity for their kiqgdoms^ pro- 
vinces and dominions, aqd for the navigation and com- 
merce of their ful^e£U. 

III. The confederates therefore (hall, in the firft place, 
ufe their utmoft endeavours to obtain by amicable means, 
and a folid and firm agreement, an equitaUe andreafonable 
fatisfaction for his Imperial Majefty, on account of the 
aforefaid fuqcqflion, an4 the fecurity beforementioned to 
his royal Majefty of Great Britain, and the Lords the 
States General of the United Provinces ; and the confede* 
rates (hall, to that purpofe employ two months time with 
all earneftnefs, and without iniermiflion, to b^ reckoned 
from the day that the inftr^^ments of ratification fhall be 
exchanged* 

IV. But if, contrary to their expeftations and wifhes, 
matters cannot be tranfafted in the manner aforefaid, within 
the time limited, the confederates do engage and promife 
to one another, that they will affifteach othe;r with all their 
forces according to a fpecification to be agreed upon in a 
peculiar convention to that purpofe, fo that they may at- 
tain thefati&faftion and fecurity beforernentioned. 

V. The confederates, in order to the procuring the fa- 
tisfadion and fecurity aforefaid, Ihall, amongft other things, 
ufe their utmoft endeavours to recover the provinces- of 
the Spanilli Low Countries, that they may be a fence and 
rampart, commonly called a barrier, fcparating ajnd dif- 
tancing France from the United Provinces, for the fecurity 
of the States General, as they have fcrved in all times-un- 
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til- of late, that the moll Chriftian King has tdzed them bf 
his forces ; as likewife the duchy of MiUi^ with itsdepen- 
*,dencies> as a fief of the empire, and contributii^g to the 
iecurity of his Imperial M^fty's hereditary countries ; 
befides the kingdoms of Naples and Sicily, and the lands 
and iflands upon the coafts of Tufcany, in the Mediterra- 
nean, that belong to the Spanish dominions^ and O^ay fervse 
to the fai-ne purpofe ; and will alfo be of advantajga to l^ 
navigation and commerce of the {ul^je(5ts of the JCkig ^ 
Great Britain, and of the United Provinces* • 

VI. It fliall be lawful for his royal Majefty of Gi^e^^ 
Britain, and the Lords the States G^ieral, by comi7)oa 
advicie, and for the benefit and enlargement of the navi- 
gation and commerce, of their fubjedts, to feize by tlieic 
forces what lands and cities they can, belonging to 1^ 
iSpanifli dominions in the Indies; and whatfoever they ik^il 
fo take, fhall be their own. 

VIL In cafe the confederates, neceiSty requiring it, &sdi 
' be forced tp enter into a war, for obtaining the fatisf;ai$ioa 
aforeiaid for his Imperial Majefty, and the iecurity of hb 
Majefty of Great Britain and the States Giqneral, thqr 
feall faithfully communicate their defigns to one another, 
as well in relation to the adions of the war, as all other 
things where the common caufe is concerned. 

VliL It Ihall not be permitted to either party, whMt 
the war is once begun, to treat of peace with the enemy, 
unlefs jointly, and with the common advices of tjie other 
parties ; and no peace fiiall be made, unlefs an equitable 
and.reafonable fatisfadion for his Imperial Majefty^ and 
the particular fecurity of the kingdoms, provinces, domi- 
nions, navigation and commerce, for his Majefty of Great 
Britain and the States General, be firft obtained *, smd un- 
lefs care be taken by fitting fecurity, that the kingdomsof 
France and Spain fliall never come and be united under 
the. fame government •, nor that one and the fame perfon 
ftiall be king of both kingdoms ; and particularly that the 
French Ihall never get into the poffeffion of the Spanifli 
Indies, neither fhall they be permitted to fail thither on the 
account of trafHck, direAly or indireftly, on any. pretence 
whatfoever : and laftly, unlefs full liberty be granted unto 
thefubjeds of the King of Great Britain and the States Ge* 
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neraly to cxcrcife and enjoy all the fame privileges, rights^ 
immunities and franchifes, of commerce by fca and land, 
in Spain, the Mediterranean, and all lands and places 
which the Kingof Spain laft deceafed did poflefsat the time 
of his death, as well in Europe as elfewhere, which they 
ufed and enjoyed, or which the fubjedts of both, or cither 
of them, by any right acquired by treaties, agreements, 
cuftoms, or any other way whatfoever, might have ufed 
and enjoyed before the death of the late King of Spain, 

IX. At the fame time that the faid agreement or peace 
ihall be made, the confederates Ihall agree amongft them- 
felves, about all the things that they (hall think neceflary 
for maintaining the navigation and commerce of the fub- 
jefts of his majefty of Great Britain and the States Gene- 
ral, in the lands and dominions they may acquire, and that 
were poflcffed by the late deceafed King of Spain, and alfo 
in what manner the States General may be fecured by the 
aforefaid fence or barrier. 

X. And bccaufe controverfies may arife on account of 
religion, in the places which the confederates, as it is hoped, 
may acquire by their arms, they fhall agree among them- 
felvcs, ccMiccrning the exercife of it at the fame time, as is 
mentioned in the foregoing article. 

XI. The confederates Ihall be obliged to affift and fuc- 
cour one another, with all their forces, againft any aggref- 
for, if the Mod Chriftian King, or any one elfe, fliall think 
fit to invade any one of the confederates, on the account 
of this alliance. 

XII. But if an agreement can now be made, concerning 
the fatisfaftion and lecurity fo often mentioned, or if after 
a war entered into by ncceflity, peace ftiall be again rc- 
ftored, there fliall after fuch an agreement, or peace con- 
cluded, be, and always continue between the contrafting 
parties, a defenfive alliance for the maintenance of the faid 
agreement or peace. 

XIII. All kings, princes and ftates, that pleafe to have 
a concern for the general peace, fliall be admitted into the 
fociety of this alliance ; but becaufe it is the peculiar intc- 
reft of the facred Roman empire, that the publick quiet 
fliould be preferved, and the recovery of the fiefs of the 
empire, being among other things the fubjed now in band, 
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the faid empire fiiall in a fpecial manner be invited into 
the fociety of this alliance. It Ihall moreover be lawful 
for the confederates, jointly, or any of them feparately, to 
defire whomfoever they ftiall think fit to be an acceffary 
to this alliance. 

XIV. This treaty (hall be ratified by all the confede- 
rates within the fpace of fix weeks, or fooner, if it may 
be done.

Denmark, and the States General of the United Pro- 
vince's of the Netherlands. Concluded at Odenfee, the zotk 
of Jan. 1701. 
X) E it known to all whom it concerns. After tht change 
J3 of aflfairs in Europe, by the dieath of the late Catho-' 
lie King, his majefty the King of Great Britain, and their 
High Mightineffes the States General of the United Pro-* 
vinces of the Netherlands, on the one part, and his ma- 
jefty the King of Denmark on the other, have maturely 
confidered, that for the fecurity of their kingdoms and pro* 
vinces, it would be of great ufe to reftore their ancient 
amity and confidence, in fuch manner that there might be 
a perfeft union of interefts and concord, and an entire 
confidence eftablilhed between them, with regard to all af- 
fairs that might happen in Europp, and that they ihould 
enter into ftrift engagements to one another, arid that for 
this purpofe they Ihould agree on a defenfive alliance : 
and his majefty the King of Denmark, being informed that 
his majefty the King of Great Britain, and their High 
Mightineffes, had fent orders to their minifters at his court, 
to enter into a conference with the minifters, whom his ma- 
jefty Ihould bepleafedto nominate to treat of fuch defenfive 
alliance, has likewife given order to his minifters, to enter 
into a negotiation upon this head, with Mr. Hugh Gregg, 
refident of his majefty the King of Great Britain, at the 
court of the Kingof Denmark; and with the Sicur Robert 
Goes, lord of Bouchorftburg, their High Mightineffes re- 
fidcot at the court of Denmark ; who, after divers confe- 
rences 
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rentes^ and the communi^atioQ andexclitnge of their fiill 
powers, have agreed on the following articles. 

L The defenfive alliances concluded between hismayefty 
die King of Great Britain, and the lords the States General 
of the United Provinces on one part, and his majcfty the 
King of Denmark on the other part, on the id of Novem- 
ber, 1690, and the third of December, 1696, fliall remain 
in force, ztid are confirmed and renewed in all their arti* 
cles and claufes, except what are altered by the prefent 
treaty. 

, IL His majcfty the King of Great Britain, and their 
High Miehtincffcs, promile to pay, without any abate- 
ment, default or delay, the funis ftipulated by the faid al- 
liance of 1696, in good money oi Holland at Amftcr- 
dam, one half as foon as the troops oientioned in the loth 
article of this treaty, Ihall begin their march towards their 
High Mightinefles frcmtiers, and the other half fix months 
after. 

IIL And as it is of very great importance to traders, 
that the navigation be free and fafe, his majcfty, the King of 
Dennurk, promifes his migefty the King of Great Britain, 
and the States General, that for the fecurity of commerce, 
tn cafe a war ihould happen, he will fufier no privateers, 
or men of war, to come into any ports or barbcxirs in his 
dominions, unlefs fuch men of war ferve as convcqrs to a 
fleet of merchant ihips : in which cafe they ihall have free 
entrance into his majefty's ports and rivers ; but not when 
they convoy particular fliips or ftragglers. Now, it ihall 
not be deemed a fleet of merchant ilaps, unkfs it confiit of 
forty (hips or more; and that number ihall be fufficient to 
denominate it a fleet as it paflfes by Jutland, but it is not 
abfolutely neceflfary that it be fo numerous, when the men 
of war enter into his majtfl:y*s ports, becaufe when the 
merchant ihips come to that latitude, they either fail to 
the Sound, or difperfe thcmfelves to the fcvetal ports of 
Norway. 

IV. His majefty the king of Denmark, will not oppofc 
the ninth elcft'orate, but promifes to conform himfelf to 
the contents of the third article of the treaty of 1696, and 
to the feventh fccrct article of the faid trea«-y* 

V. His 
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V. His Majdly the King of Denmark will imlce no en- 
gagement, nor enter into any treaty, whereby the peace dF 
the North may be difturbed, or whereby a third party may 
be formed, either in the North, or in Germany; nor will 
he foment fuch difturbanccs, on pretence of being thereto 
forced by former treaties; but, on the contrary, his Ma- 
jeflry, according to the 4th article of the abovementioned 
alliance, fliall do his endeavour to hinder any fuch treaties 
from being made* 

VI. His Majefty the King of Denmark, exprefsly ftipu- 
lates liberty of commerce for his fgbjefts, in cafe a war 
Ihould happen; but being unwilling, however, to permit 
foreigners to commit frauds by making ufe of Ehtnifli paflp. 
ports, it is agreed, that immediately after the figning <rf 
this rreaty> the convention made in 1690, between his Ma*, 
jefty the King of Grreat Britain, and their High Mightincfies 
on the one part, and his majefty the King of Denmark 
on the other part, relating to commerce in France, (ball 
be examined, in order to change it, as far as it is neceffary, 
for belter preventing of frauds ; and till this alteration is 
agreed on by common confent, the faid convention fhall 
be put in force as formerly, and (hall fervc as a law and 
rule for the faid commerce, 

VII. His Majefty the King of Great ft-itain, and their 
High Mightineffes, promife to pay 300,000 crowns fub* 
fidy per annum to his Majefty the King of Denmark, all 
the time that the war continues; and it fhall be p^id in ' 
good bank money at Hamburgh every three months. And 
in cafe it does not come to a war, but that the prefent dif- 
ferences ihould be pacified by an accommodation, and that 
the troops of his Majefty the King of Denmark Ihould 
be aftually on the march towards the frontiers of the ftate, 
his Majefty the King of Great Britain, and their High 
Mightineffes, Ihall, in fuch cafe, be at all the charge of 
raifing thofe troops* 

' And if an accommodation be made after the ratifica- 
tion of this treaty, but before the adtual march of the faid 
troops towards the frontiers of their High Mightineffes, the 
Kingof Denmark ifhall content himfelf with one year's fub^ 
fidy, and a* quarter of the fum ftipulated for the levies, 
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VIII. His Majcfty the King of Great Britain alFo pro- 
mifcs in particular, to pay to his Majefty the King of Den- 
mark what remains due to him, by virtue of the convene 
tion in 1689, as well for the tranfportition of 7000 men 
to Ireland, as with regard to what ftill remains due to the 
faid troops out of their pay, in cafe ic appear by infpefting 
the accounts, that the whole has not been paid ; and the 
iame fliall be caft up in a year after the ratification of this 
treatjr, and the payment afterwards be made, without de-» 
lay, in the city of Hamburg. 

IX. And in order to remove every obftruftion out of 
the way, his Majcfty the King of Denmark is willing to re- 
cede from all demands, which he may have upon their 
High Mightinefies, on condition that their High Mfghti^ 
ne&s oblige themfelves to pay thofe fums for his majefty, 
which are demanded of him by the province of Holland, 
and the city of Amfterdam, and to reftore to his faid 
majefty, the bonds which his late Majcfty King Frede- 
rick III. of glorious memory, gave to the faid province 
and city. 

X. His Majefty the King of Denmark promifcsto fend 
to the afliftancc of his Majefty the King of Great Britain, 
and their High Mightineffes, as foon as the prelcnt treaty 
i$ figned, 3000 horfe, 1000 dragoons, and 8000 foot, of 
the kingdom of Denmark, and the country of Holftein 1 
which troops ftiall be duly mounted and armed, and fur-* 
nilhcd with their officers and generals. The faid troops 
(hall take an oath of fidelity to his Majefty the King of 
Great Britain, and their High Mightincffes, in the Ome 
manner as the 7000 men of the Danifti troops did former- 
ty to his Majefty the King of Great Britain, when they en-* 
tered into his fcrvice. The difpof^l of vacant commiffions, 
and the adminiftration of juftice, Ihall be upon the fame 
foot as they were, with regard to the faid 7000 men. Hi^ 
Majefty the King of Great Britain, and their High M'ghti- 
neffes, ftiall pay for the raifmg of the faid troopsi, 80 croNyns 
for every trooper, 6.0 for every dragoon, and 30 crowns 
for every foot fo.ldier : one half of this.mone^ ftiall be paid 
as foon as the faid forces are aftually on their march to- 
wards their High Mightinefies frontiers, and the cttber half 
^Wljen they arc all arrived there, The pay and maintenance 
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of thofc troops, (hall be oil the fame foot as that of the 

other troops of their High MightinejQTes, and the money 

Ihall be advanced to theDanilh Commiffaries, for them to 

diftribute it, without any difcount or dedudion; and the 

pay fliall commence from the day that the faid troops fliall 

begin to march towards the frontiers. And if it (hould be 

thought proper to tranfport the troops that are to come 

from Denmark and Holftein, either in whole or in part, 

by fea, toward the countries in the dominions of theStateSj^ 

the faid tranfportaton Ihall be at the expence of his majef- 

toy the King of Great Britain, and their High Migthineffesj 

and in cafe of neceffity, thty Ihall be permitted to make 

ufe of the (hips of his Majefty the King of Denmark, or 

thofe of his fubjefts, to facilitate and haften the fa d tranf- 

portation. His Majefty the King of Great Britain, and 

their High MightinefTes, may keep the faid troops in their 

fervice as long as they think fit; and when they are for 

fending them home, they Ihall let his Majefty the Kinjg of 

Denmark know it three months beforehand. Mean time, 

if any rupture or war happen, the faid troops fhall never- 

thelefs, continue in the fervice of his Majefty the King of 

Great Britain and their High Mightineffes, as long as the 

war lafts, unlefs his Majefty the King of Denmark Ihould 

be attacked in his own kingdoms and dominions, for hav- 

ingfurnifhed the faid troopjSj in which cafe his Majefty the 

|Cing-of Denmark referves to himfelf the right and power 

of recalling them, as foon as he thinks neceflary. 

XL In cafe that one or more regiments or companies 
of the faid troops have the misfortune to be ruined, his 
Majefty the King of Great Britain, and the High Migh- 
tinefTes, promife to pay, without lofs of time, to the colo- 
nels or captains of the reginrients or companies ruined, the 
necefTary fums to reciiitand replace them on the fame foot 
as btfore. And at the end of the campaign, the fame fums 
for recruits fhall be paid to the Danifh officers, as are 
paid to the other officers of their High MightinefTes; to 
the end th^t the faid troops may be always kept in a 
good condition, to be fent home in due time,, in as good 
order as they came. 

XIL In like manner his Majefty the King of Great Bri- 
tain, an4 their High MightinefTes promife, that if his ma- 
jefty 
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jrity the King of Denmark be attacked, or diftorbcd id 
thepofleffion €h his kingdoms^ proyinoes, territories, tolls, 
navigation, commerce, or other rights, they will Q>eedily 
ieiid back the ftid troops, and give them a month's pay, 
io bear their charges home; which month's pay (hall be 
advanced likewife, when the faid troops are lent home af- 
ter the conchifion of a peace. And befides, they wiH fend 
to his Majefty the King of Denmark the fuccours both hjr 
land and fea, which are ftipulated in the fecret articles of 
fh^ treaty of 1690, which fuccours they will maintain^ 
daring the war, at their- own expence j only the King of 
Denmark fhall be obliged to furaifh them with bread and 
forage. 

XIII. And for rendering this alliance and union ftiH 
more perfed, and to leave the parties no manner of doubt 
ds to the certainty of the fuccours, which they may expeA 
from one another in the manner agreed to as above, it is 
exprefsly contrafted, that in order to form a judgrncnt 
btreafter, in what cafe this alliance exifts or not, if any 
one ef the parties be aflually attacked by fit^ce of arms, 
though it has not made ufc of any force yet againft the 
sggrdK>r, that ^11 be fulEcient to determine the cafe. 
But this article (hall only be applicable to occafions that 
may happen htrcafter. And for the prefent, the fupply 
e( 12000 men fhall march towards their High Mighti- 
nefl^s frontiers, as foon as the treaty is (igned, according 
to the loth article. 

XIV. And to the end that no broil may happen hereaf- 
ttt between his Majefty the King of Denmark, and their 
High MightinefTes, on the account of commcrcre, it is now 
agreed, that the projed of the treaty of commerce and toll 
©t the year 1692, upon which a negotiation was entered 
into, firft at Gopcnhagen, and afterwards at the Hague, 
fiiall be re-aflumed, adjufted, concluded and figned, at 
the fame time as tis, 

XV. This alliance fliall fubfift for the fpace of ten years, 
computing from the day of figning this treaty; and the 
illlianees of 1 69b and 1 696, which are renewed by thistreaty, 
Ihall alfo continue ten years. 

XVI. The Eiliperor fliall be invited to enter into this 
^liarice j ^d if the King of FruflSa, the Houfc of Lunen- 
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Burg^ or that of Hefft Caflel, defire-to be included in it> 
the high allies Ihall be at their liBerty to confent to it, when 
they are agreed among one another, on the conditions 
upon which the faid powers may be received into it. 

XVIL For the fuller explanation of all the claufes of 
this prefent treaty, relating to the fums for rafing, main- 
taining, tranfporting, marching, recruiting, and fending 
back the troops mentioned in the loth article, it is exprefsly 
(lipulated, that his Majefty the KinV of Great Britain (hall 
pay all thofe charges when the faid troops are in his fervice, 
and that the States General (hall pay them when they are 
in the fervice of their High Mightinefles, 

XVIIL The ratifications of this prefent treaty fhall be 
exchanged at Copenhagen, in fix weeks from the day of 
Iigning it, on the part of his Majefty the Kiag of Great 
Britain, and in four weeks on the pare of the States 
General.

. ticks made and confirmed the fame Day. 

WHEREAS the moft ferene and moft potent Prince 
Leopold, Emperor of the Romans, and the moft 
irrene and moft potent Prince William III. late King of 
Great Britain, and alfo the high and nciighty lords the 
States G^i>eral of the United Provinces of the Nether- 
lands, entered into ap alliance which was concluded at the 
Hague, the 7th of September, 1701, which, after the 
death of th^ faiid -king^ the moft ferene and moft potent 
- Yqj-, I. X Princefa 
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Princcfs Anne, Queen of Gr^at Britain, ch^arfuHy under- 
took toobfcrve; and whereas they invito the mod ferette 
and moft potent Pettr II. King of Portugal, that he would 
be pleafed to accede to the faid aliiAnce; and his facred 
royal 7 Majefty of Portugal, being, not only prevailed on 
by fo friendly an invitation of the princes the confederates, 
but alfo confidcring that the moft Chriftian King Lewis 
X1V» fince the late alliance concluded betwixt himfelf and 
his grandfon, the moft ferenc the Dauphin's fccond fon, and 
his Portuguefe Majefty, made it evidently appear, both by 
tokens and fafts, that his fole defign was to o, prefs the li- 
berty of the Spaniards by a French government, and tdt 
annex the kingdoms and dominions of Spain, as fo maay 
provinces to the kingdom of France, which would not only 
be very prejudicial and pernicious to the interefts of Por- 
tugal, but alfo to all the other kingdoms and pations of 
Europe; he has thought it moft juft jand advifablr, to ufe 
his utmoft endeavour to avert the common danger, to free 
not only the Spaniards from the yoke c f tyranny, but 
their neighbouring and kindred nation the Purtuguefe,^ 
v;ho are derived from the fame original; efpecially fince it 
were to be feared, that the prefent age and pofterity would 
have blamed a king who is a Spaniard by birih and origin,. 
(i'oT the Portuguefe are included in the denomination of 
Spaniards) if he Ihould forfak^ Spain, his native country ,^ 
in the time of her greateft diftrefs, and refufe to ftretch 
out Ms friendly hand to Spain their common mother, which 
inipbred the aftiftance of her children : therefore, fince 
nothing was decided concerning the right *of fucccfSon to 
Spain, by the treaties entered into between his facred roy- 
al Majefty <.f Porrugual, and the moftCarifti.n King and 
his grandfon, wh ch, without p«*ejudging that caufe, had 
noching in view but the p:omQtinau the pi^ce and tranquil- 
lity of Spain, and the reft of Europe, the faid moft fe- 
rcne and moft potent King of Portugual, h^th therefore 
thought fit to enter into a treaty vyith the faid moft ferene 
and moft potent prince Leopold, Emperor of thcKo* 
mans, to whom, by the death of Charles II, without iffue, 
the fucceflion to the dominions of Spain belongs^ by r^ght 
of birth and treaties; and with his confederates in the fame 
caule, viz, with the moft ferene and moft potent Princefs 
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Anne, Queen of Great Britam, znd the hig^ and mighty 
iords the States GcneraS of the United Provinces or the 
Netherlands ; to the end that,with their united councils and 
fbrces^ they might make the ftrongeft provifion for the 
^dmmon fafety, the liberty of the Spaniards, and the law- 
ful right of fucceffion to the Spaniih monarchy. There* 
fore, in order to bring fuch treaty to a conclufion> his fa- 
cred Imperial Majefty on rhe one part, hath given lUs full 
powers arnd commiflion to Charles Krneft, count Wald^ 
ftein, his ambaflador in Portugal, and the moft ferene and 
moft potent princefs Anne, Queen of Great Britain, m 
Paul Methuen, Efq; her ambaflador in Portugal, and the 
high and mighty lords the States Grneral of the United 
Provinces of the Netherlands, to Francis Schonenburg j 
and on the other part, the Kingof Portugal to DonNoni^^ 
de Mello Aivares Percira, his d^areft coufin, &c. to Don 
Ema-rtyel Telies de Siiva, marquis d'Alegrette, &c* aivd to 
Don Francis de Tavora Condt de Alvor, and to Doa 
Roque Montegro Paim, and Co Don Jofcph de Fariav 
>/Vhich fi^id plenipotentiaries have agreed andcoif&nted to 
the following articles. 

L The three confederate powers abovementioned^ to^ 
gcthcp with his ffeicred royal nwjelly of Portugal, (hall

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V. The confederate powers (ball be obliged to give a 
million of patacoons to his facred royal majelty of Portu-' 
gal every year, as long as the war (ball continue, for the 
expence of the faid 13000 foldiers, as well for their wages 
and other charges which they fhall be liable to, as well in 
quarters as in the field, 

VI. The pay of the foid million of patacoons (hall be

XVH. The maritime powers ftaH be obliged to have 
and keep a fufficient number of men of war on the &a- 
coaftsyand tn the harbours of Portugal, to protect the faid 
coafts and^ harbours, and the trade and hierc ban t- fleets 
from hoftilities ; io that upon notice that the faid harbpurs 
and fleets are likely to be attacked with a fupcrior force, 
the faid confederate powers fliall be obliged before fuch 
cafe happens, to fend fuch. a number of men of war to 
Portugal as fli-^ll be equal, and eycn fuperior to the ftips 
and forces of the enemy, who fliall form a defign to attack 
the faid harbours or fleets. And as fudden cafes may hap- 
pen upon the departure of the fliips of the faid confederate 
powers from the coaft and harbours of Portugal, the faid 
confederate powers fliall be obliged to let as m^ny ftips.

ANNE, by the grace of Ood, &c. Tp aM and 
every one, to whom thefe prefent$ may come 
greeting. 

• Whereas a perpetual ddehGve alliance, in thewordi 
and articles following, was, on the 1 6th of May laft, 
pobcluded and ligned at Lifbon, between our plenipotcn-- 
tiaries and thofe of the lords die States Grcneral of the 
United Provinces on the one hand, and thofe of the King; 
tbf Portvjgal ort the other : and whereas many mutual act 
vintages accrue to the moft ferene and moft potent ^htgjb 
and kingdoms of Great Britain and Portugal, and to the 
high and mighty lords th.e States General of theUtuted Pra- 
vinces, and their fubjefts, from the peace and good 
ftiendlhip which fubfifts between the three forefaidpowerst 
'And whereas it is neceiTary, that that peace be not only 
preferred inviol^e, but be UkeWife ftrengthenedby firmer 
and dofer ties, by which a ftronger foundation may be 
laid for maintaining the general peace and tranquility of 
Europe, which the abovefaid powers endeavour, with all 
their might, to fupport : they have therefore, for the com- 
mon good of all, refolved to enter into a mutual aUtance;

Art. I. All former treaties between the abovefaid 
powers, are hereby approved, , confirmed, and .ratified, 
and are ordered to be exaSily and faithfully obfeijved,-e^^ 
cept in fy far as by the prefent treaty is otherwife provide4 
and eftablifhed fo that there Ihall be between the faid 
Jdngdorhs and ftates, their people and, fubjefts, a fincore 
friendfiiip and perfed amity : they, ihall all of them, 
mutually affift one another ; and each^of the faid powers 
ihall promote the intercft and advantage of the reft^ as if 
it were bis own. . . - 

II. If ever it fhall happen that the Kings of Spain 
and France ; either the prefent or future ; that both pf 
them together, or either gf them feparately, Ihall make 
war, or give occafion to fufpeft that they intend to mal^e 
war upon the kingdom of Portqgal, either, on the , con- 
tinent of Europe, or in its dominions beyond feas; her 
Majefty, the Queen of Great Britain, and the Lords, the 
States General, fliall ufe their friendly offices with the faid 
kings, or cither of them in order to perfuade th^m to ob- 
ferve the terms of peace towards Portugal, and^not to 
make war upon it- 

III. But thefe good pffices not proving fuccefsful, b*it . 
altogether ineffectual, fo that war ihould be made by th^ 
aforefaid kings, or by either bf them, upon Portugal^ 
the above-mentioned powers of Great Britain and Holland, 
J{hall make war, with all their force, upon the forefaid 
kings or king, who ft)all carry hoftile arms into Portugal; 
and towards that war which (hall be carried on in Europe, 
they Ihall fupply twelve thoufand men, whom they Ihall 
arm and pay, as well when in quarters, as in adion ; and

. IV, Afld in this cafe alfo, the aforefaid flowers of Great- 
^Britain and Holland, (hall be obliged to keep and main- 
tain upon the coaft of Portugal, and in its harbours, a 
competent number of men of war, to defend the faid coafts 
and harbours, the trade and mc^rchant fhips, from all 
hoftile attempts ; fo that if it fhall appear, that the faid 
harbours and Ihips are in danger of being attacked with a 
greater force by the enemy, the faid high allies ihall be 
obliged to fend to Portugal fuch a number of men of war 
as (hall be equal, or even fuperior, to the (hips and force 
of the enemy, who (hall meditate an attack uponthc above-' 
faid (hips and harbours, 

V. ,But if the forefaid Kings of Spain and France, or 
either of them, (hall make war, or giveocca(ioa to fufpeft 
that rhey intend to make war, upon the provinces or do- 
ininions of Portugal beyond feas, the above-mentioned 
powers of Great Britain and Holland, (hall furni(h to his 
Portuguefe Majefty fuch a number of men of war^ as (hall 
be equal, or even fuperior, to the (hips of the enemy; fo 
that he may be able not only to oppofe them, but even to - 
prevent fuch attacTc or invafion, as long as the war (hall 
laft, or occafipn require. And if the enemy (hall take 
any town, or feize any place whith they may fortify, in 
the foreiaid provinces and dominions beyond feas, thefc 
fuccours (hall continue until fuch town, or place be fully 
recovered, or more towns and places, if more ihould be 
taken. 

VI. All thffe auxiliary (hips (hall bcfubjeft to the com- 
mand of his.

But if, at any thne, the fliips of the three allied 
jiations (hall be enjoined in order to attempt any thkig, in 
which all the allies are equally intetefted^ the admiral, 
who bats the fight of carrying the flag, and has undef his 
command the greateft numbers of flnps cf his own natioii, 
(hall enjey the tight and privilege mentioned in the former 
article, viz. of giting (ignals, of ftrmmoning to a coo|icii 
c^.war ID his own cabin, and of doing every othtt thing 
requifite, as is above fpecified, 

IX. The twelve thoufand men, which the powers of 
Great Brkato and Holland are bound to ftarnifli to his 
Fortuguefe Majefty, and to maintain at their own expenci^ 
aad oeeafionaUy recniit, during the contil^uance of the war, 
as fKpulated in the thhxl aiticle of this treaty, ihall be iubt* 
y€t^ not eftly to the fupeme command of his Pormgueib 
Majefty,r but alfo to that of his comooanders or generals, 
and evea cf ftrcb of his officers, as by their rank in the 
i^rmy are fuptPior to them* But for breach of orders, and 
for the crimes and enormities bf which they (hatt be guilty, 
they fl»n be punilhed by the commanders or gentrals ot' 
their owa army, in the fame manner as the Portuguefe 
themfelves are puntfliediby martisil law, efpeGially fw thofe 
rrimes which regard the violation of rieligon.

Ths pe:rfonal privileges and freedoni of trade 
which the fubjefts of Great Britain, and the ftates of the 
United Provinces, at prel'ent enjoy in Portugal^ the Porta* 
guefe Ihall, in their turn, enjoy in the domiaiom^ of Great 
& itain and the ftates of the United Provinces.

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XVI. If from the copies of the treaty. In which ah 
agreement was made concerning Bombay, between the 
crowns of Portugal and Britain, it ihould appear, that 
either party has tranfgrefled, or not fulfilled the terms of 
that convention, every thing (ball be regulated according 
to the fpirit of the faid treary. 

XVII. Portuguefe (hips-lball not be obliged to pay 
any thing for calling anchor in, the port of Mallacca, 
unlefs the other nations of Europe are obliged to do the 
iame.

Ihk/HEREAS' the league and ftrift friendOiip which 

W ^^ between the mod ferene and moft potent prinf- 
Cdfi Anne, Queen of Great Britain, and the m6ft fe- 
ftM ind moft potent Peter, King of Portugal, requires 
that the Comriierce of both the J^ritifh and the P6rtugal 
tiations fhould be promoted ^ Afiuch as poffibl^ 5 and her 
facred royal Majefty c^f Great Britainf hath fignified to hh 
itacred royal Majefty of Portugal, by the moft OLcelletrt 
John Methuen, Efq^ menribcr of the Englift parliament, 
and ambafladbr Extraordinary in Portugal, that it would 
be very acceptable to her, if the woollen cloths, and the 
reft of the woollen manufatftirres of Britain, might be ad- 
mitted into Portugal, the prohibition of them being t^kea 
6ff : that this matter rtiay be treated ^nd tranfafted, they 
have given their full powers and commands ; that is to fay, 
her facred Majefty ot Great Britain to the abovefaid moft 
excellent John Mfethuen, and hiis facred Majefty of Por- 
tugal, to the moft excellent 0on Emanuel Tellcs, marquifs 
btAlegrete, Conde de Villa Major, in the fociety of the 
Knights of Chrift, &c* &c. who by virtue of the full pow- 
crt to them refpeftively granted, having maturely and di- 
ligently confidcred the matter, have agreed upon the fol- 
lowing articles. 

1. His facred royal Majefty 6f Portugal promifes, both

ceflbrs, be obliged for ever hereafter, to admit the wines 
of the growth ot Portugal into Britain ; fo that at no time, 
whether there (hall be peace or war between the kingdoms 
of Britain and France, any thing more ffaall be demanded 
for thefe wines by the name of cuftom or duty, or by what- 
foever other title, direftly,or indireftly, whether they Ihall 
be imported into Great Britain in pipes dr'hogflieads, or 
other caiks, than what fhall be demanded from the lik# 
quantity or meafure of French wine, deducing or abating 
^ third part of the cuftom or duty. But if at any time 
this deduftion or abatement of cuftoms, which is to be 
made as aforefaid, fhall in any manner be attempted and 
prejudiced, it fhall be juft and lawful for his (acred royal 
Majefty of Portugal, again to prohibit the woollen cloths> 
and the refl of the Britifh woollen manufadures. 

III. The moft excellent lords the plenipotentiaries pro- 
mife apd take upon themfelvcs, that their above-named 
mailers fhall ratify this treaty, and within the fpace of two 
months the ratifications fhall be exchanged. 

For the faith and tcftimony of all which things, I the 
plenipotentiary of her facred royal Majefty of Great Bri- 
tain, have confirmed this trea:y, by the fubfcription of my 
hand, and by the feal of my coat of arms. And the moft 
excellent lord the plenipotentiary of his facred royal Ma- 
jefty of Portugal, for avoiding the controverfy about pre- 
cedence between the two crowns of Britain and Portugal, 
hath fubfcribed another inftrument of the fame tenor, 
changing only what ought to be changed for that reafon.

HER 
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HEU m^cdy tbe/Qucen of Great Britain, and th^ 
Lords the Stales General of the United Provinces 
having confidered how much it concerns the quiet and kr 
curity of thfeir kingdoms and ftatcs, aiid the public tran- 
quility^ to maintain and to fccure-fen^ one fide the fuc- 
ceflion to the trbWrfoC Great Brijcain^-m manner as 

it is now eftrabUfhed by the laws of the kingdom j and on 
the other fide^ that the laid States General of the United 
Provinces fliould. have ^ftf^g ah fuificient barrier 
agatti^ft France> and others, who would furprife or attack 
them ; and iieLo^edy and the faid States General apprer 
hendingj with ju|t reafon, the troubles and the mifchiefs 
Which may happen^ in relation to this fucceffion, if at any 
time there fliotild be any perfon> or any power, who (hould 
call it in queftion ; and, that the countries and ftates of 
the faid lords the States General, were not provided with 
fuch a barrier. For thefe rcafons, her faid majefty the 
Qijeen of Great Britain (though in the vigour of her age,

XL The Lords the States General (hall enjoy all the re- 
venues of the towns, places, chatteilenies, and their depen» 
dencies, which they ftiall have for their barrier from 
France, whereof the crown of Spain was not in poffeffion 
at the time of the death of the late King Charles 11^ and 
belides a million of livres Ihall be fettled, to be paid, of 
one hundred thoufand crowns every three months, out of 
the cleareft revenues of the Spaniih Low Countries, which 
the faid king was then in pofleffion df : both which ate to 
ferve for maintaining the garrifons of the ftates, and pro- 
viding for the fortifications, as alfo the magazines, and 
ether neceffary expences in the towns and places -above- 
mentioned. And to the end that the expences to be 
made may be fupplied from the faid revenues, endeavours 
fliall be ufed for enlarging the dependencies and chatelle- 
nies above mentioned, as much as poiTible, ^nd particular- 
ly for ftipulating, that the chatelleny of Caflel, and the 
wood of Niepe, may go along with the chatelleny of 
Ypr^fs, and theJurifd!ftion of Doway with the c hatclltny 
of L'fle ; both the one and the other having been annexed 
thereto before the prefcnt war, 

XII. That no town, fort, place, or country, of the 
Sphnitb Low Countries fhail be yielded, transferred, or 
given, or defcend to the crown of France, cr to any on? 
of the French line, whetherby virtue of any gift, fale, ex* 
change marriage- agreement, inheritance, (ucceffion by 
vill, or without will; nor by any title, or in any other 
planner whatfoever^ Ihall they be put into the power, or 
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under the authority of the moftChriftian King, or of any 
one of the French line. 

XIII. And whereas the faid lords ^the States General,, 
in purfuance of the ninth article of the faid alliance, arje, 
to oiake a convention or treaty with King Charles UI. for. 
putting the States in a coaditon of fafety, by rowans of 
the faid barrier, the Queen of Great Britain will concur^ 
with her good offices, that all that is abovcmentioned re-, 
lating to the barrier of the States, may be inferted in the^ 
aforefaid treaty^QX. convention j and that her faid majefty 
will continue iier' good offices, till the abovemcntroned, 
convention, l:)etweeh tt;Le States^and the faid King Charles 
III. he concluded, agreeably to what is before-mentioned ; 
and that her inajefty wiUgvapnty the faicl treaty, or con- 
vention. ,. -*— . 

XIV. And to the end that the faid lords the States^ 
riiay enjoy, from this prefent time, as much as poffible, a, 
barrier for the Spanifh Low Countries, they fhall be per- 
mitted to put their garrifo^s into the to.wns already taken,., 
and wWch may be taken before the peace be concluded, 
and put in execution ;. and in the mean while, the faid 
King Charles IIJ. (hall not enter into poffeffion of th^ faid 
Spaniih Low Countries, neither in the whole, nor in part i 
and, during that time, the Queen (haUaffift their High. 
Mightinefles in maintaining them in the enjoyment of thC; 
rev-enues, and.in finding th.Q million of livrcs. a year above- 
mentioned. 

XV. And whereas their fligh Mightineffes have ftipu^. 
lated, hy the treaty of Munfter, in the fourteenth article, 
that the river Schelde, as alfo the canals of Sas, Swyn, 
aiid other mouths of the fea joining thereunto, fhould be 
*kept Ihut on the fide of the States. 

And in the fifteenth article, that the Ihips and commo- 
'^*ities going in, and coming out of the harbours of Flan- 
ders, ihall be and rema-n charged with all fuch impofts, 
and ether duties, as are raifed upon comnriodities going 
and coming along the Schelde, and th^othef canals above-, 
mentioned. 

The Queen of Great Britain promifesand engage^, that ' 
their High Mightineffes Ihall never be dilluf bed in theij^ 
right and poffeffion, in that refped, neither dircdly nor

indircftly, but that they (hall continue fully (to enioy ^hfi 
fame; as alfo, that in prejudice of tjie faid trc^^ty^ thfi 
commerce (hall not be pijide more eafy by the fea ports, 
than by the fajd rivers, canals, and nnioutbs of the'tipaj^ otj 
the fide of the* States of the tTnitcd JProvinces^ ncitlier di- 
redly nor indireAly. 

And whereas, by the fixteehth and feventecnth artftles 
of the fancie treaty of Munfter, his majefty^ the I^ii^g of 
Spain, is obliged to treat the fubjiefts of fheir High ^ijgh-: 
tineffcs, as favourably as the fubjedls of Great Britain, iaincj 
the Hans Towns, who were then Uie people the moft fa-: 
vourably treated : her ^ritannick Majefty, and theif Hig;h 
Mighrineffcs, promifc likevviie, to take care that the fgb- 
jeds of Great Britain, and ot* their pighMightinelTcs, fhall 
be treated in the Spanifli Low Countries, as well as; in 
Spain, the kingdomis and ftatps belongine thereuntOj, 
equally, and both the one and the other, as mqur^b]ly a| 
the nat ons which are the moft favoured. 

XVI. The faid Queen and States General ol?ligethem-p 
felves to furniih, by fea and lancj, the fyccours and afUft- 
ance neceffary to maintain^ by force, her faid i^najefty in 
the quiet pofieffion of her kingdoms, and the moft ferene 
houfe of Hanover in tjie laiduucceflion, in the manner it 
is fettled by the aftsof parliament before-tnentioned ; and 
to maintain the faid States General iiuthe pqlieffion of the 
faid barrier. 

XVII. After the ratifications of this treaty, a particular 
convention (hall be made of ^he conditions, according to, 
which the faid Queen, and'the faid lords the States Gene- 
ral, will engage to furn Ih the fuccSws which ftiall be 
thought neceriary, as wtU by fea as by land. 

XVIII. If her Brhilh Majefty, or thfe Stares General of 
the United Provinces, be attacked ^y anyone whatfo- 
evcr, on account of this convention, they ftiall mutually 
afiift one another with all their forcQs, and ftiall become 
guarantees of the execution of the fa;d convention. 

XIX. All the kings, princes and ftates, that ftiall hp 
willing to enter intcl this pr^fent treaty, ftiall be invited 
and admitted into th^ fame, as foon as pofpble, particu,- 
larly his Imperial Majefty, the Kings of Spain anc| Pruffia, 
the Elcdor of Hanover, and heir ^ritannick rpajefty,, arid 
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^e States Genera^ of th? Unified Provinces, ^nd-f^rf»-<\f 
them in particular, ihall be permitted to require ^q^ Uiyite 
thofe whom they £hall think fit to require and igvi^p, to pil- 
fer into this treat)r^ and to be p;u^rantees of it? ^^efutioq. 

XX. Ai<d as time has Ihevvn the omi^on >vhich W^ 
made in the treaty figned at Ryfwicke, ia the yca,r ^607 
between ]England and France, concerning the right pf th| 
fucceffion of England, in theperfon of her m^t&^ %h& 
<)ueen of Great Britain, now reigning ; andilxat, for wane 
of having fettlf d in tha^ treaty this indifputa^le rigkt of her 
riiajefty, France refufed to acknowledge her for Queea o^ 
Great Britain, after the death of thelate King WilK^m ill. 
qf glorious memory : her maj^fty the Queen pf Great Bril 
tain, and the lords the States General 0^ ^l^e United 
Provinces, do agree and oBlige'themfelves likewife, not tp. 
ej^ter into, any negotiatlan or treaty of peace with ^^rance 
^efore the tide of her njajefty to the crown of Great Bri- 
tain, as a^fo the rightQinjcceflion of tfte moft fer<fne h^ufii. 
of ffanover, to the faid crown, in the njanner it is fettkd 
and cflabhfljed by the abovementipned a^. of parliaminZ 
l)e fully acknowkdged.J>y France as a preHminary ; anS 
that France ha^ promifed ^t the fame time, to femow 
put of us dominions, the perfop who pretends tp bjeking 
pf Great Britain ; andtKat nq negotiation nor formal di*: 
fuffion of the articles of the faid treaty of peace ftall bfe 
entered into, but jointly, and at the fame time with the

' XXI. Her Britannick majefty, and the lords the 
States General qf the United Provinces, fluU ratify and 
confirm all that is contained in the prefcnt treaty, within 
the fpace of four weeks, to.be reckoned from the day of

baffador extraordinary and plenipotentiary of her Britan> 
nick Majefty, and the deputies of the lords the States' 
Qeneral, have figned this prefent treaty, and have affixed

Separate Articlj^S. 
I. /I S in the preliminary articles figned here at the 
fX H;gue^he28thof May, i709,bythepI«,ipo. 
tentiar.cs of his Imperial Majefty, of her majefty theQjiecn 
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of Great Britain, and of the lords the States General of 
die United Provinces, it is (tipulated,amongft other things, 
that the lords the States General Ihall have the entire pro- 
pertv and fbvereignty of the upper quarter o( Guelder, ac« 
cording to the 52d article of the treaty of Munfter of the 
year 1648 ; as alfothat the ^arrifons, which are, or here- 
after ihall be, on the part of the lords the States General, 
in the town of Huy, the citadel of Liege, and in the town 
of Bonne, Ihall remain there, tjU it (halj be othcrwifc fet- 
tied with his Imperial Maiefty and the empire. And a» 
the barrier which has been this day agreed to in the princi^ 

Sal treaty, for the mutual guaranty between her Bricifh 
fajcfty and the lords the States General, cannot give to 
the United Provinces the fecurity for which it is eftablilh- 
cd, unlefs it be well and clofely formed from one end to 
the other, and that the communication thereof be well 
joined together ; towards which the upper part of Guel- 
der, and the garrifons in the citadel of Liege, Huy, and 
Bonne, are abfolutelv neceffary ; experience Jiaving thrice 
ihewn, that France having a defign to attack the United 
Provinces, has made ufe of the places abovementioned 
in order to come at them, and to penetrate into the faid 
provinces. The farther in refpeCl to the equivalent for 
which the upper quarter of Guelder is to be yielded to the 
United Provinces, according to the ^zd article of the trea- 
ty of Munfter abovementioned, his majefty King Charles 
III. will be much more gratified, and receive greater ad- 
vantages rn other places, than that equivalent can amount 
to. Wherefore, that the lords the States General may 
have the entire property and fovcreignty of the upper 
quarter of Guelder, and that the faid upper quarter of 
Guelder may be yielded in th s manner to the faid lords, 
the States General, in the convt-ntion or treaty that they 
are to make with his majeHy King Charles III. according^ 
to the 13th article of the treaty concluded this day ; as al-

II. Whereas the lords the States General have repre- 
fented that in Flanders, the limits between Spanifh Flan- 
ders and that of the States, are fettled in fuch manner, 
as that the land belonging to the States is extremely 
^reightened ; (o that on fome places, the territory of Spi- 
piih Flanders reaches to the fortifications, ^nd under the 
cannon of the places, towns, arid, forts , of the; States, 
which occafions many inconveniencies, whereof an exam- 
ple has been feen a little before the beginning of the pre* 
fent war, ^vhen a fprt was going to be built under the can- 
hon of the Sas de;^^G^d, onj[)retenc€, that it was upon 
fhc territory of Spain : and as for avoiding thefe and other 
inconveniencies, it is neceffary, that the land of the States, 
on the confines of Flanders, ihould be enlarged, and that 
thereby the places, towns and forts, fhould be better coveif- 
ed, her Britaonick Majefty entering into the juft motives 
pf the faid lords the States "General , in this refpeft pro- 
inifcs and engage^, by this feparate article, that in the 
convention that the faid lords the States General are to 
make with his majefty King Charles III. ihe will affift

lution^ limitation^ or inheritance of the crown> of the 
fame kingdom t if neverthelefs it (hould happen, that any 
foreign power or ftate, or perfon or perfons wUatfoever> 
ui^der any pretence whatfoever> diredly or indiredly, by 
open war or confpiracy, or treafonable violence, fhould 
endeavour to oppofe the right of fucceflion of the heirs 
of her royal toajefty after her death; or, for want of fuch 
heirs, the rights offucceffion ofthefaid moil excellent 
Priqceis Sophia, or any of her heirs, to whom the faid 
fucceflion fhall then belong, according to the laws and 
fiatutes of Great Britain j the LiOrds the States General of 
the United Provinces of the Netherlands do promife and

and feparadoa between France and the United Provinces, 
and the fecurjty to the States General, as they did hereto* 
/ore, till the m0ft Chriftian King invaded and took potkf- 
fion of the fame with his armies $ it is now (tipulated and 
agreed, that her Majefty the Queen of Great Britain fliall 
ufe all her efforts and endeavours in the enfuing treaty of 
peace, not only that the provinces of the Spainih Low- 
countries, but alfo what other towns and places will be 
found neceffary, whether conouered or not conquered^ 
may ferve to form the barrier or the States GeneraL 

IV. To this end therefore it is ftipulacted and agreed. 
That the Lords the States General may put and keep garri- 
fon, augment and diminifh the fame, as they ihalljuede 
proper, in the places following i namely, Furnes> ]S)it 
Knocke, Ypres, Menin, the town and citadel of Tournay, 
Mons, Charleroy, the town and caftlc of Namur, the caftic 
of Gand, the forts la Perle, Philippe and Damme, the fort 
St. Donat being joined to the fortifications of Sluice, and 
yielded in property to the States General. And that the 
Fort Rodenhuyfcn, on this fide Gand, fhall be dcmolifh- 
cd. 

V. In cafe the faid States General be aftually in War 
againft France, or in manifeit danger of being attacked 
by France, they may put as many troops as they ihall 
think neceflary into thofe towns, places, and forts of the 
Spani(h Low Countries, as the wfage of war, and ncceffity 
fhall require. 

VI. They may Ukewife fend into the towns, places, and 
forts, where they ftiould have their garrifons, without any 
hindrance, and without paying any duties or cuftoms, pro- 
vifions, warlike ammunitions, arms, artillery, materials for 
the fortifications, and, in fliort, all that may be convenient 
and neceflTary. 

VII. The faid Lords the States General may alio put in 
the towns, places, and forts mentioned in the 4th article, 
where they (hall have garifons, fuch governors and com- 
manders, majors, and other officers, as they Jhall think 
fit, who Ihall not be fubjeA to any other orders, relating

VIIL Moreover, thft laid Ibrdfe thfe States Gehfctil mkf 
fortify the faid towns anti places, and th(i forts therfcdntd 
belohging) and repair the fortifications theredfi . in fuch 
manner as they fliall think necclTary ; arid farther^ thejr 
may db Whbttvitt fliall appfcar t6 be ufeful fyr their de- 
fence. 

• IX* NttW Wherfcas it is agfeed, th^i the foVtreigtttV df 
the provinces of the Spanim Low Countries, both of thofe 
that were poffbfifed by the l^te Charles If. King of Spaing 
at the time of his death, dnd of thofe that ^ttt tibt cbtne 
into his poffeffion, and which ttiight be yielded by Franfce^ 
iii the futurfe treaty of peace, belongs tn pfopfertV to hi^ 
Ihiperiil Ma^efty ; it is therefore nccefiaty that tnfcre be 
an agreement aiid ftipulatioh, and accordingly it Is agreed 
and ftipulated, that all the revenues, bcfides thofe that bcr 
ieceffary for tht fupport of the civil government of the 
towns, places, Caftles, and their dependeftt:i^s, which by 
Yirttre of this treaty are to become part of the barrier^ 
and which did by no means belong to the late Charles ll 
Kingof Spahi, at the time of his death, ihall for the future 
belong to the lords the States General, and they iiiall levy 
the fame for the ufe and Maintenance of their garrifons, 
and for providing for the fortifications and maga2ines, and 
other neceffary expeftces: but ^ith this exprels Condition, 
That neither by virtue of this article, nor under any other 
J)tietence, the States General may never aifutne to tliem^ 
lelves thi authority to lay new talxes of duties iti the places 
abovementioncd, or to raife or dimihilh the old. More- 
over, it is agreed and ftipulated, upon the fame cohdiiioii, 
and no otherwife, that towards the ei^pences beforemen- 
.tioned, a million of florins yearly, or one hundred tholi-

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X. ^4to?vn, place, fort, or territory of tKeSpanifli 
Low Countries ihall be yielded,, transferred, given, or dc- 
fcend to the crown of France, or to any one of the French 
line, whether by virtue of ^ny gifts, fale, exchange, mar- 
riage-agreement, inheritance, fucceffion by will or without 
will; nor by any titje, or in any other manner whatfoever, 
.ihall any of the faid provinces be put, into. the power, or 
under the authority of the moft ChriftianKing, or of any 
one of the French line. 

XI. And whereas, by the ninth article of the alliance 
above-mentioned, cojicluded the 7th of September, 1701, 
it was agreed.

XII. Whereas the fupreme authority in the provinces 
of. the Spanilh I Low Countries, fince they happen to be 
recovered from the enemy, was put in the hands of her 
Majefty the Qiipen of Great BritaiA, and of the lords the 
States GeneraU and whereas moft of the towns, places and 
forts thereunto . belonging are garrifoned by the troops of 
her faid M^ijefty, and of the lords the States General; it is 
now Aipulated and agreed. That neither the government 
of the provinces above-mentioned (hall be changed, nor 
the garrifons drawn out of any of the faid towns, places^ 
spr forts, until the commerce and concerns of the fubjefts 
,of Great Britain be adjufted to her Majefty's fatisfaSbion^ 
and until the affairs and interefts of the fubjedts of the 
United Provinces of the Netherlands be regulated accord- 
ing to the intention of their High Mightincfles the States 
General, and the barrier of the lords the States General be 
fettled and fccured in the manner above-mentioned,

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XIII. And whereas experience has fliewn/ that it is 
highly neceflary to obviate not only any obftruftion, in- 
terruption, or any other grievance that may befall the 
commerce of Great Britain, from the lords the States 
General being allowed the right to garrifon fo many places 
that are feated on rivers and canals, and other parts of 
the provinces of the Spainfli Low Countries^ but alfo to 
prevent all frauds and collufions that may be fet on foot 
through abufe (or under colour) of the privilege or immu- 
nity granted to them by the '6th article of this prefent 
treaty; it is agreed and ftipulated, that the fubjedls of 
the moft ferene Queen of Great Britain fliall^ for the fu- 
ture, both in time of war, and in time of peace, enjoy 
the fame privileges, immunities, franchifes, and all manner 
of advantages, in relation to trade, as well for importatioa 
as exportation, which they ever enjoyed heretofore, in all 
the places and towns of the provinces of the Spanilh Low 
Countries, and of the barrier that is to be .yielded to the 
faid States General ; and moreover, that they 0iall enjoy 
all the privileges, immunities, franchifes, and advantages, 
which either have already been granted, or in any time to 
come (hall be granted, the fubjefts of the States General 
in the provinces of the Spanilh Low Countries, and of the 
barrier: in fuch a manner that no officer, civil or military, 
fliall ever be fufiered to hinder, or delay .'the free paffage 
of the merchandifes belonging to the faid fubjefts of Great 
Britain. And the faid States General promife and engage, 
that, as far as it Ihall lie in their power, they fliall caufe 
fevere punilhments to be inflifted on him or them, who 
fliall be convided of having, in any manner, adted con- 
trary to the meaning and intent qf this article. More- 
over, the faid States General promife and engage, that 
they will give ftridt and efFedtual orders, and caufe the 
fame to be carefully obferved. That, under colour or pre- 
tence of convey ing, or bringing in provifions, war.likefl:orcs, 
and other things mentioned in the 5th article of this treaty, 
no frauds be committed as to the duties and cuftoms laid 
on wares and merchandife, which wares and mercfiandife 
frail not be laden or tranfported, in the fame veflels, boats, 
or other carriages, together with the faid provifions, and 
warlike itores. And to the end that fuch particular rules 

and 
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and conditions may be fettled, as may be neceffary for the . 
better and more effeftual performance of this general ar- 
ticle, it is moreover hereby agreed, that commiflioners 
be named on each fide, who, within the fpace of 15 days 
from the figning of the prefent treaty, fliall meet to fettle 
and adjuft between themfelvcs, and* with the commiflioners 
of his Imperial Majefty, if he pleafes to name any on his 
part, all things relating to the traffic and commerce that 
Ihall be made in the Spanifh Low Countries, and in the 
places belonging td the barrier, according to the true fcnfe 
and cleareft meaning of this article. 

XIV. And to the end that the furetylhips or guaran- 
ties mutually undertaken by virtue of this treaty, maybe 
the better and the more certainly executed, it is ftipulated 
and agreed, that the mod ferene Queen of Great Britain, 
and her heirs or fucceflbrs, fliall, at the requeft of the 
lords, the States Greneral, and not c?fherwife furnifli the 
fuccours hereafter exprefled, to make good the guaranty 
of the barrier; and in like manner the lords the States 
General fliall, at the requeft of her royal Majefty, or (after 
her decale) of the next. heir born of her body, or (on 
failure thereof) of the next Proteftant heir who fliall at 
that time have a title to the crown by virtue of the. afts 
and ftatutes of Great Britain, and not otherwife, furnish 
the fuccours hereafter rhentioned to make good the gua- 
ranty concerning the fucceflion to the crown of Great 
Britain, And it is further ftipulated and agreed, that in 
cafe either of the parties contradling (hall be required in 
the manner aforefaid, the fuccours which are to be fur- 
niflied, fliall be fent according to the following propor- 
tions: namely, the moft ferene Queen of Great Britain, 
her heirs and fucceflbrs, fliall fend 10,000 foot to the aflif* 
tance of the lords the States General, and on the other hand, 
the lords the States General fliall fend to the afliftance of 
her royal Majefty, her heirs and fucceflbrs, 6000 foot, well 
provided with arms, under fuch generals, and other officers, 
and diftributed into fuph regiments and companies a& 
fliall feem good to her r6yal Majefty, her heirs and^fuc- 
ceflbrs, if flie or they fliall fend fuch fuccotirs; and as 
the lords the States General fliall think fit, if the fuccours 
fliall be fent by them. Each party fliall alfo be obliged to

all neceflaries. And the fuccours aforefaid (hall be main* 
uined at the expence of the party that ihaU fend them 
for the ufe and behck)f of the party who (hall have re- 
quefted them. But if it fhall happen that the danger be 
fo fudden, that there (hould be no time left for m^ 
friendly applications, and fo great as to reqiure a greater 
number of forces and (hips of war, then each party fhall 
be obliged, being required by the other to augment their 
fuccours, to declare war againft the aggreflbr, and to join 
all their forces by land and fea with the forces of the party 
attacked- 

XV. Moreover it is agreed, that all kings, princes, 
and ftates, that defire to come into this treaty^ may be 
invited and admitted thereunto ; provided ihe faid invi* 
tation and admiffion proceed jointly, and not feparately, 
from the mod ferene Qh^^^ ^^ <jreat Britain, aad ^e 
lords the States General. 

XVI. Her Majefty the Queen of Great Britain, and 
the lords the States General, have confirmed and ratified 
all that is contained, generally and particularly, in this 
treaty.

A Declaration and Engagement concerning the Rights and- 

Privileges of the Britifli Merchants in the Kingdom of 

Sicily, made at Utrecht the Bth of March, N. S. 
1712-13. 

WHEREAS by feveral treaties of peace, alliance, 
commerce and navigation, formerly made between 
the kingdoms of Great Britain and Spain, and at this 
time fubfiHingj but more particularly by the treaty con- 
cluded at Madrid, the i| of May, in the year 1667, and 
the cedalus annexed thereunto, proviQon was made for 
the freedom, fecurity, and perfeft eafe of the Commerce 
of the Britifli fubjeAs trading in the kingdoms and pro- 
vinces of Spain j the obfervance and ufage of which trea- 
ties have been hitherto received in the kingdom of Sicily, 
in the fame manner as in any other the dominions of 
Spain, and have remained there in full force, except fome 
variations which have been introduced in the courfe of 
time ; for the reftifying whereof, according to the rule 
of thofe treaties, Great Britain has juftly infifted hitherto. 

Wherefore, on occafion of transferring the kingdom 6f 
Sicily to his royal highnefs the Duke of Savoy, her facred 
Majefty of Great Britain being watchful to preferve the 
rights and privileges of her fubjefts trading in thti faid 
kingdom^ and being likewife willing to preferve to the 
Sicilians the privileges they have in Great Britain, which 
are fo very dear to the mod fefene the Duke of Savoy, 
hath been gracioufly pleafed to give inftrudions to her 
underwritten miniftcrs plenipotentiaries to agree with the 
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miniftcrs'plcnipotcntiarics of his royal highnefs of Savoy 
about making declarations mutually upon this fubjedb* In 
purfuance thereof the faid minifters plenipotentiaries of 
his royal highnefs, in the name of their mod ferene matter, 
do moft folemnly declare and promife, that during the 
reign of the aforefaid moft ferene duke in Sicily, as like- 
wife of his heirs and fucceflbrs, the Britifh merchants are 
henceforward to have, and fhall effeftually have, ufe, and 
enjoy all thofe rights, privileges, liberties, and entire fe- 
curity, as to their perlons, goods, fhips, feanien, trade 
and navigation in the faid kingdom of Sicily, which by 
virtue of the treaties made between Great Britain and 
Spain they have hitherto enjoyed, or ought to enjoy : 
and to that end that all abufes which deviate from the tenor 
of the faid treaties fhall be forthwith removed, and the 
rights and privileges acquired to the BritiQi fubjefts, by 
virtue of the aforefaid treaties, fhall not on any occafion. 
Or under any pretence, ever be violated or leflcned. And 
if hitherto any more favourable privileges have been 
granted, or fhall hereafter be granted, to the merchants 
of any other foreign nat'on, any way relating to the per- 
fons of the traders, their fh'ps, goods, duties, or the 
bufinefs of merchandifing, the BritiQi merchants fhall 
likewife in all refpedts, and in the fulleft manner, enjoy 
the fame. 

And in like manner, the minifters plenipotentiaries of 
Great Britain do, in the name of her Majefty, confirm 
that the Sicilians ftiall hereafter enjoy the fame privileges 
and liberties which they have hitherto enjoyed, or ought 
to have enjoyed, as fubjefts of the King of Spain, by vir- 
tue of the aforefaid treaty of the year 1667. 

The ratifications of this prefent declaration and engage- 
,ment made in due form fhall be exchanged ar Utrecht, 
within fix weeks, or fooner, if poflible. In witnefs and 
confirmation whereof, the aforefaid minifters plenipoten- 
tiaries of her Majefty of Gr^at Britain, and of his royal 
highnefs of Savoy, have figned this prefent inftrument with

The AssiENTO adjujled between their Britanhick and Catho- 
lick MajeJIies, for the Englifli Companfs obliging itfelf 
tofupply the Spanifli Weft-Indie§ with Black Slaves, for 
the Term of 30 Tears^ to commence on the ift Day of May 
of this preftnt Tear 17 13, and to end on the like Day 
in the Tear 1 743. 

The K I N a 

VX^ H E R E A S the Affiento agreed on with the royal 
^ ^ Guinea Company, fettled in France, for the in- 
troducing of Negro flaves into the Indies, i& determined, 
and the Queen of Great Britain being defirous of coming 
into this commerce, and in her name the Englilh Com- 
pany, as is ftipulated in the preliminaries of the peace, 
and that this Affiento fliould continue for the time and 
fpace of 30 years ; Don Manuel Menafles Gilligan, de- 
puted by her Majefty of Great Britain, did, in purfuance 
thereof, put into my hands a draught, made for that pur- 
pofe, containing 42 articles, for the regulating this con- 
tract -, which I referred to the confideration of a junta of 
three minifters of my council of the Indies, that upon pe- 
rufal thereof, they might report to me what (hould occur 
to them upon each article or condition. Which being 
done, and feveral points remaining upon this examination 
undetermined and controverted, I referred it back to 
another junta j and being fully informed of the whole 
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matter^ notwithftanding the objeAiiDtis m^tTfe hf botb 
junu's^ it being my intention to conclude and finifh this 
Affiento, with all pof&ble condefcenfion and com^kcenby 
towardg the Queen of Great Britain^ I have thought fir, 
by my royal decree of the. 12th of this prefent month> to 
admit and approve of the fai4 42 articles, contained ia 
the forementioned draught, in the manner, hereafter fpe- 
<;ified, with the enlargement, which over and above I have 
of my own free will refolved to grant to the fald Company 
by my faid decree. All which is in the manner follow- 
ing : 

I. Firft then to procure, by this means, a mutnal and 
reciprocal advantage to the fovereign? and fubjefts of both 
crowns, her Britifh Majefty does offer and undertake for 
the perfohs whom Ihe Ihall name and appoint. That they 
ihall oblige and charge themfelves with the bringing into 
t|ic Weft-Indies of America, belonging to his Catholic 
Majefty, in the fpace of the faid 30 years, to commence 
on the I ft day of May, 17 13, and determine on the like 
day, which will be in the year 1743, v/z.. 144,000 negroes, 
Piezas de India^ of both fexes, and of all ages, at the rate 
of 4^800 negroes^ Piezas de India^ in each of the faid 30 
years, with tnis condition. That the perfons who fhall go 
to the Weft-Ihdies to take care of the concerns of the 
Affiento, Ihkl! avoid giving any offehfce, for in fuch cafe 
they ihall be profecuted and puhiflied ih the fatne manner, 
as they would have been in Spaing if the like mifdemea- 
liors had been committed there. 

li. That for each negro, Pteza de Indiaj of the regular 
ftaiidard of feven quarters, not being ^Id or defeftive, ac» 
cordirig to whdk has been praftifed and eftablilhed hitherto 
in the Indies, the Aflientifts Ihall pay 33 pifeces of eight 
(Efcudbs) and one third of a piece of eight, in which fum 
Ihajl be accounted to be, and (hall be comprehended, all 
^rid all manner of duties of Alcav^la, Siiza, Union de 
Armas, Boqueron, or any other duty whatfocver, of im- 
portation or regalia, that now are, or hereafter Ihall b^ 
impofed, belonging to his Catholic jVI^jefty, fo that no* 
thiip^'more fliall be dernanded ; and^if anylfliould be taken 
by the governors, royal officers, or tfther minifters, they

duties whicli diey il^e to pay to His Catholic Majcfty, of 
33*3 pieces of eight, as aforefaid, the fame being made ap- 
pear by an authentic certificate, which (hall not be denied 
hy any public notary, thereunto required on the paft of 
the Aflientifts ; for whfch purpofe a general order (adula) 
ihall be iflbed in the moft ample form, 
f III. That the faid AiEentifts (hall advance to his Gaw 
thblic Majefty, to fupply the urgent occafions of the 
cro^n, two hundred thoufand pieces of eight (efcud&s) in 
two even payments of one hundred thoufand pieces of 
eight each, the firft to be made two months after his Ma-r 
jefty Ihall have approved and figned this Afficnto ; and 
thefecond at the end of two other months next after the 
firft payment j which fum fo advanced, is not to be reim- 
burfed before the end of the firft twfenty years of this Affi- 
cnto, and then it may be deduded by equal portions int 
the ten laft remaining years, after the rate of twenty thou-

IV. That the Aflientifts fliall be obliged to pay the 
aforefaid advance of two hundred thoufand pieces of eight, 
in this court ; as alfb from fix months to fiit months, the 
half of the amount of the duties payable for the Piezas of 
flaves, which they have agreed to iniport yearly. 

V. That the payments of the faid duties fliall be madd 
in the manher mentioned in the foregoing article, without: 
4iiy delay or difpute, or without putting any other inter- 
pret2ltion*upon it ; yet, with this declaration, that the Af- 
fientifts fliall not be obliged to pay the duties for mord 
than fdui: thoufand negroes (Piezas de India) yearly, and 
not for the remaining eight hundred, the duties payable 
for thefe laft, during the whole thirty years of this Aflien- 
to, being to be, as they are hereby given and granted to 
them the faid Aflientifts, by his Majefty, in the beft form 
and mannef poffible, in confideration of the rifques^and 
intereft that ought to be made good to the Aflientifts, fof 
the money advanced, and payment in this court of the 
duties for t)ie faid four t\iO\xi2cn^ piezas. 

VL That the faid Aflientifts, after they fliall have im- 
ported the four thoufand eight hundred negroes yearly, 
according to their coatraft, if they find it iieceflfary for his 
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Catholic Majcfty's fcrvice, and that of his fubjcfts, to 
import a greater number, they fliall have liberty to do it, 
during the ft ft twenty-five years of this contract ; (for as 
much as in the five laft years they Ihall import no more 
than the four tboufand t-ight hundred agreed upon) with 
condition that they fliall pay no more than lixteen pieces 
of cigh^, and two thirds of a piece of eight, for all duties 
€n each negro, Pieza dt India^ which they ihall import,. 
over and above the laid four tboufand eight hundred, that 
being the half of thirty-three pieces of eight, and pne third 
above-mentioned ; and this payment alfo Ihall be made in 
this Court. 

VII. That the faid Affientifts ihall be at liberty to em- 
ploy, in this commerce for the carrying of their cargoes; 
her Majtfty of Great Britain's own Ihips, or thofe of her 
fubjedts, or any belonging to his Catholick Majefly's ful>- 
jefts, (paying them their freight, and with the confent 
of their owners) navigated with Englilh or Spanifli mari- 
ners, at their choice, care being taken that neither the 
commanders of thofc Ihips employed by the Aflientiftsy 
nor the mariners do give any offence, or caufe any fcan- 
dal to the excfcife of the Roman Catholig religion, under 
the penalties, and purfuant to the regulations* eftabliihed 
by the firft article of this Affiento. And alfo it (hall be 
lawful for the faid Affientifts, and they fliall have power 
to introduce their black flavcs contracted for, into all the 
ports of the North Sea, and of Buenos Ayres, in any of 
the aforementioned ftiips, in like manner as has been 
granted to any former Affientifts j however always with 
this affurance, that neither the commanders nor feamen 
Jhall occafion any fcandal to the Roman Catholic religion, 
under the penalties already mentioned. 

VIIL That whereas, experience has fhewn it to be very 
prejudicial to the intereil. of his Catholic Majefty, and 
his fubjcfts, that it hath not been lawful for the Affien- 
tifts, to tranfport their negroes into all the ports of India in 
general, (it being certain that the provinces which have 
not had them, endured great hardftiips for want of having 
their lands and eftates cultivated, from whence arofe the ne- 
ceffity of ufing all imaginable ways of getting them, even 
though it were fraudulently) it is made an cxprcfs con- 
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ditioh of this contraft, that the faid Affientifts may im- 
port and vend the faid negroes in all the ports of the North 
Sea, and that of Buenos Ayres at their choice (his Catho- 
lic Majefty revoking, as he does revoke, the prohibition 
contained in other former Afliento's, to import them Into 
anv other ports, than thofe therein mentioned) with this 
reftriftion, that the faid Affientifts may not import, or 
land any negro, except in thofe ports where there are royal 
officers, or their deputies, who may fearch the (hips and 
their cargoes, and certify the, number of negroes that are 
imported. And it is provided at the fame time, that the 
negroes which are carried to the ports of the windward 
coaft Sanfta Martha Cumana, and Maracayho, fhall not be 
fold by the faid Affientifts, for more than after the rate of 
three hundred pieces of eight each, and for as much lefs 
a$ is poffible, to encour^rge the inhabitants of thofe places 
to buy them ; but as to the other ports of New Spain, its 
iflands, and Terra Firma, it fliall be lawful for the faid 
Affientifts to fell them at the beft prices they fliall be able 
to get. 

IX. That the faid Affientifts being allowed, for the rea- 
fons mentioned in the foregoing article,- to import their 
negroes into all the ports of the-North Sea, it is alfo agreed, 
that they ffiall have power to do it in the river ^f Plata^ 
his Catholic Majefty allowing them out of th^ four thou- 
fand eight hundred negroes, which, purfuant to tbrs Affi- 
ento, they are to import yearly (in confideration of the 
advantages and benefits that will thereby accrue to the 
neighbouring provinces) to bring into the faid river of 
Plata, or Buenos Ayres, in each of the faid thirty years of 
this Affiento, to the number of one thoufand and two hun- 
dred of thofe Piezas de India of both fexes, to fell them 
there at fuch prices as they fliall be able, fliipping the 
fame in four veflels, large enough to carry them ; eight 
hundred of them to be difpofedt>f at Buenos Ayres, and 
the remaining four hundred may be carried into, and 
ferve for the provinces above, and kingdom of Chili, fell- 
ing them to the inhabitants, if they will come to buy them 
in the faid port of Buenos Ayres ; it being hereby de- 
clared, that her Britannic Majefty, and the Affientifts in 
her name, may hold in the faid river of Plata fome par-

eels of land^ which his Catholic Majefty fhall appoint or 
tflign, purfuanc to what is ft^>ulated in the preliminaries 
of the peace, from the time Of the commencing of this 
Aflknto^ fufBcicnt to plant, to cultivate, and breed cattle 
therein, for the fubfiftence of the perfons belonging to the 
Aifiento, and thrir negroes ; they ihall be allowed to build

al officers of Buenos Ayres, and the Affientifts fliall not, 
on account of the faid lands, be obliged to pay any duties 
during the time of the faid Allicnto, and no longer. 

X. In order to the carrying and introduding of blac.k 
flaves into the provinces of the South Sea, liberty is to be 
granted, as it is hertby granted to the Affientifl:s, to freight 
either at Panama, or in any other dock or port of the 
South Sea, fliips, or frigates of about four hundred tons, 
little more or lefs, on board which they may fliip them 
at Panama, and carry them to alt the other ports of Peru, 
and no others on that fide, and to man thofe fliips with 
fuch feaman, and appoint fuch officers, both military and 
for fea, as they fliall think fit, and may bring back the 
produce of the fale thereof to the faid port of Panama, as 
Fell iii fruits of the country, as In money, bars of filver, 
or ingots of gold, and fo as they may not be obliged to 
pay any duties for the filver or gold, which they fliall 
^ bring either upon importation or exportation, it being 
ftamped, and without fraud, and appearing to be the pro- 
duce of the negroes, for that the fame is to be free of all 
forts of duties, in the fame manner as if the faid money, 
bars of filver, and ingots of gold, belonged to his Catho- 
lic Majefty ; and likewife leave is granted to the faid Afli* 
entifts, to fend from Europe to Porto Bello, and from Por- 
to Bello to Panama, by the river Chagre, or by land car- 
riage, cables, fails, iron, timber, and likewife all other 
ftorcs an^ provifions, neceflTary for the faid fliips, frigates.

or barcoluengo*Sj and for the maintaiaing the lame ; pro^ 
vidcijd that they fliall not be allowed to fell, or trade in the 
faid ftores, in the whole nor in part, under any pretence 
whatfoever ; for that in fuch cafe they fhall be confifcated ; 
and as well the buyers as the fellers, Ihall be puniftied ac- 
cording to law, and the AiEentifts Ihall be, from that tinac 
forward, abfoluiely deprived of this privilege, unlefe it 
ihall appear th^t they had obtained leave for the fale there- 
of from his Catholic Majefty. And it is farther pro vided, 
that when the term of this Affiento i|5 ended, the faid Af. 
fientifts Ihall not be allowed to make ufe of the faid £hips^ 
frigates or barks, to carry them to Europe, becaufe of 
the inconyeniencies that might enfue. 

XI. The faid Aflientifts may make ufc of Englifh or 
Spaniards at their choice, for the management and direc- 
tion of this AiIie6to, as wqll in the ports of America, as ia 
the inland places, his Catholic Majefty difpenfing for that 
end, with the laws which forbid ftrangers entering into, or 
inhabiting in that country; declaring and commanding 
that the Engliih during the whole time of this Affiento^ 
fliall be regarded and treated as if they were fubjefls of 
the crown of Spain, with this reftriftion, that there fhall 

^ not refide in any one of the faid ports of the Indies, 
mone than four or fix Englilhmen ; out of which number 
the faid AfEentifts may chufe fuch as they fliall think fit, 
and fliall have occafion to fend up into the country, where 
qegrocs are allowed to be carried, for the management 
and recovery of their efFedls j which they fliall perform in 
the moft convenient mannet, and that which they fliall 
think heft, under the regulation mentioned in the ift ar- 
ticle, without any hindrance or difturbance from any 
minifters civil or military, of what degree or quality fo- 
ever, under any pretence, unleft they can be charged 
with afting contrary to the eftabliflied laws, or to the con- 
tents of this Afliento. 

XII. That for the better managememt of this Affiento, 
his Catholic Majefty will be pleafed to grant, that as 
foon as the peace is proclaimed, her Britannic Majefty 
iTiay fend two fliips of war, with the faid fadors, officers, 
and others, who are to be employed in this fervice, giv* 
ing fi# a lift of the names, both of the one aixl the others, 
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that arc to go afliorc in all the ports, where they (hall be 
allowed to fettle and regulate their faftortes, as well that 
they may go with the greater conveniency and fecurity, as 
that they may f rovide all things neceffary for the receiv- 
ing the veffels that fhall go with negroes, which being 
obliged to go to take the blacks in upon the coaft of Afri- 
ca, and thence tranfport them to the ports of the Spanifli 
America, it would be very incommodious as well as un- 
profitable, for the faftors and others employed, to go On 
board the faid (hips made ufe of in thofe voyages, and yet 
it is indifpenfably neceflfary that houfes be prepared before- 
hand for them to dwfeU in, and all other provifions made 
which they (hall want ; and for the tranfporting of the 
fadors, and others belonging to the Company, to Buenos 
Ayres, a-velTel of a middling burthen (hall be allowed ; 
and it is hereby declared, that as well this veflel, as the 
two (hips of war, are to be vifited and fearched in the feve- 
ral ports by the royal officers, who may feizc their mer- 
chandife, if they carry any ; and farther, the faid (hips 
Ihall be furni(hed with neceffary provi(ions for their re- 
turn, at a reafonable rate. 

XIII. The faid Affientifts may nominate, in all the 
ports and chief places of America, judges, confervators of 
this Affiento, whom they may remove and difplace, and 
appoint others at pleafure, in the manner allowed to the 
Portuguefe in the eighth article of their Afliento, provided 
always that they (hew a jultifiable caufe for their fo doing, 
before the prefident, governor, or audience of fuch di- 
ftrift, which (hall be by them refpedtively approved, fo as 
this nomination may fait on fomeof his Catholic Majef- 
ty's minifters ; which faid judges are to have cognizance, 
' exclufive of all others, of all caufes, affairs and fuits, re- 
lating to this AfTiento, with full authority and jurifdiftion : 
all audiences, minifters and tribunals, prefidents, captains 
general, governois, corregidores, great alcaldes, and other 
judges and juftices whatfoever, the vicerpys of thofe king- 
doms included, being forbidden to meddle therewith, for- 
afmuch as the (aid judges confervators are alone to have 
the cognizance of thefe caufes and their incidents, from 
whofe fentences an appeal (in fuch cafes as the law allows) 
Ihall lie to ihe fupreme council of the Indies, witfc this 
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condition, that tlie faid judges confervators may not de- 
mand or pretend to greater falaries than thofe the Aflien- 
tifts fliall think good to allow them for that fervicc ; and if 
any of them cxa6t any more, his Catholic Majefty witt* 
.order it to be reftored: he will alfo grant that the prefi-. 
dent or governor of the faid council for the time bein^ 
or the decano (cldeft member) thereof, ftiall be proteftoc 
of this Afliento 5 and alfo that they may propofe a minl- 
fter of the fame council, (whom they Ihall think moft pros- 
per) to be their judge confervator, exclufive of ali others, 
with his Catholic Majefty's approbaiionj in like nfunncr 
as has been done in former AlTientos. 

XIV. It fhall not be lawful for the viceroys, audiences, 
prefidents, captains general, governors, royal officers, or 
other tribunal or minifter whatever, of his Catholic 
Majefty, to lay an embargo on, or detain the (hips be- 
longing to this Affiento, nor to hinder thgin in their voj^ 
ages, under any pretence, or for any caufe or motive 
whatever, even though it ftiould be to fit them out for 
war, or upon any other defign i but, on the contrary, thef 
ihall be obliged to afford them all the favour, affiftancc 
and fuccour, that the faid Aflientifts or their fadors fliall 
defire for the more fpeedy fitting out, difpatching, and 
ladingof their faid (hips; and lik^wife the victuals, and all 
other things they (hall (land in need of, for forwarding 
their voyages, at the current prices, with this warning, and 
under this penalty, that thofe who do otherwife, (hall be 
obliged at their own proper oofts, to make good and fa- 
tisfy all the damages and lofTes, which the Affientilh may 
fuftain by fuch impediment or detention. 

XV. Neither (hall the viceroys, prefidents, captains ge- 
neral, governors, corregidores, great alcaldes, judges, 
and royal officers, or any other tribunal or officer what- 
foever, take, feize, detain, or lay an embargo by violence, 
or in any other manner, under any pretence, or for any 
caufe or motive whatfoever, (though never fo urgent) oa 
any of the (lock, goods and cl!edls, that are ti^a produce 
of this Affiento, or belonging to the Affientifts, under 
the penalty of being punifhed, and paying out of their 
own eftates, the damages and lolTes that (hall accrue there- 
by 5 nor Ihall the faid minifters fcarch the houfes or ware- 
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•houle8 of the fa&ors or others belonging to this Affiento, 
who are to enjoy this privilege and exemption^ to prevent 
the firandai and difcredit that attend fuch proceedings ; 
.uniefs in cafe it (hall have been proved that there has been 
Sovoe fraudvdent and prohibited importation^ and then 
xhey may be fcarched, with the afliftance of the judge 
confervator, herein abfolutcly required, who (hail take 
care to prevent pilferings apd embezzlements, that ufe to 
liappen by the great number of foldiers and officers, that 
xroud to fuch places on chofe occafions; it being agreed^ 
ihatif any fuch goods are found, they may be.feized, but 
not the (lock or cffcds of the AfCento^ which are to con- 
,tinue free •, and if the favors are concerned in fuch offen- 
ces, an account thereof (hall be given to the junta, that 
they may be punifhed. 

XVI. That the faid Aflientifls, their faftors, and others 
•belonging to them in the Indies, may employ in their fer- 
vice fuch mariners, carriers, and workmen, as they ihall 
have occafion for, to load and unload their ihips and vef* 
fels, upon a voluntary agreement made with them, and 
paying them fuch falaries and itipends as they (hall have 
agreed for. 

XVIL That the faid Affientifts (hall have liberty to 
load, at their choice, theeffedls they ftiay have ih the 
Indies, upon the (hips of the Flota or the Galeons, to 
bring them into Eur(M)e, agreeing for freight with the 
captains and owners of the Uidfliips, or upon the vcffels 
belonging to the A(riento ; which if they think it conve- 
nient, may come under convoy with the faid Flotas and 
Galeons, or other (hips of war belonging to his Catho- 
lic Maje(ty, who will be pleafed to lay bis exprefs com- 
jmands, both upon the one and the other of them, to ad- 
jTiit aiwd take them under their protedlion and fafeguard, 
rWith this warning, that no fum whatever be demanded of 
them, by \s(ay of ordinary or extraordinary indulto, or for 
their coming in company with the faid fleet or galeons ; 
and that the effefts. which (hall come in them, and Ihall 
appear, by an authentic writing, to belong to the Affien- 
tifts, (hall be free of all duties whatfoever, on their impor- 
tation in Spain, feeing their Hock is to be looked upon to 
have the fame privilege as if it belonged to his. Catholic 
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Majefty ; and it is forbid^ that the faid fhips belonging to 
the Affiento (which may come in company with theflotas) 
do bring on board them any Spanilh paffenger, or any 
cfFeds of any fubjeft of his Catholic Majefty. 
. XVIII. That from the ift day of May of this prefent 
year 17 13, till they Ihall have taken poffeffion of this 
AfEento, nor after their taking fuch pofleflion, it Ihall not 
be lawful for the French Guinea company, or any other 
perfon whatfo^ver, to introduce any negro flaves into 
India,^and if* they do, his Catholic Majefty will declare, 
as -by this prefent article he does declare them to be con- 
fifcated and forfeited, in favour, and for the benefit of 
thefe Aflientifts, to whom they (hall remain, they being 
obliged to pay the duties for the negroes thus imported 
contrary to this article, as are regulated and fettled by 
this contradl, for which purpofe, fo foon as it is figned, 
circular orders, in the moft ample form, fliall be dif- 
patched to America, that there be not any negroes for the 
account of the French company admitted into any of the 
ports, to whofe agent the fame Ihall be notified i and that 
this may be the more effedlual and advantageous to the 
royal revenue, it is agreed that when the faid Aflientifts 
Ihall have notice that any fhip with negroes (not belonging 
to them) is come upon the coafl:, or entered into any port, 
they may fit out, arm, and fend out immediaitely fuch 
veffels as they Ihall have of their own, or any others be- 
longing to his Catholic Majefty, or his fubjedts, with 
whom they fhall agree, to take, feize, and confifcate fuch 
fliips and their negroes, of whatever nation or perfon they 
be, to whom the fame Ihall belong ; to which end the faid 
Aflientifts, and their fad ors, Ihall have liberty to take cog- 
nizance of, and fearch all (hips and veflels that fliall come 
upon the coafts of India, or into its ports, in which they 
Ihall have reafon to believe or fufpeft, that there are con- 
traband negroes; provided alwaysthat for the making of 
fuch fearches, vifits, and other proceedings before men- 
tioned, they fliall firft have leave from the governors, to 
whom they fliall communicate what occurs, and defire 
them to interpofe their authority ; provided that peace 
fliall be proclaimed before any thing of this can be done, 
or this Afliento take place.

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XIX. That the faid Affientifts, their faftoys and agents, 
Ihall have power to navigate and import their negro flavcs, 
according to their contraft, to all the northern ports of 
his Catholjc Majefty*s Weft-Indies, including Jthe river 
Df Plata, with prohibition to all others, whether fubjeds 
of the crown, or ftrangers, to carry and introduce thither 
any negroes, under the penalties eftabliflicd by the laws 
that relate to this contraft of trade j and his Catholic Ma- 
jefty obliges himfelf by his faith and royal word, to main- 
tain the faid Alfientifts, in the entire and full poflcflion and 
performance of all the articles thereof, during the time 
agreed on, without allowing or conniving at any thing that 
may be contrary to the pundual and exaft fujfilling .there- 
of, his majefty confidering it as his own concern ; with 
this condition, that they Ihall not import into the faid river 
of Plata, or Buenos Ayres, more than the 1200 Piezas di 
Negroes allowed by the 8th article. 

XX. That in cafe the faid Aflientifts be molefted in the 
execution and performance of this AfTiento, and that their 

{proceedings and rights be difturbed by way of fuits at 
aw, or in any other manner whatfoever, his Catholic 
Majefty declares that he will referve to himfelf alone the 
cognizance thereof, and of all caufes that may be moved 
thereupon, with an inhibition to all and whatfoevej: judges 
and juftices to take to themfelves the examination and 
cognizance of the faid caufes, or of the fuits, omifliQns 
or defeds that may happen in the performance of this 
Affiento. 

XXi. That whenever the (hips ©f the faid AGlentifts^ 
ftiall arrive in the ports of the Indies, with their Cargoes of 
negroes, the captain thereof ftiall be obliged to certify 
that there is not any contagious diftcmper amongft themi 
that the governor and royal ofilcers may permit them to 
enter into the faid ports, without which certificates, they 
Ihall not be admitted. 

XXIL When the faidfiiips ftiall have enter^ info any 
t>f the ports, they are to be vifited by the governor an(J 
royal officers, and karched to the bottom, even to the 
ballaft 5 and having landtrd their negroes in whole or ipi 
part, they may at the fame time land the provifions, which 
they fliall bring for their fubfiftence, la^'ing thrm up In 
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particular houfes or magazines, haying obtained leave of 
the nnimfters who had fearchedthcfaidihips ; to avoid by 
thefe means all opportunities of fraud or controverfy -, but 
they fball riot land, import, or vend any goods or mer- 
chandife under any prctetice or motive whatfoever j and 
if there fhould be any on board the Ihips, they fliall be 
feizcd as if they were found on fliore, excepting only the 
faid negro Haves, and the magazines of provifions for their 
Tubfiftencc, under the penalty, that tbofe who are guilty, 
fliall be feverely puniflied, and their merchandife and 
efFedts confifcated or burnt, and they fliall be declared for 
ever rncapable of having any employment in the faid 
Afliento; and the officers and fubjeds of his Catholic 
Majefl:y who fliall connive at the fame, fliall be feverely 
puniflied alfo, all importation and trading in merchandife 
being abfolutely forbidden and denied to the faid Aflien- 
tiflis, as being contrary to, and againft the laws of thefe 
kingdoms, and the fincerity and gcod faith with which 
they ought to difcharge the obligations they are under by 
this Afliento. And his majefty declares and ordains, that 
the merchandife which fliall be fo feized, as being fraudu- 
lently imported, fliall be appraifed and valued, and imme- 
diately burnt in fome public place, by order of the faid 
governors and royal officers, and the captain or mafler of 
the faid fliip or veflel, fliall be condemned to pay the price 
at which it was valued, though he ftiould be guilty of no 
other fault, than of omiflion, in not taking care, that no 
fuch mcrcharidife fliall Jiave been put on board; but if 
they are accotnplices, or delinquents, they fliall be con- 
demned to pay a forfeiture proportionable to their offence, 
feverely punifhed, and declared incapable to hold there- 
after any employment in the fervice of tHs Afliento: 
and his Catholic Majefty wilt require from ai] his mini- 
fters and ofiicers, an exa<ft and ftrid account of the per- 
formance of what is above mentioned ; and it us declared 
that the fliips, on board which the negroes fliall be^ or. 
any provifions bought for their fubfiftence, fliall not be 
liable to the faid torfciture and confifcaiion, they being 
declared to remain free, as net being in fault ; and the 
perfon or perfons, who have charge of them, may go on 
vith their traffick i and if the merchandife or goods feized 
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do not exceed the value of loo pieces of eight (Efcuies) 
they (hall be burnt without any remiffion (being firft ap- 
praifed) and the captain (hall be condemned to pay the 
fum at which they were appraifed, as a punilhment for his 
negled and omiffion, and if he does not pay down the 
value of what Chall have been fo feized, he fliall be fuf- 
pendcd and imprifoned till payment made; but if it be 
proved that he has not an accomplice^ he ihall be obliged 
to deliver up the perfon guilty, and in that cafe he fliall 
be free. 

XXIIL That the viftuals and other proVifions which 
fliall be put on (hore for the fubfiftence of the negroes, 
ihall not pay any duties of importation or exportation, or 
any others whatever, that now are, or hereafter may be 
impofed ; but if the Affientifts buy or export them from 
the ports, then (hall they be obliged to pay the duties efta- 
bliflied, in the fame manner as his Catholic Majefty's 
fubjedts ought to do ; and it is declared. That if, of the 
provifions that were laid up in the warehoufes, there 
Ihould remain fome, which could not be expended, and 
likely to perilh, they may be fold, or carried to other pons 
. to be difpofed of, paying the duties there eftablilhed j the 
whole, with the interpofition and knowledge of the royal 
officers. 

XXIV. That the duties upon the negroes imported, 
are to be due from the day of their landing in any of the 
ports to the Indies, after the fearch made, and all matters 
regulated by the royal officers ; and it is declared. That 
if any of the faid negroes die before they are fold, the 
Affientifts Ihall not thereby be quit of the obligation of 
paying the duties for thofe that die, nor have any prcten- 
fion to make upon that account-, except only, that in cafe, 
upon making the fearches, there be found any negroes 
dangeroully ill, they may be landed for their recovery, 
and if thefe die within the fpace of 15 days, from the 
time of-their being put on Ihore, the Affientifts fliall not be 
obliged to pay any duties, in regard they were not landed 
for iale, but in order to recover their health in the faid 
15 days 5 which being expired, if they ffiall be yet alive, 
then they fliall become indebted for the duties for them. 
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in like manner as for the reft, and fliall pay thcnn in this 
court, purfuant to what is agreed in the 5th article, 

XXV. That after. the Affientifts, or their faftors, fliall 
have fettled the duties, and fold part of the loading of 
blacks, which they had brought to that port, they (hall be 
allowed to carry the remainder to any other port, carry- 
ing certificates from the royal officers of having there ac- 
counted for the duties, that fo the fame may not be de«* 
manded of them again in any other port ; and they may 
receive in payment for thofe they fhall fell, money, bars 
of filver, and ingots of gold, which fliall have paid the 
King's Quinto without fraud, as alfo the produce of the 
country, which they nwy carry away, and embark freelyi 
as well the money, bars of filver, and ingots of gold, as 
the other efFcfts and fruits, as being the produce of the 
fale of the faid negroes, without being obliged to pay any 
duties except only thofe that (hall be eftabliflied in tl^ 
places from whence thofe fruits and efftd:Sv are brought, 
which they are allowed to receive in exchange; or for the 
value of their negroes, of whatever kind they be, upon 
fales made in this manner for want of money, which they 
may carry on board the vefTels employed in this com- 
merce, to fuch ports as they (hall think fit, and fell them 
there, paying the accuftomed duties. 

XXVL That the (hips which fhall be employed by this 
Affiento, may fail from the ports *of Great Britain or 
Spain at the choice of the Affientifts, who fliall give an 
account to his Catholic majcfty of what fliips they fliall 
difpatch yearly for the negro trade, and the ports for 
which they are defigned, and may return to either with 
the money, bars of filver, gold, fruits and produce of 
the country, being the produce of the fale of their ne- 
groes, and they fliall be under this obligation, that if the 
returns come into the ports of Spain, the captains and 
cammanders fliall give to his Catholic Majefty's minifters 
an authentic regifter, by which it may appear what they 
have on board j and if they come back to Great Britain, 
they fliall fend over an exaft account of their lading, that 
his majefliy m«y be fully informed thereof; with this warn- 
ing, that they may not bring over, in any of the faid 
(hips, any filver> gold, or other efflfts, than what iball be 
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be the produce of the falc of tJic negroes, nor any Spa- 
niih paflengerai^ they being forbid to receive on board 
any merchandile or other efFefts, on account of his Ca- 
tholic Majefty's fubjeA^ in thofe dominions, without an' 
cxprefs licence firft obtained from his Catholic Majefty \ 
and they confcnt, that if the captains, commanders and 
olScers, do bring any fuch on board, without fuch licence, 
they (hall be declared gyilty, and punilhed as; having dc? 
frauded his majcfty's cuftoms,and tranfgreffed againtl the 
contents of this article, and the orders which his majefty 
Ihall have been pleafed to give for the execution thereofj^ 
and for the avoidings of fuch frauds in the ports of the 
Indies, fo that the offenders, being convi^ed thereof, ihall 
be conftantly punilhed. 

XXVII. if it Ihould hapjicn that the (hips of this 
Afliento (hould be fitted out as (hips of war, and (hould 
take any prizes from the enemies of either crown, or from 
the piratts that ufually cruize and plunder in the feas of 
America, they may bring them into any port belonging 
to his Catholic Majefty, where they ^re to be admitted ; 
and the faid prizes being declared good and lawful j the 
captors (hall not be obliged to pay greater duties, upon 
the entry of their prizes, than what are eftabUfhed and 
payable by the natural iubjeds of his majtlty ; and it ^ 
flcclared, that if there (hould be any negroes on board 
fuch prizes, they may fell them in part of the numbef 
they have engaged to furnih, as likewife the victuals and 
provifions that (hould he over and above what is needful 
for their fdbfillence; but this is not to extend to the mcr- 
chandife and go::ds which they may take, the falc whercrof 
is ever to rtrnain prohibited : however fuch regard is had 
to their ir\tereft§, chat they are allowed to carry the faid 
rtiercHandife and goods fo taken, to the ports of Cartha- 
gena or Por q Bellp, and del'ver them to the king's o^fi-? 
cci^, who arc to receive them, and make an inventory 
thereof, and lay them up in warel.pufes, in the prefence 
pf the captors, where tney ai^'e to be kept till the arrival 
of the gafcons, and the time of holding the fairs in the 
faid ports of Qafihagena and Porto Bello*, ^nd then the 
king's officers are to cake care that they be fold, with the 
ijnterppfition, and in the prefence of the deputies of com^ 
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W^rce, and the faid captors, or their agents ; for which 
purpofc his Catholic Majefty is to give the neceffary 
orders, as he does give thtm by this prefent article, and 
dedufcing a fourth part of the produce of the fale thereof, 
which IS CO belong to his Catholic Majefty, to he put 
into the royal coffers, and remitted to Spain, with a 4if- 
t\n6t account of the faid produce, they are to deliver the 
three remaining parts of each prize, without the leaft 
delay to their captors, or their agents, deducting and re- 
taining thereout all expences for their fale and warchoufe- 
room, and fatisfying at the f*ime time that thcfe prizes 
^re fold, the '^ccuftomed duties payable for the fame to 
the royal exchequer. And for the preventing all manner 
of doubt and cavil, his majefty declares, that the Ihips^ 
fetches, and other v^flels, (thus made prize of) of what- 
ever fort they be, with their arms, guns, ammunition, and 
^11 thefufniture and tackle on board them, Ihall belong to 
the captors. 

XXVIIL That whereas in the eftablifliing and adjuft- 
ing this Affi^nto, ^particular regard is had to the advan-. 
tage that may thence accrue to their Britifh and Catholic 
Majefties, and to their revenues, it is agreed and ftipulated. 
That both their majefties fhall be concerned for one half 
of this trade, each of them ^ quarter parr, which is to b:* 
long, to them purfuant to this agreement: and whereas 
it is neceffary that his Catholic Majefty (in order to have 
j^nd enjoy the benefit and gain that may be obtained by 
this trade) ft^ould advance to the faid Afliientifts, one mil* 
lion of pieces of eight (Sfcudos) or a quarter of the fumy 
which they fliall judg^ neccflary for the putting of this 
commerce. ;ntft ^ Rooci order and method, it is agreed 
and fettled, Tha(t if his Catholic Majefty (hall not think 
it convenient to advance the faid fum, the aforementioned 
^(fieutifta dq oifer tQ do it out of their own money, upoix 
condition, that his Catholic Majefty fliall make good tnc 
intereft out of ^yhat they ftiall be accountable for, to hiiU 
after the rate of eight per cent, yearly, ccmmencing fron^ 
|;he refpe<Sive d jys of their laying out the faid moi^^y^ 
and to continue till they are reimburfed and fatisfi^, ac- 
cording to the account that fhall be prefenced to him, th.a5 
bi§ majefty may thua enjoy the profits tli« OX^y accrue to 
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him, which they oblige^ themfelvcs to. from this time ; but 
in cafe they do not make any profit by reafon of accidents 
or misfortunes, and that inftead thereof they fuffer lofTes^ 
his majefty will be obliged (as he docs oblige himfdf from 
this time) to caufe them to be reimburfed fo far as he is 
concerned, according to juftice, and in fuch way as may 
be leaft prejudicial to his royal revenues. And his Catho- 
lic Majefty is to name two d reftors or faftors, who are 
tcr reficfe at London, two more in the Indies, and one at 
Cadiz, that they may be concerned on his part, (together 
with thofe of her Britannick Majefty, and thofe that fhall 
beinterefted) in all the diredions, purchafes and accounts 
of this Affiento, to whom his Catholic Majefty is to give 
proper inftrnftions by which to govern themfelves, parti- 
cularly to thofe in the Indies, for the better avoiding all 
impediments and difputes which may happen. 

XXIX. That the faid Aflientifts are to give an account 
of their profits and gain at the end of the firft five years 
of this Affiento, with accounts taken upon oath, and cer- 
tified by legal inftruments, of the charge of the purchafe^ 
fubfiftence, tranfportation, and fale of the negroes, and 
all other expenccsupon theiraccount; and alfo certificates 
in due form, of the prodrce of their fale in all the ports 
and parts of America, belonging to his Catholic Majefty, 
whither they ihall have been imported and fold ; which 
accounts, as well of the charge as the produce, are firft 
to be examined and fettled, by her Britannick Majefty's 
minifters employed in this fervice, in regard to the fliarc 
fhe is to have in this Affiento, and then to be examined 
in like manner in this court; and his Catholic Majefty's 
Ihare of the profits may be adjufted and recovered from 
the Afficntifts, who are to be obliged to pay the famt 
moft regulafl}'- and pundlually, in purl'uance of this article, 
which is to be of the f^me force and vigour as if it were 
a public inftrument, and under the regulation mentioned 
in the 28th article, concerning thefaftors which his Catho«» 
lick Majefty is to appoint. 

' XXX. That if the amoiint of the gain made during 
the firft five years, does exceed the fum which the Affien- 
tifts are to advance, and Ihall advance for his Catholic 
Majefty, together with the intercft of c.i^ht^<fr f^^?/. which 
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is to be included and made good in the manner above^ 
ftientioned, the Affientifts are to rcimburfe themfelves ia 
the firft place, what they (hall have advanced,, with all the 
intereft, and then to pay to his Catholic Majcfty the re- 
mainder of the profit that (hall come to hi$ fliare, toge. 
ther with the duties upon negroes annually imported, with- 
out any delay or impediment; which praftice is likewife 
to be obferved and continued every five years fucceffively, 
during the term of thii Affiento: and at the end thereof 
an account ftiall be given of the gain made in the laft 
five years, in the fame manner as is mentioned in relation 
to the firft five years ; fp that his Catholic Majefty, and 
his miniftcrs, whom he fliall employ in this aflPair, may 
remain fully fatisfied, purfuant to what is mentioned in 
the 28th article, concerning the faftors wtich his Catho- 
lic Majefty is to appoint. 

XXXL That whereas, the faid Affientifts have ofieredl 
by the 3d article of this contraft, to advance 200,000 pieced 
of eight in th# manner therein exprefled, they fliall not be 
reimburfed the fame, till the end of the firft 20 years of 
this Affiento, as is mtntioned in the faid 3d article, nor 
fliall they pretend to any allowance for the rifque or in- 
tereft of that fum; but if upon the account that is to be 
given by the Affientifts, at the end of the firft live.yearsg 
they fliall appear to be gainers, they may reimburfe thenjp 
felves the lum, (or part thereof) which they fliall have 
advanced for the quarter part wherein his Catholic Ma* 
jcfty is interefted in this Affiento, as alfo the intereft due 
to them on this account, purfuant to what is mentioned in 
the 28th article. 

XXXII. That from and after the determination and 
fulfilling of this Affiento, his Catholic Majefty does grant 
. to the Affientifts the fpace of three years, to adjuft their 
accounts, and gather in all their efi^cfts in the Indies, and 
make up a balance of the whole, during which term of 
three years, the faid Affientifts, their fadtors, agents, and 
others employed by them, fliall enjoy the fame privileges 
and immuniiies as are granted to them for the term of 
this contract, for the free ent«rance of their fliips and veflels 
Jn all the ports of America, and exportation of fuch effefts 
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*» thcjr may have there, without any alteration or re. 
ftri^on whatfocver. 

XXXIIL That all the debtors to the Affientifts Ihall 
be compelled and forced to pay their debts, by taking 
them and their good$ in execution, thefc debts being con- 
iidered upon the fame foot as thofe due to his Catholic 
Majefty himfelf, who declares them as fuch, that they may 
be the more eflfedlually recovered. 

XXXIV. That it being rcquifite for the fupport and 
ftibfiftence of the negroe llaves, who (hall be fee on fliore 
In the ports of the Weft Indies, as likewife of all the 
perfons employed in this commerce, to keep conftantly 
magazines filled with cloathing, medicines, provisions, and 
other neceffarics, in all the fadtories that (hill he eft^- 
bliiked, for the more eafy and better iri^nagement of this 
Affiento, as alfo with all naval ftores, for the repairng of, 
and furnifhing the fhips and vefTels employed in its fer- 
vice, the Aflientifts truft that hi^ Catholic Majefty will 
pleaft to allow them, from time tb time, to bring frorn 
Europe or her Britannick Majefty's colonies in North 
America, diredly to the ports and coaft? of th^ Northern 
Sea of the Spanifli Weft Indies, where t^ere (hall be 
royal ofiicers, or their deputies, and likewife tp. the river 
6f Plata or Buenos Ayres, cloathing, medicines^ proyi-i 
fions, and naval ftores, for the ufe only of the A(fienrifls, 
their negroes, faftors, fervartts, mariners, and (hipsj and 
they may impon the fame in fmall veflfels, of ahoiut 15Q 
tons, (and not in thofe whercinthe negro flaves are carried) 
of which and their cargoes, they are, at the time of their 
departure, to fend an account to the counc 1 of the Indies^ 
and to lay before it a declaration of the faftors, of what 
goods the loading confifts, none of which (hall be fold^ 
ilnder penalt)^ of confifcation and fevere puniihment to be 
inflifted on the offenders, unlefs it be, in the cafe of an 
urgent necefllty, for a' Spanilh ihip, the captain wherof, 
in order to his return home, may be obliged to buy thp 
fame as he can agree with the faftors. 

XXXV. For the refrefliing and preferving in health 
the negro (laves, which they Ihall import into the Weft 
Indies, after fo long and painful voyage*, and to prevent 
any contagious illnefs or diftemp^r simon^ft them, the 
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fi»)ftors of this Affiento ftiall be allowed tb'Htf^ fuch par* 
eels of land as they fliall think fits in the neighbourhood 
pf the places where the faftories (hall be eftabliftied, in 
order to cultivate the faid lands, and make plantations, in 
which they mav raife frelh provifions for their relief and 
iubfiftence; which cultivating and improvement is to be 
performed by the inhabitants of the country, and the ne- 
groe flaves,' and not by any others, nor may any minifters 
of his Catholic Majefty hinder them, provided they keep 
to this rule. 

XXXVI. That leave fhall be granted to the Affientifts 
to ferid a Ihip of 300 tons to the Canary iflands, and to 
carry from thence fuch fruits as are cuftomarily taken on 
^oard there, for America, purfuant to what was allowed 
to Don Bernardo Francifco Marin by the 26th article of 
Jiis Afliento, and by the 21ft article of the Alfiento of 
the Guinea company of Portugal, for one time only dur- 
ing the continuane of this Afliento. 
. XXXVII. That orders fliall be difpatched for the pub- 
Jicatiop in all the ports of America, of an Indulto for the 
negroes unduly imported from the day that this Afliento 
is to take place, with free liberty to the faftors to lay an 
Indulto on them at what time and price they fliall think 
fir-, ^nd that the produce of this Indulto fliall be applied 
to the benefit of the Aflientifl:s, who fliall be obliged to" 
pay to his Catholic Majefty the regular duties of 23 
pieces of eight, and one third of a piece of eight, for 
each negro, at the tinie that th(* Indulto is laid. 

XXXVIII. That for the better and more expeditious 
difpatch of this affair, his Majefty fliall be pleafed to efta- 
Ipl'iih a junta of three minifters, fuch as he fliall think 
moft proper^ who wiih the afliftance of the fifcal and 
fecretary cf jhe council of the Indies, fliall hear and take 
cogni? uice, (exclufive pf all others) of all matters and 
caules relating thereunto, during the time that is fl:ipu- . 
latcd; and that the faid junta fli^U lay before his majefty' 
what fliall occur to them, in the fame noanner as was prac- 
tifed for the French company, 

XXXIX* That all the cohceflions in former AlTicntos 
to Don Domingo Grillo, the confulado of Seville, Don 
l^kolas ^orcio, ppn J^ern^rdo Marin y Gufman, the

compaiues of Portugal, and France, nbt being contrary 
to the contents of this contraA, Ihall be underflood and 
declared to be in its favour, as if they were herein litterally 
inferted; and that all the ordtrs that have at any time 
been difpatched in favour of thofe fore-mentioned Affien- 
tifts, ihall be granted to theJ'e, whenever tfcey fhall allc 
ijiem, without any doubt or difficulty, 

XL, That in cafe of a declaration of war (which Glod 
Ibrbid) of the crown of Great Britain againft that of Spain, 
or of Spain againft Great Britain, this Affiento is to be 
iufpended; however, the Affientifts are to be fuffered to 
remove with all fecurity, (during the fpace of one year 
and an half, from the time of the declaration of fuch rup- 
ture) all their efFcfts, and to bring them home freely in 
fuch of their Ihips as fliall then happen to be in the ports 
of the Indies, or in thofe belonging to the Spaniards; with 
this condition, that if they (hould bring them to the ports 
of Spain, they may freely carry them away again, as if 
the Affiento was yet in force, it being 6rft made to appear, 
that they are the produce of the negroe trade; and it is 
farther declared, that if it ihould happen that the crowns 
of Spain and England, or cither of them, jointly or fe- 
parately, ihall enter upon a war with other nations, in 
fuch cafe the Ihips employed in this Affiento are to have 
pafles and carry flags with different arms from what are 
^fually borne by the Englilh or Spaniards, fuch as his Ca- 
tholic Majefty Ihall plcafe to make choice of, the like to 
which are not to be granted to any other veflTcls than thofe 
belonging to this trade, which fhall proteft them from 
being molcfted oraffaulted by the Ihips of fuch nations 
as Ihall be, or declare themfclves enemies to the two 
crowns; in order to the fecuring of which, her Britannick 
Majefty will take upon her to foliclt and obtain that in the 
enfuing general treaty of peace, an exprefs article may be 
inferred, that all the princes may take notice of it, and. 
may be oblged to command their fubjefts to govern 
themfclves accordingly, and to obferve the fame exa<9;ly 
and punftually. 

XLI. That all the contents of this ptefent contraft, 
iy>d the conditions therein inlerted, as likewife all that; 
IJiall be annexed thereunto, or depending tbcrcop, IhiH 
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he fulfilled, and fincerelyand punftuaUy cpcecuficd, fo 1^ 
it may not be obftruded by any pretence, cagfe, or mo- 
tive whatfoeverj for which purpofc his majefty is^todi^ 
penfe, (as he does hereby difpenfe) w th all ^aws, ordinan- 
ces, proclamations, privileges, eftablilhmcnts; ufages and 
cuftoms, contrary hereunto, wherever the fame may be 
fubfifting in any of the ports, places, and provinces of 
America, belonging to his^n3aje%, for the term of thirty 
years, during which this Affiento is to continue, and the 
three years ^rther, which are allowed to the Aflicntills, 
for the getting in their effefts, and balancing their ac- 
counts, as has been already mentioned ; which laws, &c 
are, however, to continue in all their force and vigour, ia 
all other cafes that do not relate to this contraft, and in 
all time coming, after the expiration of the thirty three 
• years thereof. 

XLIi. And finalljn his majefty grants to the faid AC- 
fientifts, their agents, faftors, minifters, ofitcers civil and 
military, as well at fea as at land, all the favouw, freo- 
doms, privileges and exempticKis, that have -ever been 
granted to any former Aflientifts, without any reftridtion 
or limitation, .fo far as they arc not contrary to what i% 
agreed and exprelTed in the foregoing articles ; which the 
Affientifts do likewifc oblige thertifelves to accomplilh and 
execute entirely and punoually. * 

Additional Article, 

BESIDES the forgoing articles ftipulatcd on behalf dT 
the Englifli company, his Catholic Majefty, confidep- 
ing the lofTes which former Affientifts have fuftaincd, and 
upon this exprefs condition, that the faid company ihall 
not carry on, nor attempt any unlawful trade, diredly nor 
indireftly, under any pretence whatfoever : and to mani- 
feft to her Britannick Majefty, how much he defircs to 
pleafure her, and to confirm more and more a ftrift and 
good correfpondence, has been pleaftd, by his royal dc» 
cree of the 12th of March, in this prefent year, to allovr 
to the company of this Affiento, a ftiip of five hundred 
tons yearly, during the thirty years of its continuance, to 
trade therewith to the Indies, in which his Catholic Ma- 
jefty is to partake a fourth p^rt of the gayi^ as in the Af- 
fiento i 
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4ctitoi beficles which fourth, his Catholick Majcfty is to 
receive five per cent, out of the neat gain of the other 
three parts which belong to England, upon this expreft 
condition^ that they may not fell the goods and merchari- 
difcs, which each of thofe (hips fliall cSrry, but only at 
the time of the fair ; and if any of thefe Ihips fliall arrive 
in the Indies, before the flotas and galeons, the fadiors of 
the Afficnto fliall be obliged to land the godds and mer-^ 
chandife (with which they fliall be laden) and put them 
into warehoufes that fliall be locked with two keys, one 
of which to remain with the royal officers, and the othet 
with the faftors of the company, to the end the faid goods 
and merchandife may be fold durirtg the Continuance of 
the faid fiir only ; and they arc to be free of all duties iii 
the Indies. 

Conclusion. 
And whereas my will and plealure is, that all that is con- 
tained in each of the articles and conditions (cxprefled in 
the above draught herein inferted) and that which is the 
laft of all (being added thereto of my own free will) 
Ihould have its full cffeA, 1 dp by thcfe prefents approve 
and ratify the fame, and command that it be obfered, ful- 
filled and executed, literally, in the whole and throughout^ 
according to the contents of it, and of every article there- 
of, and what is therein declared, and that nothing be donfe 
or afted, or be any ways fufFered to be done or aCted^ 
contrary to the tenor and form thereof, difpenfing (as 1 
do for this time difpenfe) with all laws and prohibitons that 
may be contrary thereunto; and I promife and aflure, up- 
on my faith and royal word, thac provided the company of 
England perform this contraft on their part, fo far as 
concerns them, and as they are obliged, I will perform it 
on my part : in witnefs whereof I have granted to the Lord 
Lexington, herMajefty of Great Britain's minifter in this 
Court, the prcfent writing and acceptance of this contraft^ 
correfponding with its entire performance and validity ; 
which, in purfuance of my royal command, has been 
made out by the regeiftcr's office of the chamber of my 
council of the Indies, the 126th day of this prefent month 
and year; and I will, that for the execution of all that is 
JCnentionc^ in this Affientc, all the ccdulas, difpatches and 
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orders, required for the entire efFcft and fulfilling thereof 
be iflued in their proper time: and the comptrollers of 
accounts, who attend my faid council, are to take notice 
of ihefe prefents. Given at Madrid the twenty fixth day 
of March, one thoufand feven hundred and thirteen.
